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""M-IE  original  Journal  of  the  Hoitfe  of  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,  from  Monday  2ift 
May  1770,  to  Thurfday  28th  of  June  of  the  fame  year,  is  bound  v/ith  the 
November  feffion  of  1769,  and  bears  the  following  title ;  "  Journal  November 
1769,  May  1770.  "  In  printing  this  Journal  the  Public  Printer  continued  the 
pagination  of  the  1769  feffion,  which  contains  one  hundred  and  fixty  pages,  the  paging 
of  the  1770  feffion  commencing  with  one  hundred  and  fixty-one  and  extending  to  two 
hundred  and  seventy-one.  Three  copies  of  this  Journal  are  now  in  the  Virginia  State 
Library,  one  in  the  Library  0}  Congrefs,  and  one  in  poffeffion  of  the  Philadelphia  Library 
Company. 

The  Journal  of  the  feffion  beginning  Thurfday  the  11th  of  July  1771,  and  extending 
to  Saturday  the  20th  of  the  fame  month,  was  originally  bound  with  the  printed  "  Journals 
1769  to  1772."  It  contains  twenty  four  pages  inclufive  of  half  title  which  heads  page 
one.     There  is  one  copy  of  this  Journal  in  the  Virginia  State  Library. 

The  feffion  of  1772  met  after  feveral  prorogations,  on  Monday  the  12th  day  of 
February,  and  adjourned  on  Saturday  the  1  itb  of  April  following.  This  Journal  is  paged 
confecutively  from  one  to  one  hundred  and  fixty-four,  and,  like  the  two  preceding 
Journals,  is  bound  under  the  following  title  "Journals  1769  to  1772."  In  addition  to 
the  two  copies  of  this  printed  Journal  in  the  Virginia  State  Library,  another  copy  is  to 
be  found  in  the  Library  of  Congrefs. 

The  large  trade  carried  on  by  the  Colonies  with  the  Indians  reached  f  uch  proportions 
in  1770,  that  George  the  Third  determined  to  leave  its  future  management  to  the  feveral 
Aff  emblies.  Prior  to  that  time  the  trade  had  not  been  regulated,  and  the  refults  were  not 
fatiffactory  to  either  of  the  Colonies.  Acting  upon  inftructions  received  from  Great 
Britain,  the  various  Legiflatures  proceeded  to  conform  with  the  intentions  of  the 
Crown,  and  adopted  refolutions  appointing  commif Goners  to  meet  with  thofe  of  the 
neighboring  Colonies,  to  perfect  a  fyftem  by  which  the  queftion  could  be  effectually 
fettled. 

John  Penn,  Governor  of  Pennfylvania,  in  his  communication  to  Governor  Botetourt 
upon  this  fubject,  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  commiflioners  had  already  been 
appointed  in  New  York  and  Pennfylvania,  and  urged  that  no  time  be  loft  in  effecting 
fimilar  appointments  in  Virginia: 

Philadelphia1  5th  March,  1770. 
My  Lord, 

His  Majefty  having  thought  proper  to  commit  the  future  management  of  the 
Indian  Trade  to  the  feveral  Colonies,  I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  your  Lord",  that  the 
Legiflatures  of  New  York  and  this  Province  have,  in  order  to  conform  them f elves 
to  His  Majefty  's  gracious  intentions,  refpeclively  paffed  laws  for  appointing  Com- 
mif"  to  meet  with  thofe  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  to 
form  and  agree  on  a  general  plan  for  the  Regulation  of  that  Trade.  But  as  the 
good  purpofes  of  this  defign  cannot  be  effectually  anfwered  without  the  concurrence 
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of  all  the  Govern"  concerned  therein,  I  thought  it  neceffary  to  take  the  earlieft  op- 
portunity of  reque fling  yon  will  recommend  it  to  your  Affembly  to  adopt  the  fame 
meafnre,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  other  Colonies  in  promoting  the  fuccefs  of  a 
matter  fo  effential  to  the  tranquility  and  profperity  of  the  whole. 

Governor  Golden  informs  me  that  he  fluill  lofe  no  time  in  ccnnmunicatin g  this 
propofal  to  the  Gov'  of  Quebec,  and  I  am  novj  writing  to  Gov'  Eden  on  the  fame 
fubjed.     I  hive  the  honor  to  be

Replying  to  this  communication,  Governor  Botetourt  announced  his  intention  of 
laying  the  matter  before  the  next  Affembly,  at"  which  time  he  would  communicate 
their  decifion: 

William f burg1 ,  March,  1770. 
/  have  received  your  Excellcy s  letter  dated  March  5""  together  with  an  Act  of 
Affembly  pa  f fed  by  your  Province,  entitled:  "An  Act  for  appointing  Commiffrs 
to  meet  with  Comtniffio>icrs  who  are  or  may  be  appointed  by  the  Legislatures  of 
the  Neighbouring  Colonies,  to  form  and  agree  on  a  general  plan  for  the  regulation 
of  the  Indian  Trade."  I  will  lay  them  both  before  the  Affembly  of  this  Domin- 
ion, when  they  meet  in  May  next,  and  will  report  their  determinations  as  imme- 
diately as  poffible.     I  have  the  honour  to  be

The  matter  of  trade  with  the  Indians  was  foon  overfhadowed  by  the  queftion  of 
extenGon  of  the  Weftern  boundary,  which  attracted  fo  much  attention,  both  in  Virginia 
and  England,  as  to  prevent,  for  the  time  being,  a  difcuffion  of  the  inter-colonial  affairs. 
The  queftion  of  this  particular  purchafe  was  firft  dif cuffed  in  1769,  at  which  time  a 
memorial  to  the  King,  fetting  forth  the  advantages  to  be  derived  by  an  acceffion  of  terri- 
tory, was  prefented  to  Governor  Botetourt,  and  forwarded  by  his  direction  to  Lord 
Hillfborough. 

In  this  extended  Memorial  of  Wednefday,  December  13,  1769,  attention  was  called 
to  the  fact  that  John  Stuart,  Superintendent  of  thehidian  Affairs  in  the  Southern  Depart- 
ment, had    propofed  a  fomewhat  limited  acquifition  of  Indian  lands,  which,  in  the 


judgment  of  the  Affembly,  would  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Colony.  The  bounds5 
as  propofed  by  this  officer  extended  from  the  "  interferon  of  Holfton  's  River,  a  Point, 
which  would  terminate  the  Line  dividing  this  Colony  from  North  Carolina  to  the  Mouth 
of  the  Great  Kanhaway. " 

The  Burgeffes  reprefented  that  this  line,  as  propofed,  would  be  about  "TwoTiundred 
Miles  in  Length,  and  muft  pais  through  a  Country  abounding  with  high  and  rugged 
Mountains,  extremely  difficult  and  Dangerous  of  Accefs,  and  interfected  by  many 
water  Courfes."  They  further  reported  that,  in  "ef tablifhing  this  Line,  the  great  Part  of 
the  valuable  Country  lying  on  the  Ohio,  below  the  Mouth  of  the  Great  Kanhaway,  which 
had  recently  been  ceded  to  the  Crown  by  Northern  Indians  would  be  separated  from 
other  royal  Poffefiions  in  that  Section,  and  that  it  would  be  impoffible  to  eftablifh 
fettlements  in  that  fertile  and  extenfive  country."

To  his  Txcelltnc?  the  Right  Honourable  ^torbome.  Baron  de  Botetourt. 
his  Majefty  's  Lieutenant  atui  Governor  General,  and  Commander  in  Chief 
of  the  Colony  and  Dominion  of  Virginia,  and  Vice  Admiral  of  tl\e  fame. 

My  Lord  3, 

We  his  Majefty 's  mo  ft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  ilie  Burgeffes  of  Virginia, 
having  agreeable  to  our  former  Affurances,  maturely  and  deliberately  considered 
your  Excellency 's  Speech  beg  Leave  to  renew  our  unfeigned  Thanks  for  his  Majefty 's 

kind 
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kind  Attention  to  the  Interefts  of  this  Colony,  in  fo  readily  approving  the  Report  of 
the  Right  Honourable  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  in  Favour  of  a  ynore 
extended  Boundary  to  the  Weftward.  We  are  perfuaded  that  his  Majefty's  fole 
Motive  for  fo  doing  arofe  from  his  moft  gracious  Inclination  to  promote  the  Security 
and  Happinefs  of  his  dutiful  Subjeds;  but  permit  us,  my  Lord,  with  all  Humility 
and  Deference  to  his  Royal  Wifdom,  by  an  humble  Memorial,  to  exprefs  our  Ap- 
prehensions that  his  Majefty  hath  not  yet  been  made  properly  and  fully  acquainted 
with  the  true  Situation  of  our  Frontiers;  and  fujfer  us  to  intreat  your  Lordfhip, 
that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  lay  before  our  Royal  Sovereign  a  more  perfect  State  of  the 
Matter,  and  endeavor  to  procure  for  this  Colony  fuch  farther  Iudulgencies,  in 
enlarging  its  Boundary,  as  to  his  Majefty,  in  his  great  Wifdom,  may  feeyn  juft 
and  right.  On  our  Parts,  we  do  affure  your  Excellency,  that  we  fhall,  at  all  Times, 
be  ready  and  willing  chearfully  to  comply  with  every  Requisition  in  our  Power, 
that  may  tend  to  promote  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  his  Majefty's  Crown,  the 
Extenfion  of  his  Dominions,  and  the  true  Interefts  of  this  Colony. 

But,  if,  unfortunately  for  this  Colony,  his  Majefty  hath  already  taken  his  ulti- 
mate Refolution  to  confine  his  Subjeds  to  the  Line  propofed  by  your  Excellency, 
we  muft  humbly  acquiefce,  and  will  furnifh  the  Two  Thoufand  Five  Hundred 
Pounds  Sterling,  according  to  the  Eftimate  you  have  been  pleafed  to  communicate 
to  us.     And  the  faid  Memorial  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

The  MEMORIAL  of  the  HOUSE  of  BURGESSES, 

Humbly  Reprefents, 
That  your  Memorialifts  having  paid  the  earlieft  Attention  to  your  Lordfhip' s 
Speech  at  the  Opening  of  this  Seffion,  have  taken  under  their  moft  ferious  Confeder- 
ation that  very  interefiing  Part  of  it  which  relates  to  the  Report  of  the  Right  Hon- 
ourable the  Board  of  Trade  and  Plantations  to  his  Majefty,  refpeding  tlie  Extenfion 
of  the  Boundary  of  this  Colony  to  the  Weftward;  and  as  your  Memorialifts  are 
extremely  folicitous  on  all  Occafions,  to  ftand  fair  in  the  Royal  Opinion  of  their 
moft  gracious  Sovereign,  they  humbly  prefume  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  their 
Reafons  for  not  immediately  complying  with  his  Majefty's  Requisition,  com- 
municated to  them  by  your  Lordfhip  in  fuch  very  polite  and  engaging  Terms. 

Senfible  as  your  Memorialifts  are  of  the  many  fignal  Advantages  which  would 
redound  as  well  to  his  Majefty  as  to  feveral  of  his  American  Colonies,  they  fhould 
think  themfelves  blind  to  their  Duty  and  Interefts  if  they  did  not  receive,  with  all 
Thankfidnefs,  your  Lordfhip' s  Information  of  the  Benefits  intended  to  them  by 
his  Majefty's  gracious  Approval  of  a  more  extended  Boundary,  than  had  been  pro- 
pofed by  the  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  in  the  Southern  Department;  but 
they  flatter  themfelves  that  a  Revifion  of  the  Subjed,  if  his  Majefty  would  once  more 
be  pleafed  to  condefcend  to  take  it  under  his  Princely  Confuleration,  would  convince 
his  Majefty  that  his  moft  gracious  Purpofe  cannot  be  anfwered  by  eftablifhing 
tlie  Line  propofed. 

Your  Memorialifts  beg  Leave  to  obferve  that  the  faid  Line,  if  extended  from 
the  Inter fedion  of  Holfton's  River,  the  Point,  which  would  terminate  the  Line 
dividing  this  Colony  from  North  Carolina  to  the  Mouth  of  the  Great  Kanhaway, 
would  be  near  Two  Hundred  Miles  in  Length,  and  muft  pafs  through  a  Country 
abounding  with  high  and  rugged  Mountains,  extremely  difficult  and  dangerous  of 
Accefs,  and  interfeded  by  many  Water  Courfes;  that  the  prefent  Pofture  of  Indian 
Affairs  woidd  make  a  ftrong  Guard  of  armed  Men  neceffary  for  the  Protedion  of 
thofe  who  might  be  commiffioned  to  run  fuch  a  Line,  as  it  muft  neceffarily  pafs 
through  a  Country  uninhabited,  and  through  which  thofe  Indians  who  feem.  at 
prefent  moft  inclined  to  Hoftilities,  do  frequently  take  their  Routs; 

That  by  eftablifhing  fuch  Line,  a  great  Part  of  that  moft  valuable  Country, 
lying  on  the  Ohio,  below  the  Mouth  of  tlie  great  Kanhaway,  lately  ceded  to  his 
Majefty  by  the  Northern  Indians,  would  be  feparated  and  divided  from  the  Britifh 
Territory,  on  the  upper  Part  of  Holfton's  River,  the  great  Kanhaway,  arid  tlie 
Ohio,  which  your  Memorialifts  humbly  conceive  muft  greatly  impede,  and  may 
totally  prevent  the  Settlement  of  thai  fertile  and  extenfive  Country,  which,  from  its 

Situation 
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Situation  and  many  natural  Advantages,  would  open  the  faireft  Profpcd  of  a  zery 
beneficial  Commerce  to  our  Mother  Country,  by  fecuring  to  his  Majefty's  Subjects 
a  new  and  extenfive  Trade  with  the  fever al  Tribes  of  We f tern  Indians,  which  has 
hitherto  been  alnwft  engroffcd  by  the  Subjeds  of  France;  and  by  this  Means  many 
Indian  Nations,  heretofore  living  at  Enmity  with  our  moft  gracious  Sovereign  and 
his  Subjects,  might  be  made  friendly  and  ufefid  in  extending  the  Trade  and  Navi- 
gation of  Great- Britain. 

That  your  Memorialifts  have  the  greateft  Reafon  to  fear  thai  the  faid  Line, 
if  confirmed,  would  conftantly  open  to  the  Indians  and  others,  Enemies  to  his  Maj- 
efty,  a  free  and  eafy  Ingrefs  to  the  Heart  of  the  Country,  on  the  Ohio,  Holf ton's 
River,  and  the  great  Kanhaway,  whereby  the  Settlements,  which  may  be  attempted 
in  thofe  Quarters,  will,  in  all  Probability,  be  utterly  deftroyed,  and  that  great  Extent 
of  Country,  from  the  Mouth  of  the  Kanhaway  to  the  Mouth  of  the  Cherokee  River, 
extending  Eastward  as  far  as  the  Laurel  Hills,  fo  very  lately  ceded  to  his  Majefty, 
and  to  which  no  Tribe  of  Indians,  at  prefent,  fets  up  any  Pretentions,  will  be 
entirely  abandoned  to  the  Cherokees;  in  Confequence  of  which  Claims  totally 
deftrudive  of  the  true  Interests  of  his  Majefty,  may,  at  fome  future  Time  arife,  and 
Acquisitions  juftly  ranked  among  ft  the  moft  valuable  of  the  late  war,  be  altogether 
loft. 

Your  Memorialifts  further  beg  Leave  to  reprefent  to  your  Lordfhip,  that  Lands, 
which  have  been  granted  by  Patents  regularly  obtained,  according  to  the  known  and 
fixed  Rules  of  this  Government,  if  the  faid  Line  were  to  take  Place,  would  be  entirely 
difmembered  from  this  Coloriy,  allotted  to  the  Indians,  and  entirely  loft  to  the  Pro- 
prietors, who  were  authorized  by  Law,  and  encouraged  by  the  Royal  Inftrudion  of 
his  late  Majefty  to  his  Governor,  to  explore  and  fettle  this  new  Country  at  the  Rifque 
of  their  Lives,  and  at  a  great  Expence. 

Your  Memorialifts,  from  thefe  weighty  Ccmfiderations,  have  been  induced  to 
extend  their  Views,  and  do  humbly  offer,  as  their  Opinions,  that  a  Line  beginning 
at  the  Weftern  Termination  of  the  North-Carolina  Line,  and  running  thence  in  a 
due  Weft  Diredion  to  the  River  Ohio,  may  be  accompli fhed  at  a  much  lefs  Expence 
than  the  other  Line  propofed;  that  the  Extenfion  of  fuch  a  Line  is  neceffary  for  the 
Safety  and  Advantage  of  his  Majefty 's  Subjeds,  and  that  it  would  tend  greatly  to 
the  Increafe  of  his  Majefty's  Revenue,  and  to  the  Promotion  of  the  Trade  and 
Navigation  of  the  Weftern  Part  of  this  Dominion,  if  a  Pur  chafe  were  made  of  tlie 
Cherokee  Indians  of  all  their  Lands,  which  fuch  due  Weftern  Line  would  include; 
efpecially  if  his  Majefty  would  be  gracioufly  pleafed,  in  his  Royal  Wifdom,  to 
dif courage  all  Monopolies  of  thofe  Lands,  and  ftrengthen  our  Barrier,  by  granting 
them,  in  fmall  or  moderate  Quantities,  to  fuch  Adventurers  as  might  incline  to 


feat  and  fettle  the  fame. 

Your  Memorialifts,  for  the  better  Illuftration  of  the  foregoing  Obfervations, 
beg  Leave  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  as  exad  and  perfed  a  Plan  of  that  Part  of 
the  Country  as  they  at  prefent  are  able  to  procure,  and  humbly  fubmit  the  whole 
Matter  to  your  Excellency 's  Judgment. 

From  fuch  Reprefentation  as  your  Excellency  may  think  fit  to  make,  we 
prefume  to  flatter  ourf elves  that  his  Majefty  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  order  a 
Sufpenfion  of  any  other  Line  that  may  affed  the  very  nionerous  Settlements  of  his 
Subjeds  to  the  Eaftward  of  that  now  propofed,  till  the  Matter  is  reconfidwed,  and 
fully  and  clearly  under ftood. 

On  December  18th,  1769.  Lord  Botetourt  enclofed  a  copy  of  the  Memorial  of  the 
Hottfe  of  Burgeifes  concerning  the  boundary  line,  to  John  Stuart,  then  at  Charles  Town, 
S.  C 

Williamfburg1  Dec.  18th  1769. 
Sir 

I  have  inclofed  copies  of  an  Addrefs  and  Memorial  from  the  Hoitfe  of  Burgeffes 
by  which  you  will  perceive  that  they  have  agreed  to  the  Requisition  I  have  had  the 

honour 
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honour  to  make  to  them  by  command  from  the  King,  but  at  the  fame  time  that  they 
tray  for  a  more  extended  Boundary  than  that  you  have  recommended,  and  intreat 
that  I  will  again  implore  His  Majefty  to  reconfuier  the  merits  of  their  humble 
Petition.  In  confequence  of  iiiattheir  defire  I  have  wrote  the  Earl  of  HilK borough 
and  earneftiy  folicited  that  they  may  be  indulged  to  the  extent  of  their  wifhes.  I 
have  likewife  acquainted  him  that  I  have  intreated  you  not  to  take  a  flep  towards 
running  any  line  until  you  fhall  have  had  frefh  inftrudions  from  His  Lordfhip. 
[t  remains  that  I  beg  your  affiftance  towards  compleating  this  great  work,  but 
fltould  you  deem  giving  that  affiftance  inconfiftent  with  your  duty,  fhall  be  obliged 
to  you  for  your  reafons  why  this  Colony  may  not  be  allowed  to  pur  chafe  from  the 
Indians  a  mo  ft  de  fir  able  country,  which  would  in  time  add  very  greatly  to  the  value 
of  His  Majefty' s  Quit-Rents.     I  have  the  honour  to  be  Sir

Replying  to  this  communication,  Stuart  fet  forth  his  reafons  in  detail  for  his  propofed 
line,  and  called  attention  to  the  Earl  of  Hill f borough's  letter1  of  the  13th of  May  1769, 
which,  alluded  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  concerning  boundaries,  and  had  been 
approved  by  the  Crown: 

Charles  Town1,  13  January,  1770. 
My  Lord 

/  am  honoured  with  your  Excellency's  letter  of  18*  December  with  tlie  addrefs 
and  memorial  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  of  the  Colony  of  Virginia,  praying  for  a 
greater  extent  of  Boundary  than  that  pointed  out  in  the  report  of  the  Right  Hon- 
ourable the  Board  of  Trade  and  direded  by  His  Majefty  to  be  ratified,  and  marked, 
as  fignified  by  the  Earl  of  Hillfborough,  in  his  letter  of  13"1  May,  1769. 

/  must  beg  your  Lordfhip  will  be  perfwaded  that  in  negotiating  a  Boundary 
Line  between  the  Indian  Nations  and  the  different  Provinces,  I  have  been  folely 
actuated  by  principles  of  duty  in  conforming  as  nearly  as  poffible  to  His  Majefty 's 
ideas  atid  orders,  fo  fully  and  clearly  expreffed  in  his  additional  inftrudions  to 
all  his  Governors  in  1761,  by  his  Royal  Proclamation  of  7  October  1763,  and  by 
his  orders  relative  to  the  report  of  his  Board  of  Trade,  contained  in  the  Earl  of 
Hillfborough 's  letter  0/15  April  1768,  which  evince  his  mo  ft  gracious  purpofe  of 
proteding  and  rendering  ftrid  juftice  to  the  Indians,  thereby  to  remove  their  jeal- 
oufies  and  apprehenfions,  which  our  encroachments  on  their  Hunting  Grounds  too 
well  juftified,  and  from  which  that  diffatiffadion  and  lioftile  difpofition  which 
proved  fo  expenfive  and  deftrudive  to  His  Majefty 's  fubjeds,  principally  arofe. 
I  am  therefore  extremely  mortified,  when  from  thefe  con-fiderations  my  reafcming 
on  the  fubjed  of  a  more  extended  Boundary  muft  differ  from  that  of  fo  refpedable 
a  body  as  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  of  the  Dominion  of  Virginia  whofe  views  and 
wifhes  I  can  have  no  motive  to  obftrud  or  oppofe,  except  wliat  arifes  from  an  earneft 
defire  faithfully  to  dif charge  the  truft  repofed  in  me. 

I  beg  your  Lordfhip 's  permiffion  to  reprefent  that  from  the  knowledge  of  the 
difpofition  of  the  Indian  tribes  within  tlie  Southern  Diftrid,  which  my  office  of 
Superintendent  has  enabled  me  to  acquire,  I  am  perfwaded  the  Cherokees  will  never 
confent  to  give  up  the  territory  pointed  at  in  your  Affembly's  memorial,  becaufe 

Fir  ft.  A  continuation  of  the  Line  dividing  your  Colony  and  North  Carolina, 
from  the  point  where  it  inter  feds  Holf  ten 's  River,  in  a  due  Weftern  courfe,  can 
never  touch  the  Ohio,  but  will  run  within  lefs  than  fixty  miles  of  the  Cherokee  towns, 
and  fall  upon  the  Cherokee  River  a  little  below  Chuola  or  the  Chickafaw  landing. 

Second.  Said  Line  would  cut  off  from  the  Cherokees  a-nd  Chickafaws  their 
only  valuable  Hunting  Grounds,  it  being  a  fad  well  known,  that  they  always  hunt 
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at  the  dif lance  of  one  or  two  hundred  miles  from  their  villages  for  an  obvious  reafon, 
the  fcarcity  of  deer  near  the  dwellings  of  a  nation  of  Hunters. 

Third.  Befides  the  diftrefs  which  the  Cherokees  and  Chickafaws  would  cer- 
tainly be  fubjeded  to  by  the  lofs  of  their  Hunting  Grounds,  the  fettle ment  of  thefe 
lands  by  adventurers  from  your  Colony,  who  are  likewife  hunters  and  in  other 
refpeds  difagreeable  to  the  Indians,  would  prove  an  infurmountable  obfiacle. 

These  difficulty's,  my  Lord,  would  operate  immediately  with  the  Cherokees  and 
Chickafaws ;  but  the  jealoufies  and  apprehenfions  of  every  Tribe  on  ilie  Continent, 
efpecially  of  thofe  within  this  Diftrid,  would  be  again  revived  by  fuck  an  extension 
of  territory,  altho'  they  are  almoft  effaced  by  His  Maje  fly's  having  mo  ft  gracioujly 
direded  to  fettle  a»d  mark  diftind  Boundaries;  and  in  whatever  manner  the 
Ceffion  pointed  at  in  the  Memorial  might  be  obtained  from  the  Cherokees,  there  is 
the  greateft  reafon  to  apprehend  that  it  would  be  produdive  of  a  general  rupture  with, 
and  coalition  of,  all  the  Tribes  on  the  Continent;  for  however  Indians  may  quarrel 
amongft  themfelves,  yet  an  encroachment  on  the  lands  of  any  Nation  becomes  a 
common  caufe,  and  attrads  the  attention  of  the  whole. 

The  Creek  Nation,  confifting  of  four  thoufand  gun  men  have  lately  complained 
to  tne  of  Settlement  being  made  by  emigrants  from  Virginia  on  the  unceded  lands 
on  the  MiffiiTrpi,  the  Chickafaws  and  Choctaws  are  more  immediately  affeded  by 
fuch  fettlements,  and  alfo  exprefs  their  uneafinefs.  At  this  very  time  there  are 
in  the  Creek  Nation,  Deputies  from  tlie  Snawnefe,  Dela wares  and  other  Northern 
Tribes,  accompanied  by  fonts  Cherokees,  endeavouring  to  form  a  general  confeder- 
acy on  the  principle  of  defending  their  lands  from  our  daily  encroachments.  The 
principal  Chiefs  of  tlie  Cherokee  Nation  fent  me  the  enclofed  meffage  in  July  la  ft, 
and  immediately  afterwards  Ouconnaftotah  the  principal  leader  fet  out  with  30 
canoes  of  armed  men,  to  reconnoitre  the  fettlements  on  Holften's  River,  and  fee 
how  far  your  inhabitants  had  extended  beyond  the  line  agreed  upon  by  treaty  in 
November  1768.  Thefe  circumftances  appear  to  be  worthy  your  Excellency's 
attention,  and  I  hope  will  ferve  to  evince  the  propriety  of  my  declining  to  recommend 
the  propofed  extension:  and  here  permit  me  my  Lord  to  exprefs  my  great  forrow 
for  being  obliged  to  refufe  my  affiftance,  of  whatever  weight  it  may  be,  in  obtaining 
for  the  Colony  of  Virginia  a  Boundary  to  the  extent  of  ilieir  wifhes.  My  fentiments 
on  the  propofal  I  fhall  candidly  fubmit  to  his  Majefty's  Minifters,  and  be  extremely 
happy  in  carrying  whatever  orders  they  may  think  proper  to  give  me  relative  to  it, 
into  execution. 

I  hope  your  Lord f hip  will  think  it  for  the  good  of  His  Majefty  's  fervice  to 
reftrain  adventurers  from  your  Colony  from  fettling  beyond  the  Line  already  agreed 
upon,  untill  His  Majefty 's  ultimate  orders  can  be  received. 

From  the  fuppofition  in  tlie  Memorial  that  the  Line  therein  propofed  would 
fall  upon  the  Ohio,  /  tnuft  conclude  the  plan  referred  to,  to  be  erroneous,  for  the 
Divifion  Line  between  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  appears  by  the  Map  to  be  in 
36"  30"*.  the  Cherokee  Towns  are  fituated  between  35*  and  35"  40™. 

J  inclofe  your  Lordfhip  my  bill  on  his  Excellency  Gen1  Gage  for  the  amount 
of  the  Bill  of  Expences  contraded  by  diredion  of  Mr  Cameron;  and  I  have  the

P.  S.  I  have  chofen  rather  to  fend  my  bill  upon  my  Agent  at  New  York  for  the 
amount  of  the  Bill  of  expences  above  mentioned  being  £$$  York  currency,  which 
will  certainly  be  paid  duly.  The  abftrad  of  tlie  Additional  Inftrudion  and  Proc- 
lamation I  fend  merely  to  fave  your  Lordfhip  the  trouble  of  looking  for  the  original. 

Replying  to  this  communication,  on  February  8th1  following  Lord  Botetourt  ftated 
to  Mr  Stuart  that  he  entirely  agreed  with  the  objections  outlined  by  him,  fo  far  as  the 
acquifition  of  territory  without  the  confent  of  the  Indians  was  concerned.     He  flattered 

himfeif 
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i    however,  that  his  Majefty's  fervants  would  be  convinced  of  the  neceffity  of 
•  -nn-r  Inch  territory,  and  he  trufted  that  all  officers  of  the  colony  would  render  their 
in  bringing  about  a  fatiffaclory  refult.     The  Affembly  meeting  on  May  2iCt, 
rnor  laid  before  them  certain  papers  bearing  upon  Indian  affairs,  and  on  the 
,  |  May  following  prefented  for  their  confideration  other  papers  appertaining  to 
the  VVeftenj  boundary,  including  letters  from  John  Stuart,  Superintendent  of  the  South- 
cm  Department 

Thei'e  papers  were  referred  to  a  Committee,  and  on  Friday  the  15th  day  of  June 

,  ,:".j«-ing,   a  refolution  concerning  the  boundary   line  was  agreed  upon.     In  reaching 

conclusion  it  was  neceffary  for  the  Burgeffes  to  recede  from  their  former  pofition. 

This  they  determined  to  do,  owing  to  the  conftant  menace  to  frontier  interefts  refult- 

ir,2  from  the  dilquietude  of  the  Indians: 

Re  folved,1  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee, that  it  may  be  extremely 
Dangerous  to  the  unhappy  People  who  may  Settle  beyond  the  Lines  fixed  on 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  as  Limits  between  the  Cherokees  and 
this  Colony,  to  Delay  any  longer  entering  upon  a  Negotiation  for  a  more  exten- 
five  Boundary,  which  his  Majefty  has  approved  of,  and  that  an  humble  Addrefs 
be  prefented  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  to  defire  that  he  would  immedi- 
ately take  fuch  Steps  as  were  neceffary  for  entering  upon  a  Treaty  w-ith  the 
Cherokees,  for  the  Lands  lying  within  a  Line  to  be  run  from  a  Place  where  the 
Xorth  Carolina  Line  terminates,  in  a  due  Weft  direction,  until  it  interfects  Hol- 
ftein  River,  and  from  thence  to  the  Mouth  of  the  Great  Kanhaway,  and  that  he 
will  be  Pieafed  when  a  Ceffion  of  thefe  Lands  fhould  be  obtained,  to  proceed  to 
Mark  and  to  Eftablifh  that  Boundary. 

Lord  Botetourt  immediately  communicated  a  copy  of  the  refolution  of  the  Affembly 
to  Mr'  Stuart,  urging  him  to  enter  into  an  early  treaty  with  the  Cherokees,  in  order  to 
fecure  as  £oon  as  poffible  a  fixed  boundary  between  their  poffeflions  and  thofe  of  the 
Colony  of  Virginia: 

Williamfburg2 ,  21  June,  1770. 
Sir 

Being  authorized  by  the  inclofed  Addrefs  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  His 
Majefty's  gracious  permiffion  and  your  letter  of  the  third  of  Auguft  1769,  /  ear- 
neftly  intreat  that  you  do  immediately  enter  upon  a  treaty  with  the  Cherokees  in 
order  to  obtain,  as  soon  as  poffible,  for  this  dominion,  a  ceffion  of  thofe  lands  to 
which  His  Majefty  has  been  pieafed  to  confetti,  upon  conditions  which  have  been 
agreed  to  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Country. 

I  muft  likewife  beg  that  you  fend  me  an  account  of  the  feveral  goods  and 
fums  of  money  which  will  be  wanted  for  compleating  this  great  work,  fpecifying  as 
near  as  may  be  the  expence  of  each  particular  fervice;  with  the  time  and  manner 
in  which  you  would  wifh  to  have  them  paid;  as  alfo  what  a  ffx fiance  you  will  want 
from  hence  in  running  the  Line,  when  it  fhall  have  been  agreed  to,  with  the  exact 
time  when  it  will  be  wanted.  You  may  depend  upon  the  greateft  punctuality  in 
the  courfe  of  this  tranf action.  The  whole  expence  muft  come  within  the  £2500 
Stirling,  which  have  been  granted  by  this  Government  in  confequence  of  your  own 
tftimate.     The  higher  the  favings  the  more  we  fhali  be  obliged  to  you. 

I  congratulate  you  on  your  being  appointed  a  Counfellor  Extraordinary  of  the 
Dominion  and  Colony  of  Virginia:  will  fend  by  x1'  opportunity  a  copy  of  this 
letter  to  the  Earl  of  Hillfborough,  and  have  the  honour  to  be,  Sir 
Your  very  obedient  humble  Serv'.

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Adling  under  mft motions  from  Governor  Botetourt,  Stuart,  who  was  thei 
Charles  Town,  replied1  under  date' of  July  i2tf:  that  a  convention  of  the  Cherokee  Chiefs 
would  be  held  at  Lodiabar  on  the  5th  of  October  following,  and  that  the  queftion  of  ceffion 
of  lands  would  be  taken  up  at  that  time.  The  Governor  was  appril'ed  at  the  fame  time 
that  the  /2500  fet  afide  for  the  purchafe  of  Cherokee  lands  would  not  be  fufficient 
to  accomplifh  the  ends  of  the  Colony,  and  that  an  additional  of  £400  fterling  fhould 
be  appropriated  for  this  purpofe.  Lord  Botetourt  at  once  communicated  to  the  Earl  of 
Hillfborough  the  contents  of  Stuart's  letter,  and  notified  him  of  his  decifion  to  extract 
additional  funds  needed  from  his  Majefty  's  Quit-Rents : 


Sir 

MT  Stuart  having  in  the  inclofed  anfwer  to  my  exprefs  acquainted  me  that 
near  4Qo£  fterling,  more  than  his  original  eftimate,  would  be  wanting,  in  order  to 
enable  him  to  co>nplcat  the  purchafe  of  thofe  lands  from  the  Indians,  to  which  the 
King  has  been  gracicufly  pleafed  to  confent;  I  have  prefamed  to  draw  upon  His 
Majefty' s  Quit  Rents  for  that  fum,  as  I  could  not  otherwife  have  made  good  to  the 
feveral  branches  of  this  Legiflature  the  promife  I  thought  myfelf  authorized  to  make. 
Shoud  your  Lordfhip  be  of  a  different  opinion,  I  will  immediately  anfwer  your 
draught  for  400,  out  of  my  private  fortune,  as  I  went  'd  rather  forfeit  the  whole  than 
be  guilty  of  even  the  appearance  of  deceit.

Replying,  a  month  later,  to  Stuart's  communication  of  July  12th,  Governor  Bote- 
tourt authorized  him  to  draw  upon  Mefs.  Norton  &  Son  of  London  for  £2900  fterling, 
the  amount  fet  by  him  for  the  purchafe  of  Cherokee  lands. 

Williamfburg,1-  Aug.  g'h,    1770. 
Sir 

I  have  inclofed  to  you  an  authority  to  draw  upon  Meffrs  Norton  and  Son  in 
London  for  £2000  Stirling  by  which  you  will  perceive  that  the  384.  17.  6.  which 
you  have  defired,  together  with  £15.  in  order  to  enable  you  to  purchafe  gold  by 
bills  for  300  are  both  added  to  the  eftimate  of  £2500  with  which  you  originally  engaged 
to  procure  for  this  dominion  from  the  Indians  thofe  lands,  to  the  purchafe  of  which 
His  Majefty  has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  confent.  I  have  likewife  appointed 
Col.  Donelfon  a  member  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  to  meet  you  at  Lochaber  upon 
Friday  the  5"1  of  October  that  he  may  be  able  to  report  from  view,  to  our  General 
Affembly,  tlie  whole  of  that  tranfadion,  may  fix  with  you  a  proper  time  for  running 
the  Line  and  may  be  inftruded  in  the  knowledge  of  every  thing  which  will  be  wanted 
for  that  material  purpofe. 

I  am  extremely  pleafed  with  the  affurance  you  have  given  me  that  the  ftrideft 
economy  fhall  be  obferved;  and  as  it  has  ever  been  the  firft  objed  of  my  life  to  be 
remarkable  for  good  faith  and  punduality,  I  fhall  depend  upon  you  in  the  prefent 
inftance  for  iliat  credit  with  the  Indians  which  my  adions  fhall  deferve. 

I  will  be  anfwerable  that  Meffrs.  Norton  and  Son  will  pay  due  honour  to 
your  Bills  for  2900  fterling.

On  the  18th  day  of  Odober  following,  a  congrefs  of  the  leading  Chiefs  of  the  Cherokee 
Nation  was  held  at  Lochaber  in  the  province  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  treaty  negotiated 
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between  the  Cherokee  Nation  and  Great  Britain.  A  copy  of  the  deed  of  cefilon,  refulting 
from  this  convention,  was  delivered  to  Colonel  Donelfon' ,  a  reprefentative  appointed  by 
[>inl  Botetourt  to  be  prefent  upon  that  occafion,  and  forwarded  by  him  to  Governor 
Selfon  at  William f burg:

SOUTH  CAROLINA, 

At  a  Congrefs  of  the  Principal  Chiefs  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  held  at  Lochaber 
in  the  Province  of  South  Carolina  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  October  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy,  by  John  Stuart  Efqr.  agent 
for  and  Superintendant  of  the  affairs  of  the  Indian  Nations  in  the  Southern 
District  of  North  America. 

A  Treaty  for  a  ceffion  to  His  Moft  facred  Majefty  George  the  Third  by  the 
Grace  of  God,  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith  &c. 
By  the  £aid  Nation  of  Cherokee  Indians  of  certain  lands  lying  within  the  limks 
of  the  Dominion  of  Virginia. 

Whereas,  by  a  treaty  entered  into  and  concluded  at  Hard  Labour  the  four- 
teenth day  of  October  in  the  Year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fbcty  eight 
by  John  Stuart  Efqr.  His  Majefty 's  Agent  for  and  Superintendent  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Indian  Nations  inhabiting  the  Southern  Diftrict  of  North  America,  with 
the  principal  and  ruling  chiefs  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  all  the  Lands  formerly 
claimed  by  and  belonging  to  faid  Nation  of  Indians  lying  in  the  Province  of 
Virginia  to  the  Eaftward  of  a  Line  beginning  at  the  Boundary  of  the  province 
of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia,  running  in  a  N.  B.  E.  courfe  to  Col.  Chifwells 
mine  on  the  Eaf tern  Bank  of  the  great  Ccmhoway  and  from  thence  in  a  ftraight 
Line  to  the  Mouth  of  the  faid  Great  Conhovcay  River  where  it  difcharged  itfelf 
into  the  Ohio  River  were  ceded  to  His  Moft  Sacred  Majefty  his  heirs  fucceffors ; 
and  Whereas  by  the  above  recited  Treaty  all  the  lands  lying  between  Holfton  's 
River  and  the  line  above  fpecifxed  were  determined  to  belong  to  the  Cherokee 
Nation  to  the  great  lofs  and  inconveniency  of  many  of  His  Majefty 's  fubjects 
inhabiting  the  faid  lands;  and  reprefentation  of  the  fame  having  been  made  to 
His  Majefty  by  His  Excellency  the  Right  Honbl.  Norborne  Baron  de  Botetourt 
His  Majefty 's  Lieutenant  and  Governor  General  of  the  Dominion  of  Virginia, 
in  confequence  whereof  His  Majefty  has  been  graciouily  pleafed  to  fignify  His 
royal  pleafure  to  John  Stuart  Efqr.  his  agent  for  and  Superintendant  of  Indian 
affairs  in  the  Southern  Diftrict  of  North  America,  by  an  injunction  contained  in 
a  letter  from  the  Right  Honbl.  the  Earl  of  Hillfborough  one  of  his  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State  dated  the  13  th  May  1769  to  enter  into  a  Negotiation  with  the 
Cherokees  for  eftablifhing  a  New  Boundary-  Line,  Beginning  at  the  Point  where 
the  North  Carolina  Line  terminates  and  to  run  thence  in  a  Weft  Courfe  to 
Holften  's  River,  wrhere  it  is  interfered  by  a  continuation  of  the  Line  dividing 
the  Provinces  of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia,  and  thence  a  ftraight  courfe  to 
the  confluence  of  the  Great  Conhoway  and  Ohio  Rivers. 

Article  ift  Purfuant  therefore  to  His  Majefty 's  orders  to  and  power  and 
authority  vefted  in  John  Stuart,  Efqr  agent  for  and  Superintendant  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Indian  Tribes  in  the  Southern  Diftrict,  It  is  agreed  upon  by  the  faid  John 
Stuart  Efquire,  on  behalf  of  His  Moft  Sacred  Majefty  George  the  Third,  by  the 
Grace  of  God  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith 
&c.  and  by  the  fubfenbing  Cherokee  Chief  3  and  warriors  on  behalf  of  their  faid 
Nation, in  confideration  of  His  Majefty 's  paternal  goodnefs  fo  often  demonftrated 
to  them  the  faid  Cherokee  Indians,  and  from  the  affection  and  friendfhip  for 
their  Brethren  the  inhabitants  of  Virginians  well  as  their  earneft  defire  of  remov- 
ing as  far  as  poffible  all  caufe  of  difpute  between  them  and  the  faid  inhabitants, 
on  account  of  encroachment  or  lands  referved  by  the  faid  hidians  for  them- 
fclves,  and  alfo  for  a  valuable  confideration  in  various  forts  of  goods   paid  to 

them 
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them  by  the  faid  John  Stuart  Efq.  on  behalf  of  the  Dominion  of  Virginia.  That 
the  hereafter  recited  Line  be  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  it  is  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed  accordingly,  and  it  is  by  thefe  prefents  firmly  ftipulated  and  agreed 
upon  by  the  parties  aforefaid,  that  a  Line  beginning  where  the  Boundary  Line 
between  the  Province  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Cherokee  hunting  grounds 
terminates,  and  running  thence  in  a  Weft  Courfe  to  a  point  fix  miles  Eaft  of 
Long  Ifland  in  Holften's  River,  and  thence  to  faid  River  fix  miles  above  the 
faid  Long  Ifland,  and  thence  in  a  direct  courfe  to  the  confluence  of  the  Great 
Conhovoay  and  Ohio  Rivers,  fhall  remain  and  be  deemed  by  all  His  Majefty 's 
white  Subjects  as  well  as  all  the  Indians  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  the  true  and 
juft  limits  and  Boundaries  of  the  lands  referved  by  the  faid  Nation  of  Indians 
for  their  own  proper  ufe,  and  dividing  the  fame  from  the  Lands  ceded  by  them 
to  His  Majefty,  within  the  limits  of  the  Province  of  Virginia,  and  that  His 
Majefty's  white  fubjects  inhabiting  the  Province  of  Virginia  fhall  not,  upon 
any  pretence  whatfoever  fettle  beyond  the  faid  Line,  nor  fhall  the  faid  Indians 
make  any  fettlements  or  encroachment  on  the  Lands  which  by  this  Treaty  they 
cede  and  confirm  to  His  Majefty;  and  it  is  further  agreed  that  as  foon  as  His 
Majefty 's  Royall  approbation  of  this  Treaty  fhall  have  been  fignified  to  the 
Governor  of  Virginia  or  Superintendant,  this  Treaty  fhall  be  carried  into 
execution. 

Article  IInd.  And  it  is  further  agreed  upon  and  ftipulated  by  the  contract- 
ing parties,  that  no  alteration  whatfoever  fhall  hence  forward  be  made  in  the 
Boundary  Line  above  recited  and  now  folemnly  agreed  upon,  except  fuch  as 
may  hereafter  be  found  expedient  and  necei'fary  for  the  material  intere.ft  of 
both  parties,  and  which  alteration  fhall  be  made  with  the  confent  of  the  Superin- 
tendant, or  fuch  other  perfon  or  perfons  as  fhall  be  authorized  by  His  Majefty  as 
well  as  with  the  Confent  and  approbation  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  of  Indians, 
at  a  congref s  or  General  meeting  of  faid  Indians  to  be  held  for  faid  purpofe.  and 
not  in  any  other  manner.  In  teftimony  whereof  the  faid  Superintendant  on 
behalf  of  His  Majefty,  and  the  underwritten  Cherokee  Chiefs  on  behalf  of  then- 
Nation,  have  figned  and  fealed  this  prefent  Treaty  at  the  time  and  place  afore- 
faid.

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E  tily  in  1770  Edward  Montagu,  London  Agent  for  the  colony  of  Virginia,  advifed 
the  Committee  of  Correfpondence,  that  one  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treafury  had  reported 
;;ii  that  certain  gentlemen  were  fecuring  a  grant  of  land  in  the  fection  recently  ceded 
hy  the  Cherokees  to  the  Crown. 

London1  ]an,y.  18,  1770 
Gent. 

I  have  juft  received  Intelligence  from  one  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treafury  that  a 
Body  of  very  refpedable  and  opulent  Gentlemen  have  made  a  Propofal  and  offer  d 
a  fatiffadory  Sum  for  the  Grant  of  Lands  in  your  Colony  which  form  the  Frontier; 
horn  the  keft  Difcription  I  can  get,  "  They  are  to  the  Southward  Weftward  of  the 
Penniylvania  Line,  down  the  Ohio  to  the  Mouth  of  the  big  Canhaway  with  the 
main  Branches  of  the  faid  River  to  the  Mountains — then  with  the  Mountains  to 
the  Chief  Waters  of  the  River  Monongahela  and  with  them  to  the  beginning. 

It  is  propofed  to  erect  a  feparate  Government,  and  leaft  it  shod  operate  in  any 
Degree  to  your  Injuries,  collectively  or  individually,  I  have  enter  'd  a  Caveat  at  the 
Board  of  Trade  to  whom,  It  will  of  Courfe  be  refer  'd  for  Consideration.  When 
it  comes  then  I  fhall  devife  a  Sufpenficn  of  the  Plan  till  you  have  Notice  of  it,  and 
can  tranfmit  to  me  your  Approbation  or  Objection.  I  find  that  one  of  the 
•  great  Inducements  to  the  Treafury'  Affent  to  the  Propofition  is  that  the  Di fiances 
of  this  Country  is  fo  great  from  the  prefent  Seat  of  Government,  that  Juftice  and 
Order  can  never  take  Place  (shod.  it  be  completely  fettled,)  without  forming  a  new 
Government  there.

At  the  fame  time  Montagu  addreffed1  the  Lords  of  Commerce  and  Trade  upon  this 
queftion  of  land  ceffions,  and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  he  underftood  that  a  grant 
had  already  been  given  of  1,350,000  acres  of  land  to  feveral  gentlemen  who  termed 
themfelves  the  "  Ohio  Company. "  This  letter  which  bears  no  date,  was  molt  likely 
written  during  the  latter  part  of  January,  or  about  the  fame  time  the  communication 
was  addreffed  to  the  Committee  of  Correfpondence :

TJiat  your  Pet',  is  informed  "An  Application  has  been  made  to  the  R'.  Honhlt. 
Lords  of  Treafury  for  a  Grant  of  certain  Lands  in  part  of  his  Majefty1.  Colony 
&  Dominion  of  Virginia"  That  the  Confideration  tendrd  to  their  Lordp3.  is 
fatiffadory  and  that  fuch  Propofition  is  refer  d  to  your  Lordps  for  your  Deliberation 
as  to  the  Policy  &  Expediency  of  fuch  a  Meafure,  and  whether  it  may  not  be  necef- 
fary  to  fever  fuch  Lands  from  the  faid  Colony  and  ered  a  new  and  diftind 
Governm'.  thereof. 

That  Y".  Petr.  is  advifed  no  lefs  than  1,350,000  Acres  of  fuch  Land  has  been 
already  granted,  partly  to  a  Society  of  Gentlemen  called  the  Ohio  Company,  and 
partly  to  Individuals  of  that  Colony,  who  cause  d  the  fame  to  be  furvey  d,  and  before 
the  Comencem'.  of  the  late  War  had  made  fame  Progrefs  in  the  Setling  and  Culti- 
vation thereof,  but  having  been  driven  from  their  Poffeffions  by  the  Indians  and 
fince  ref train  d  from  returning  by  his  Majefty.  Proclamation  they  have  not  yet 
been  reftord  to  their  juft  Rights. 

That  your  Pet' '.  conceiving  his  Conftituents  totally  ignorant  of  fuch  Applica- 
tion to  the  Lords  Treafury,  and  that  their  Lcrdfhips  are  informed  of  the  Circum- 
ftances  above  ftated,  humbly  fubmits  it  to  your  Lordfhips  Wifdom  &  Juftice  wltether 

before 
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before  any  farther  Proceeding  is  had  on  the  Subjeft  refer  'd  to  your  Lordfhips  to 
the  Colony  of  Virginia  sho4.  npt  have  Notice,  and  Time  given  to  offer  fuck  Objection* 
as  may  occur  ag".  the  Completion  of  fuch  Grant. 

Yr.  Pet',  therefore  humbly  prays  Yr.  Lord9',  will  reprefent  to  the  Lords 
of  Treafury  that  it  feems  reasonable  and  juft  the  Col7  of  Virginia  She/, 
have  Advice  of  an  Application  which  if  approved  wod.  be  attended  with 
a  Swerence  of  fo  large  a  part  of  its  Dominion  and  affeft  the  Rights  of 
many  who  under  Grants  already  obtained  conceive  themselves  entitled  to 
fo  large  a  Portion  of  tlie  Lands  apply  'd  for.

Again  on  Feb.  6th,  1770,  Montagu  forwarded  a  communication1  to  the  Committee  of 
Correfpondence,  in  which  he  referred  to  his  previous  letters  concerning  the  grant  of  the 
Ohio  Company,  and  mentioned  his  proteft  to  the  Board  of  Trade  upon  the  matter  in 
queftion  : 

London  Feb7.  6,  1770. 
Gentlemen: 

My  two  laft  Letters  to  you  were  of  the  iotk  and  I8"1  of  Janry.  the  firft  attended 
with  the  Kings  Speech  on  meeting  his  Parliam'.  the  other  relating  to  an  Application 
to  the  Treafury  for  a  Grant  of  a  very  large  Traft  of  your  Lands  that  form  your 
Frontier.  Very  great  and  opulent  Perfons  are  combined  in  this  Attempt,  and  it 
has  been  conducted  with  fo  much  Secrecy,  that  till  this  Treafury,  had  agreed  on  the 
Confideration,  no  body  knew  of  the  Negotiation.  The  Inftant  I  difcovered  it,  I 
enter 'd  my  Caveat  at  the  Board  of  Trade.  The  Proportion  is  now  arrived  there 
for  Confideration  as  to  the  Policy  of  the  Defign.  I  have  preferred  my  Petition  of 
which  I  fend  you  a  Copy,  and  as  I  have  no  Doubt  of  its  Effect,  you  will  be  fo  good 
to  furnifh  me  with  your  Objections  in  Cafe  you  think  the  Plan  liable  to  any. 

Not  a  Word  yet  has  paffed  in  Parliament  about  the  American  Grievances. 
The  only  Object  of  Attention  is  the  Middlefex  Election.  Our  Merchants  in  London 
•  have  been  extreme  fhy,  and  very  unwilling  to  take  the  Lead  in  an  Affair,  as  inter- 
efting  to  them  as  America.  We  have  prevailed  on  the  Gentlemen  of  Briftol  to  begin. 
They  had  a  meeting,  and  have  tranfmitted  to  one  of  their  Reprefentatives  an  Account 
of  conditional  Orders  from  North  America  to  the  Amount  of  ^200,000.  The 
Londoners  have  at  laft  followed  their  Example  and  at  a  very  numerous  Meeting 
laft  Week  xinanimoufly  refolved  to  petition  the  Houfe  of  Commons  for  a  Repeal 
of  the  Act  that  impofes  Duties  on  Paper,  Glafs,  Painters  Colours  and  Tea.  They 
have  likewife  collected  the  feveral  Amounts  of  the  condit'.  Orders  which  when  pro- 
duced to  the  Publick  muft  be  alarming.  Today,  {if  no  other  Bufinefs  interferes) 
Lord  North  intends  to  move  for  Repeal  of  fo  much  of  the  Aft  as  extends  to  the  three 
firft  Articles,  retaining  the  odious  Preeamble  and  the  Duty  on  Tea.  If  the  Debate 
is  carry 'd  on  difpaffionately,  I  have  no  Doubt  about  a  total  Repeal,  but  if  Abufe 
Inveftive  fhod  ftart,  the  Metal  of  both  fides  of  Houfe  is  fo  violent,  that  I  fear  their 
own  true  Inter  eft  will  be  forgot. 

Two  Events  of  Importance  have  happen 'd  in  this  Country  fince  my  Letter. 
The  Death  of  the  new  Chancellor  Mr  Yorke  within  three  days  after  his  appoint- 
ment, and  the  fudden  and  unexpefted  Refignation  of  the  Duke  of  Grafton. 

/  intend  this  by  the  New  York  to  morrow,  if  your  Bufinefs  comes  on  in  the 
Houfe  to  day  I  fhall  add  what  may  occur. 

The  Pari',  have  paffed  a  Bill  to  allow  Ireland  and  America  to  continue  their 
Importation  of  Provifion  in  England  Duty  free.     .

Concerning  this   grant  of   land,  Ford,  in   his    Writings  of  Washington  notes  the 

following: 

"The  treaty  of  Fort  Stanwix  {September,  1768)  eftablifhed  the  bounds  of 
Englifh  territory  effentially  as  they  had  been  propofed  at  the  German  Flats. 
••  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tenneffee  river,  it  followed  the  Ohio  and 
Alleghany  rivers  to  Kiitaning;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  neareft  fork  of  the 
weft  branch  of  the  Sufquehannah;  and  thence  following  that  ftream  through 
the  Aileghanies,  it  paffed  by  way  of  Burnett's  Hills  and  the  eaftern  branch  of 
She  Sufquehannah  and  the  Delaware,  into  New  York,  having  its  northern  termi- 
nus at  the  confluence  of  Canada  and  Wood  creeks.  The  line,  thus  propofed, 
was  not  in  accordance  with  the  inf  traction  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  Hillfbor- 
ougk,  who  had  fucceeded  the  liberal  Shelbourne  as  Colonial  Secretary,  and  was 
bitterly  oppofed  to  any  fettlements  in  'the  interior,  wifhed  to  have  the  line  ex- 
tended no  farther  than  the  mouth  of  the  great  Kenawha,  where  it  would  then 
meet  the  line  which  Stuart,  at  a  Council  in  South  Carolina,  had  recently  eftab- 
lifhed with  the  Cherokees  as  the  weftern  boundary  of  Virginia.  The  temper, 
however,  of  the  Confederate  deputies  at  this  time  rendered  it  impoffible  for  the 
Baronet  to  follow  ftrictly  his  inftructions,  without  defeating  the  very  object  of 
congrefs. "  Stone,  Life  of  Sir  Wm,  Johnfon,  ii.,  307.  Jchnfon  claimed  that 
the  effect  of  this  treaty,  which  was  ratified  in  1770,  was  to  veft  the  claim  of  the 
northern  Indians  to  the  country  fouth  of  the  Ohio  in  the  crown,  leaving  the 
Southern  Indians  only  to  be  dealt  with  concerning  it;  "and  fhould  they  refufe 
to  give  it  up,  it  is  in  his  majefty's  power  to  prevent  the  colonies  from  availing 
themf elves  of  the  late  ceffion  in  that  quarter,  till  it  can  be  done  with  fafety  and 
the  common  confent  of  all  who  have  juft  pretenfions  to  it. "  Johnfon  to  Gage, 
16  December,  1768. 

"This  plan  reappears  in  London  in  1770:  'A  foeiety  of  us,  in  which  fome 
of  the  fhit  people  in  England  are  engaged,  and  in  which  you  and  Colonel  Crogan 
are  made  original  partakers,  have  concluded  a  bargain  with  the  Treafury  for  a 
large  tract  of  land  lying  and  fronting  on  the  Ohio  (part  of  the  lands  lately  ceded 
by  the  Indians  to  Great  Britain),  large  enough  for  a  government.  Having  it 
fuggefted  to  us  by  Lord  Hillfborcugh  that  it  would  be  right  that  we  fhould  have 
a  charter  of  government,  in  confequence  of  this  bargain  fo  concluded,  we  are 
next  to  apply  to  the  Council  Board,  that  the  grant  may  iffue.  We  expect  to 
meet  with  oppofition,  and  lome  objections  arifing  from  the  impreffions  made  by 
fuch  oppofition,  yet  have  no  doubt  of  carrying  this  point,  as  we  have  fettled 
the  main  point.  As  foon  as  the  grant  has  iffued  we  are  to  apply  to  the  Lords  of 
Trade  on  the  fubject  of  the  charter. '  Thomas  Pownall  to  Sir  William  Johnfon, 
April  1770.  The  application  for  the  grant  was  made  in  behalf  of  the  company 
by  Thomas  Walpole,  a  Londcni  banker,  Benjamin  Franklin,  John  Sargeant,  and 
Samuel  Wharton,  but  was  oppofed  by  Lord  Hillfborcugh  in  a  report  that  gave 
Franklin  an  opportunity  to  make  such  a  crufhing  reply  as  to  lead  to 
Hillf borough's  refignation  from  the  cabinet." 

The  grant  of  thefe  lands  to  the  Ohio  Company  created  much  concern  in  Virginia, 
fince  a  great  many  grants  to  foldiers  for  fervices  in  Indian  wars  had  been  made  in  that 
fection. 

Wafhington  writing  to  Lord  Botetourt,  from  M*  Vernon,  on  Odober  5th  called  at- 
tention to  this  attempt  upon  the  part  of  the  Ohio  Company  to  acquire  lands  in  the 
fection  recently  ceded  by  the.  Indians  to  Virginia,  and  urged  that  fome  action  be  taken  to 
protect  the  intereft  of  the  foldiers,  many  of  whom  had  already  fettled  on  the  difputed  lands.

My  Lord, 

Being  fully  convinced  of  Your  Lordfhip's  inclination  Jo  render  every  juft  and 
reafonable  fervice  to  the  people  you  govern,  and  to  any  fociety  or  body  of  them  that 
fliall  afk  it,  and  being  in  a  more  particular  manner  encouraged  by  a  letter  which  I 
have  juft  received  from  Mr  Blair  (Clerk  of  the  Council)  to  believe  that  Your  Excel- 
lency is  defirous  of  knowing  how  far  the  grant  of  land  follicited  by  Mf.  Walpole  & 
others  will  effed  the  intereft  of  this  country  in  general,  or  any  fett  of  men  in  particu- 
lar; I  jhall  take  the  liberty  (being  tolerably  well  acquainted  with  the  fituation  of  the 
frontiers  of  this  Dominion)  to  inform  your  Lordfhip  that  the  bounds  of  that  grant, 
if  obtained  upon  the  extenfwe  plan  prayed  for,  will  comprehend  at  leaft  four  fifths 
of  the  land  for  which  this  Colony  hath  lately  voted  £2500  fterling  to  the  pur  chafe 
and  furvey  of,  and  muft  deftroy  the  well  grounded  hopes  of  thofe  (if  no  refervation 
is  made  in  their  favour)  who  have  had  the  ftrongeft  affurances  which  government 
could  give  them,  of  enjoying  fome  of  thofe  lands,  the  fecuring  of  which  hath  coft 
this  country  much  blood  and  treafure. 

By  the  extrads  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honour  to  enclofe,  I  perceive 
that  the  Petitioners  require  to  begin  on  the  South  fide  of  the  Ohio  oppofite  to  the 
mouth  of  Scioto,  which  is  at  leaft  70  or  75  miles  below  the  mouth  of  the  Great 
Kanhawa,  the  place  to  which  the  Minifterial  Line  (as  it  is  called)  from  Hollton's 
River  is  to  run,  and  more  than  300  from  Pittfburg,  and  to  extend  from  thence  in  a 
Southerly  direction  through  the  pafs  of  the  Onafioto  Mountain,  which  by  Evan's 
Map,2  the  best  draughts  of  that  country  I  liave  ever  yet  feen,  and  all  the  enquiries  I 
have  been  able  to  make,  from  perfons  who  have  explored  thofe  wilds,  will  bring  them 
near  the  latitude  of  North  Carolina.  From  tlience  they  go  North  eafterly  to  the 
Fork  of  the  Great  Kanhawa  (made  by  tlie  jundion  of  Green  Briar  &  New  River; 
on  both  of  which  waters  we  have  many  fettlers  on  lands  adually  patented)  From 
hence  tliey  proceed  up  Green  Briar  to  the  Head  of  the  N orth-Eafterly  branch  thereof, 
thence  Eafterly  to  the  Alleghany  Mountains;  theyice  along  thofe  mountains  to  the 
Line  of  the  Lord  Fairfax,  tlience  with  his  line  and  the  line  of  Maryland  and  Penn- 
fylvania  till  the  Weftern  boundary  of  the  latter  fhall  ftrike  the  Ohio ;  thence  with  the 
fame  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Thefe  my  Lord,  are  the  bounds  of  a  grant  under  consideration,  and  if  obtained, 
will,  in  my  humble  opinion  give  a  fatal  blow  to  the  interefts  of  this  country;  but 
this  I  have  prefumed  to  fay  as  the  fum  of  my  thoughts  as  a  member  of  the  community 
at  large. 

I  fhall  beg  leave  now  to  offer  my f elf  to  Your  Excellency 's  notice,  as  an  indi- 
vidual, in  a  more  interefted  point  of  view,  and  at  the  fame  time  as  a  per  fan  who 
confiders  himfelf  in  fome  degree  the  reprefentative  of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  who 
claim  a  right  to  200,000  acres  of  this  land  petitioned  for  by  MT  Walpole  a>ui  otliers, 
under  a  folemn  Ad  of  Government,  adopted  at  a  very  alarming  and  important 
crifis  to  His  Majefty's  affairs  in  America.  To  approach  Your  Lordfhip  in  tliefe 
charaders,  it  might  feem  neceffary  to  preface  an  apology,  but  I  fhall  rely  on  your 
ufual  goodnefs  and  candour  for  the  patient  hearing  of  a  few  words  in  fupport  of 
the  equity  of  our  pretentions;  which  cannot  fail  of  being  f\iort,  as  I  have  taken  the 
liberty  of  troubling  your  Lordfhip  pretty  fully  on  this  head  before. 

The  firft  letter  I  ever  did  myfelf  the  honour  of  writing  to  your  Excellency  on 
the  fubjed  of  thefe  lands,  and  to  which  I  now  beg  leave  to  refer,  contained  a  kind  of 
hiftorical  account  of  our  claim,  but  as  no  embellifhment  is  requifite  to  illucidate  a 
right,  when  fimple  fads  are  fufficient  to  eftablifh  the  point,  I  fhall  beg  leave  to  give 
your  Lordfhip  the  trouble  of  reading  the  inclo fed  order*  of  Council  of  18  of  Feby. 
1754  and  Governor  Dinwiddie  's  Proclamation  in  confequence  thereof,  and  then  add 
that  thefe  troops  not  only  enlifted  agreeable  to  tlie  terms  tliere  ftipulated  but  beitaved 
fo  much  to  the  fatiffadion  of  the  country  as  to  obtain  the  honour  of  its  public  thinks. 
Would  it  not  be  hard,  my  Lx>rd,  to  deprive  men  under  thefe  circumftances  (or  their 
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fucceffors)  of  the  jit  ft  reward  of  their  toils?  Could  this  ad  of  the  Governor  and 
Q  :incil,  offered  to  and  accepted  by  the  foldiery,  be  cov.f.dcred  in  any  other  light  than 
u,  an  no  folate  compaftf  An  tho'  the*,  exigency  of  our  affairs  rendered  it  impracti- 
cable for  us  to  fettle  this  country  for  fome  years  after  the  date  of  the  proclamation, 
and  the  policy  of  government  forbid  it  for  a  few  years  longer,  yet  the  caufes  being 
now  removed  and  the  land  given  to  fome  as  a  reccmpcnce  for  their  loffes,  and  fought 
jjicr  by  others  for  private  emolument,  have  we  not  a  title  to  be  regarded  among  the 
f.rfit  We  fain  would  hope  fo.  We  flatter  our f elves  that  in  this  point  of  vie^v 
Your  Excellency  will  alfo  confider  us,  and  by  your  kind  inter pofxtion  and  favour- 
able reprefentation  of  our  cafe  His  Majefty  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  confirm 
the  200,000  acres  of  land  to  us,  agreeable  to  the  terms  of  the  Proclamation.  Or  if 
it  fhould  be  judged  neceffary  to  be  more  particular  in  the  location  of  it,  and  your 
Lordfnip  will  be  pleafed  to  caufe  the  fame  to  be  fignijied  to  me,  I  will  point  out 
immediately  iliereupon,  the  particular  fpots  on  which  we  would  beg  to  have  our 
furveys  made;  as  part  of  the  land  prayed  for  in  our  petition  of  the  i$'k  of  December 
la  ft,  to  wit,  that  on  Sandy  creek,  will  not  be  compreliended  within  the  livie  running 
from  Kolfton  's  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Kanhawa. 

Such  an  ad  of  goodnefs  as  this,  my  Lord,  would  be  conferring  a  fingular 
favour  on  men  who  do  not  know  wlw  elfe  to  apply  to;  on  men,  the  mo  ft  of  whom 
either  in  their  perfons  or  fortunes  have  fiifjered  in  the  caufe  of  their  country,  and 
cannot  fail  of  meeting  with  fuch  acknowledgements  as  refult  from  grateful  minds 
impreffed  with  the  due  fenfe  of  obligation.  None  will  offer  them  with  more  fincere 
refped  than

At  a  Council  held  18  February  1754.  The  Governor  was  pleafed  to  fignify 
to  the  Board,  that  as  it  was  determined  a  fort  fhould  be  immediately  built  on  the 
River  Ohio,  at  the  Fork  of  Monongahela,  for  the  fecurity  and  protedion  of  His 
Majefty.ls  fubjeds  in  this  colony,  and  that  a  fufficient  force  fhould  be  raifed  to 
ered  and  fupport  the  fame,  he  judged  neceffary  to  give  a  reward  of  200,000  acres 
of  land  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  river  Ohio  within  this  Dominion  {clear  of  rights  and 
free  from  the  payment  of  Quit  Rents  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  100,000  acres 
whereof  to  be  contiguous  to  the  faid  fort,  and  the  other  100,000  acres  to  be  on  or  near 
the  river  Ohio)  over  and  above  their  pay,  to  all  who  fhall  voluntarily  enter  into  the 
faid  fervice;  to  be  divided  ammxgft  them  after  the  performance  of  the  faid  fervice, 
in  a  proportion  due  to  their  refpedive  merit:  The  Council,  on  due  cemfideration  of 
the  great  advantage  which  will  accrue  to  His  Majefty  from. the  taking  immediate 
poffeffion  of  thofe  lands,  &  being  fatiffied  that  there  are  oilier  lands  fufficient  to 
anfwer  the  quantity  granted  to  the  Ohio  Company,  advifed  His  Honour  to  notify 
and  publifh  the  faid  encouragement  by  Proclamation. 

[A  Proclamation  did  accordingly  if  free  on  19  Feby,  in  the  2j,hyearof  the  reign 
of  His  late  Majefty,  precifely  to  the  above  effed,  wch  Col.  Wafhington  has  tranf- 
cribed  in  his  letter  and  a  copy  of  which  is  lately  delivered  to  his  Hcncnir  the  Prefi- 
dent.] 

It  may  not  be  amifs  to  add  by  way  of  remark  that  the  complement  of  men  judged 
neceffary  [fufficient]  for  this  fervice  (tho'  the  event  proved  them  otherwife)  were 
adually  raifed  in  cenfeqitence  of  this  Proclamation;  that  they  marched  over  the 
Alleghany  Mountains  thro '  almoft  inacceffible  paffes,  avid  built  a  fort  on  the  waters 
of  Monongahela  which  they  were  obliged  afterwards  to  furrender  to  the  fuperior 
force  of  the  French  and  their  Indian  Allies; — that  they  conduded  them f elves  in 
■nat  enterprize  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  receive  the  honour  of  their  country's  tlianks, 
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as  may  appear  by  the  Journals  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  in  the  Seffion  following; 
and  that  many  of  them  continued  in  the  fervice  till  the  total  demolition  of  Fort 
Duquefne  and  eftablifhment  of  an  Engliih  garrifon  in  its  place.

Lord  Botetourt  having  died  on  O&ober  i 5th,  William  Nelfon,  Prelident  of  the  0)uncil 
fucceeded  him,  pending  the  appointment  of  a  *new  Governor.  After  having  been  in  office 
three  days,  Governor  Nelfon,  in  a  letter  to  the  Eari  of  Hillf  borough  fet  forth  practically 
the  fame  reafons  advanced  by  Wafhmgton  in  the  interef t  of  foldiers  of  the  Colony,  and 
urged  that  fome  f teps  be  taken  to  protect  them : 

Virginia,  Odr  i8(A  1770.' 
My  Lord, 

On  the  15"*  Inftant  I  did  myfelf  the  honour  of  writing  to  your  Lordfhip  to 
acquaint  you  with  the  melancholly  event  of  the  death  of  Lord  Botetourt,  which  had 
thrown  His  Majefty's  faithful  fubjeds  of  this  Colony  into  tlie  deepeft  affliction. 
At  the  fame  time  I  fent  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  in  Council,  to  fhew  your  Lordfhip 
by  what  means  the  Adminiftration  of  the  Government  had  fallen  into  my  hands. 

On  the  evening  of  that  day  your  Lord f hip's  letter  of  the  20"*  of  July  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, was  delivered  to  me;  and  as  it  contains  matter  of  great  variety  and  importance 
it  hath  been  read  in  Council,  and,  together  with  the  feveral  papers  inch  fed  in  it,  hath 
been  maturely  confidered;  and  I  now  trouble  your  Lordfhip  with  theirs  as  well  as  my 
own  opinion  upon  the  fubjed  of  them.  I  muft  fir  ft  acknowledge  the  propriety  and 
juftice  of  your  Lordfhip  and  my  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Treafury  in  delaying  to 
report  in  favour  of  Mr  Waipole  and  his  affociates,  for  fo  large  a  grant  of  lands  on 
the  back  of  this  Colony,  until  the  Country  fhould  be  made  acquainted  with  it  and 
their  reafons,  if  they  had  any,  in  objection  to  it,  fhould  be  heard;  and  our  thanks  are 
particularly  due  to  your  Lordfhip  for  affording  the  Governor  and  Council  an 
opportunity  of  defending  them f elves  againft  the  indecent  illiberal  and  unwarrant- 
able charges  contained  in  a  letter  of  the  g'h  of  July  1770  to  Mr.  Waipole,  referring 
fir  ft  to  your  Lordfhip 's  confederation  what  degree  of  credibility  an  anonimous  writer, 
who  thus  ftabs  in  the  dark,  is  entitled  to,  tho '  by  the  great  commendation  he  gives  of 
the  generous  Propofal  of  Mr  Waipole  and  his  affociates  to  Government  for  the 
purchafe  of  the  lands  they  want,  it  is  probable  he  is  one  of  ilxat  refpedable  body. 

The  charges  in  this  letter  are,  that  tlie  Governor  &  Council  of  Virginia  have 
made  large  and  immoderate  grants  of  the  lands  to  the  weftward  of  the  Alleghany 
Mountains;  that  many  fuch  grants  (of  which  a  lift  is  annex  'd  to  the  letter)  are  made 
to  the  members  of  Council  themf elves,  who  by  felling  thofe  lands,  to  others  make  large 
profits,  and  that  this  practice  hath  been  carried  on  and  encouraged  by  them,  notwith- 
ftanding  His  Mafefiy's  Inftrudions  that  no  larger  quantity  fhall  be  granted  to  any 
one  per f on  than  1000  acres.  The  truth  of  this  fad  is  that  this  inftrudion  was  not 
given  till  1763,  and  that  all  thefe  grants  fo  loudly  complained  of,  were  made  long 
before  the  exiftence  of  that  inftrudion,  and  in  the  &ra  when  it  was  thought  good 
policy  to  fettle  thofe  lands  as  faft  as  poffible,  and  tliat  the  granting  them  to  men  of 
the  fir  ft  confequence  who  were  likelieft  and  beft  able  to  procure  large  bodies  of  people 
to  fettle  on  them  was  the  mo  ft  probable  means  of  effeding  the  end  propofed.  As  to 
the  Grantees  making  large  profits  by  the  fale  of  them  to  others,  I  am  confident  tlie 
fad  is  otherwife,  fince  the  ftated  price  for  fuch  lands  (except  in  very  few  cafes)  hath 
been  £3  Virginia  currency  per  100  acres,  a  price  very  little,  higher  than  it  would 
co ft  any  man  who  fhould  incline  to  take  up  fingly  3  4  or  500  acres.  It  is  very 
fortunate  for  me  that  whilft  I  am  writing  upon  this  fubjed,  I  do  not  find  my  name 
in  any  of  thefe  grants,  tho'  I  have  been  25  years  a  Member  of  the  Board,  and  am 
therefore  no  otherwife  concerned  tha>i  to  vindicate  the  honour  of  the  Governor  and 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  efpecially  of  thofe  whofe  n-janes  are  made  ufe  of  in 
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fome  of  thofe  grants.  I  claim  no  merit  from  this  cir cum  fiance,  as  I  do  not  think 
their  condud  at  all  unwarrantable,  which  I  hope  to  fhew  in  the  fequel  of  this  letter. 
My  reafon  for  declining  fuch  engagements,  proceeded  from  an  opinion  that  little  if 
any  profit  would  arife  from  them,  but  fame  trouble,  and  the  experience  I ''have  had 
now,  fhews  that  I  was  right  in  that  opinion.  For  I  have  good  caufe  to  know  that 
thofe  gentlemen  of  the  Council  who  did  engage  in  thofe  grants,  have  not  received  one 
fhilling  of  advantage  from  them,  nor  do  I  believe  they  ever  will.  It  is  true  that  fome 
cf  the  Grantees  refiding  on  the  frontiers,  men  of  activity  and  ftrength  of  conftitution, 
who  have  had  all  the  trouble  expence  and  fatigue  of  furveying  the  lands  and  of  pro- 
curing others  to  purchafe  and  fettle  on  them,  I  pre  fume  have  made  fome  advantages 
by  refcrving  fome  to  them f elves  and  by  the  fale  of  other  parts;  and  this  they  feem  to 
have  deferved  for  their  labour.  In  order  to  fhew  Your  Lordfhip  how  groundlefs 
the  charge  is  that  the  Governor  and  Council  have  acted  unwarrantably  in  the  making 
unreafonable  grants  of  land,  ilie  inch  fed  Paper  No.  i.T  contains  the  proceedings 
relative  to  the  grants  to  the  Ohio  Compy,  by  which  it  appears  that  by  application  to 
his  late  Majefty,  He  was  pleafed  to  order  his  then  Governor  and  Council  to  grant 
them  200000  Acres  upon  the  terms  expreffed  in  the  faid  paper,  and  Your  Lordfhip 
will  obferve,  that  tho '  fome  of  the  grantees  were  of  the  Council  yet  many  of  them  were 
clfo  refident  in  Great  Britain.  The  next  grant  in  order  of  time,  on  or  near  the 
Ohio,  was  by  Proclamation  from  Lieu'  Governor  Dinwiddie,  proniifing  200000 
Acres  of  land  to  be  given  and  divided  among  fuch  as  would  voluntarily  enter  into 
His  Majefty 's  fervice  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers,  at  that  time  violently  attacked  by 
the  French  &  Indians,  and  thofe  lands  the  Officers  and  foldiers  who  ferved,  are  at 
this  inftant  furveying  in  order  to  obtain  Patents  for  them,  and  their  right  feems  to 
be  a  good  one,  as  many  of  them  fealed  the  ccntrad  with  their  blood,  whofe  f hares 
will  be  apportioned  among  their  furviving  wives  children  and  other  legal  reprefen- 
tatives.  Thus  far  the  Governor  and  Council  I  hope  have  done  right;  indeed  this 
laft  grayit  was  fo  much  approved  of  by  his  late  Majefty,  that  lie  foon  after  adopted 
and  enlarged  the  plan  by  offering  by  his  royal  proclamation  large  quantities  of  land 
to  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  fhould  enter  into  his  fervice  on  this  Continent,  the 
quantity  not  fix  'd  but  3000  acres  to  a  Colonel  arid  fo  lefs  to  the  other  Officers  accord- 
ing to  tlieir  rank,  and  even  to  the  common  foldiers.  To  fatiffy  the  regiments  raif'd 
in  this  Colony  upon  that  promife,I  prefume  200000  acres  will  be  required.  Befides 
ihefe,  we  have  been  told  (tho'  we  have  never  had  an  authentick  copy  of  the  treaty  at  Fort 
Stanwix)  that  the  Indians  made  it  an  exprefs  condition  in  the  deed  of  Ceffion  to  his 
Majefty,  that  100,000  acres  of  it  fhould  be  granted  to  Col.  Croghan,  Deputy  of  Sir 
William  Johnfon,  and  a  like  quantity  to  the  Pennfylvania  traders,  as  a  recompenfe 
to  them  for  the  injuries  and  damages  they  fuftain  'd  from  ilie  Indians  during  the  late 
war.  All  ihefe  amounting  to  800,000  acres  are  to  the  northward,  and  I  prefume 
near  the  lands  which  thefe  new  Adventurers  want,  and  I  prefume  tlie  Governor  and 
Council  to  be  blamelefs  in  all  thefe.  In  all  the  other  grants  lifted  at  tlie  end  of  this 
anonimous  letter  N°.  g.1  I  do  not  find  that  any  fteps  have  been  taken  towards  furvey- 
ing and  f eating  them;  of  courfe  they  are  or  will  become  lapfed,  except  in  the  two  to 
John  Lewis  and  others  for  800,000  acres  and  to  James  Patton  and  others  for  100,000 
acres.  On  thefe  lands  which  are  located  from  Green  Briar  River  to  the  branches 
of  the  Holfton  River  and  will  be  within  the  limits  of  the  land  now  purchasing  by  His 
Majefty  from  the  Cherokees,  there  are  many  hundred  families  fettled.  I  ought 
here  to  obferve  that  the  Affembly  of  Virginia  have  given  £2500  St.. for  ilie  purclzafe 
of  thefe  lands:  and  thefe  are  the  people  My  Lord  who  were  fo  greatly  deftreff'd  by 
His  Majefty  '5  Proclamation  of  1 763,  requiring  them  to  abandon  all  the  lands  on  the 
water  courfes  running  to  the  wefiward  or  into  the  Miffiffippi.  This  Proclamation 
they  refuf'd  to  comply  with,  nay  they  faid  they  could  not  do  it,  for  having  expended 
their  little  all  under  the  grants  from  this  Government  they  had  no  oilier  place  to 
retire  to,  and  have  hitherto  chofe  to  rely  en  a  kind  providence,  expofed  as  they  have 
been  to  the  refentment  of  the  Indians:  and  this  is  the  reafon  that  I  find  that  very 
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little  if  any  Quit  Rents  have  been  received  for  His  Majefty's  ufe  from  that  Quarter 
for  fome  time  pa  ft;  for,  they  fay,  that  as  His  Majefty  hath  been  plea  fed  to  withdraw 
his  protcdion  from  them^fince  1763,  they  think  themi 'elves  bound  not  to  pay  Quit 
Rents.  However  as  this  Boundary  with  the  Cherokees  will  be  compleated  in  the 
Spring  I  have  no  doubt  but  regular  government  will  take  place  there  as  it  is  in  other 
parts  of  this  Dominion,  and  that  the  Quit  Rents  will  be  there  properly  collected.  I 
intreat  Your  Lord f hip  to  let  me  know  His  Majefty 's  pleafure  with  re f peel  to  thofe 
lands,  whether  he  is  pleafed  to  permit  tliem  to  be  granted  or  not.  For,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  affertions  in  the  Paper  N".  9  we  have  not  granted  one  acre  in  thofe 
parts  fmce  the  Proclamation  nor  fhall  we  until  fet  at  liberty  to  do  it;  tho'  many  ap- 
plications have  been  made  for  that  purpofe  without  fuccefs.  The  people  are  ftill 
continuing  to  fettle  thofe  lands  under  the  equitable  right  they  derive  from  the  grant 
to  John  Lewis  and  others.  James  Patton's  grant  is  alfo  pretty  full  of  inhabitants 
and  his  family  receive  fome  advantages  from  it,  and  truly  I  think  they  might,  fxnee 
ike  old  man  paid  his  fcalp  as  the  price  of  it,  he  being  murdered  by  the  Indians  on 
the  way  as  he  was  efcorting  amunition  for  the  defence  of  the  fettlers  on  Green  Briar. 
/  can  only  fay  an  the  fubjed  of  thofe  two  grants  and  all  the  other  large  ones,  that 
they  were  made  at  a  time  when  the  policy  of  the  day  was  to  make  large  grants  to 
perfons  who  were  likelieft  to  procure  people  to  inhabit  and  to  cultivate  the  lands; 
which  ends  have  been  nearly  attained  in  both  thefe  inftances.  The  late  war  and 
the  prohibition  by  proclamation  have  been  the  caufes  that  thofe  lands  liave  not  been 
more  fully  peopled,  which  I  have  reafon  to  think  will  be  effeded  foon  after  leave  is 
given  to  grant  Patents  for  fuch  parts  as  are  fettled;  thofe  1,700,000  acres  which  I 
have  taken  notice  of  in  all,  I  fuppofe  will  take  place  of  all  new  Adventurers.  We 
do  not  prefume  to  fay  to  whom  our  gracious  Sovereign  fhall  grant  his  vacant  lands 
nor  do  I  fet  my f elf  as  an  opponent  to  Mr  Walpole  and  his  affociaies.  All  thai  I 
can  confidently  with  my  duty,  hope  for  is,  that  all  prior  rights,  whether  equitable 
or  legal  may  be  preferved  and  protected.  By  equitable,  I  mean  all  thofe  who  have 
had  grants,  but  have  been  prevented  from  complying  with  the  ftrid  terms  of  them  by 
the  war  or  any  other  unavoidable  impediment:  by  legal,  I  mean  all  thofe  for  which 
patents  Ivave  been  obtained. 

If  we  take  a  comparative  view  of  the  merit  of  thofe  new  adventurers  with  that  of 
the  people  who  have  run  great  hazards  during  the  courfe  of  the  war,  many  of  whom 
loft  their  lives  and  fortunes  in  the  profecution  of  thofe  fettleynents,  others  had  their 
wives,  children  and  other  deareft  relatives  carried  into  a  barbarous  captivity,  many 
of  whom  ftill  languifh  in  that  diftreffful  fituation;  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  deter- 
mine on  which  fide  the  weight  prevails. 

As  to  the  Garbling  the  lands  which  the  letter  N°.  9  twice  mentions,  I  beg  your 
Lord f hip  to  confider  that  the  propofal  of  Mr.  Walpole  and  his  Affociates  of  paying 
Quit  Rents  only  for  the  cultivable  bands,  amounts  to  a  great  deal  more  in  its  confe- 
quences.  For,  under  that  defcription,  who  can  fuppofe  that  they  intend  toinclude 
and  pay  Quit  Rents  for  fterile  mountains  or  rocky  lands?  Whereas  we  have  a  law 
of  this  country  which  the  furveyors  are  obliged  to  conform  to  requiring  that  the 
breadth  of  every  furvey  of  land  fhall  be  at  leaft  one-third  of  the  length:  and  this  was 
enacted  on  purpose  to  prevent  the  pradice  of  Garbling,  as  it  is  called,  tliat  is,  thai  the 
Patentees  fhall  be  obliged  to  take  fome  indifferent  la>id  with  the  good. 

Permit  me  liere  to  obferve  that  the  20  years  indulgence  thefe  gentlemen  defire 
before  they  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  Quit  Rents,  is  more  than  ever  hath  been  allowed, 
even  by  the  law  of  1754,  which  was  paffed  by  recommendation  from  his  late  Majefty, 
and  the  merit  they  make  of  purchafing  thefe  lands  is  not  confiderable,  when  we 
refled  tliat  tlie  price  of  5  fterling  for  50  acres,  which  every  man  pays  before  lie  can 
obtain  a  Patent  {except  in  particular  exemptions  as  above)  amounts,  on  fo  great 
a  quantity  to  as  much  or  more.  And  as  His  Majefty  and  his  late  Royal  Grand- 
father have  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  permit  the  money  arifing  from  the  fale  of 
the  rights  to  be  applied  to  tlie  fund  for  the  fupport  of  Goverment  and  the  Contingent 
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ckirces  thereof,  that  fund  will  fuftain  a  heavy  lofsif  it  fhould  be  vnthdrawn  at  this 

time. 

With  rcfpect  to  the  eftablifhment  of  a  new  colony  on  the  back  of  Virginia,  it  is 
a  fuhjed  of  too  great  political  importance  for  me  to  prefume  to  give  an  opinion  upon. 
However  permit  me,  my  Lord,  to  obferve  that  when  that  part  of  the  country  fhall  be- 
come Sufficiently  populated  it  may  be  a  wife  and  prudent  meafure;  but  tlie  argument 
that  the  fettlement  of  thofe  parts  will  be  a  good  barrier  and  defence  to  the  frontiers  of 
Virginia,  appears  to  me  from  experience  to  be  ratlter  fpecious  than  folid;  for  the 
greateft  difficulty  and  expence  of  defending  our  frontiers  in  the  laft  war  proceeded 
from  the  vaft  diftance  and  extent  of  them.  If  you  increafe  that  diftance  &  extent 
Oie  diffadty  and  expence  of  defending  will  be  proportionably  increafed,  and  the 
people  as  fettled  there  fparfedly,  were  incapable  of  defending  themfelves,  arid  often 
called  for  affiftance  from  the  interior  and  more  popidous  parts  of  the  country. 

At  all  events  I  trust  that  thefe  gentlemen  if  they  fucceed  in  their  fcheme,  will 
not  be  permitted  to  oppofe  their  power  and  ftrength  to  the  feeble  rejiftance  of  the  poor 
fettlers,  who  liave  bmne  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day,  and  tliat  they  will  not  fhare 
the  fate  of  the  unfortunate  Naboth  whofe  vineyard  became  a  tempting  objed  to  a 
rich  and  powerful  man. 

It  will  certainly  be  proper  before  any  grant  is  made  to  Mr.  Walpole  and  his 
affociates,  to  liave  an  exact  lift  taken  of  the  people  fettled  on  thofe  lands,  and  under 
what  rights,  that  they  may  be  particularly  referved,  and  not  to  leave  a  door  open  to 
future  contention  about  them,  which  however  I  liave  at  prefent  no  poffible  method  of 
obtaining,  nor  do  I  think  it  can  be  done  but  by  great  length  of  time  and  at  no  fmall 
expence. 

After  I  had  wrote  thus  far,  and  was  reading  it  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council 
for  their  approbation  a  letter  from  Col  George  Wafhington  to  Lord  Botetourt  was 
delivered  to  me;  which  being  read  and  appearing  to  be  material  on  the  prefent  fubjed, 
they  advifed  me  to  fend  a  copy  of  it  to  Your  Lord f hip,  which  is  accordingly  inclofed 
N".  3.  /  ought  to  acquaint  your  Lord f hip  that  he  is  the  Gentleman  who  had  the 
honour  to  command  the  firft  raifd  troops,  to  whom  the  200,000  acres  promifd  by 
Lieut  Governor  Dinwiddie  's  Proclamation  is  due,  and  therefore  he  may  be  inter ef ted 
in  the  affair.     However  your  Lordfhip  will  fudge  of  the  folidity  of  his  reafoning. 

I  omitted  to  mention  in  its  proper  place  that  unlefs  Mr.  Walpole  and  his  Affo- 
ciates fhould  fett  out  the  lands  in  fmall  parcels  at  reafonable  rates,  tliey  will  remain 
long  without  much  cidtivation  or  fettlement;  fince  men  in  this  quarter  of  the  globe 
where  it  is  fo  eafy  to  become  abfolute  proprietors  of  lands,  are  not  fond  of  farm- 
ing them.  It  is  a  vaft  encouragement  to  the  improvement  and  cidtivation  of  the 
lands,  when  they  can  enjoy  the  pleafure  to  refled  that  their  pofterity  will  receive 
the  benefit  of  the  labour  they  beftow.  If  thefe  gentlemen  fhould  be  left  at  liberty 
to  exad  what  terms  they  pleafe  for  the  lands,  either  by  the  fale  or  letting  them  to 
farm;  confider,  my  Lord,  how  little  ground  will  be  left  open  to  hope  for  a  fpeedy 
fettlement  or  population.  If  they  fhoxtld  do  neither  of  tliefe  but  each  individual 
fhould  keep  poffeffion  of  his  large  fhare,  till  lands  fhould  beco>ne  fcarce  and  at  a 
high  price  or  they  fhould  require  a  high  rent,  which  may  be  raifed  from  time  to 
time,  we  may  poffibly  have  reafon  to  apprehend  fuch  convulfions  and  infur- 
redions  as  happen  d  in  the  colony  of  New  York  a  very  fevv  years  fince  between 
the  great  land-holders  and  their  tenants  on  a  fubjed  of  this  nature. 

Thus  my  Lord  have  I  endeavored  to  give  the  fullcft  and  cleareft  anfwer  I 
could  to  your  letter,  and  the  feveral  papers  referred  to  and  inclofed  in  it.  If  I 
have  done  it  to  your  Lordfhips  fatiff action  I  fhall  be  happy. 

I  ought  to  beg  pardon  for  being  fo  prolix,  which  however  I  could  not  well  avoid 
when  I  obferved  how  very  defirous  your  Lordjhip  is,  of  as  full  and  particular  in- 
formation as  poffible,  of  every  thing  neceffary  to  this  great  confederation. 
I  have  the  honour  to  be  with  profound  refped  My  Lord,

Succeeding 
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Succeeding  Lord  'Botetourt  as  Governor  of  Virginia  in  the  fall  of  177c,  Lord 
Dunmore  at  once  condemned  the  project  to  eftablifh  a  colony  on  the  Ohio  River.  He 
gave  as  his  reafons  for  oppofing  this  grant,  that  a  fettlement  at  fuch  a  great 
diftance  from  a  colony  would  neither  benefit  the  part  fettled'or  the  mother  country. 
Thefe  views  he  expreffed  in  a  letter  to  the  Earl  of  Hillf borough,  dated  New  York,  Nov- 
ember 12,  1770: 

New  York1,  12,  November,  1770. 
I  have  made  it  my  bufinefs  to  enquire  and  to  find  out  the  opinion  of  the  Peo- 
ple here,  on  the  fcheme  in  agitation  of  eftablifhing  a  Colony  on  the  Ohio.  /  find 
all  who  have  any  knowledge  of  fuch  affairs  concur  in  condemning  the  projed; 
they  allege  among  a  variety  of  reafons,  that  a  Colony  at  fuch  an  immenfe  diftance 
from  the  fettled  parts  of  America  and  from  the  Ocean,  can  neither  benefit  either 
thofe  fettled  parts,  or  the  Mother  Country,  that  they  muft  become  immediately  a 
'  loft  people  to  both,  and  all  communication  of  a  commercial  nature  with  them, 
be  a  vain  attempt;  from  the  difficulty  and  expence  attending  the  tranfport  of  com- 
modities to  them,  which  would  fo  enhance  the  price  thereof  as  to  make  it  utterly 
impoffible  for  them  to  purchafe  fuch  commodities,  for  they  ccidd  not  raife  a  pro- 
duce of  any  kind,  that  would  anfwer  fo  difficult  and  expenfive  tranfport  back; 
fuch  Colony  therefore  muft  be  their  own  Manufadurers;  and  the  great  expence 
of  maintaining  Troops  there  for  their  proledion,  be  a  dead  weight  on  Govern' 
without  the  hopes  of  reaping  any  advantage  hereafter.  The  scheme  alarms  ex- 
tremely all  the  fettled  parts  of  America,  the  people  of  property  being  juftly  appre- 
hensive of  confequences  that  muft  inevitably  enfue,  that  fuch  a  Colony  will  only 
become  a  drain  to  them  (now  but  thinly  peopled)  of  an  infinite  number  of  their 
lower  clafs  of  Inhabitants,  who  the  defire  of  novelty  alone  will  induce  to 
change  their  fituation;  and  the  withdrawing  of  thofe  Inhabitants  will  reduce  the 
value  of  lands  in  the  provinces  even  to  nothing,  and  make  it  impoffible  for  the  Pat- 
entees to  pay  the  Quit  Rents;  by  which  it  is  evident,  hisMajty:s  inter  eft  muft  be 
very  much  prejudiced.  Add  to  this  the  great  probability,  I  may  venture  to  fay 
certainty,  that  the  attempting  a  fettlement  on  Ohio  will  draw  on  an  Indian  war;  it 
being  well  known,  how  ill  affeded  the  Ohio  Indians  have  always  been 
to  our  intereft,  and  their  jealoufy  of  fuch  a  fettlement  fo  near  them,  must  be  eaf- 
ily  forefeen,  therefore,  as  fuch  a  war  would  affed  at  leafi  the  neareft  Provinces, 
as  well  as  the  New  Colony  your  Lordp  muft  exped  thofe  provinces,  will  not  fail 
to  make  heavy  complaints  of  the  inattention  of  Govern'  to  their  intereft.  I  cannot 
therefore  but  think  it  my  duty  to  recommend  to  your  Lordp  not  to  fuffer  this 
fcheme  to  have  effed,  at  lea  ft,  until  your  Lordp  fhall  have  from  the  moft  fub- 
ftantial  and  clear  proofs,  been  made  thoroughly  fenfible   of  its   utility. 

DUN  MORE. 

The  efforts  upon  the  part  of  the  Colony  to  protect,  the  grants  already  made  to  the 
foldiers  for  fervices  rendered  in  Indian  wars,  were  acceptedby  the  Ohio  Company  early 
in  December  1770.  George  Mercer,  the  agent  for  this  Company  in  London,  writing  to 
Wafhington,  Dec.  18,  17702,  advifed  him  that  the  200,000  acres  claimed  by  officers  of  the 
Virginia  troops  had  been  accepted  by  the  Company  as  valid,  and  that  their  rights  fhould 
be  refpedted.  This  conceffion  being  made,  no  further  attempt  upon  the  part  of  the 
Colony  to  prevent  a  ceffion  to  the  Ohio  Company  was  enadled.  Inactivity,  however, 
tipon  the  part  of  thofe  interef  ted  cauf  ed  the  matter  to  remain  in  an  unfettled  ftate  until 
1772,  when  a  grant  bearing  that  date  was  delivered.  This  grant  was  made  out  in  the 
name  of  the  Grand  Ccnnpany,  and  included  much  of  the  fertile  lands  acquired  by  the 
Colony  at  the  Cherokee  convention  at  Lochaber  in  1770. 


The  Affembly  of  1770  was  prorogued  on  June  28th,  after  having  diicuffed  at  fome 
length  the  queftions  of  commerce  and  taxation. 

On  June  22nd  an  Affociation  was  entered  into  by  various  members  of  the  Houfe  of 
Burgeffes  and  by  a  large  number  of  merchants  of  Williamfburg  and  vicinity.  Governor 
Botetourt  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  State1  on  June  30  th  following,  called  particular  atten- 
tion 
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,  ,,,,  to  this  Affociation,  which  had  been  preferred  to  him  in  the  form  of  a  petition.  He 
ftated  that  the  purpofe  was  to  effect  the  repeal  of  the  act  which  granted  certain  duties 
tor  the  purpofe  of  railing  a  revenue,  and  to  be  relieved  from  hardfhips  refulting  from 
the  unlimited   jurifdiction  of  the  Courts  of  Admiralty. 

In  commenting  upon  this  Affociation,  Governor  Botetourt  was  of  the  Opinion  the 
merchants  of  England  were  largely  refponfible  for  its  adoption,  and  that  various  letters 
intended  to  promote  diftrefs  had  emanated  from  America  with  this  object  in  view. 

A  printed  copy  of  the  Affociation  was  forwarded  at  the  time  by  Governor  Botetourt 
•„<>  the  Secretary  of  State.  Numerous  copies  were  likewife  circulated  throughout  the 
colony  and  many  received  the  fignatures  of  prominent  refidents  in  their  refpective 
counties.  ^Several  copies  of  this  Affociation,  fo  endorfed,  are  on  file  in  the  Library  of 
C-jngrefs.

We  his  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjects  of  Virginia,  declaring  our 
inviolable  and  unfhaken  fidelity  and  attachment  to  our  gracious  fovereign,  our 
affection  for  all  our  fellow  fubjects  of  Great  Britain,  and  our  firm  determination 
to  fupport,  at  the  hazard  of  our  lives  and  fortunes,  the  laws,  the  peace,  and  good 
order  of  government  in  this  colony;  but  at  the  fame  time  affected  with  great 
and  juft  apprehenfions  of  the  fatal  confequences  certainly  to  follow  from  the 
arbitrary  impohtion  of  taxes  on  the  people  of  America,  for  the  purpofe  of  railing 
a  revenue  from  them,  without  the  confent  of  their  reprefentatives ;  and  as  we 
confider  it  to  be  the  indif  penfible  duty  of  every  virtuous  member  of  f  ociety  to  pre- 
vent the  rain,  and  promote  the  happinefs,  of  his  country,  by  every  lawful  means, 
although  in  the  profecution  of  f uch  a  laudable  and  neceffary  defign  f ome  unhappy 
confequences  may  be  derived  to  many  innocent  fellow  fubjects,  whom  we  wif  h  not 
to  injure,  and  who  we  hope  will  impute  our  conduct  to  the  real  neceffity  of  our 
affairs :  Influenced  by  thefe  reafons,  we  do  moft  earnef tly  recommend  this  our 
affociation  to  the  fenous  attention  of  all  Gentlemen,  merchants,  traders,  and 
other  inhabitants  of  this  colony,  not  doubting  but  they  will  readily  and  cordially 
accede  thereto.  And  at  the  fame  time  we,  and  every  of  us,  do  moft  folemnly 
oblige  ourfelves,  upon  our  word  and  honour,  to  promote  the  welfare  and  com- 
mercial interefts  of  all  thofe  truly  worthy  merchants,  traders,  and  others,  in- 
habitants of  this  colony,  who  fhall  hereafter  conform  to  the  fpirit  of  this  affocia- 
tion ;  but  that  we  will  upon  alToccafions,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  avoid  purchaf- 
ing  any  commodity  or  article  of  goods  whatfoever  from  any  importer  or  feller  of 
Britifk  merchandife  or  European  goods  whom  we  may  know  or  believe,  in 
violation  of  the  effential  interefts  of  this  colony,  to  have  preferred  their  own 
private  emolument,  by  importing  or  felling  articles  prohibited  by  this  affocia- 
tion, to  the  deftruction  of  the  deareft  rights  of  the  people  of  this  colony.  And 
for  the  more  effectual  difcovery  of  fuch  defaulters,  it  is  refolved, 

That  a  committee  of  five  be  chofen  in  every  county,  by  the  majority  of 
affociators  in  each  county,  who,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
publrfn  the  names  of  fuch  figners  of  the  affociation  as  fhall  violate  their  agree- 
ment ;  and  when  there  fhall  be  an  importation  of  goods  into  any  county,  fuch 
committee,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  empowered  to  convene  themfelves,  and  in  a 
civil  manner  apply  to  the  merchant  or  importers  concerned  and  defire  to  fee  the 
invoices  and  papers  ref peeling  fuch  importation,  and  if  they  find  any  goods  there 
in  contrary  to  the  affociation  to  let  the  importers  know  that  it  is  the  opinion  and 
requeft  of  the  country  that  fuch  goods  fhall  not  be  opened  or  ftored,  but 
refhipped  to  the  place  from  whence  they  came :  And  in  cafe  of  refufal,  without 
any  manner  of  violence,  inform  them  of  the  confequence,  and  proceed  to  pubiiih 
an  account  of  their  conduct. 

_ Secondly 
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Secondly.  That  we  the  fubfcnbers,  as  well  by  our  own  example  as  all 
other  legal  ways  and  means  in  our  power,  will  promote  and  encourage  induitry 
and  frugality,  and  difcourage  a  manner  of  luxury  and  extravagance. 

Thirdly.  That  we  will  not  hereafter,  directly  or  indirectly,  import,  or  caufe 
to  be  imported,  from  Great  Britain,  any  of  the  goods  hereafter  enumerated,  either 
for  fale  or  for  our  own  ufe;  to  wit,  fpirits,  cider,  perry,  beer,  ale,  porter,  malt, 
peaie,  beef,  nTh,  butter,  cheefe,  tallow,  candles,  fruit,  pickles,  confectionary, 
chairs,  tables,  looking  glaffes,  carriages,  joiners  work,  and  cabinet  work  of  all 
forts,  riband,  India  goods  of  all  forts,  except  fpices  and  calico  of  more  than  3  s. 
fterling  per  yard,  upholitery  (by  which  is  meant  paper  hangings,  beds  ready 
made, furniture  for  beds,  and  carpettingjwatches,  clocks,  filverfmiths  work  of  all 
forts,  filks  of  all  forts  (except  womens  bonnets  and  hats,  f ewing  filk,  and  netting 
filk)  cotton  ftuffs  of  more  than  3  s.  fterling  per  yard,  linens  of  more  than  2  s. 
fterling  per  yard  (except  Irifh  linens)  gauze,  lawns,  cambrick  of  more  than  6  s. 
fterling  per  yard,  woollen  and  wort  ted  ftuffs  of  all  forts  of  more  than  2  s,  fterling 
per  yard,  broadcloths  of  more  than  8  s.  fterling  per  yard,  narrow  cloths  of  all 
kinds  of  more  than  4  5.  fterling  per  yard,  not  lets  than  7-8th  yard  wide,  hats  of 
greater  value  than  105.  fterling,  ftockings  of  more  than  365.  fterling  per  dozen, 
fhoes  of  more  than  5  s.  fterling  per  pair,  boots,  faddles,  mens  exceeding  255. 
and  womens  exceeding  40  5.  fterling,  exclusive  of  bridles,  which  are  allowed, 
portmanteaus,  faddle  bags,  and  all  other  manufactured  leather,  neither  oil  or 
painters  colours,  if  both,  or  either  of  them,  be  fubject,  to  any  duty  after  the  1 lt 
of  December  next.  And  that  we  will  not  import,  or  caufe  to  be  imported,  any 
horfes,  nor  purchafe  thofe  which  may  be  imported  by  others  after  the  ift  of 
November  next. 

Fourthly.  That  we  will  not  import  or  bring  into  the  colony  or  caufe  to  be 
imported  or  brought  into  the  colony,  either  by  fea  or  land,  any  flaves,  or  make 
fale  of  any  upon  commiffion,  or  purchafe  any  flave  or  flaves  that  may  be  im- 
ported by  others  after  the  1 f *  day  of  November  next,  unlefs  the  fame  have  been 
twelve  months  upon  the  continent. 

.  Fifthly.  That  we  will  not  import  any  wines,  on  which  a  duty  is  laid  by  act 
of  Parliament  for  the  purpofe  of  raifmg  a  revenue  in  America,  or  purchafe  fuch 
as  may  be  imported  by  others,  after  the  ift  day  of  September  next. 

Sixthly.  That  no  wine  be  imported  by  any  of  the  fubfcribers  or  other 
perfon,  from  any  of  the  colonies  on  this  continent,  or  any  other  place,  from  the 
time  of  figning  this  affociation,  contrary  to  the  terms  thereof. 

Seventhly.  That  all  fuch  goods  as  may  or  fhall  be  imported  into  this 
colony,  in  confequence  of  their  having  been  rejected  by  the  affociation  com- 
mittees in  any  of  our  filter  colonies,fhail  not  be  purchafed  by  any  affociator ;  but 
that  we  will  exert  every  lawful  means  in  our  power  abfolutely  to  prevent  the 
fale  of  all  fuch  goods,  and  to  caufe  the  fame  to  be  exported  as  quickly  as  poffible. 

Eighthly.  That  we  will  not  receive  from  Great  Britain,  or  make  fale  of, 
upon  commiffion,  any  of  the  articles  above  excepted  to  after  the  firft  day  of 
September  next,  nor  any  of  thofe  articles  which  may  have  been  really  and  bona 
fide  ordered  by  us,  after  the  25th  of  December  next. 

Ninthly.  That  we  will  not  receive  into  our  cuftody,  make  fale  of,  or 
become  chargeable  with  any  of  the  articles  aforementioned,  that  may  be  ordered 
after  the  15th  of  June  inftant,  nor  give  orders  for  any  from  this  time ;  and  that  in 
all  orders  which  any  of  us  may  hereafter  fend  to  Great  Britain  we  will  expreffly 
direct  and  requeft  our  correfpondents  not  to  fhip  us  any  of  the  articles  before  ex- 
cepted, and  if  any  fuch  goods  are  fhipped  contrary  to  the  tenour  of  this  agree- 
ment we  will  refufe  to  take  the  fame  or  make  ourf elves  chargeable  therewith. 

Provided  nevertheless,  that  fuch  goods  as  are  already  on  hand,  or  may  be 
imported  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Affociation,  may  be 
continued  for  fale. 

Tenthly 
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Tenthly.  That  a  committee  of  merchants,  to  be  named  by  their  own  body, 
when  called  together  by  their  chairman,  be  appointed  to  take  under  their  confid- 
eration  the  general  ftate  of  the  trade  in  this  colony,  and  report  to  the  affociation, 
at  their  next  meeting,  a  lift  of  fuch  other  manufactures  of  Great  Britain,  or 
commodities  of  any  kind  whatever,  now  imported,  as  may  reafonably,  and  with 
benefit  to  the  colony,  be  excepted  to. 

Eleventhly.  That  we  do  hereby  engage  ourfelvres,  by  thofe  moft  facred 
ties  of  honour  and  love  to  our  country,  that  we  will  not,  either  upon  the  goods 
which  we  have  already  upon  hand  or  may  hereafter  import  within  the  true 
meaning  of  this  affociation,  make  any  advance  in  price,  with  a  view  to  profit  by 
the  reftrictions  hereby  laid  on  the  trade  of  this  colony. 

Twelfihly.  That  we  will  not  at  any  time  hereafter,  directly  or  indirectly, 
import,  or  caufe  to  be  imported,  or  purchafe  from  any  perfon  who  fhall  import, 
any  merchandife  or  manufactures  exported  from  Great  Britain,  which  are,  or 
hereafter  fhall  be,  taxed  by  act  of  Parliament  for  the  purpofes  of  raifing  a  reve- 
nue in  America. 

Refolved,  That  a  meeting  of  the  afiociators  fhall  be  called  at  the  difcretion 
of  the  Moderator,  or  at  the  requeft  of  twenty  members  of  the  affociation.fignified 
to  him  in  writing ;  and  in  cafe  of  the  death  of  the  pref ent  Moderator,  the  next 
perfon  fubferibing  hereto  be  coniidered  as  Moderator,  and  act  as  fuch  until  the 
next  general  meeting. 

Laftly.  That  thefe  refolves  fhall  be  binding  on  all  and  each  of  the  fubferi- 
bers,  who  do  hereby,  each  and  every  perfon  for  himfelf ,  agree  that  he  will  f  trictly 
and  firmly  adhere  to  and  abide  by  every  article  of  this  affociation  from  the  time 
of  this  figning  the  fame  until  the  act  of  Parliament  which  impofes  a  duty  on  tea, 
paper,  glafs.  and  painters  colours,  be  totally  repealed,  or  until  a  general  meeting 
of  one  hundred  affociators,  after  one  month 's  publick  notice,  fhall  determine 
otherwife,  the  twelfth  article  of  this  agreement  ftill  and  for  ever  continuing  in 
force,  until  the  contrary  be  declared  by  a  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  this 
affociation.

This  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Burgeffes  and  merchants  of  the  colony  was  not 
as  effective  as  defrred.  Various  committees  appointed  to  operate  in  the  refpective 
counties,  enforced  for  the  time  being  the  refolutions  of  the  Affociation,  thereby  hoping 
to  promote  induftry  throughout  the  colony.  The  plan  however,  was  not  fatiffadtory,  as 
ts  noted  in  Governor  Nelfon's  letter  to  Lord  Hillfborougk,  Secretary  of  State,  dated 
Dec.  19th,  1770. 

William f burg,  Deer1.  19,  1770. 
My  Lord, 

Your  Lordp's  dif patch  No.  37,  direded  to  Lord  Botetourt  is  ju ft  come  to  my 
hands.  I  fhall  be  happy  to  be  informed  of  His  Majeftr's  pleafure  upon  the  fev- 
eral  Ads  of  Affembly  which  were  pa  [fed  in  the  la  ft  feffion  as  foon  as  it  is  known. 

The  Spirit  of  Affociation  which  hath  prevailed  in  this  Colony  for  fome  time 
paft,  feems  to  me  from  the  defedion  of  the  Northern  Provinces,  to  be  cooling  every 
day.  There  was  a  meeting  appointed  to  be  held  the  14th  of  this  month  upon  this 
fubjed,  but  fo  few  Affociators  met,  that  they  did  nothing  but  adjourn  till  next  fum- 
mer,  which  dif  covers  fuch  lukewarmnefs  as  convinces  me  that  this  Engagement 
will  foon  die  away  and  come  do  nought. 

Having  in  a  former  letter  acquainted  your  Lordfhip  with  the  progrefs  we  are 
making  towards  completing  the  line  between  the  Cherokee  Indians  and  this  col- 
ony, I  fhall  not  now  trouble  your  Lord9  on  tliat  fubjed. 

Lord  Botetourt  /  prefume  advifed  your  Lordp  of  the  preffxng  neceffity  he  was 
under  of  adopting  fo  unufual  a  meafure  as  that  of  drawing  upon  His  Majefty's 
Quit  rents  for  four  hundred  pounds.  Permit  me  My  Lord  to  exprefs  my  mo  ft 
grateful  and  humble  acknowledgments  of  His  Maj'P's  goodnefs  in  acquiefcing 
in  this  fir  ft  attempt  of  the  fort,  and  to  affure  you  that  we  fhall  be  far  from  endeav- 
ouring to  draw  this  frefh  inftance  of  His  Majefty's  favour  into  precedent. 

I  obferve  what  your  Lord"  fays  about  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Wormeley  or 
Mr.  Digges  to  a  feat  at  the  Council  Board.  They  are  both  well  qualified  for  it,  tho' 
one  of  them  lives  at  a  more  convenient  diftance  than  the  other  from  the  feat  of  Gov- 
ernment. Knowing  that  Lord  Botetourt  had  wrote  to  your  Lordp  on  this  fubjed, 
and  confidering  that  he  was  a  much  better  judge  of  the  fitnefs  of  Men  to  be  preferred, 
/  declined  recommending  any  one  to  your  Lord'1  to  fupply  the  place  of  Mr  Blair  on 
his  resignation.

I>oring  the  feffion  of  the  Affembly  of  July  1771  the  queftion  of  an  American  epifcop- 
*'-«  wxs  agitated,  and  in  fome  of  the  Northern  colonies  the  prefs  warmly  advocated  fuch 
*  B*'™*.  The  co-operation  of  Virginia  was  fought  by  New  York  and  New  Jerfey  in 
their 
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their  effort  to  petition  the  King  upon  the  fubject,  and  Reverend  Dr.  Cooper,  : 

oi  King  s  College,  New  York  and  Rev.  Dr.  McKean  vifited  the  Southern  colonies  with 
this  object  in  view.  As  a  refult  of  the  vifit  of  thefe  deputies  a  convocation  of  the  clergy 
was  held,  though  only  a  few  attended,  the  Rev.  John  Camtn,  of  Virginia,  taking  an 
active  part  in  the  proceedings,  was  one  of  thofe  who  joined  in  the  petition  to  the  crown 
urging  its  eftabliihment.  Four  of  the  clergy  in  attendance,  Henley,  Gwatkin,  Hcnitt,  and 
Bland,  entered  a  proteit  againft  this  fcheme  to  introduce  a  bifhopnc,  advancing  as  an 
argument  that  fuch  an  action  would  endanger  the  exiftence  of  the  Britifh  Empire  in 
America. 

The  Affembly  having  expreffed  its  d  if  approbation  of  the  project,  all  efforts  foon 
relaxed,  and  the  movement  ended  when  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  by  the  Houfe  of 
Burgeffes,  through  Richard  Henry  Lee  and  Richard  Bland,  to  the  protefting  clergymen 
for  their  "wile  and  well-timed  oppofition:" 

Refclved,Nemine  Contradicente,  'That  the  Thanks  of  this  Houfe  be  given 
to  the  Reverend  Mr  Henley,  the  Reverend  MT  Gwatkin,  the  Reverend  Mr  Hewitt, 
and  the  Reverend  Mr  Bland,  for  the  wife  and  well  timed  Oppofition  they  have 
made  to  the  pernicious  Project  of  a  few  miftaken  Clergymen,  for  introducing  an 
American  Bifhop;  a  Meafure  by  which  much  Difturbance,  great  Anxiety,  and 
Apprehenfion.would  certainly  take  Place  among  his  Majefty  's  faithful  American 
Subjects;  and  that  Mr  Ricluxrd  Henry  Lee,  and  Mr  Bland,  do  acquaint  them 
therewith. 

Campbell,  in  commenting  upon  this  attempt  to  eftablifh  an  Epifcopate  in 
America,  outlines  the  pofition  of  both  fides  in  this  controverfy : 

"  Churchmen  naturally  fided  with  the  Englifh  government,  and  the  bench 
of  bifhops  were  arrayed  in  oppofition  to  the  rights  of  the  Colonies.  The  pro- 
teit of  the  four  minilters  gave  rife  to  a  controverfy  between  them  and  the  United 
Epilcopal  Conventions  of  New  York  and  New  Jerfey  and  a  war  of  pamphlets  and 
newf papers  enfued in  the  Northern  and  Middle  States;  and  the  ftamp  actitfelf, 
according  to  fome  writers,  did  not  evoke  more  bitter  denunciations,  nor  more 
violent  threats,  than  the  project  of  an  epifcopate :  New  England  was  in  a  flame 
againft  it.  It  was  believed,  that  if  bifhops  fhould  be  fent  over  they  would  unite 
with  the  Governors  in  oppofition  to  the  rights  of  America.  The  laity  of  the 
Epif copal  Church  in  America  were,  excepting  a  fmall  minority,  oppofed  to  the 
meafure.  Neither  the  people  of  Virginia,  nor  any  of  the  American  colonies,  were 
at  any  time  willing  to  receive  a  bifhop  appointed  by  the  Englifh  government. 
Among  the  advocates  of  the  fcheme  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Boucher  took  a  promi- 
nent part,  and  he  fuftained  it  ably  from  the  pulpit.  He  held  that  the  refulal  of 
Virginiato  content  to  the  appointment  of  a  bifhop,  was'to  unchurch  the  church ;' 
and  his  views  on  this  fubject  were  re-echoed  by  Loivih,  Bifhop  of  Oxford,  in  an 
anniverfary  fermon  delivered  before  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts.  On  this  point  of  ecclefiaftical  government  the  mem- 
bers of  the  eftablifhment  in  Virginia  appear  to  have  been  looked  upon  as  them- 
felves  diff enters.  In  one  fenfe  they  were  fo;  but  their  repugnance  was  to  prel- 
acy, not  to  the  epifcopate ;  a  prelatic  bifhop  was  in  their  minds  affociated  with 
the  ideas  of  expenfe  beyond  their  means,  and  of  oppofition  to  the  principles  of 
civil  liberty.  Boucher,  in  a  fermon  that  he  preached  in  this  year  at  St.  Mary's 
Church,  in  Caroline  County,  of  which  he  was  then  rector,  fays  of  the  diffen- 
ters  in  Virginia:  T  might  almoft  as  well  pretend  to  count  the  gnats  that  buzz 
around  us  in  a  fummer's  evening." 

"The  fcheme  of  fending  over  a  bifhop  had  been  entertained  more  than  a 
hundred  years  before ;  and  Dean  Swift  at  one  time  entertained  hopes  of  being 
made  Bifhop  of  Virginia,  with  power,  as  is  faid,  to  ordain  priefts  and  deacons 
for  all  the  colonies,  and  to  parcel  them  out  into  deaneries,  parifhes,  chapels,  etc., 
and  to  recommend  and  prefent  thereto.  The  favorite  fermons  of  many  of  the 
Virginia  clergy  were  Sterne's."  Campbell-H iftcry  of  Virginia,  pp.  561-62.

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The  Affembly  of  1772  convened  on  Monday  the  10th  day  of  February,  in  the  12th 
ear  of  the  reign  of  George  III.  The  death  of  Botetourt  on  October  15th,  1770;  the 
porary  appointment  of  Nclfon  to  act  as  Governor,  and  the  tranffer  of  Lord  Dun- 
more  from  New  York  to  Virginia  refulted  in  the  proclamation  of  October  12,  1771,  for  dif- 
fohring  the  General  Affembly.  This  action  upon  the  part  of  Lord  Dunmore  was  taken 
fhortly  after  his  arrival  in  Virginia,  and  was  followed  by  prorogations  of  November  20th 
and  December  12  th  of  the  fame  year. 

The  firft  announcement  of  Dunmore,  of  importance  to  the  colony,  was  the  dif  allow - 
nce  by  George  III  of  an  act  of  Affembly  for  appointing  a  commiffion  to  regulate  the 
Indian  trade.  This  action  upon  the  part  of  the  crown  refulted  in  much  diff  a  tif  faction, 
^nd  coming  at  a  time  when  the  boundary  between  the  Cherokees  and  Virginia  was  being 
iurveyed.  gave  rife  to  much  fpeculation  regarding  the  management  of  Indian  trade  in 
this  new  territory. 

Additional  territory  was  alfo  in  contemplation,  in  fact  negotiations  were  then 
pending  for  large  poffeffions  owned  by  the  Indians  and  adjoining  Virginia's  weftem 
boundary.  This  queftion  was  determined  during  the  latter  part  of  1772,  and  eftab- 
hfned  a  line  running  weltward  from  White  Top  Mountains  in  latitude  36°  and  36'. 
By  the  conclufion  of  this  treaty  the  fettlers  on  the  Watauga  River  wrere  left  within  the 
Indian  limits,  which  neceflitated  a  leafe  which  extended  for  a  term  of  eight  years,  for 
which  the  Indians  were  paid  Six  Thoufand  Dollars. 

On  March  19,  1775,  a  deed  in  fee  fimple  for  this  tract  of  land  was  given  upon 
further  confideration  of  ,£2000.  This  deed  was  in  the  name  of  Charles  Robertfon,  a 
rcprefentative  of  the  Watauga  Settlers'  Affociation,  and  embraced  all  the  territory 
within  the  following  bounds:1  "All  that  tract  on  the  waters  of  the  Watauga,  Hol- 
fton, Great  Canaway  or  New  River,  beginning  on  the  fouth  or  fouthweft  of  Hoi  ft  on 
River  fix  miles  above  Long  Iftand  in  that  river:  thence  a  direct  line  in  nearly  a  fouth 
cuurfe  to  the  ridge  dividing  the  waters  of  the  Watauga  from  the  waters  of  the  Nona- 
(h-.icky  and  along  the  ridge  in  a  southeafterly  direction  to  the  Blue  Ridge  or  line  dividing 
Xorth  Carolina  from  the  Cherokee  lands;  thence  along  the  Blue  Ridge  to  the  Virginia 
line  and  weft  along  fuch  line  to  the  Holfton  River;  to  the  beginning,  including  all  the 
waters  of  the  Watauga,  part  of  the  waters  of  Holfton,  and  the  head  branches  of  New 
River  or  the  Great  Canaway,  agreeable  to  the  aforefaid  boundaries." 

In  1772  Jacob  Brown  leafed  from  the  Cherokees,  for  a  horfeload  of  goods,  a  tract 
<m  the  Watauga  and  Nonachticky  Rivers.  On  March,  25,  1775,  he  fecured  for  a  fur- 
ther confideration  of  ten  fhillings  a  deed  in  fee  for  the  leafed  tract,  as  well  as  an 
additional  tract  of  confiderable  extent. 

The  boundary  of  the  firft  of  thefe  bodies  of  land  ran  from  the  mouth  of  Great 
Limeftone  Creek,  thence  up  the  Lame  to  its  main  fork  to  the  ridge  dividing  the  Watauga 
find  Nonachucky  Rivers ;  thence  to  the  head  of  Indian  Creek,  where  it  joins  the  Great 
Iron  Mountains  and  along  those  mountains  to  the  Nonachucky  River;  acrofs  the  Ncn- 
Ot  hucky  River,  including  its  creeks,  and  down  the  fide  of  the  Nonachucky  Mountain 
.•K'.iinst  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Limeftone  Creek,  and  from  thence  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  fecond  purchafe  comprifed  a  tract  lying  on  the  Nonachucky  River  below  the 
n-.nuth  of  Big  Limeftone  on  both  fides  of  the  river  and  adjoining  the  tract  juft  de- 
fo  ribed.  Its  boundaries  are  defined  as  beginning  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  Ncmachucky 
River  below  the  old  fields  that  lie  below  the  Limeftone  on  the  north  fide  of  Nonachucky 
Mountain  at  a  large  rock,  thence  north  320  weft  to  the  mouth  of  Camp  Creek  on  the 
f  u tii  fide  of  the  river ;  thence  acrofs  the  river ;  thence  purfuing  a  northwefterly  courfe 
*■  the  dividing  ridge  between  Lick  Creek  and  the  Watauga  or  Holfton  Rivers,  thence 
••••ng  the  dividing  ridge  to  the  reft  of  Brown's  lands;  thence  down  the  main  fork  of 
■  'f  Limeftone  to  its  mouth;  thence  croffing  the  Nonachucky  River  and  purfuing  a 
ht  courfe  to  the  Nonachucky  Mountains,  and  along  fuch  mountains  to  the 
' '  •':-. ning.a 

Hender -fen's 
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Henderfon's  purchafe  of  March  17,  1775  was  concluded  at  Sycamore  Skoals  on 
the  Watauga  River.  By  the  terms  of  this  treaty  Richard  Henderfon  and  eight  other 
private  citizens,  purchafed  for  ro.ooo  lbs.  in  merchandise,  all  the  land  lying  between 
the  Kentucky  and  Cumberland  Rivers.  This  purchafe  was  made  under  the  name  1 
the  "Colony  of  Tranfylvania  in  North,  America."  The  two  deeds  conveying  this 
property  were  commonly  known  as  the  "Path  Deed"  and  the  "Great  Grant;"  the  former 
beginning  on  the  Half  ton,  "Where  the  courfe  of  Powell's  Mountain  ftrikes  the  fame; 
thence  up  the  river  to  the  crofting  of  the  Virginia  Line;  thence  wefterly  along  the 
line  run  by  Donelfon  ***  to  a  point  six  Englifh  miles  of  Long  [(land  in  Holfton  River; 
thence  a  direct  courfe  towards  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Kanawha  until  it  reaches  the  top 
of  the  ridge  of  Powell's  Mountain;  thence  wefterly  along  faid  ridge  to  the  beginning. 
This  tract  was  located  in  northeaft  Tennefjee  and  the  extreme  fouthweftern  corner  of 
Virginia. 

The  fecond  deed  known  as  the  "Great  Grant"  comprifed  the  territory  beginning 
on  the  Ohio  River  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kentucky,  Cherokee,  or  what,  by  the  Englifh,  is 
called  Louifa  river;  thence  up  faid  river  and  the  moft  northwardly  fork  of  the  fame  to 
the  head  fpring  thereof ;  thence  a  foutheaft courfe  to  the  ridge  of  Powell's  Mountain; 
thence  weftwardly  along  the  ridge  of  faid  mountain  to  a  point  from  which  a  north- 
weft  courfe  will  ftrike  the  head  tpring  of  the  moft  fouthwardly  branch  of  Cumberland 
River;  thence  down  faid  river,  including  all  its  waters,  to  the  Ohio  River;  thence 
up  faid  river  as  it  meanders  to  the  beginning.1 

It  will  be  feen  from  this  ftatement  of  the  boundary  that  this  tract  comprifed 
nearly  the  whole  of  central  and  weftern  Kentucky,  as  well  as  part  of  northern 
central   Tenneffee. 

From  the  report  of  the  treaty  commiffioners  of  1785  it  is  noted  that  Henderfon's 
purchafe  did  not  extend  fouth  of  the  Cumberland  River  proper.2  This  ftatement 
is  not  upheld  by  literal  reading  of  the  boundaries  given,  as  they  include  all  the 
territory  watered  by  the  Cumberland  River  and  its  various  branches. 

A  very  thorough  and  comprehenfive  map,  outlining  all  Cherokee  ceffions  of  terri- 
tory, will  be  found  in  the  excellent  account  of  the  "Cherokee  Nation  of  Indians,  by 
Charles  C.  Royce."  This  account  is  contained  in  the  Fifth  Report  of  the  Bureau 
of  Ethnology.  ■» 

Royce  in  commenting  upon  the  various  treaties  of  the  Cherokees  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  all  grants  of  private  individuals  were  regarded  as  legally  inoperative, 
though  in  fome  inftances  the  beneficiaries  were  permitted  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  their 
purchafes  in  a  modified  degree.  Ail  fuch  purchafes  had  been  inhibited  by  royal  proc- 
lamation of  King  George  III.  under  date  of  October  7,  1763, *  wherein  all  provincial 
governors  were  forbidden  to  grant  lands  or  iffue  land  warrants  iocatable  upon  any 
territory  weft  of  the  mountains  of  the  fources  of  ftreams  flowing  into  the  Atlantic. 
All  private  perfons  were  enjoined  from  purchafing  lands  from  the  Indians,  and 
purchafes  of  fuch  lands  could  only  be  made  for  the  crown  by  the  governor  or  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  colony,  at  fome  general  council  or  affembly  of  the  Indians 
convened  for  that  purpofe. 

In  the  particular  purchafe  made  by  Henderfon  and  his  coadjutors,  the  benefits 
thereof  were  afterwards  claimed  by  the  authorities  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina 
for  thofe  States,  as  the  fucceffors  of  the  royal  prerogative  within  their  refpective 
limits.  In  conhderation,  however,  of  Henderfon's  valuable  fervices  on  the  frontier, 
and  in  compenfation  for  his  large  expenditures  of  money  in  negotiating  the  purchafe, 
the  legiflature  of  North  Carolina  in  1783  granted  to  him  and  thofe  interef ted  with  him. 
a  tract  of  200,000  acres*,  conftituting  a  ftrip  of  land  four  miles  in  width  from  Old 
Indian  Town  on  Powell's  River  to  the  mouth,  and  thence  a  ftrip,  twelve  miles  in 
width,  down  the  Clinch  River.  The  legiflature  of  Virginia  alfo  granted  them  a  tract 
of  like  extent  upon  the  Ohio  River,  oppofite  what  is  now  Evanfv-ille,  Ind.~= 
A

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A  thorough  and  comprehensive  map  drawn  from  plate  No.  8,  of  the  Fifth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Bureau  of  Ethnology,  appears  as  the  frontifpiece  in  this  volume.  The 
feCtion  defignated  by  the  numerals,  3,  4,  5,  and  7,  can  be  readily  traced  by  dotted 
lines.  Beginning  near  Carrolton  on  the  Ohio,  and  following  the  Kentueky  River  to  the 
mountains,  thence  a  direct  line  to  a  point  interfering  the  boundary  eftabliflied  in 
177a.  clearly  diftinguilhes  the  dividing  line  between  fections  5  and  7.  The  irregular 
boundary  of  Sections  4  begins  at  Point  Pleafant,  and  follows  the  Kanawha  River  to 
the  Alleghanies,  thence  along  New  River  to  the  mouth  of  Cripple  Creek.  Section  3, 
follows  the  mountain  range  from  ChifwelVs  Mine  eaft  to  the  first  interfering  range, 
thence  fouthweft  to  Virginia's  prefent  Southern  line. 

Section  3  denotes  the  land  acquired  by  the  treaty  of  Odober  14,  1768,  nearly  the 
entire  tract  being  in  fouthweftern  Virginia.  Section  4  was  acquired  by  the  treaty  of 
06ober  18,  1770,  which  was  signed  at  Lochabar,  South  Carolina.  This  tract  lay  in 
Virginia,  Weft  Virginia,  Northeaft  Tenneffee  and  the  Eaft  end  of  Kentucky.  Section 
5  included  the  territory  which  now  lies  in  Virginia,  Weft  Virginia,  and  Eaftern  Ken- 
i :,c k y,  and  was  acquired  by  treaty  of  1772.  The  treaty  of  March  17,  1775,  fhown  on 
the  map  as  section  7,  included  the  territory  now  forming  a  part  of  Kentucky,  Virginia, 
and  Tenneffee.  This  treaty  was  between  Richard  Header  fon  and  the  various  fettlers 
who  were  interefted  with  him  in  fettling  this  particular  fection. 

The  treaty  of  1772  being  confummated  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Affembly,  no 
legislation  was  neceffary  for  its  ratification.  The  Seffion  of  this  year  however,  was 
characterized  by  many  important  acts  which  were  paffed  for  the  promotion  of  internal 
improvement.  Such  important  matters  as  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Potomac; 
the  opening  of  a  road  from  Warm  Springs  to  Jenning's  Gap;  the  determination  to 
clear  Mattapony  River,  and  of  circumventing  the  falls  of  James  River,  by  a  canal 
from  Weftham  to  a  point  below  Richmond,  and  a  canal  from  Archer's  Hope  Creek  to 
Queen's  Creek,  through  Williamfburg,  to  connect  James  River  with  the  River  York, 
were  favorably  acted  upon.  At  no  time  in  the  hiftory  of  the  colony  had  fuch 
ftupendous  undertakings  been  fuggefted,  much  lefs  received  ferious  coniideration,  and 
the  Iegiflation  of  this  Affembly  marks  an  era  in  Virginia's  development  which  is 
particularly  noteworthy.  "»

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  the  Governor,  to  order  a  new  Writ  to  be 
made  out  for  the  electing  of  a  Burgefs  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for 
the  County  of  Suffex  in  the  Room  of  Mr  John  Edmunds,2  deceafed ;  and  that  Mr  David 
Mafon  do  wait  upon  his  Excellency  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

Several  Petitions  of  fundry  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of 
Prince  George,  Diviividdie,  Amelia,  Brunfa-'ick,  Lunenburg,  Mecklenburg,  Charlotte  and 
Suffex,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  were  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and 
read;  letting  forth,  that  the  very  great  quantities  of  Tobacco  brought  to  the  Ware- 
houfes  for  Infpeetion  of  that  Commodity  on  Appomattox  River,  render  it  impoffible 
for  the  prefent  Infpectors  to  give  proper  Difpatch ;  and  therefore  praying  that  another 
Infpection  of  Tobacco  may  be  eftablifhed  on  the  Lots  of  Col.  Robert  Boiling,  which 
he  lately  purchafed  of  Mr  Patrick  Ramfay,  in  the  Town  of  Blandford,  on  the  faid  River. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  propofitions  and 
Grievances;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Several  Petitions  of  fundry  Perfons,  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Dinwiddie, 
whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  were  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  letting 
forth,  that  the  Quantities  of  Tobacco  brought  to  the  Warehoufes  on  Appmnattox  River 
are  fo  mcreafed.  that  the  prefent  Houfes  are  not  fufficient  to  contain  them,  and  the 
Infpectors  cannot  give  the  Planters  reafonable  Difpatch;  and  therefore  praying  that 
another  Infpection  of  Tobacco  may  be  eftablifhed  on  the  Land  of  Robert  Boiling, 
Gentleman,  between  Boiling  s  old  Warehoufe  and  Bollingbrook,  as  a  Place  more  proper 
and  convenient  for  that  Purpofe  than  Blandford. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  propofitions  and 
Grievances;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  the  Rector  and  Veftry  of  the  Parifh  of  Briftol,  in  the  County  of  Prince g 
George,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read; 
letting  forth,  that  the  Glebe  of  the  faid  Parifh  is  inconveniently  fituated,  and  con- 
tains 
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And  he  prefented  the  laid  Letters  and  Papers  at  the  Bar.

Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  veft 
certain  intailed  Lands,  whereof  Charles  Lewis,  Gentleman,  is  feized,  in  John  Lewis, 
Gentleman,  in  Fee  Simple,  and  fettle  other  Lands  to  the  fame  Ufes;  and  the  fame 
was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Mr  Eyre  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  veft  certain  intailed 
Lands  and  Slaves  therein  mentioned,  in  Nathaniel  Littleton  Savage,  Gentleman,  in  Fee 
Simple,  and  to  fettle  other  Lands,  in  Lieu  thereof;  and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read 
the  firft  Time.

Addrefs  accordingly,  which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read 
the  same  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the 
fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

My  Lord, 

We  his  Majefty's  mo  ft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,  beg 
Leave  to  prefent  to  your  Excellency  our  flncere  Thanks  for  the  early  Attention  you  have 
been  pleafed  to  give  our  former  Addreffes  and  Memorial  refpecting  the  Extension  of  our 
Boundary  to  the  Weftward,  the  Importation  of  Salt  from  foreign  European  Ports,  and  the 
future  Currency  of  Copper  Coin  within  this  Colony. 

His  Majefty's  great  Goodviefs  in  fo  immediately  referring  the  humble  PetitioYis  oj 
his  dutiful  Subjects  to  his  Board  of  Trade  and  Plantations  cannot  but  afford  us  the  higheft 
Satiffaction,  and  we  acknowledge  with  Pleafure  the  great  Candor  of  his  Majefty's  principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  this  Department  in  having  tlie  Confederation  of  the  feveral  Matters, 
mentioned  in  your  Lordfhip's  Meffage,  poftponed,  till  the  Agent  for  this  Colony  fhould 
receive  proper  Inftrudions  from  us;  but,  my  Lord,  hav-ing  already  through  your  Excellency. 
to  us  the  moft  agreeable  Channel  of  conveying  to  the  Throne  .our  humble  Requefis,  Jub- 
mitted  to  his  Majefty's  Wifdom  our  Reafons  for  defiring  a  more  extended  Boundary,  we 
have  nothing  farther  to  add  on  that  head,  except  that,  if  the  Truth  of  any  of  the  Pads  con- 
tained in  our  humble  Memorial  fliould  be  doubted,  we  are  perfuaded  it  may  be  eftablij  hed 
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The  Foundation  of  our  Wifhes  rcfpeding  the  free  Importation  of  Salt  we  truft  is 
alfo  fully  explained  and  understood,  and,  gs  to  the  Copper  Money,  which  we  defire  to  have 
circulating  amongft  us,  our  humble  Requeft  is  that  it  may  be  current  here  as  in  Great  Britain, 
allowing  for  the  Difference  between  Sterling  Money  and  the  Currency  of  this  Colony  at  tiie 
Rate  of  Twenty-five  per  Cent. 

It  only  therefore  remains  for  us  to  entreat  your  Lord f hip,  in  whom  we  have  abundant 
Reafon  to  repofe  the  greateft  Confidence,  to  ufe  your  farther  good  Offices  in  endeavoring 
to  procure  Succefs  to  the  earneft  Defires  cf  this  Hcnife  in  thefe  feveral  important  Articles. 

The  faid  Addrefs  being  read  a  fecond  Time ; 

Refolved,  That  the  Houfe  doth  agree  with  the  Committee  in  the  faid  Addrefs,  to 
be  prefented  to  the  Goz>er nor. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Excellency  by  the  whole  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Gentlemen  who  drew  up  the  faid  Addrefs,  do  wait  upon  the 
Governor  to  know  his  Pleafure,  when  this  Houfe  fhall  attend  his  Excellency,  to  pre- 
fent  their  Addrefs. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ; 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  upon  Monday  next,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  take  into  Conlideration  the  Governor's  Mef  fage,  and  the  Letters 
and  Papers,  relative  to  Indian  Affairs,  therein  mentioned. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  explain  an  Act  of  this  prefent 
Seffion  of  Affembiy,  intituled  An  Ad1  to  divide  the  Parifh  of  Hamilton,  in  the  Counties 
of  Fauquier  and  Prince  William ;  and  that  Mr  Mar  fhall  do  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

A  Petition  of  Andrew  Eftave  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  the  Petitioner,  from  his  long  Refidence  in  France,  hath  attained  a  perfect  Knowl- 
edge of  the  Culture  of  Vines,  and  the  moft  approved  Method  of  making  Wine;  that 
having  lived  in  this  Colony  about  two  Years,  he  hath,  during  that  Time,  made  it  his 
particular  Study  to  be  acquainted  with  the  Nature  of  the  Soil,  and  Cultivation  of  the 
wild  Grape,  which  grows  fpontaneoufly  through  this  Country,  and  is  both  larger  and 
better  tafted  than  the  wild  Grape  in  France,  and  will,  properly  managed,  produce  very 
fine  Wine ;  but  from  the  unfuccefsful  Attempts  made  here  before  by  unfkilful  People, 
fuch  a  Project  might  perhaps  meet  with  Difficulties,  not  eafily  to  be  removed,  without 
the  Af fiftance  of  £he  Legiflature ;  and  therefore  praying  this  Houfe  to  allot  him  One 
178  Hundred  Acres  of  Land,  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  the  City  of  Williamfbarg,  with  an 
Houfe  thereon  for  him  to  live  in,  and  three  Negro  Men  to  af  lift  him,  which  he  would  hold 
on  the  following  Terms,  to  wit ;  if  he  fhould  not  make  good  merchantable  Wine  in  four 
Years  from  the  feating  and  planting  the  Vineyard,  that  he  fhould  pay  the  Rent  of  the 
Land  and  Hire  of  the  Slaves  for  that  Term,  but  if  he  fhould  fucceed  to  the  Satiffadtion 
of  the  Public,  and  this  Houfe,  that  then  the  Land  and  Slaves  aforefaid  fhould  be  and 
remain  his  Property,  as  an  Encouragement,  for  his  Difcovery. 

Ordered,  That  tne  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Trade ;  and  that 
they  do  examine  the  matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon, 
to  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill,  for  eftablifhing  a  Town  at  Rocky 
Ridge,  in  the  County  of  Che fter field ,  and  for  adding  certain  Lots  to  the  Town  of  Richmond, 
in  the  County  of  Henrico ;  and  that  Mr  Archibald  Cary,  Mr  Adams,  Mr  Richard  Randolph, 
and  Mr  Trent,  do  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Mr  Mercer  reported  from  tne  Committee,  to  whom  the  Bill  to  repeal  the  Act  for 
increahng  the  Salary  of  the  Minif ter  of  the  Panfh  of  Frederick,  in  the  County  of  Frederick, 
was  committed,  that  the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  made  feveral 
Amendments  thereunto,  which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe;  and  he 
read  the  report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  the  Bill,  with  the  Amendments, 
in  at  the  Clerk's  Table ;  where  the  Amendments  were  once  read  throughout,  and  then 
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a  fecond  Time,  one  by  one,  and,  upon  the  Queftion  feveraily  put  thereupon, were  agrc  d 
to  by  the  Houfe.

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  committed  to  the  Committee  of  Proportions  and  Griev- 
ances. 

Mr  Archibald  Cary  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the 
Petition  of  Baylor  Walker  and  William  Fleet,  Executors  of  the  laft  Will  and  Teftament 
of  John  Semple,  deceafed,  was  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matter 
of  the  faid  Petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  together  with  the  Refolu- 
tion  of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place, 
and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is 
as  followeth,  viz.

or  them  for  or  on  Account  of  his  having  become  Security  for  Philip  Rootes,  as  High 
Sheriff  of  King  &  Queen  County;  that  after  the  Death  of  the  faid  John  Robin f on,  which 
happened  in  May  next  following,  a  Judgment  was  recovered  againft  the  faid  John 
Semple,  for  12^1  /.  S  s,  7  d.  for  the  Balance  of  Taxes  collected  by  the  faid  Philip  Rootes, 
and  his  Deputies,  during  the  Time  of  his  Sheriffalty,  and  Cofts;  and  that  the  faid  De- 
cedent's Eftate  hath  been  taken  in  Execution  to  fatiffy  the   faid  Judgment. 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution; 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Petition  be  rejected . 

The  faid  Refolution  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

An  ingroffed  Bill  to  dock  the  Intail  of  Four  Thoufand  Acres  of  Land,  in  the  County 
of  I  fie  of  Wight,  whereof  James  Bunnell  is  feized  in  Fee  Tail,  and  for  vefting  the  fame 
in  Truftees,  in  Fee  Simple,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  was  read  the 
third  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pafs;  and  that  the  Title  be,  An  Ad1  to  dock  the  Intail  of 
Four  Thoufand  Acres  of  Land,  in  the  County  of  Ifle  of  Wight,  whereof  James  Burweil  is 
feized  in  Fee  Tail,  and  for  vefting  the  fame  in  Truftees,  in  Fee  Simple,  and  for  other 
Purpofes  therein  mentioned. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Lewis  Burweil,  of  James  City,  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council 
and  defire  their  Concurrence. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  take  into   Confideration  the  Amendment  made   by  the 
Council  to  the  Bili,  intituled  An  Ad  for  eftablifhing  a  Town  in  the  County  of  Pittfylvania. 
And  the  faid  Ame>idment  was  read,  and  is  as  followreth,  viz.

A  Bill  to  veft  certain  intailed  Lands,  whereof  Charles  Lewis,  Gentleman,  is  feized 
in  John  Lewis,  Gentleman,  in  Fee  Simple,  and  fettle  other  Lands  to    the  fame  Ufes, 
was  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  committed  to  Mr Edmund  Pendleton,  and  all  the  Members 
who  ferve  for  the  Counties  of  Amherft,  Pittfylvania,  Charlotte,  and  Lunenburg. 

An  ingroffed  Bill  for  fettling  the  Fees  of  the  Clerk  and  Serjeant  of  the   Court  of 
Huftings  for  the  City  of  Williamfburg,  was  read  the  third  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pafs;  and  that  the  Title  be,  An  Afr   for  fettling  the  Fees 
of  the  Clerk  and  Serjeant  of  the  Court  of  Huftings  for  the  City  of  Williamfburg. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Bland  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  defire  their  Concurrence. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Eleven  of  the  Clock.

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons,  being  Proteftant  Diffenters  of  the  Baptist  Perfua- 
fion,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read; 
fetting  forth  the  Inconveniences  of  compelling  their  licenced  Preachers  to  bear  Anns 
under  the  Militia  Law,  and  to  attend  Muf ters,  by  which  they  are  unable  to  perform  the 
Duties  of  their  Function ;  and  further  fetting  forth  the  Hardfhips  they  f uffer  from  the 
Prohibition  to  their  Minifters  to  preach  in  Meeting  Houfes,  not  particularly  mentioned 
in  their  Licences ;  and  therefore  praying  the  Houfe  to  take  their  Grievances  into  Con- 
fideration,  and  to  grant  them.

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  for  Religion ;  and  that 
they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon, 
to  the  Houfe. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Monday  Morning  next  Eleven  of  the  Clock.

A  Petition  of  fundry  Perfons,  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Accomack,  whofe  Names 
are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting 
forth  that  the  white  Tithables,  in  the  faid  County,  are  fo  numerous,  and  the 
Bufmefa'of  the  Court  thereof,  is  fo  multiplied,  that  the  faid  County  ought  to 
be  divided;  and  therefore  praying  that  the  faid  County  may  be  divided  into  two 
Counties. 

And  alfo  a  Petition  of  fundry  Perfons,  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Acccnnack, 
whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  taking 
Notice  of  a  Petition  intended  to  be  prefented  to  this  Houfe  for  dividing  the  faid  County, 
and  fetting  forth  that  fuch  a  Divifion  is  unnecef fary,  and  would  be  inconvenient ;  and 
therefore  praying  that  the  faid  County  may  not  be  divided. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  feveral  Petitions  be  feverally  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  propositions  and  Grievances;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and 
report  the  fame,  with  their  opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Several  Petitions  of  fundry  Freeholders,  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Prince 
George,  Dinwiddie,  Amelia,  Brimfwick,  Limenburg,  Mecklenburg,  Charlotte,  Prince 
Edward,  and  Suffex,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  were  prefented  to  the 
Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth  that  the  very  great  Quantities  of  Tobacco  brought  to 
the  Warehoufes  for  the  Infpection  of  that  Commodity  on  Appomattox  River,  render  it 
impof fible  for  the  prefent  Infpeefcors  to  give  proper  Difpatch ;  and  therefore  praying 
that  another  Infpection  of  Tobacco  may  be  eftablifhed  on  the  Lots  of  Colonel  Robert 
Boiling,  which  he  lately  purchafed  of  Mr  Patrick  Ramfay,  in  the  Town  of  Blandford, 
on  the  faid  River. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  propofitions  and 
Grievances;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 
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Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections, 
to  whom  the  Information  of  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry,  relating  to  the  Accufation  reflecting 

on  his  Character,  was  recommitted,  that  the  Committee  had  further  examined  the 
Matter  of  the  faid  Information,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  as  it  appeared 
to  them,  to  the  Houfe,  together  with  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  thereupon; 
and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table; 
where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  James  Bates,  that  the  faid  Bates 
meeting  with  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  at  Halifax  Court,  the  faid  Terry  enquired  of  him  what 
Part  of  his  Dues  he  had  paid,  to  which  the  faid  Bates  replied  he  could  not  tell,  without 
feeing  his  Receipts.  The  faid  Terry  then  afked,  to  whom  he  had  paid  them,  whether 
to  Champnefs  Terry?  To  which  the  faid  Bates  made  Anfwer,  that  he  had  not  paid 
them  to  the  faid  Champnefs,  but  to  Mofes  Terry  and  William  Moone.  Whereupon 
the  faid  Terry  walked  away,  and  in  a  little  Time  after  the  faid  Bates  meeting  Champ- 
nefs Terry,  the  faid  Terry  afked  him  if  he  had  paid  him  any  Money  for  Dues,  whilft  he 
the  faid  Champnefs  was  Under  Sheriff  to  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry?  To  which  the  faid 
Bates  anfwered,  he  had  not.  Then  the  faid  Champnefs  defired  he  would  walk  with 
him,  and  produced  his  Sheriff's  Book,  wherein  the  faid  Bates  was  credited  for  Thirty- 
five  Shillings,  obferving  at  the  fame  Time,  that  fuch  Entry  of  Credit  was  made  after 
the  faid  Champnefs  was  gone  to  the  Southward,  or  Florida,  and  that  he  would  fwear 
it  was  the  faid  Nathaniel's  writing.  The  faid  Champnefs  moreover  faid,  that  the  faid 
Nathaniel  had  vilified  him  to  Col.  John  Lewis,  his  particular  Friend,  for  receiving  Money 
which  he  had  not  accounted  for  with  the  faid  Nathaniel,  and  requefted  of  the  faid  Bates, 
to  inform  Col.  Lewis  of  the  Error ;  which  the  faid  Bates  foon  after  did,  in  Prefence  of 
the  faid  Champnefs.  That  fome  Time  after,  the  faid  Bates  being  in  a  Converfation 
with  the  faid  Nathaniel,  the  faid  Nathaniel  fignified  that  the  faid  Bates  had  taken 
great  Freedoms  with  his  Character,  but  being  defired  by  the  faid  Bates  to  mention  in 
what  Refpecl,  the  faid  Terry  replied,  in  many,  without  taking  Notice  of  any  one,  in 
particular. 

The  faid  Bates  then  obferved  to  the  faid  Terry, that  he  could  recoiled;  one  Inftance 
only  of  fuch  Freedom,  and  that  refpeeted  the  Entry  of  Credit  in  the  Book  of  Champ- 
nefs Terry  made  by  the  faid  Nathaniel,  for  Money,  which  the  faid  Bates  had  not  paid 
to  the  faid  Champnefs  fori  which  the  faid  Nathaniel  confef fed,  that  he  had  made  fuch 
Entry,  in  the  Books  of  the  faid  Champnefs.  That  fome  Time  in  the  fame  Day,  a  Dif- 
pute  arifing  between  Mr  Walter  Coles  and  the  faid  Nathaniel,  the  faid  Nathaniel  denied, 
that  he  had  given  fuch  Credit,  in  the  Book  of  Champnefs  Terry,  and  threatened  to  fue 
the  faid  Coles  for  faying  he  had  done  it;  and  the  faid  Bates  being  informed,  that  the 
faid  Terry  intended  to  Sue  Champnefs  Terry  for  Debt,  and  the  faid  Bates  for  Slander, 
had  Reoourfe  to  the  faid  Champnefs' s  Book,  wherein  he  took  Notice  that  the  Credit 
before  mentioned  had  been  given  to  him,  the  faid  Champnefs  offering,  at  the  same 
Time,  to  shew  him  many  other  Entries  made  by  the  faid  Nathaniel,  but  the  faid  Bates 
declined  looking  into  them,  being  in  no  Wife  interefted  in  them.  That  the  faid  Bates 
being  applied  to  by  the  faid  Nathaniel,  to  give  him  up  the  Receipts  of  the  Deputy 
Sheriffs,  and  to  accept  the  said  Nathaniel's  Receipt,  in  Lieu  thereof,  the  faid  Bates 
thought  it  prudent  to  refufe  to  do  fo,  being  defired  by  David  Terry,  Brother  to  the 
faid  Champnefs,  not  to  give  them  up,  and  being  moreover  apprehenfive  of  some  detri- 
ment to  himfelf,  from  fuch  compliance.  That  the  faid  Champnefs  informed  the  faid 
Bates,  that  from  the  relation  of  the  Wife  of  the  faid  Champnefs,  the  faid  Nathaniel 
had  often,  in  the  abfence  of  the  faid  Champnefs,  applied  to  her  for  the  faid  Champnefs's, 
Book,  but  she  denied  any  Knowledge  of  it  unlefs  it  was  put  into  a  small  Trunk ;  and  by 
what  Means  the  faid  Nathaniel  got  Poffeffion  of  the  Book,  the  faid  Bates  has  been 
informed,  but  does  not  now  remember.  The  faid  Bates  produced  a  Receipt  for  the 
faid  Thirty-five  Shillings,  from  the  faid  William  Mcone,  bearing  Date  September    19, 
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faid  Y utile,  some  Time  in  the  Month  of  July,  1768,  being  in  Company  with  Champnefs 
Terry  and  Mr  Walter  Coles,  heard  the  faid  Champnefs  expreffing  himfelf  very  freely 
on  the  Character  of  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry;  and  among  many  other  approbious  Epithets, 
the  faid  Champnefs  alleged,  that  lie  believed  his  Coufin  Nathaniel  was  as  damned  a 
Rogue  as  any  in  this  Colony,  but  that  it  would  take  100  honeft  -Men  to  find  him  out; 
which,  together  with  a  flying  Report  of  fome  Entries  having  been  made  in  the  faid 
Champnefs  Terry's  Book,  induced  the  faid  Yuille  to  ask  the  faid  Chaynpnefs  of  the 
Truth  of  that  Report;  to  which  the  faid  Champnefs  anfwered,  that  the  faid  Nathaniel, 
in  the  Time  that  he  the  faid  Champnefs  was  gone  to  the  Southward,  got  at  his  Sheriff's 
Book  and  had  made  an  Entry  of  Credit  therein,  of  Money,  which  he^the  faid  Champnefs 
had  never  received;  and  that  the  faid  Nathaniel  had  brought  a  Suit  againft  him.,  and 
among  other  Articles  had  charged  the  Money,  which  the  faid  Nathaniel  had  given  Credit 
for,  in  the  Book,  as  aforesaid.  That  fome  Time  after  the  Election  of  Burgeffes,  for 
the  County  of  Halifax,  in  the  Year  1768,  the  faid  Nathaniel  confeffed  he  had  given 
credit  in  the  Book  of  the  faid  Champnefs,  but  that  it  was  not  done  when  the  faid 
Champnefs  was  gone  to  the  Southward,  but  in  the  abfence  of  the  faid  Chaynpnefs,  at 
William fburg.  That  the  faid  Yuille,  of  his  own  Knowledge,  can  say  nothing  touching 
the  Characler.or  Reputation  of  the  faid  Nathaniel. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  John  Lewis,  Jun.  that  in 
the  Year  1766  and  1767,  Champnefs  Terry  lived  with  the  faid  Lewis,  and  in  the  Month 
of  February  or  March,  of  the  laft  mentioned  Year,  the  faid  Champnefs  informed  him, 
that  Mr  Nathayiiel  Terry  had  made  an  Entry  in  the  Book  of  the  laid  Champnefs,  and 
had  given  James  Bates's  Account  Credit  for  Thirty-five  Shillings,  which  the  faid  Champ- 
nefs had  never  received;  and  which  Entry  had  been  made  without  the  Privity  or  Con- 
fent  of  the  faid  Champnefs.  That  foon  after  this  information,  the  faid  Champnefs 
being  about  to  make  a  Journey  to  Weft  Florida,  as  the  faid  Lewis  believed,  delivered 
his  Books  and  Papers  into  the  Care  of  the  faid  Lewis,  and  that  neither  of  them,  with  the 
Knowledge  of  the  faid  Lew-is,  were  infpected  by  the  faid  Nathaniel,  in  the  Abfence  of 
the  faid  Chaynpnefs.  That  fome  Time  after  the  Return  of  the  faid  Chaynpnefs,  in  the 
Month  of  September  or  October  following,  the  faid  Nathaniel  being  in  Company  with  the 
faid  Champnefs,  at  the  faid  Lewis's  Houfe,  the  faid  Champnefs  complained  that  the 
faid  Natliayiiel  had  ufed  him  very  ill,  in  Regard  to  the  before  mentioned  Entry ;  where- 
upon the  faid  Nathaniel  confeffed,  that  he  did  make  the  Entry,  and  could  not  at  that 
Time  recollect  for  what  Purpofe ;  but  that  he  had  no  Intention  of  doing  any  Injuf tice  by 
that  Entry.  That  fubfea^ent  to  this  Converfation,  both  the  faid  Nathaniel  and  Champ- 
nefs informed  the  faid  Lewis,  that  they  had  difcovered  the  Error  of  the  faid  Entry 
and  were  mutually  fatiffied. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Robert  Woodiyig,  that  a 
Suit  having  been  brought  by  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  againft  Chaynpyiefs  Terry  to  recover 
a  balance  due  to  the  faid  Nathaniel,  and  referred  out  of  Court  to  be  fettled,  as  the  faid 
Wooding  was  told,  the  faid  Wooding,  on  Application  made  to  him  for  that  Purpofe, 
attended  at  the  Time  and  Place  of  Meeting,  in  Order  to  fwear  the  Witnefles;  but 
upon  the  Interceffion  of  the  faid  Wooding,  with  fome  others,  the  contending  Parties 
agreed  to  give  the  Referees  no  further  Trouble,  and  to  fettle  their  Accounts  them- 
felves.  After  which,  the  faid  Champnefs  expreffed  himfelf  greatly  pleafed,  that 
they  had  fettled  their  Difpute  in  that  Manner,  as  he  would  rather  have  given  Forty 
Pounds,  or  even  his  Horfe,  than  that  the  fame  fhould  have  been  adjufted  in  a  public 
Manner,  as  the  faid  Nathaniel  was  his  near  Relation,  and  he  fhould  have  been  obliged 
to  expofe  him. 

It  further  a ppears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Mofes  Terry,  that  he  was 
prefent  at  the  Time  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  and  Champnefs  Terry  were  fettling  their  Ac- 
counts, and  dif puting  who  fhould  pay  the  Cof ts  of  the  Suits  brought  by  the  faid  Nathan- 
iel againft  the  faid  Champnefs,  when  the  faid  Mofes  propofed,  in  Order  to  put  an  End 
to  the  Difpute,  to  pay  the  Cofts  himfelf,  which  they  refufed  to  accept;  and  afterwards, 
as  the  faid  Mofes  underftood,  agreed  it  between  themfelves. 

It 
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It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  William  Watkins,  that 
one  Alexander  Troop  being  chargeable  on  the  Books  of  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry,  as  High 
Sheriff  of  Halifax,  for  his  Dues,  the  faid  Watkins  went  w  ith  Champnefs.  Terry,  the  Under 
Sheriff  and  Collector,  to  the  faid  Troop's  Houfe,  and  at  the  Inftance'of  the  faid  Troop, 
agreed  to  pay  Fifty  odd  Shillings,  as  nearly  as  the  faid  Watkins  recollects,  for  the  faid 
Troop,  the  faid  Champnefs' s  whole  Demand,  as  he  underftood  at  that  Time;  which 
Affumpfit  the  faid  Champnefs  accepted,  and  the  faid  Watkins,  fome  Time  after,  paid 
the  Money  to  the  faid  Champnefs.  That  after  the  faid  Champnefs  had  left  the  Country 
to  go  to  Florida,  as  was  reported,  the  faid  Troop  informed  the  faid  Watkins,  that  one 
Lankford,  another  Under  Sheriff  to  the  faid  Nathaniel,  had  applied  to  the  faid  Troop  for 
Part  of  his  Dues,  for  the  fame  Year;  whereupon  the  faid  Watkins  informed  Lankford, 
of  his  having  paid  Champnefs  Terry  the  faid  Fifty  odd  Shillings,  as  before  mentioned, 
and  was  ready  to  make  Affidavit  to  the  Truth  thereof  .That  the  Matter  ref  ted  until  the  Re- 
turn of  the  faid  Champnefs,  when  the  faid  Watkins  meeting  with  him,  for  the  first  Time, 
at  Halifax  Court,  afked  the  faid  Champnefs,  in  Pretence  of  Troop,  if  he  the  faid  Watkins 
had  not  paid  him,  on  Account  of  the  faid  Troop,  the  faid  Fifty  odd  Shillings ;  to  which 
the  faid  Champnefs  replied,  if  you  fay  fo,  it  is  true.  That  the  faid  Champnefs,  then 
holding  his  Book  in  his  Hand,  faid  that  the  faid  Nathaniel  had  got  it  in  his  Abfence 
and  that  it  was  not  as  he  left  it  when  he  v/ent  away  to  Florida. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  George  Boyd,  that  in  a 
Difpute  between  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  and  Mr  Walter  Coles,  the  faid  Terry  denied  that 
he  made  the  Entry,  which  the  faid  Boyd  underftood  to  be  an  Entry  in  Champnefs 
Terry's  Sheriff's  Book. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Thomas  T an f tall,  that 
fome  Time  in  the  latter  End  of  the  Year  1768,  the  faid  Tunftall  being  in  Company  with 
Mr  Nathaniel  Terry,  Mr  Walter  Coles,  and  feveral  other  Perfons,  heard  the  faid  Natltan- 
iel  Terry  complain  of  being  ill  ufed  by  Mr  Thcnnas  Ynille,  who  he  faid  had  reported, 
that  he  the  faid  Terry  had  been  guilty  of  Forgery:  To  which  the  faid  Coles  anfwered, 
that  if  what  the  faid  Yuille  and  himfelf  had  been  informed  was  true,  that  he  looked 
upon  it  to  be  little  fhort  of  Forgery,  or  Words  to  the  fame  Purpofe;  upon  which  the 
faid  Terry  demanded  what  that  Information  was,  and  the  faid  Walter  Coles  anfwered, 
that  he  had  been  informed,  that  whilft  one  Champnefs  Terry  (who  had  collected  fome 
Time  under  the  fai^r  Nathaniel  Terry  as  Deputy  Sheriff)  was  gone  to  the  Southward, 
he  the  faid  Terry  made  an  Entry,  or  Entries  of  Credits  in  the  Books  of  the  faid  Champ- 
nefs Terry  for  Money,  which  he  had  never  received ;  which,  according  to  the  Beft  of  the 
faid  Tunftall' s  Remembrance,  the  faid  Terry  then  denied,  and  faid,  that  he  had  never 
feen  the  faid  Champnefs  Terry's  Books,  while  he  was  gone  to  the  Southward,  and 
demanded  of  the  faid  Coles  the  Author  of  fuch  Information ;  but  the  faid  Coles  refufed 
to  give  hirn  his  Author ;  upon  which  the  faid  Terry  declared,  that  unlef s  the  faid  Coles 
would  do  fo,  that  he  would  bring  a  Suit  againft  him  to  do  Juftice  to  his  Character;  to 
which  the  faid  Coles  anfwered,  that  he  might  bring  fuch  Suit  as  foon  as  he  pleafed, 
and  that  it  would  be  Time  enough  upon  the  Trial  of  that  Suit,  to  produce  his  Author 
for  the  Information  aforefaid. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Champnefs  Terry,  that 
he  was  not  prefent  at  the  making  of  the  Entry  in  his  Books  by  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry, 
whereby  a  Credit  of  Thirty  five  Shillings  was  placed  to  the  Account  of  James  Bates,  but 
was  gone  on  a  Venire  to  Williamfburg:  And  that  fome  Time  before  the  faid  Champ- 
nefs went  to  the  Southward,  a  Settlement  of  Accounts  was  propofed  between  the  faid 
Champnefs  and  the  faid  Nathaniel,  upon  which  the  faid  Qvampnefs  difcovered  the 
Entry  in  his  Book  as  aforefaid,  and  told  the  faid  Nathaniel  that  he  the  faid  Nathaniel 
had  made  an  Entry  of  Credit  to  James  Bates  of  the  aforefaid  Sum,  which  the  faid 
Champnefs  faid  he  never  had  received,  and  afked  the  faid  Nathaniel  if  he  had  received  it, 
who  anfwered  he  had  not;  then  the  faid  Champnefs  afked  him  why  he  had  made 
fuch  Entry,  the  faid  Nathaniel  anfwered  he  did  not  know,  and  afked  the  faid  Champ- 
nefs, if  he  the  faid  Champnefs  did  not  direct  him,  which  the  faid  Champnefs  denied ; 

whereupon 
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-whereupon  a  Difference  arofe  between  the  faid  Champnefs  and  Nathaniel,  that  pre- 
vented their  Settlement  at  that  Time;  and  about  a  Year  after,  the  faid  Champnefs 
went  to  Florida,  and  foon  after  his  return,  being  at  the  Houfe  of  Mr  John  Lewis,  with 
the  faid  Nathaniel,  a  Difpute  arofe  between  them,  and  among  other  Things  the  afore- 
faid  Entry  was  mentioned  by  one  or  the  other,  but  which  the  faid  Champnefs  does  not 
remember;  however,  the  faid  Champnefs  then  impeached  the  faid  Nathaniel  of  Injuf- 
tice,  in  making  fuch  Entry;  whereupon  the  faid  Nathaniel  faid,  it  did  not  appear  fo 
to  him  at  that  Time,  and  that  he  would  clear  up  the  Juftnefs  of  that  Point,  by  applying 
to  Mr  James  Bates,  and  if  Mr  Bates  would  fay  that  the  faid  Thirty-five  Shillings  was 
not  paid,  he  the  faid  Nathaniel  would  give  it  up.  That  at  the  Time  the  faid  Champ- 
nefs was  Deputy  Sheriff  to  the  faid  Nathaniel,  he  applied  to  the  faid  Nathaniel  to  re- 
leaf  e  him,  and  recommended  one  William  Moone,  whom  the  faid  Champnefs  had  em- 
ployed for  the  Month  of  September,  1765,  as  an  Affiftant. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Abraham  Shelton,  who,  on 
a  certain  Day,  was  in  Company  with  James  Bates,  at  the  Houfe  of  Champiefs  Terry, 
and  in  a  very  little  Time  after  he  got  there  the  faid  Terry  and  Bates  engaged  in  a  Con- 
verfation  refpecting  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry,  wrhen  the  faid  Champnefs  alleged,  that  the 
faid  Nathaniel  had  ufed  him  very  ill,  by  applying  to  his  the  faid  Champnefs' s  Wife,  in 
his  Abfence,  for  his  Sheriff's  Book,  and  made  fome  Entries  of  Credit,  particularly 
mentioning  the  faid  James  Bates's  Account,  for  which  the  faid  Champnefs  faid  he 
ftood  charged  to  the  faid  Nathaniel,  That  he  believes  the  faid  Champnefs  declared 
he  was  down  the  Country  when  that,  or  thofe  Entries  were  made. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Benjamin  Lankford,  that 
in  the  Year  1765,  Champnefs  Terry,  Mofes  Terry,  Benjamin  Terry  and  the  faid  Lank- 
ford,  ferved  as  Under  Sheriffs  to  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry.  That  at  the  Court  for  Halifax 
County,  in  the  Month  of  October,  the  faid  Terry  informed  the  faid  La nkford,  that  Champ- 
nefs Terry  was  gone  to  Williamfburg,  and  had  declined  acting  any  longer  in  the  Office 
of  Under  Sheriff;  that  he  fhould  be  glad  if  the  faid  Lankford  would  ride  up  with  him 
to  the  faid  Champiefs  Terry's,  and  af  fift  in  making  out  a  Book  of  the  Balances,  which 
appeared  on  the  faid  Champnefs' s  Sheriff's  Book,  in  order  to  put  the  fame  into  the  Hands 
of  one  William  Moone,  whom  the  faid  Nathaniel  had  employed  to  collect  them.  That 
the  faid  Lankford  accordingly  went  up  to  the  faid  Champnefs' s  and  the  faid  Nathaniel 
afking  for  the  faid  Champnefs 's  Sheriff's  Book,  the  faid  Champnefs' 's  Wife  delivered 
it  to  him,  and  tiae  faid  Lankford  tranferibed  from  it  the  Names  and  Balances  of  the 
feveral  Perfons,  into  another  Book,  for  the  faid  Moone  to  collect  by.  That  the  faid 
Moone  being  prefent,  told  the  faid  Lankford  when  he  turned  to  Mr  James  Bates's 
Account  on  the  Book,  that  he  the  faid  Moone  had  received  of  the  faid  Bates  Thirty- 
five  Shillings.  That  after  the  Extracts  were  made  as  aforefaid,  the  faid  Nathaniel 
returned  the  Book  again  to  the  faid  Champnefs' s  Wife,  and  fome  Time  after  this  Trans- 
action, the  faid  James  Bates  told  the  faid  Lankford,  that  he  had  paid  William  Moone 
the  faid  Thirty-five  Shillings. 

The  Bock  of  the  faid  Champnefs  Terry  above  mentioned,  was  produced  to  your 
Committee,  in  which,  Page  5,  is  ftated  an  Account  againft  the  faid  James  Bates  on 
the  Side,  in  which  Debits  are  ufually  entered,  and  appofite  thereto,  is  ftated  an  Account 
againft  Nathaniel  Barkfdale,  both  in  the  Hand  Writing  of  the  faid  Champnefs  Terry. 
That  at  the  Foot  of  the  faid  Barkfdale 's  Account,  is  entered  in  the  Hand  Writing  of 
the  aforefaid  William  Moone,  thefe  Words  and  Figures,  ''Sept.  19,  1765,  by  Cafh  paid 
1  I.  15  5."  through  which  Entry  a  Line  of  Erafement  appears  nowr  to  be  drawn,  and  under 
it  thefe  Words,  in  the  Hand  Writing  of  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry;  "This  ought  to  have  been 
James  Bates."  And  at  the  Foot  of  Bates's  Account,  in  the  fame  Hand  Writing,  is  entered, 

"by  35  *." 

It  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Francis  Cox,  that  fome  Time 
about  the  laft  of  November,  or  firft  of  December,  1765,  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  came  to  the 
faid  Cox's  Houfe,  in  order  to  receive  and  pay  for  some  Pork,  which  he  had  bought  of 
the  faid  Cox,  when  the  faid  Terry  shewed  the  faid  Cox  a  confiderable  Quantity  of  Silver; 

but 
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but  the  faid  Cox  not  thinking  the  Pork  fat  enough,  put  off  the  Delivery  for  a  Week 
longer;  at  which  Time  the  faid  Terry  came  again  in  the  Evening,  and  enquiring  whether 
Benjamin  Terry  had  been  there,  and  being  told  he  had  not,  the  faid  Nathaniel  faid  to 
the  faid  Cox,  that  he  could  not  pay  him  all  the  Money  for  the  Pork,  unlefs  the  faid 
Benjamin  came.  That  in  the  Morning  after,  the  faid  Benjamin  came,  and  the  faid 
Nathaniel  al'king  him  if  he  had  got  any  Money,  the  faid  Benjamin  produced  a  Parcel, 
containing  about  30  I.  out  of  which  he  offered  to  pay  the  faid  Cox  for  the  Pork,  but 
Cox  objecting  to  fome  of  the  Money,  as  bad,  the  faid  Nathaniel  afked  the  faid  Benja- 
min of  whom  he  received  it;  and  he  anfwered,  of  Mrs.  Perkins.  Then  one  or  the  other 
of  the  faid  Terries  faid  to  Cox,  here  is  more  Money,  and  produced  another  Parcel,  which 
appeared  to  contain  a  100  /.  at  leaft,  out  of  which  Iaft  Parcel  the  faid  Cox  received  the 
greateft  Part  of  the  Payment  for  his  Pork  in  Bills,  and  the  Refidue  in  Specie  of  the  faid 
Nathaniel,  amounting  in  the  Whole  to  about  20  /.  That  fome  Time  after,  the  faid  Cox 
went  to  Mrs.  Perkins,  and  afking  her  how  fhe  came  to  pay  the  Terries  bad  Money,  fhe 
anfwered  if  fhe  had,  fhe  did  not  know  it,  but  that  her  Name  was  written  on  the  Back 
of  the  Money  fhe  paid  to  Benjamin  Terry.  That  the  faid  Cox  afterwards  difcovered 
the  faid  Mrs.  Perkins's  Name  was  written  on  fome  or  all  of  the  Bills  he  received  of  Mr 
Nathaniel  Terry  or  the  faid  Benjamin  as  aforefaid,  which  faid  Bills  proved  to  be  good. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Bcthenia  Chadwell,  that 
the  faid  Bethenia  had  been  to  Orange  Court,  in  North  Carolina,  which  was  held  on  the 
fecond  Tuefday  in  November,  1765,  and  upon  her  return  Home,  which,  to  the  beft  of 
her  Remembrance,  was  on  the  Thurfday  following,  fhe  was  informed  that  one  Benja- 
min Terry,  who  was  Under  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Halifax,  had  levied  an  Execution 
fued  out  upon  a  Judgment  obtained  in  the  Court  of  the  faid  County,  by  John  Pleaf- 
ants.  againft  the  faid  Bethenia,  as  Executrix  of  her  late  Hufband  Nicholas  Perkins,  on 
a  Negro  Boy,  which  was  carried  away  by  the  faid  Benjamin  to  the  Houfe  of  the  faid 
Benjamin's  Father.  That  in  two  or  three  Days  the  Boy  made  his  Efcape,  and  returned 
Home  alone  to  the  faid  Bethenia,  and  in  a  fhort  Time  after  the  Return  of  the  Boy,  the 
faid  Benjamin  came  again  to  the  Houfe  of  the  faid  Bethenia,  when  fhe  paid  him  22  /. 
17  5.  in  Difcharge  of  Part  of  the  faid  Execution,  and  between  8  /.  and  9  /.  in  Paper 
Currency,  for  her  Dues,  at  the  fame  Time.  That  in  the  fucceeding  Summer  after 
this  Tranfaction,  the  faid  Benjamin,  with  the  faid  Nathaniel,  came  again,  and  afking 
to  fee  the  Receipt  fhg  had  taken  of  the  faid  Benjamin,  for  the  Execution  Money,  the 
faid  Bethenia  fearched  near  an  Hour  for  the  fame,  to  no  Purpofe;  though  fhe  after- 
wards found  it,  and  delivered  it  to  Mr  PaulCarrington,  but  never  gave  either  of  the  faid 
Terries  Notice  of  her  having  found  the  faid  Receipt,  which  Receipt  bears  Date  the  9th 
of  December,  1764. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Benjamin  Lankford, 
that  Benjamin  Terry,  Father  to  the  faid  Benjamin,  to  whofe  Houfe  the  faid  Negro 
Boy  was  carried  as  aforefaid,  lived  at  the  Diftance  of  20  Miles  from  the  faid  Nathaniel 
Terry. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  John  Chadwell,  that  fome 
Time  after  the  faid  Benjamin  Terry  had  received  the  Money  on  Pleafant's  Execution  of 
Bethenia  Perkins,  now  the  Wife  of  the  faid  Chadwell,  he  came  in  Company  with  Mr 
Nathaniel  Terry  to  the  faid  Chadwell 's  Houfe,  and  was  a  confiderable  Time  employed 
in  fearching  for  fome  Papers,  but  of  what  Kind,  the  faid  Chadwell  does  not  remember. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Thomas  Tunfiall,  that 
the  Execution  iffued  on  Pleafant's  Judgment  againft  Perkins  Eftate,  was  returnable 
to  December  Court,  and  that  he  does  not  remember  the  exact  Time  when  the  fame  was 
returned;  but  that  it  is  not  cuftomary  to  return  any  Execution  before  the  Return  Day. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Record  of  the  Proceedings  of  Halifax 
Court,  in  the  faid  Pleafant's  Suit  againft  the  faid  Bethenia  Perkins,  that  the  Execu- 
tion fued  out  againft  her,  bears  date  the  25th  Day  of  September,  1765,  and  is  made 
returnable  to  the  Court,  on  the  third  Thurfday  in  December  following.  That  the  Return 
on  the  faid  Execution,  in  the  Hand  Writing  of  the  faid  Nathaniel  Terry,  is  in  the  fol- 
lowing 
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lowing  Words,  "Executed  on  a  Negro  Boy,  who  has  made  his  Efcape,"  and  iigned  by 
the  faid  Benjamin-Terry.  , 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  by  the  Evidence  of  Mr  Paul  Carrington,  a 
Member  of  this  Houfe,  that  the  faid  Carrington  profecuted  a  Suit  in  the  Court  of  Halifax, 
for  John  Pleafants,  againft  the  Executors  of  Nicholas  Perkins;  that  an  Execution  was 
ordered,  which  appears  to  have  been  iffued  in  the  Month  of  September,  1765,  returnable 
to  the  December  Court  following,  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry,  being  then  High  Sheriff  of  the 
County ;  that  the  faid  Carrington  applied  to  the  faid  Terry  to  be  informed  of  the  Circum- 
ftances  of  the  faid  Execution,  when  the  faid  Terry  anfwered,  it  had  been  ferved  on 
a  Negro  Boy,  which  had  Efcaped  out  of  his  Pof fef fion ;  that  fome  Time  after  the  faid 
Carrington  was  informed  by  one  Peter  Perkins,  that  the  Greateft  Part  of  the  Debt  was 
paid;  that  the  faid  Carrington  then  applied  to  Mr  Terry,  and  told  him  of  the  Informa- 
tion he  had  received  from  Perkins,  upon  which  Mr  Terry  faid  he  believed  fome  Part 
of  the  Money  was  paid,  but  how  much  he  did  not  know ;  that  the  faid  Carrington  then 
defired  Mr  Terry  to  make  him  f elf  acquainted  how  much  had  really  been  paid,  that  Mr 
Pleafants  might  receive  his  Money;  that  the  faid  Carrington  attended  the  Court,  as 
well  as  he  remembers,  in  November,  1765,  alfo  June,  July,  Auguft,  and  October,  1766, 
February,  March,  May  and  July,  1767,  and  made  frequent  Applications  to  Mr  Terry, 
but  had  for  Anfwer  from  him,  that  he  was  ftill  unable  to  inform  himfelf  how  much 
Money  had  been  received  on  the  faid  Execution ;  that  in  the  laft  mentioned  Month  of 
July,  1767,  the  faid  Carrington  went  to  Mrs.  Perkins's,  and  defired  fhe  would  inform 
him,  why  that  Execution  was  not  paid,  or  how  much  had  been  paid,  when  the  faid 
Perkins  delivered  to  the  faid  Carrington  the  Receipt  bearing  Date  the  9th  of  December, 
1764,  figned  by  Benjamin  Terry,  Deputy  Sheriff,  for  upwards  of  Twenty  two  Pounds. 
Part  of  the  aforefaid  Execution ;  that  the  faid  Carrington  apprehends  the  faid  Terry  was 
miftaken  in  the  Date  of  the  Receipt,  as  Mr  Natha>iiel  Terry  was  not  Sheriff  of  the  County 
till  the  Year  1765;  that  the  faid  Carrington  took  Pof  fef  fion  of  the  faid  Receipt,  gave 
Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  Notice  of  an  intended  Motion,  and  in  the  Month  of  Auguft  obtained 
a  Judgment  againft  him  for  the  Amount  of  the  Money  expreffed  in  the  faid  Receipt, 
the  faid  Terry  agreeing  to  pay  Intereft  thereupon;  that  the  faid  Carrington  cannot 
recollect  at  what  Court  he  made  the  firft  Application  to  Mr  Terry,  but  thinks  it  might 
probably  be  in  the  Month  of  November,  1765;  that  in  every  other  Inltance,  the  faid 
Carrington  hath  had  no  Reaf on  to  doubt  the  Veracity  of  the  faid  Terry ;  and  that  the 
faid  Terry  being  an  indifferent  Accountant,  his  Tranfactions  fometimes  appear  auk- 
ward  and  confufed,  till  properly  explained  by  himfelf. 

Upon  the  whole  Matter  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolutions,  viz. 

Refolved,  That,  with  Refpedt  to  the  firft  Article  of  Charge  againft  the  faid  Nath- 
aniel Terry,  'that  he  had  made,  when  he  was  Sheriff  of  Halifax,  an  Entry  in  the  Book 
of  Champnefs  Terry,  who  was  his  Under  Sheriff,  in  his  Abfence,  without  his  Knowledge 
or  Confent,  that  the  Entry  was  a  falfe  one,  and  by  that  Entry  he  did  endeavor  to  preju- 
dice the  Character  of  the  faid  Champnefs,  by  accufing  him  of  having  received  Money,  as 
his  Under  Sheriff,  which  he  had  never  paid  to  him ;'  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee, 
that  the  faid  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  did  make  the  Entry  in  the  Book  of  Champnefs  Terry, 
who  was  his  Under  Sheriff,  in  his  Abfence,  without  his  Knowledge  or  Confent,  but 
that  the  fame  was  done  to  rectify  a  Miftake,  and  not  with  any  fraudulent  Intention. 

Refolved,  That,  with  Refpect  to  the  fecond  Article  of  Charge,  'that  one  Ralph 
Jackfon,  of  Chefterfield  County,  did  publicly  fay,  that  he  loft  a  Horfe  out  of  his  Paf- 
ture,  that  he  hired  two  Men  to  go  after  him,  that  they  tracked  the  Horfe  to  the  Diftance 
of  Twenty  odd  Miles,  and  that,  when  they  came  up  with  him,  Mr  Terry  was  on  the  Back 
of  the  Horfe:  It  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Mr  Natlianiel  Terry 
hath  fully  acquitted  his  Reputation  upon  the  faid  Article  of  Charge. 

Refolved,  That,  with  RefpecT:  to  the  third  Article  of  Charge,  'that  Mr  Natlianiel 
Terry,  by  a  falfe  Reprefentation  of  Facts,  did  obtain  an  Order  from  the  Court  of  Halifax 
to  be  paid  Ten  Pounds  out  of  the  County  Levy,  for  maintaining  a  Bridge  longer,  as  he 
affirmed,  than  by  his  Agreement  he  was  obliged  to  do ;  but  that  fome  Time  after,  it  was 

further 
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further  enquired  into,  and  found  that  fo  far  from  his  having  maintained  it  longer,  near 
two  Years  of  the  Time  was  to  expire;  upon  which  the  Order  was  reverfed:  It  is  the 
Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  hath  fully  acquitted  his 
Reputation  upon  the  faid  Article  of  Charge. 

Refolved,  That,  with  Refpecl  to  the  fourth  Article  of  Charge,  'that  Mr  Nathaniel 
Terry,  when  he  was  Sheriff  of  Halifax,  had  an  Execution  given  him  againft  Perkins  Eftate, 
which  Execution  he  returned  ferved  on  a  Negro,  and  the  Negro  run  away;  that  it  re- 
mained in  that  State  for  a  Confiderable  Time,  and  the  faid  Terry  never  gave  the  Gentle- 
man, who  was  appointed  to  receive  the  Money,  and  who  made  Application  for  it,  al- 
though he  was  in  the  County  regularly  every  Month,  any  Reafon  to  believe  he  had  got 
One  Shilling  of  it :  At  Length  it  was  difcovered,  that  near  two  Years  before  the  great- 
eft  Part  of  it  had  been  paid,  and  a  Receipt  given  for  it  by  a  young  Man,  Benjamin 
Terry,  who  lived  in  the  Houfe  with  Col.  Terry,  and  was  employed  as  his  Deputy:'  It  is 
the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  hath  not  acquitted 
his  Reputation  upon  the  faid  Article  of  Charge. 

Refolved,  That,  with  Refpecl;  to  the  fifth  Article  of  Charge, '  that  a  Suit  was  brought 
in  the  Court  of  Halifax,  againft  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry,  on  his  Affumpfit  for  ufing  a  Stray 
Horfe ;  and  that  a  Report  ftrongly  prevailed,  that  the  faid  Terry  agreed  to  pay  Two 
Piftoles  to  accommodate  the  Difpute  touching  the  faid  Horfe:'  It  is  the  Opinion  of 
this  Committee,  that  the  faid  M1  Terry  hath  fully  acquitted  his  Reputation  upon  the 
faid  Article  of  Charge. 

Refolved,  That,  with  Refpecl;  to  the  fixth  Article  of  Charge,  '  that  two  Stray  Horfes 
were  feen  tied  at  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry's,  and  a  few  days  afterwards  one  of  them  was 
branded,  either  with  the  faid  Terry's  Brand,  or  the  Brand  of  a  young  Man  who  lived 
with  him,  was  his  near  Relation,  and  who,  on  many  Occafions,  was  known  to  be  the 
i*1  faid  Terry's  Agent :!  It  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Mr  Nathaniel 
Terry  hath  fully  acquitted  his  Reputation  upon  the  faid  Article  of  Charge. 

Refolved,  That,  with  Refpecl;  to  the  feventh  Article  of  Charge,  that  in  the  Year 
1756  or  1757,  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  commanded  a  ranging  Company  in  the  Frontiers, 
and  with  his  Company  and  others,  built  three  Forts,  and  that  he  promifed  he  would 
fee  them  well  paid ;  that  he  has  been  fince  applied  to  for  the  Money,  but  gave  for  Anfwer 
he  could  not  get  any  for  them,  although  it  appears  from  the  Schedule  referred  to,  by 
an  Act  paf  fed  in  the  t,2&  Year  of  the  Reign  of  George  the  Second,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Frontiers  of  this  Colony,  and  for  other  Pitrpofes  therein  mentioned,  that  the 
faid  Terry  had  received  Money  for  the  faid  Services:'  It  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee, 
that  the  faid  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry  hath  fully  acquitted  his  Reputation  upon  the  faid 
Article  of  Charge. 

The  fir  ft  Ref  olution  of  the  Committee  being  read  a  fecond  Time ; 

Mr  Terry  withdrew. 

Then  the  faid  Ref  olution  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by 
the  Houfe. 

The  fecond  and  third  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  being  feverally  read  a  fecond 
Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 
.  ,    The  fourth  Refolution  of  the  Committee  being  read  a  fecond  Time ; 

The  Amendment  following  was  propofed  to  be  made  thereunto,  viz. 

To  leave  out,  "hath  not  acquitted  his  Reputation  upon  the  faid  Article  of  Charge,' 
and  infert  "was  guilty  of  a  Breach  of  Duty  in  his  Office  of  Sheriff,  in  delaying  to  pay 
the  Money  fo  received  by  his  Under  Sheriff,  upon  the  faid  Execution,  for  which  he  was  liable 
to  make  Satiffadion  to  the  Creditor,  as  he  accordingly  did,  in  allowing  the  Intereft  of  tlie  faid 
Money;  but  that  there  was  nothing  criminal  or  corrupt  in  his  faid  Condud,  as  it  doth  not 
appear  he  knew,  at  the  Time  of  writing  the  Return  upon  the  faid  Execution  for  the  faid 
Benjamin,  that  any  Part  of  the  Money  was  paid,"  inftead  thereof. 

And 
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And  the  Queftion  being  put,  that  the  Words  'hath  not  acquitted  his   Reputation  upon 
the  faid  Article  of  Charge'   ftand  Part  of  the  faid  Kefolution ; 
It  paffed  in  the  Negative. 

And  the  Queftion  being  put,  that  the  Words  '  was  guilty  of  a  Breach  of  Duty  in  his 
Office  of  Sheriff,  in  delaying  to  Pay  the  Money  fo  received  by  his  Under  Sheriff ,  upon  the 
faid  Execution,  for  which  he  was  liable  to  make  SaiiffacJion  to  the  Creditor,  as  he  accord- 
ingly did,  in  allowing  the  Intercft  of  the  faid  Money;  but  that  there  was  nothing  criminal 
or  corrupt  in  his  faid  Conduct,  as  it  doth  not  appear  he  knew,  at  the  Time  of  writing  the 
Return  upon  the  faid  Execution  for  the  faid  Benjamin,  that  any  Part  of  the  Money  was 
paid,'  be  inferted  instead  thereof; 

It  was  refolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

Refclved,  That  the  Houfe  doth  agree  with  the  Committee  in  the  faid  Refolution 
fo  amended,  that,  with  Refpect  to  the  fourth  Article  of  Charge,  '  that  Mr  Nathaniel 
Terry,  when  he  was  Sheriff  of  Halifax,  had  an  Execution  given  himagainft  Perkins's 
Eftate,  which  Execution  he  returned  ferved  on  a  Negro  and  the  Negro  run  away;  that 
it  remained  in  that  State  for  a  confiderable  Time,  and  the  faid  Terry  never  gave  the 
Gentleman,  who  was  appointed  to  receive  the  Money,  and  who  made  Application  for  it, 
although  he  was  in  the  County  regularly  every  Month,  any  Reafon  to  believe  he  had 
got  one  Shilling  of  it ;  at  length  it  was  difcovered  that  near  two  Years  before  the  great- 
eft  part  of  it  had  been  paid,  and  a  Receipt  given  for  it  by  a  young  Man,  Benjamin  Terry, 
who  lived  in  the  Houfe  with  Colonel  Terry,  and  was  employed  as  his  Deputy:'  The 
faid  Nathaniel  Terry  was  guilty  of  a  Breach  of  Duty  in  his  Office  of  Sheriff,  in  delaying 
to  pay  the  Money  fo  received  by  his  Under  Sheriff,  upon  the  faid  Execution,  for  which 
he  was  liable  to  make  Satif faction  to  the  Creditor,  as  he  accordingly  did,  in  allowing 
the  Intereft  of  the  faid  Money;  but  that  there  was  nothing  criminal  or  corrupt  in  his 
faid  Conduct,  as  it  doth  not  appear  he  knew,  at  the  Time  of  writing  the  Return  upon 
the  faid  Execution  for  the  faid  Benjamin,  that  any  Part  of  the  Money  was  paid. 

The  fubfequent  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time, 
were,  upon  the  Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Bland  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  that  the  iss 
Committee  had  had  under  their  Coniideration  the  Petitions  of  the  Juftices  of  James 
City  County,  and  of  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  Alderman,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Wiiiiamfbhrg,  to  them  referred,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon, 
which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his 
Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolutions  of 
the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as  followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  fo  much  of  the  faid  Peti- 
tions as  prays  that  an  Act  may  pafs  for  adding  to  the  faid  County  of  James  City,  fo 
much  of  the  Market  Square  in  the  faid  City  of  Williamfburg  as  lies  on  the  North  Side 
of  the  Main  Street,  as  far  as  Nicholfon  Street,  and  between  the  Line  of  Hugh  Walker's 
Lot,  and  the  Paling  where  Mr  Haldenby  Dixon's  Store  ftands,  and  now  in  the  County 
of  York,  is  reafonable. 

Re  folved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  f o  much  of  the  faid  Peti- 
tion of  the  Juftices  of  James  City  County  as  prays  that  they  may  be  impowered  to  fell 
the  Lot  of  Land  whereon  their  prefent  Court-Houfe  ftands,  in  the  City  of  Williamf- 
burg, and  to  apply  the  Proceeds  of  fuch  Sale  towards  difcharging  their  Proportion  of 
the  Expence  of  building  a  new  Court-Houfe,  is  reafonable.

where  the  Amendment  was  twice  read;  and,  upon  the  Queftion  put  thereupon,  was 
agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill,  with  the  Amendment,  be  ingroffed. 

A  Petition  of  fundry  Perfons,  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Spotfylvania,  was  pre- 
fented to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  greater  Number  of  People  in  the 
faid  County,  in  Order  to  attend  their  Court,  are  obliged  to  go  from  Twenty  to  Six  and 
Thirty  Miles,  to  the  Court-Houfe,  in  the  Town  of  Fredericksburg,  near  one  Corner  of 
the  County,  which  is  not  only  a  lingular  Grievance,  the  Court-Houfes  of  other  Counties 
being,  for  the  moft  part,  in  or  not  far  from  the  Centers  of  them,  but  is  a  means  of  re- 
tarding the  Bufinefs  of  the  faid  Court,  and  may  be  of  pernicious  Confequences,  if,  at 
the  Time  of  an  Election  of  Members,  to  reprefent  the  faid  County  in  General  Affembly, 
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the  Weather  fhould  be  f o  bad  as  to  hinder  the  Electors  from  going  f o  great  Diftance ; 
and  that  the  Advantage  the  prefent  Situation  of  the  laid  Court-Houfe  is  fuppofed  to 
be  of  to  the  faid  Town  the  Petitioners  hope  will  not  be  put  in  Competition,  with  their 
Conveniency,  contrary  to  the  Policy  of  the  Legislature,  which  hath  ever'  been,  in  form- 
ing Counties,  to  confult  the  Eafe  of  their  refpective  Inhabitants;  and  further  letting 
forth,  that  Suits  of  Law  are,  by  the  increafed  Population  of  the  Colony,  exceedingly 
multiplied,  the  Profecution  of  them  dilatory,  and  the  Expences  attending  them  enor- 
mous; and  therefore  praying,  that  this  Houfe  will  addrefs  the  Governor  that  his  Ex- 
cellency will  order  the  Court  of  the  faid  County  of  Spotfylvania  to  be  held  at  the  moft 
convenient  Place,  near  the  Center  thereof;  and  alfo  praying,  that  fome  Mode  may  be 
adopted  for  the  determining  Law  Suits  with  more  Expedition  and  lefs  Expence,  agree- 
able to  the  Cuftom  of  the  King's  Courts  in  Great- Britain,  and  that  Perfons,  who  have 
been  brought  up  to  the  Law,  and  been  refident  in  the  Colony,  at  leaft  five  Years,  may 
be  appointed  Judges,  and  be  rewarded  as  they  deferve,  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and 
report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Koufe. 

A  Petition  of  Benjamin  Grymes,  in  Behalf  of  himfelf  and  others,  of  the  Parifh  of 
Saint  George,  in  the  County  of  Spotfylvania,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read; 
if?  fetting  forth,  that  the  late  Election  of  Veftrymen  of  the  faid  Parifh,  made  in  Confe- 
quence  of  an  Act  of  this  prefent  Seffion  of  General  Affembly,  was  unfair,  and  unjuft, 
many  perfons  being  permitted,  who  were  not  qualified,  to  vote  therein;  and  that  the 
Court  of  the  faid  County  admitted  only  Eleven  of  the  Veftrymen  returned  elected  to  be 
fworn  into  Office,  upon  a  Prefumption  that,  inftead  of  the  Twelfth  Member  returned, 
another  Candidate  would  have  been  chofen,  if  the  Sheriff  had  not  acted  partially;  and 
therefore  praying  that  the  faid  Election  may  be  fet  afide,  and  a  new  one  appointed; 
and  that  no  Perfon  may  be  permitted  to  poll  at  fuch  Election  but  thofe  who  pay  their 
own  Scot  and  Lot. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Bland  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  that  the 
Committee  had  had  under  their  Confideration  two  Petitions,  to  them  referred,  and  had 
come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon,  which  the  Committee  had  directed  him  to  Re- 
port to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in 
at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as 
followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  feveral 
Merchants,  Planters,  and  others,  praying  that  a  Tobacco  Inspection  may  be  eftablifhed 
at  Low  Point,  on  Chipoake's  Creek,  be   rejected. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  Sundry 
Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Prince  George  and  Brunfwick,  in  Opposition  thereto,  are 
reafonable. 

The  Said  Refolutions  being  leverally  read  a  Second  Time,  were,  upon  the  QueStion 
Severally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  Thomas  Shepherd  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth 
that  there  was  formerly  a  public  Ferry  eftablifhed  from  the  Land  of  Thomas  Swear- 
ingen,  in  the  County  of  Frederick,  acrofs  Potoumack  River,  to  the  Province  of  Mary- 
land; that  a  little  below  the  faid  Ferry,  a  Town  called  Mecklenburg,  was  eftablifhed  on 
the  Petitioner's  Land,  fome  Diftance  from  the  River,  between  which  and  the  Town,  but 
not  adjoining  either,  the  Petitioner  agreed  to  fell  the  Said  Thomas  half  an  Acre  of  Land, 
which  was  laid  off,  but  never  conveyed  or  paid  for  during  his  Life ;  that  it  being  found 
more  convenient  to  have  a  Ferry  from  a  Landing  near  the  Town  than  at  the  former 
Place,  Such  Ferry  was  eftablifhed  from  the  Land  of  the  Petitioner,  by  an  Act  paffed  in 
the  Year  1764,  in  Confequence  of  which  Roads  were  laid  out  through  the  Petitioner's 
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Land  to  the  faid  Ferry,  and  he  provided  Boats  for  keeping  the  fame;  that  the  Widow 
and  Sons  of  the  faid  Thomas  Swearingen  have  been  endeavoring  to  get  the  faid  Ferry 
from  the  Petitioner,  and  the  faid  half  Acre  of  Land  being  found  not  to  extend  to  the 
River,  and  it  being  doubtful  whether  the  Petitioner's  Land  did  to,  the  faid  Land  was 
entered  for  both  by  them  and  the  Petitioner  as  wafte  Land,  and  the  Matter  being  heard 
upon  a  Caveat  by  Lord  Fairfax,  he  granted  the  Land  to  the  Petitioner;  but  whiift  that 
Caveat  was  depending,  and  in  the  Abfence  of  the  Petitioner,  they  applied  to  the  Leg- 
islature, and  procured  a  Repeal  of  the  Act  for  eftablifhing  the  Petitioner's  Ferry,  upon 
fuggeftion,  that  the  fame  was  neceffary,  as  being  but  a  fmall  Diftance  from  Swear- 
ingen's  old  Ferry,  although  the  latter  hath  been  long  fmce  difcontinued,  and  the  Road 
thereto  ftopped,  and  being  poffeffed  of  Lands  oppofite  to  the  Petitioner's  on  the  Mary- 
land Side,  they  keep  a  Ferry  to  and  from  his  Land,  whereby  he  is  fubject  to  the  Incon-  m 
venience  of  Roads  through  his  Land  to  the  faid  Ferry,  while  others  are  reaping  the  Ad- 
vantages, which  he  conceives  to  be  unjuf t ;  and  therefore  praying  that  the  Act  for  ef- 
tablifhing his  faid  Ferry  may  be  revived. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Coniideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  re- 
port the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Treafurer  reported,  from  the  Committee  for  Religion  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
feveral  Perfons,  being  Proteftant  Diffenters,  of  the  Baptift  Perfuafion,  was  referred, 
that  the  Committee  had  partly  examined  the  Matter  of  the  faid  Petition,  and  had  come 
to  a  Refolution  thereupon,  which  the  Committee  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ; 
and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table ; 
where  the  Refolution  of  the  Committee  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz.

Mr  Bland  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  amend  the  Act,  in- 
tituled An  Ad1  for  the  better  fecuring  the  Payment  of  Levies,  and  Reftraint  of  Vagrants, 
and  for  making  Provision  for  the  Poor;  and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  first  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  that 
the  Committee  had  had  under  their  further  Coniideration  the  Petition  of  Mr  Willis  Rid- 
dick,  complaining  of  an  undue  Election  and  Return  of  Mr  Benjamin  Baker  to  ferve  as  a 
Burgefs  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County  of  Nanfemond,  to  them  referred, 
and  had  come  to  a  Refolution  thereupon,  which  the  Committee  had  directed  him  to 
report  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered 
it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolution  of  the  Committee  was  read,  and  is  as 
followeth,  viz.

Ordered,  That  Mr  Dixon  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe 
until  Wednefday  next. 

A  Bill  for  altering  the  Court  Day  of  the  County  of  Culpeper,  was  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  committed  to  the  Committee  for  Courts  of  Juftice. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftruction  to  the  Committee  for  Courts  of  Juftice,  to  whom 
the  Bill  for  altering  the  Court  Day  of  the  County  of  Culpeper  was  committed,  that  they 
have  Power  to  receive  a  Claufe  or  Claufes  for  altering  the  Court  Day  of  the  County  of 
Pittfylvania,  from  the  fourth  Friday  to  the  fourth  Thurfday  of  every  Month. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  confider  of  the  prefent  State  of  the  Colony;

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i»  Ordered,  That  the  Papers  mentioned  in  the  Governor's  Anfwer  to  the  Addrc-fs  of 

this  Houfe  to  have  been  received  from  Mr  Stuart,  Superintendent  of  the  Southern  Dif- 
trict,  which,  upon  Wedyiefday  Va.it,  were  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  Table;  be  referred  to 
the  faid  Committee. 

Ordered,  That  the  Governor's  Meffage,  and  the  Letters  and  Papers  relative  to  In- 
dian Affairs,  therein  mentioned,  be  referred  to  the  faid  Committee. 

Then  the  Houfe  refolved  itfelf  into  the  faid  Committee. 

Mr  Speaker  left  the  Chair. 

Mr  Bland  took  the  Chair  of  the  Committee. 

Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair. 

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee,  that  they  had  made  fome  Progrefs  in  the 
Matters  to  them  referred,  and  had  directed  him  to  move  that  they  may  have  Leave 
to  fit  again. 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  upon  Wedyiefday  next,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  confider  further  of  the  prefent  State  of  the  Colony. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  confider  further  of  the  Bill  to  explain  and  amend  one  Act  of 
Affembly  made  in  the  4th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Queen  Anne,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  regu- 
lating the  Election  of  Burgeffes,  for  fettling  their  Privileges,  and  for  afcertaining  their  Al- 
lowances: And  alfo  one  other  Act  made  in  the  10th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King  George  II. 
intituled  An  Ad3  to  declare  who  fhall  have  a  Riglit  to  vote  in  the  Election  of  Burgeffes  to 
ferve  in  the  General  Affembly  for  Counties,  and  for  preventing  fraudulent  Conveyances  in 
order  to  multiply  Votes  at  fuch  Eledion; 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  Tomorrow,  refolve  itfelf  into  the  faid  Committee. 

The  other  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  whole  Houfe,  upon  the  Bill  to  continue  and  amend  the  Act  for  the  better 
regulating  and  difciplining  the  Militia ;

The  faid  Refolutians  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  examine  the  Treafurer's  Accounts. 

And  a  Committee  was  appointed  of  Mr  Bland,  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee,  Mr  Archibald 
Cary,  Mr  Harrifon,  Mr  Charles  Carter,  of  Lancafter,  Mr  Eyre,  Mr  Henry,  Mr  Lewis  Bur- 
well,  of  James  City,  and  Mr  Blair. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  John  Wilfon,  of  Norfolk,  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Ser- 
vice of  this  Houfe  till  this  Day  Fortnight. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Thomas  Mann  Randolph  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Ser- 
vice of  this  Houfe  till  this  Day  Sevenight. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Eyre  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe  till 
Wednefday  next. 

Mr  Treafurer  reported,  from  the  Committee  for  Religion,  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
fundry  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Overwharton,  in  the  County  of 
Stafford,  complaining  of  fundry  illegal  and  unwarrantable  Proceedings  of  the  Veftry 
of  the  faid  Panfh,  and  praying  that  the  faid  Veftry  may  be  diffolved,  was  committed, 
that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matter  of  the  faid  Petition,  and  had  come  to 
feveral  Refolutions  thereupon,  which  the  Committee  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the 
Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's 
Table;  where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as  followeth,  viz.

it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read,  and  are 
as  followeth,  viz.

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  the  Depofitions  of  fundry  Witneffes,  that  fome 
Time  in  the  Month  of  December  1766,  Jack,  a  Negro  Man  Slave,  belonging  to  the  Peti- 
tioner, was  one  day  employed  under  one  William  Chandler,  who  was  Surveyor  of  a  Pub- 
lic Road,  in  cutting  and  levelling  the  Banks  of  Meherrin  River;  that  the  faid  Slave  was 
feen  fome  Time  in  the  Night,  in  Company  with  other  Negroes,  at  the  Place  where  they 
had  been  at  work  that  Day,  in  good  Health ;  and  that  he  was  found  the  next  Morning 
lying  dead  in  the  faid  River,  and  (as  was  fuppofed)  was  drowned. 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution; 

Refolved,  that  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Petition  be  rejected. 

The  faid  Refolution  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  Daniel  Cargill  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  Wade's  Ferry,  from  the  County  of  Charlotte,  over  Roanoke  River,  to  the  County  of 
Halifax,  is,  by  the  Death  of  the  Proprietor,  become  ufelefs  to  the  Public,  and  the  Exec- 
utors of  the  faid  Decedent  are  refolved  not  to  keep  up  the  faid  Ferry,  and  are  willing 
that  the  fame  may  be  moved ;  and  therefore  praying  that  a  Ferry  may  be  ef tablifhed 
from  the  Petitioner's  Land,  in  the  faid  County  of  Charlotte,  croffing  the  faid  River,  to 
the  Land  of  John  Foufhee,  deceafed,  in  the  faid  County  of  Halifax. 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee   aos 
of  Proportions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  re- 
port the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ; 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  upon  Tuefday  next,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  the  whole  Houfe  to  confider  further  of  the  Bill  to  explain  and  amend  one  Act  of 
Affembly,  made  in  the  4th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Queen  Anne,  intituled  An  Ad1  for 
regulating  the  Election  of  Burgeffes,  for  fettling  their  Privileges,  and  for  afcertaining  their 
Allowances:  And  alfo  one  other  Act  made  in  the  10th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King  George 
II.  intituled  An  Ad7  to  declare  who  fhall  have  a  Right  to  vote  in  the  Eledion  of  Burgeffes, 
to  ferve  in  the  General  Affembly  for  Counties  and  for  preventing  fraudulent  Conveyances, 
in  order  to  multiply  votes  at  fuch  Eledions.

with  more  Expedition  and  lefs  Expence,  referred  upon  Friday  laf t  to  the  Confideration 
of  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  was  not  figned ; 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Committee  be  difcharged  from  proceeding  upon  the  faid 
Petition. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  withdrawn. 

And  the  faid  Petition  was  withdrawn  accordingly. 

Mr  Grymes  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  continue  and 
amend  an  Act,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  allowing  Fairs  to  be  kept  in  the  Town  of  Frederick!  - 
burg;  and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

A  Petition  of  the  Minifter,  Veftry,  and  others,  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Cam- 
eron, in  the  County  of  Loudoun,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  was  prefented 
to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  the  faid  Parifh  is  very  extenfive,  and  incon- 
venient to  the  People  who  refide  in  the  upper  Parts  thereof;  and  therefore  praying 
that  the  faid  Parifh  may  be  divided  in  the  Manner  and  upon  the  Terms  mentioned  in 
a  Scheme  to  the  faid  Petition  annexed. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  Nathan  Chapnan  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth, 
that  at  the  Battle  of  the  Meadows,  the  Petitioner,  then  in  the  Service  of  this  Country 
received  a  wound  in  his  Hip,  which  has  hindered  him  from  labouring  to  maintain  him- 
felf;  and  therefore  praying  the  Houfe  to  take  his  Cafe  into  Confideration,  and  make 
him  fuch  Allowance  as  they  fhall  think  proper.

Several  Members,  returned  upon  new  Writs,  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  by 
Act  of  Parliament  to  be  taken,  inftead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy,  and 
the  Abjuration  Oath,  and  repeated  and  fubfcribed  the  Teft,  took  their  Seats  in  the 
Houfe. 

Mr  Bland  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  that  the 
Committee  had  had  under  their  Confideration  feveral  Petitions,  to  them  referred,  and 
had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon,  which  the  Committee  had  directed  him  to 
report  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it 
in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as 
followeth,  viz.

Refolved,  That  the  Petition  of  feveral  Freeholders,  and  Houfekeepers,  Inhabitants, 
of  the  County  of  Weftmoreland,  praying  that  the  Infpection  of  Tobacco  at  Stratford 
Landing  may  be  continued,  be  rejected. 

The  fubf equent  Refclutions  of  the  Committee  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon 
the  Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe.  a* 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftruotion  to  the  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  whom 
the  Bill  to  continue  and  amend  the  Act,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  amending  the  Staple  of 
Tobacco,  and  preventing  Frauds  in  his  Majefty's  Cufioms,  is  committed,  that  they  have 
Power  to  receive  a  Claufe  or  Claufes  for  difcontinuing  the  Infpection  of  Tobacco  at 
Stratford  Landing. 

Ordered,  That  a  Bill  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  fourth  Refolution  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  which  hath  been  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  and  that  the  faid  Committee  do 
prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Grymes  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe, 
until  Wednefday  Sevenight. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ; 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  Tomorrow,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  upon  the  Bill  to  continue  and  amend  the  Act,  intituled  An  Ad  for  amend- 
ing the  Staple  of  Tobacco,  and  preventing  frauds  in  his  Majefty's  Cuftoms. 

MT  Bland  prefented  to  the  Houfe  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  make  provifion  for 
the  Support  and  Maintenance  of  Ideots,  Lunatics,  and  other  Perfons  of  unfound  Minds; 
and  the  fame  was  received  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning  Eleven  of  the  Clock. 
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Petition  of  John  Henry  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  letting  forth, 
that  the  Petitioner  hath,  at  great  Expence  and  Trouble,  perfected  a  Map  of 
this  Colony,  wherein  the  Bounds  of  the  fevreral  Counties,  the  Water-Courfes, 
Rivers,  and  other  remarkable  Places,  are  diftinguifhed,  and  marked  out,  by- 
Means  whereof  he  conceives  that  very  confiderable  Advantages  may  be  derived  to  the 
Public;  and  therefore  praying  that  the  fame  may  be  taken  into  Confideration  by  the 
Houfe,  and  that  fo  ufeful  a  Work  may  be  encouraged,  by  allowing  to  him  fuch  a  Sum 
of  Money  as  may  feem  reafonable  for  reimburfing  his  Expence  aforefaid.

A  Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  King  William,  whole  Names 
are  thereunto  subfcribed,  was  prefented -to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  letting  forth,  that  the 
Infpection  of  Tobacco  at  Walkerton  and  Waller's  is  very  convenient  to  the  Petitioners, 
and  not  greatly  expenfive  to  the  Public ;  and  therefore  praying  that  the  faid  Infpection 
may  be  continued,  and  a  Propofal,  they  are  informed,  will  be  made  to  the  contrary, 
difagreed  to. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  do  lie  upon  the  Table. 

Mr  Dudley  Digges,  reported  from  the  Committee  to  whom  the  Bill  to  dock  the  Intail 
of  Two  Thoufand  Eight  Hundred  Acres  of  Land,  in  the  County  of  Brunfwick,  whereof 
Armiftead  Lightfoot  is  feized  in  Fee  Tail,  and  vefting  the  fame  in  Truftees,  for  certain 
Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  was  committed,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the 
Allegations  of  the  Bill,  and  found  the  fame  to  be  true;  and  that  the  Committee  had 
gone  through  the  Bill,  and  made  feveral  Amendments  thereunto,  which  they  had  di- 
rected him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards 
delivered  the  Bill,  with  the  Amendments,  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table ;  where  the  Amendments 
were  once  read  throughout,  and  then  a  fecond  Time,  one  by  one,  and,  upon  the  Quef- 
tion  feverally  put  thereupon,  were  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe.

Friday  laft  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee  for  Religion. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Committee  be  difcharged  from  proceeding  upon  the  faid 
Petition. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Benjamin  Grymes  have  Leave  to  withdraw  the  faid  Petition. 

And  the  faid  Petition  was  withdrawn  accordingly. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  appoint  Notaries  Public;  and 
that  Mr  Bland  and  Mr  Mercer  do  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Mr  Mercer  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  for  reimburfing  the 
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Country  the  Expence  incurred  by  the  Profecution  of  Mr  Walter  Coles's  Accufation 
againft  Mr  Nathaniel  Terry;  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

And  a  Motion  was  made,  and  the  Qucftion  being  put,  that  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecor.d 
Time; 

It  paffed  in  the  Negative. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  rejected. 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons,  of  the  Parifh  of  Suffolk,  in  the  County  of  Nanfemond, 
on  the  Eaft  Side  of  the  River,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented 
to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  fome  of  the  Petitioners  were  prevailed  with 
by  the  Infinuations  of  the  Minifter  of  the  faid  Parifh,  and  his  Adherents,  to  fign  a  Peti- 
tion formally  prefented  to  this  Houfe,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  Religion,  for  dividing  the  faid  Parifh,  or  diffolving  the  Veftry  thereof,  and 
repealing  fo  much  of  an  Act  of  General  Affembly,  eftablifhing  a  free  Ferry  over  Nan- 
femond River,  as  relates  to  all  the  Parifhioners,  except  the  Minifter,  and  that  the  Peti- 
tioners have  fince  found  moft  of  the  Complaints  againft  the  faid  Veftry  to  be  groundlefs, 
and  the  others  of  little  Confequence,  and  believe  the  free  Ferry  over  the  faid  River  to 
be  a  Grievance  to  the  People ;  and  therefore  praying  that  the  Act  of  General  Affembly,  zn 
eftablifhing  the  faid  free  Ferry,  may  be  wholly  repealed,  and  that  the  faid  former  Pe- 
tition may  be  rejected.

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  thewrhole  Houfe  upon  the  Bill  to  continue  and  amend  the  Act,  intituled  An  Adx  for 
amending  the  Staple  of  Tobacco,  and  preventing  Frauds  in  his  Majefty's  Cuftoms; 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftmction  to  the  faid  Committee,  that  they  have  Power 
to  receive  a  Claufe  or  Claufes  for  discontinuing  the  Infpection  of  Tobacco  at  Guilford, 
in  the  County  of  Accomack,  and  eftablifhing  an  Infpection  at  Finley's  Point,  on  Hunt- 
ing Creek.

19th  Day  of  January  laft,  was  convicted  of  Hog-f  tealing  by  King  George  County 
a»  Court,  and  whipped  and  pilloried,  by  the  Inclemency  of  the  Weather,  whilft 

he  remained  in  Gaol,  before  his  Trial,  was  i"o  feverely  Froft-bitten,  that  he  died  by 
Means  thereof;  and  therefore  praying  the  Houfe  to  make  the  Petitioner  fuch  Allowance 
for  the  faid  Slave  as  may  feem  juft. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confederation  of  the  Committee 
of  Public  Claims;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

And  the  faid  Amendments  were,  upon  the  Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed 
to  by  the  Houfe ;  and  the  Bill  was  amended  at  the  Table  accordingly.

A  Petition  of  William  Rind  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  the  Bufinefs  of  his  Department,  as  Printer  to  the  Public,  is  greatly  increafed  in 
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many  Particulars;  and  therefore  praying  the  Confederation  of  the  Houfe,  and  that  fuch 
further  Addition  may  be  made  to  his  Salary  as  they  fhall  think  juft  arid   reafonabie. 

Ordered,  That  the  laid  petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Public  Claims;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,   to  the  Houfe. 

A  Bill  to  impower  the  Veftry  of  Briftol  Parifh,  in  the  Counties  of  Dinwiddie  and  °> 
Prince  George,  to  fell  their  Glebe,  was  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill  be  ingroffed. 

The  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  refolved  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe, 
upon  the  Bill  to  amend  the  Act  for  the  better  fecuring  the  Payment  of  Levies,  and  Re- 
ftraint  of  Vagrants,  and  for  making  Provifion  for  the  Poor. 

Mr  Speaker  left  the  Chair. 

Mr  Bland  took  the  Chair  of  the  Committee. 

Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair. 

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee,  that  they  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and 
made  an  Amendment  thereunto,  which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe; 
and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  the  Bill,  with  the  Amend- 
ment, in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Amendment  was  twice  read,  and,  upon  the 
Queftion  put  thereupon,  was  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill,  with  the  Amendment,  be  ingroffed. 

The  other  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ;

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  confider  further  of  the  Bill  to  continue  and  amend  the  Act, 
intituled  An  Act2  for  amending  the  Siaple  of  Tobacco,  and  preventing  Frauds  in  his  Majef- 
ty  's  Cuftoms; 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  Tomorrow,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  to  confider  further  of  the  faid  Bill.

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  Bill,  intituled  An  Act9  to  dock  the  Intail  of  Five 
Hundred  and  Fifty  Acres  of  Land,  in  the  County  of  Gloucefter,  whereof  Sarah,  the  Wife 
of  John  Rootes,  Gentleman,  is  feized,  and  for  vefting  the  fame  in  Truftees,  for  the  Pur- 
pofes therein  mentioned,  with  fome  Amendments,  to  which  Amendments  the  Council 
defire  t\ie  Concurrence  of  this  Houfe. 

And  then  the  Mef fenger  withdrew. 

Mr  Eyre  reported  from  the  Committee,  to  whom  the  Bill  for  diffolving  the  Veftry 
of  the  Parifh  of  Hungars,  in  the  County  of  Northampton,  was  committed,  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  made  feveral  Amendments  thereunto,  which 
they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and 
afterwards  delivered  the  Bill,  with  the  Amendments,  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the 
Amendments  were  once  read  throughout,  and  then  a  fecond  Time,  one  by  one,  and. 
upon  the  Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  were  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill,  with  the  Amendments,  be  ingroffed. 

Mr  Speaker  acquainted  the  Houfe,  that  the  Governor  had  delivered  to  him,  and 

defired 
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defired  him  to  lay  before  the  Houfe,  an  AcV  of  the  Parliament  of  Great- Britain,  made 
in  this  prefent  Year  of  his  Majefty  's  Reign,  intituled  An  Ad1  to  repeal  fo  much  of  an  Ad 
made  in  the  j,k  Year  of  his  prefent  Majefty' s  Reign,  intituled  "An  Ad1  for  granting  cer- 
tain Duties  in  tlie  Britifh  Colonies  and  Plantations  in  America ;  for  allowing  a  Draw- 
back of  the  Duties  of  Cuftoms  upon  the  Exportation,  from  this  Kingdom,  of  Coffee  and 
Cocoa  Nuts  of  the  Produce  of  the  faid  Colonies  or  Plantations ;  fen-  difcontinuing  the  Draw- 
backs payable  on  China  Earthen  Ware  exported  to  America;  and  for  more  effedually  pre- 
venting the  clandeftine  running  of  Goods  in  tlie  faid  Colonies  and  Plantations,  "  as  relates 
to  the  Duties  upon  Glafs,  Red  Lead,  White  Lead,  Painters  Colours,  Paper,  Pafle-Boards, 
Mill-Boards  and  Scale-Boards,  of  the  Produce  or  Manufadure  of  Great-Britain,  imported 
into  any  of  his  Majefty' 's  Colonies  in  America;  and  alfo  to  the  difcontinuing  the  Draw- 
backs payable  on  China  Earthen-Ware  exported  to  America;  and  for  regulating  the  Ex- 
portation thereof;  and  he  delivered  the  Ad  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Act  do  lie  upon  the  Table,  to  be  perufed  by  the  Members 
of  the  Houfe. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  take  into  Confideration  the  Amendments  made  by  the 
Council  to  the  Bill,  intituled,  An  Ad  for  encouraging  the  making  Hemp. 

And  the  faid  Amendments  were  read,  and  are  as  followeth,  viz. 

Line  9.     After  'Peace'  leave  out  'or  Conftable.' 

Line  12.     After  'Juftice'  leave  out  'or  Conftable.' 

The  faid  Amendments  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  difagreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  a  Meffage  be  fent  to  the  Council  to  inform  them,  that  this  Houfe 
cannot  agree  to  the  Amendments  by  them  propofed  to  the  faid  Bill,  and  defire  that 
they  will  pafs  the  fame  without  the  Amendments;  and  that  Mr  Harrifon  do  carry  the 
faid  Meffage. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Wafhington,  Mr  Hite,  and  Mr  Macon,  have  Leave  to  be  abfent 
from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe  for  the  Remainder  of  this  Seffion. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  take  into  Confideration  the  Amendment  made  by  the 
Council  to  the  Bill,  intituled  An  Ad*  for  altering  the  Court  Days  of  feveral  Cotinties 
therein  mentioned. 

And  the  faid  Amendment  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Line  6.     Leave  out  'fourth'  and  infert  'la.fi'  inftead  thereof. 

The  faid  Amendment  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Mercer  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  acquaint  them,  that 
this  Houfe  hath  agreed  to  the  Amendment  made  by  them. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  take  into  Confideration  the  Amendment  made  by  the 
Council  to  the  Bill,  intituled  An  Ad*  for  continuing  and  amending  an  Ad,  intituled  An 
Ad  for  reviving  and  amending  the  Ads  for  allowing  Fairs  to  be  kept  in  the  Towns  of  Fred- 
erickfburg  and  Richmond,  and  for  enlarging  the  Town  of  Frederickfburg. 

And  the  faid  Amendment  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

To  the  End  of  the  Bill,  add  'Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  fhall 
be  conftrued,  deemed  or  taken  to  derogate  from,  alter  or  infringe  the  Royal  Power,  and  Pre- 
rogative of  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  of  granting  to  any  Perfon  or  Perfons, 
Body  Politic  or  Corporate,  the  Privilege  of  holding  Fairs  or  Markets,  in  any  fuch  Manner 
as  he  or  they,  by  his  or  ilieir  Royal  Letters  Patent,  or  by  his  or  their  Inftrudions  to  tlie  Gov- 
ernor or  Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Dominicm,  for  the  Time  being,  fhall  think  fit. " 

The  faid  Amendment  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Mercer  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  acquaint  them,  that 
this  Houfe  doth  agree  to  the  Amendment  made  by  them. 

Tlie  Houfe  proceeded  to  take  into  Confideration  the  Amendments  made  by  the

of  Land,  in  the  County  of  Gloucefter,  whereof  Sarah,  the  Wife  of  John   Rootes,  Gentleman, 
is  feized,  and  for  vefting  the  fame  in  Truftees  for  the  Purpofes  therein  mentioned. 
And  the  laid  Amendments  were  read,  and  are  as  followeth,  viz. 

Page  2,  Line  9.  Leave  out  "to  the  U  fe  of  the  / 'aid  John  Rootes ,  during  the  joint  Lives 
of  him  and  the  [aid  Sarah  his  Wife,  and  to  the  longeft  Liver  of  the  [aid  Jolm  and  Sarah, 
for  his  or  her  Life,  and  from  and  after  the  Death  of  the  Survivor  of  them,  then  the  (aid 
Slaves  and  their  Increafe,"  and  infert  "to  the  fole  and  feparate  Ufe  of  the  (aid  Sarah,  for 
and  during  her  natural  Life,  and  from  and  after  the  Death  of  the  (aid  Sarah  to  the  Ufe  of. 
the  faid  John  Rootes,  during  his  Life,  and  after  the  Death  of  the  longeft  Liver  of  them,  then 
the  faid  Slaves  and  their  Increafe, "_  inftead  thereof. 

Line  16.  Leave  out  "Provided  neverthelefs,  that  the  Slaves  fo  annexed,  and  their 
future  Increafe,  fhall  be  liable  to  be  taken  in  Execution,  and  sold  for  fatiffying  and  paying 
the  juft  Debts  of  the  Tenant  in  Tail,  for  the  Time  being,  in  the  fame  Marnier  as  other  in- 
tailed  Slaves  are  liable;  and  fhall  moreover  be  fubjed  to  the  Payment  of  the  Debts  of  the 
faid  John  Rootes,  for  and  during  his  Life  and  Intereft  in  the  faid  Slaves,  in  the  fame  Man- 
ner as  the  faid  La>:d  would  have  been  fubjed  in  Cafe  this  Ad  had  never  been  made.  " 

The  faid  Amendments  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  difagreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  a  Meffage  be  fent  to  the  Council  to  inform  them,  that  this  Houfe 
cannot  agree  to  the  Amendments  by  them  propofed  to  the  faid  Bill,  and  defire  that 
they  will  pafs  the  fame  without  the  Amendments ;  and  that  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  do 

carrv  the  faid  Meifare.

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ;

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee,  that  they  had  made  a  further  Progrefs 
in  the  Bill;  and  that  he  was  directed  by  the  Committee  to  move  that  they  may  have 
leave  to  fit  again. 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  Tomorrow,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  to  confider  further  of  the  faid  Bill. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning  Ten  of  the  Clock. 
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MR  Archibald  Cary  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  that  the 
Committee  had  had   under   their  Confideration   feveral   Claims   to  them  -+* 
referred,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon,  which  they  had 
directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place, 
and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Com- 
mittee were  read,  and  are  as  followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Claim  of  Matthew  An- 
derfon,  to  be  allowed  for  151  Days  Pay,  as  a  Serjeant  in  Captain  John  Hickman 's  Com- 
pany, in  1759,  be  rejected,  it  appearing  that  it  was  the  general  Cuftom  of  the  Officers 
to  draw  the  whole  Pay  for  their  Men. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Claim  of  George  Bcryd, 
to  be  allowed  for  Work  done  on  Mayo  Fort,  be  rejected,  for  want  of  Proof. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Claim  of  Jofhua  Powell. 
to  be  allowed  for  25  Days  Pay  as  Enfign  under  Captain  John  Dickinfon,  and  ferving 
as  a  Carpenter  at  the  building  of  Black  Water  Fort  105  Days,  in  the  Year  1759,  be  re- 
jected, for  want  of  Proof. 

Refolved 
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Refolvcd,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Claim  of  John  Hickman, 
to  be  allowed  for  Ferriages  of  Criminals,  in  the  Year  1767,  be  rejected. 

The  faid  Refolutions  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Qucftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

The  Houfe  was  moved  that  the  Act  of  Parliament  of  Great- Britain,  made  in  the. 
9th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled  An  Ad1  to  repeal  fo  much  of  an 
Ad  made  in  the  fk  Year  of  his  prefent  Majefty's  Reign,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  granting 
certain  Duties  in  the  Britifh  Colonies  and  Plantations  in  America;  for  allowing  a  Draw- 
back of  the  Duties  of  Cuftoms  upon  the  Exportation,  from  this  Kingdom,  of  Coffee  and 
Cocoa  Nuts  of  the  Produce  of  tlie  faid  Colonies  or  Plantations;  for  dif continuing  tlie  Draw- 
backs payable  on  China  Earthen-Ware  exported  to  America;  and  for  more  effe dually  pre- 
venting the  Clandeftine  running  of  Goods  in  the  faid  Colonies  and  Plantations,  as  relates 
to  the  Duties  upon  Glafs,  Red  Lead,  White  Lead,  Painters  Colours,  Paper,  Pafte-Boards, 
Mill-Boards,  and  Scale  Boards,  of  the  Produce  or  Manufadure  of  Great-Britain,  imported 
into  any  of  his  Majefty's  Colonies  in  America;  and  alfo  to  the  difcontinuing  the  Draw- 
backs payable  on  China  Earthen-Ware  exported  to  America;  and  for  regulating  the  Ex- 
portation thereof;  might  be  read.

Refolved,  Nemine  Contradicente,  That  a  moft  humble  and  dutiful  Petition  be  pre- 
fented  to  his  Majefty,  intreating  that  his  Majefty  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  take  into 
his  Royal  Confederation  the  Grievances  under  which  his  faithful  Subjects  of  Virginia 
still  continue  to  labour,  by  having  their  Property  taken  from  them  by  Laws  to  which 
they  have  never  contented,  either  perfonally,  or  by  their  Reprefentatives;  by  being 
fubjected  to  the  Decifion  of  diftant  and  arbitrary  Courts  of  Admiralty,  where  Trial 
by  Jury,  the  fureft  Support  of  Property,  is  denied;  both  which  Innovations  in  the  Con- 
ftitution,  tend  immediately  to  deprive  his  Majefty's  ever  dutiful  Subjects  of  thofe 
great  and  fundamental  Rights,  which,  until  lately,  they  have  conftantly  enjoyed,  and 
which  they  and  their  Forefathers  have  ever  claimed  as  their  unalienable  Rights  as  Men, 
their  Conftitutional  Rights  as  Subjects  of  the  Britifh  Empire,  and  their  Right  by  Char- 
ters granted  to  the  firft  Settlers  of  this  Diftant  Country  by  his  Majefty 's  Royal  Ancef- 
tors,  Kings  of  England.  That  to  reftore  the  former  Happinefs  and  Security  of  his 
faithful  Subjects  of  this  Colony,  his  Majefty  will  be  pleafed,  in  his  great  Wifdom  and 
Goodnefs,  to  recommend  to  his  Parliament  a  total  Repeal  of  certain  Acts  lately  paffed 
for  the  purpofe  of  railing  a  Revenue  in  America,  and  for  fubjecting  American  Property 
to  the  Jurifdiction  of  diftant  and  arbitrary  Courts  of  Admiralty,  where  Trial  by  Jury 
is  not  permitted,  and  where  Diitance  and  Intereft  may  both  confpire  to  ruin  the  In- 
nocent. 

Ordered,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  a  Petition  to  be  prefented  to 
his  Majefty  upon  the  faid  Refolution. 

And  a  Committee  was  appointed  of  Mr  Ricliard  Henry  Lee,  Mr  Bland,  Mr  Henry  Lee, 
Mr  Treafurer,  Mr  Pendleton,  Mr  Archibald  Cary,  and  Mr  Harrifon.

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  fo  much  of  the  Petition  of 
David  Ker,  Clerk  of  the  County  of  Middlefex,  as  relates  to  the  firft  Sum  of  Paper  Cur- 
rency, therein  mentioned,  which  was  depofited  in  his  Hands  by  Order  of  Court,  and 
burnt  in  the  Houfe  of  James  Gregorie,  his  Deputy,  is  reafonable ;  and  that  he  ought  to 
be  allowed  the  fame,  being  56  /.

Paper  Currency,  therein  mentioned, 
Part  of  which  had  been  received  by  James  Gregorie,  his  Deputy,  for  Clerks  Fees,  and 
Part  for  Fees  on  Marriage  and  Ordinary  Licences,  which  was  likewife  burnt  in  the  faid 
Gregorie1  s  Houfe,  be  rejected;  it  being  uncertain  how  much  of  that  Sum  was  received 
for  Fees  on  Licences. 

Refolved 
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Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  Charles 
Neilfon,  Naval  Officer  of  Port  Rappahannock,  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  9/.  which  he 
had  received  in  Paper  Bills  for  Duties  on  Liquors,  and  was  to  have  been  paid  into  the 
Treafury,  but  was  burnt  in  the  Houfe  of  James  Gregorie,  his  Deputy,  as  fet  forth  in  the 
faid  Petition,  is  reafonable;  and  that  he  ought  to  be  allowed  the  fame  in  fettling  his 
Accounts  with  the  Treafury. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  William 
Rind,  for  an  Addition  to  his  Salary,  as  Public  Printer,  is  reafonable;  and  that  he  ought 
to  be  allowed  the  further  Sum  of  75  /.  per  annum,  as  a  Confederation  for  the  Increafe  of 
Public  Bufinefs. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  Jofeph 
Saunders,  to  be  allowed  for  the  Horfe  therein  mentioned,  be  rejected. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  fo  much  of  the  Petition 
of  William  Edwards  and  James  Price,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco,  at  Grays  Creek  Warehoufe, 
in  Surry  County,  as  relates  to  the  Hogfhead  of  uninfpected  Tobacco,  ftole  out  of  the 
faid  Warehoufe  in  the  Year  1763,  is  reafonable;  and  that  the  faid  William  Edwards, 
whofe  Property  the  faid  Tobacco  was,  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  9  /.  185.  for  the 
fame. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  fo  much  of  the  faid  Peti- 
tion, as  relates  to  the  421  lb.  of  Tobacco,  ftole  out  of  the  prized  Hogfhead,  in  May 
laft,  be  rejected;  it  appearing  that  the  Houfe,  at  that  Time,  was  not  properly 
fecured. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  Benjamin 
Grymes,  in  behalf  of  himfelf  and  his  Creditors,  to  be  allowed  a  reafonable  Satiffaction 
for  the  Damage  done  their  Slave,  who  was  committed  to  Gaol  for  Hogftealing,  and  was 
Froft-bitten  during  his  Confinement,  ought  to  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the 
next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  John  Don- 
caftle,  to  be  allowed  for  Waggonage  in  the  Year  1759,  be  rejected. 

The  eight  firft  Refolutions  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the 
Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

The  ninth  Ref olution  of  the  Committee  being  read  a  fecond  Time ; 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Ref  olution  be  re-committed  to  the  faid  Committee  of  Public 
Claims. 

Resolved,  That  the  further  Sum  of  Seventy-five  Pounds  per  Annum  be  paid,  as  an 
additional  Salary,  to  William  Rind,  Printer,  to  continue  to  the  End  of  the  next  Seffion 
of  General  Affembly. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Archibald  Cary  do  carry  the  Refolution  to  the  Council,  and  defire 
their  Concurrence. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Mofelcy,  Mr  Coles,  and  Mr  Weft,  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from 
the  Service  of  this  Houfe  for  the  Remainder  of  this  Seffion. 

Mr  Archibald  Cary  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  dock  the 
Intail  of  certain  Lands  whereof  James  Rofcoiv  is  feized,  for  the  Purpofes  therein  men- 
tioned; and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

And  a  Motion  was  made,  and  the  Queftion  being  put,  that  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond 
Time; 

It  paffed  in  the  Negative. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  rejected. 

Refolved,  That  an  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  the  Governor,  praying  his  Excellency 
to  ufe  his  earneft  Intreaties  with  the  Governor  of  Maryland,  to  recommend  it  to  his 
Affembly  to  join  this  Colony  in  erecting  and  fupporting  a  Light-Houfe  on  Cape  Henry, 
a  Meafure  we  are  convinced  will  conduce  much  to  fecuring  the  extenfive  Trade  carried 
on  by  both  Colonies  up  the  Bay  of  Chefapeak. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Excellency,  by  Mr  Eyre  and 
Mr  Archibald  Cary. 

Mr  Archibald  Cary  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  dock  the 
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Intail  of  certain  Lands  whereof  Francis  Eppes  is  feized,  and  for  fettling  other  Lands 
in  Lieu  thereof;  and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolvcd,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time, 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  a  fecond  Time. 

The  Bill  was  accordingly  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  committed  to  Mr  Archibald  Cary,  Mr  Ofborne,  Mr  Richard 
Randolph,  and  Mr  Adams. 

Mr  Archibald  Cary  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  had  under  their  further  Confideration  the  petition  of  Thomas  and  Bofwell 
Godwyne,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco,  at  Bollingbrooke  Warehoufe,  in  Dimviddie  County, 
to  them  re-committed,  and  had  come  to  a  Refolution  thereupon,  which  they  had  directed 
him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  deliv- 
ered it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolution  of  the  Committee  was  read,  and 
is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Petition,  praying 
that  the  faid  Infpectors  may  be  allowed  for  13  Hogfheads  of  Tobacco,  ftolen  out  of  the 
faid  Warehoufe  last  Year,  be  rejected;  it  appearing  that  the  faid  Warehoufe  was,  at 
that  Time,  Infufncient.

the  moft  convincing  Teftimony  that  the  Sentiments  and  Difpcfitions  of  your  Majefty' s 
Miniftry,  confirmed  by  the  Voice  of  Parliament,  ftill  continue  extremely  unfavorable  and 
alarming  to  your  Majefty' 's  American  Subjeds;  a  Refledion  to  us,  at  this  Time,  the  more 
irkfeme  and  grevious,  as  we  had,  from  the  late  agreeable  Profped  flattered  ourfelves,  that 
a  broad  and  permanent  Foundation  would  focm  have  been  laid,  for  reftoring  and  per- 
petuating that  pleafxng  Harmony,  which  once  fo  liappily  united  the  Interefts  and  Affed- 
ions  of  all  your  Majefty' 's  Subjeds  both  Britifh  and  American. 

Words,  moft  gracious  Sovereign,  cannot  fufficienily  exprefs  the  exceeding  great  Con- 
cern and  deep  Afflidion,  with  which  our  Minds  have  been  agitated  and  tortur'd  upon  find- 
ing almoft  a  fix'd  and  determin 'd  Refclution  in  the  Parliament  of  Great-Britain  to  continue

the  fever al  AAv  impofing  Duties  for  (he  fote  Purpofe  of  raifing  a  Revenue  in  America; 
expofmg  the  perfons  and  Eftates  of  your  Majefty's  affectionate  Subjects  to  the  arbitrary 
Decifions  of  diftant  Courts  of  Admiralty,  and  thereby  depriving  them  of  the  ineftimable 
Right  and  Privilege  of  being  tried  by  their  Peers  alone,  according  to  the  long  eftablifh'd  and 
well  known  Laws  of  the  Land.  From  thefe  baneful  Sources  have  already  been  derived 
much  Disquietude  and  Unhappinefs,  which  are  not  likely  to  abate  under  the  Continuance 
of  Meafures,  apparently  tending  to  deprive  the  Colonifts  of  every  Thing  dear  and  valuable 
to  them. 

A  partial  Sufpenfion  of  Duties,  and  tliefe  fuch  only,  as  were  impofed  on  Britifh  Manu- 
facturers, cannot,  Great  Sir,  remove  the  two  well  grounded  Fears  and  Apprehensions  of  your 
Majefty's  loyal  Subjects,  whilft  Impofitions  are  continued  on  the  fame  Articles  of  foreign 
Fabrick,  and  entirely  retain' d  upon  Tea,  for  the  avow'd  Purpofe  of  eftablifhing  a  Prece- 
dent againft  us. 

We  therefore  judging  it,  at  all  Times,  an  indifpenfable  Duty  we  owe  to  your  Majefty, 
to  our  Country,  ourfelves  and  Poflerity,  humbly  to  lay  our  Grievances  before  the  common 
Father  of  all  his  People,  do  now,  imprefs'd  with  the  higheft  Senfe  of  Duty  and  Affection, 
proftrate  ourfelves  at  the  Foot  of  your  Throne,  mo  ft  humbly  befeeching  and  imploring  your 
Majefty  graciously  to  interpofe  your  Royal  Influence  and  Authority,  to  procure  a  total 
Repeal  of  thofe  dif agreeable  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  to  fecure  to  us  the  free  and  uninter- 
rupted Enjoyment  of  all  thofe  Rights  and  Privileges,  which  from  the  Laws  of  Nature,  of 
Community  in  general,  and  in  a  moft  efpecial  Manner,  from  the  Principles  of  the  Britifh 
Conftitution,  particularly  recognized  and  confirm  'd  to  this  Colony  by  repeated  atid  exprefs 
Stipulaticms,  we  prefume  not  to  claim,  but  in  common  with  all  the  reft  of  your  Majefty 's 
Subjects,  under  the  fame  or  like  Circumftances. 

That  your  Majefty  and  your  Royal  Defcendants  may  long  and  glorioufly  reign  in  the 
Hearts  of  a  free  and  happy  People,  is  the  conftant  and  fervent  Prayer  of

Meffage  from  the  Prefident  by  John  Blair,   the  younger,  Efq;  Clerk  of  the 
Council. 


Mr  Speaker, 
The  Prefident  commands  this  Houfe  to  attend  his  Honour  immediately  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Accordingly  the  Houfe  went  up  to  attend  his  Honour  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

And  being  returned ; 

Mr  Speaker  reported,  That  the  Prefident  was  pleafed  to  make  a  Speech  to  the  Coun- 
cil and  this  Houfe,  of  which,  Mr  Speaker  faid,  he  had,  to  prevent  Miftakes,  obtained  a 
Copy ;  which  he  read  to  the  Houfe,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 
The  very  great  and  heavy  loffes  which  many  refpedable  Gentlemen,  Merchants  and 
other  Inlwhitants  of  this  Colony,  have  fuftained  by  the  late  overflowing  of  the  Rivers  (as 
expreffed  in  their  Memorial,  a  Copy  of  which  fhall  be  delivered  you)  liave  inclined  me,  with 
the  Advice  of  his  Majefty's  Council,  to  call  you  together  at  this  unexpeded  Time,  that  you 
may  have  the  earliest  Opportunity  of  considering  what  might  to  be  done  for  the  fpeedy  Relief 
of  the  Sufferers  by  fo  general  and  extenfive  a  Calamity. 

The  unfavorable  Influence  which  this  unhappy  Event  muft  have  on  the  credit  of  fome, 
in  which  many  of  the  People  might  be  deeply  involved,  if  the  Confederation  of  it  fhould  be 
long  deferred,  I  hope  will  be  a  fufflcient  Apology  for  my  convening  you  at  this  Sea  f on  of  the 
Year,  when  I  know  your  own  private  Affairs  require  your  more  immediate  Care  and 
Attention. 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I  have  defired  the  principal  Sufferers  to  be  prepared,  against  this  Meeting,  with  a  par- 
ticular State  of  their  feveral  Loffes,  to  be  immediately  laid  before  you,  that  the  Bufinefs 
may  take  up  as  little  of  your  Time  as  poffible;  and  as  the  Relief  which  may  be  expedited  muft 
originate  with  you,  I  cannot  but,  in  the  war  me  ft  Manner,  recomme>id  their  Cafe  to  your 
ferious  Confederation;  not  in  the  leaft  doubting  but  that  thofe  Sentiments  of  Juftice,  Honour, 
and  Humanity,  "which  have  been  your  Guide  in  all  fimilar  Inftances,  will,  upon  this  Occa- 
fion  alfo,  form  the  Rule  of  your  Condud. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 
Humbly  to  fubmit  to  the  Hand  of  Providence  in  every  Difpenfation,  is  the  indifpen- 
Jable  Duty  of  us  all;  but  I  confider  it  as  equally  incumbent  on  us,  to  endeavor  to  heal  the 
Wounds  which  this  Stroke  hath  given,  as  far  as  our  Situation,  and  tlie  Circumftances  of  the 
Country,  will  permit;  for  my  own  Part,  I  feel  fo  fenfibly  for  the  Sharers  xn  this  melancholy 
Cataftrophe,  thai  I  fhall  be  happy,  if,  by  my  Affent  to  your  Refolutions,  I  can  be,  in  any 
Degree,  inftrumenial  in  alleviating  their  Diftreffes. 

I  fhould  be  wanting  in  the  Duty  I  owe  to  his  Majefty,  and  the  affedionate  Regard  I  bear 

to 
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to  this  Country,  if  I  did  not  embrace  this  firft  Opportunity  which  hath  offered  fince  the  Ad- 
miniftration  devolved  upon  me,  of  publicly  condoling  with  you  on  the  Death  of  our  moft  a 
worthy  Governor,  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Botetourt ;  a  Lofs,  thf-  more  to  be  lamented 
by  us,  as  we  were  the  frequent  Witneffes  of  his  Excellency's  conftant  and  uniform  Exertion 
of  every  public  and  private  Virtue,  and  had  abundant  Reafon  to  be  convinced  that  he  made 
tiie  real  Happiyiefs  of  this  Colony  an  Ob  fed  of  his  moft  ardent  Wifhes.  But,  though  we 
may  be  defirous  of  paying  a  jit  ft  Tribute  of  Praife  avid  Gratitude  to  fitch  exalted  Merit,  let 
us  be  comforted,  from  tins  Perfuafion,  that  the  fame  favourable  Attention  and  Regard  to  the 
true  Interefts  and  Welfare  of  his  Majefty  's  faithful  Subjeds  of  Virginia,  which  led  to  the 
appointment  of  this  noble  Lord  to  prefide  over  us,  will  ever  incline  our  moft  gracious 
Sovereign  to  fill  the  fame  Department  with  a  Succeffor,  equally  entitled  to  our  dutiful  and 
affedionate  Efteem. 

Refolved,  That  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Honour  the  Prefident  re- 
turning him  the  Thanks  of  this  Houfe  for  his  kind  and  affectionate  Speech ;  earneftly 
to  condole  with  him  on  the  Death  of  our  late  excellent  Governor,  expreffmg  our  firm 
Reliance  on  his  Majefty 's  Goodnefs  in  repairing  fo  great  a  Lofs  to  his  dutiful  Subjects 
of  Virginia;  to  congratulate  his  Honour  on  his  Succeffion  to  the  Adminif tration  of  this 
Government,  a  juft  Reward  of  his  long  and  faithful  Services  to  his  Majefty  and  this 
Country,  affuring  him  of  the  Satif faction  and  Happinefs  we  enjoy  in  having  a  Gentle- 
man of  his  diftinguifhed  Abilities  and  known  Attachment  to  the  true  Interefts  of  this 
Colony  to  prefide  over  us,  and  that  we  will  take  the  important  Bufinefs,  he  hath  been 
pleafed  to  recommend,  under  our  immediate  and  moft  ferious  Confideration,  and  do 
therein  whatever,  by  the  Principles  of  Juftice,  Honour  and  Humanity  may  be  dictated 
to  us.

SIR, 

We  his  Majefty's  mo  ft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjeds,  the  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,  now  met 
in  General  Affembly,  beg  Leave  to  return  your  Honour  our  unfeigned  Thanks  for  your  very 
affectionate  Speech  at  the  Opening  of  this  Seffion. 

Our  deep  Senfe  of  the  Lofs  this  Country  fuftained  by  the  Death  of  our  late  excellent  and 
worthy  Governor,  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Botetourt,  cannot  but  excite  in  us  all 
the  Warmth  of  the  mo  ft  fincere  Affection  and  Gratitude  to  his  Memory,  and  we  heartily 
lament,  with  your  Honour,  upon  an  Event  fo  unfortunate  to  this  Country. 

When  we  refled  on  his  Lordfhip  's  unremitted  Zeal  in  promoting  the  Caufe  of  Religion 
and  Virtue;  On  that  Dignity,  tempered  with  fo  becoming  and  proper  a  Degree  of  Affability, 
with  which  he  filled  his  exalted  Station;  when  we  recall  to  our  Remembrance  his  Excellency's 
unwearied  Diligence  and  Activity  in  Bufinefs,  and  his  uniform  Exertion  of  every  public 
and  private  Virtue,  we  have  the  ftrongeft  Convidion  that  he  tnade  the  real  Happinefs  of 
this  Colony  the  Objed  of  his  mo  ft  ardent  Wifhes:  We  fhould,  therefore,  think  ourfelves 
wanting  in  Duty  to  his  Majefty,  and  in  the  Regard  we  owe  to  our  Country,  did  we  not  feize 
this  firft  Opportunity  of  publicly  paying  a  juft  Tribute  to  fo  high  a  Charader.  Our  chief 
Confolation  arifes  from  a  firm  Perfuafion,  that  our  Gracious  Sovereign  will,  in  his  great 
Goodnefs,  be  pleafed  to  appoint  a  Governor,  to  prefide  over  us,  equally  worthy  of  the  Royal 
Confidence,  and  of  our  dutiful  and  affedionate  Efteem. 

But,  Sir,  however  we  may  defire  to  do  Juftice  to  the  Memory  of  one,  who  fo  defervedly 
gained  our  Regard  and  Affedion,  we  are  very  far  from  being  unmindful  of  what  is  due  io 
your  Honour,  and  hope  you  will  be  perfuaded  that  we  enjoy  great  Satiffadion  and  Happi- 
nefs in  having  a  Gentleman  of  your  Honour's  diftinguifhed  Abilities  and  known  Attach- 
ment to  the  true  Intereft  of  this  Cauntry,  to  prefide  over  us;  we,  therefore,  meft  fincerely 
congratulate  your  Honour  on  your  Succeffion  to  the  Adminiftration,  which  we  confider  as  a 
juft  Reward  of  your  long  and  faithfid  Services  to  his  Majefty  and  his  dutiful  Subjeds  of 
Virginia. 

Mo  ft  earneftly  concurring,  with  your  Honour,  in  deploring  the  Calamities  occafioned 
by  the  late  dreadful  overflowing  of  the  Waters,  and  heartily  commiferating  the  Dif- 
treffes  of  tlie  wihappy  Sufferers,  we  will  proceed  to  take  their  Cafe  under  our  immediate 
and  ferious  Confideration;  and  we  affure  your  Honour  that  we  will,  in  the  Courfe  of  our 
Deliberations,  endeavor  to  follow,  as  our  be  ft  and  fureft  Guides,  thofe  Principles  of  Juftice, 
Honour  and  Humanity,  which,  we  truft,  in  all  similar  Inftances,  and  upon  every  other 
Occafion,  have  formed  the  Rule  of  our  Condud. 
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Refolved,  That  the  faid  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  the  Prefident  by  the  whole  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Gentlemen,  who  drew  up  the  faid  Addrefs,  do  wait  upon  the 
Prefident,  to  know  his  Pleafure  when  this  Houfe  fhall  attend  his  Honour,  to  prefent 
their  Addrefs.

Ordered,  That  the  Accounts  of  the  Tobacco  damaged  by  the  late  Frefh  in  the  public 
Warehoufes,  at  Shockoe's,  Rocky  Ridge,  Byrd's,  Warwick,  Falmouth,  and  Dixon's,  which 
were  this  Day  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  Table,  be  referred  to  the  faid  Committee.

Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair. 

Mr  Bland  reported,  from  the  Committee,  that  they  had  gone  through  the  Matters 
to  them  referred,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and 
afterwards  delivered  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table,  where  the  fame  were  read,  and  are  as 
followeth,  viz.

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Proprietors  of  Tobacco, 
delivered  at  the  feveral  Public  Warehoufes,  and  not  viewed  for  wrant  of  Leifure  in  the 
Infpe<5tors  to  do  the  fame,  and  damaged,  ought  to  be  reimburfed  for  their  faid  Loffes 
by  the  Public. 

The  faid  Refolutions,  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe.

Ordered,  That  Mr  Hynd  Ruffell  be  appointed  Clerk  to  the  faid  Committee.

Several  Petitions  of  fundry  Freeholders,  of  the  County  of  Henrico,  and  others, 
whole  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  were  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;fetting 
forth,  that  the  Warehoufes  at  Shockoe's  and  Byrd's,  in  the  faid  County,  are  inconven- 
iently fituated,  being  on  low  Land,  fubjcct  to  be  overflowed  by  the  River;  that  the  late 
Frefh  not  only  destroyed  and  damaged  large  Quantities  of  Tobacco  in  the  faid  Ware- 
houfes, but  alfo,  in  great  Meaiure,  filled  up  the  Channel  of  the  River  leading  thereto; 
and  that  it  will  be  for  the  Advantage  of  the  Public  to  difcontinue  thofe  Infpeetions,  and 
to  appoint  others  in  their  Room,  about  half  a  Mile  below,  on  the  upper  End  of  the  Land 
of  Mr  Charles  Lavis,  which  is  higher  Ground,  and  near  to  a  good  Landing;  and  therefore 
praying  that  one  or  more  Infpeetions  of  Tobacco  may  be  eftablifhed  on  the  Land  of  the 
faid  Charles  Lewis,  at  that  Place. 

Alfo  feveral  Petiticms  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Anther  ft,  Bucking- 
ham, Goochland,  and  Henrico,  whole  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  in  Oppofition  to 
the  faid  Petitions  for  difcontinuing  the  Infpeetions  at  Byrd's  and  Shockoe's,  and  eftab- 
lifhing  them  on  the  Land  of  Charles  Leu-is,  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and 
read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  moft  convenient  Places  for  eftablifhing  thofe  Infpeetions 
at,  are  the  Lands  diftinguifhed  in  the  Plan  of  the  Town  of  Richmond  by  the  Names  of 
Bowyer's  and  Housing's  Tenements;  and  that  the  Channel  of  the  River  from  Shockoe 
Wharf,  by  Means  of  private  Subfcriptions,  will  probably  be  foon  opened,  and  made  as 
fit  for  Navigation  as  ever,  a  Sum  of  Money,  fufheient  for  that  Purpofe,  having  been 
already  raifed;  and  therefore  praying,  that  Infpeetions,  in  the  Room  of  Byrd's  and 
Shockoe's,  if  they  fhould  be  difcontinued,  may  be  eftablifhed  on  the  faid  Tenements, 
called  Bowyer's  and  Housing's  \  or  that  this  Honourable  Houfe,  until  they  can  be  fatif- 
fied  it  is  practicable  to  reftore  the  faid  Channel,  will  fufpend  their  determination,  as  to 
the  Situation  of  the  faid  Infpeetions. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  feveral  Petitions  do  lie  upon  the  Table. 

A  Petition  of  John  Sharp  and  William  Lyon,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read; 
fetting  forth,  that,  on  the  twenty-fixth  Day  of  May  laft,  dif covering  an  extraordinary 
Rife  of  Water,  the  Petitioners,  who  were  Tenders  at  Dixon's  Warehoufes,  with  the  T 
Affiftance  of  fome  Perfons  by  them  hired,  rolled  out  of  the  middle  Warehoufe  and  faved 
one  hundred  and  fifty-four  Hogfheads  of  Tobacco  ftored  therein,  which  would  other- 
wife  have  been  deftroyed  by  the  Frefh,  and,  after  the  Waters  abated,  returned  the  Tobac- 
co into  the  Houfe  again;  and  therefore  praying,  that  this  Honourable  Houfe  will 
allow  them  a  reafonable  Satiffaction  for  their  Trouble.

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■  fty's  Service,  and  ike  Happinefs  of  his  Subjects  of  Virginia,  affords  me  the  highest 
satiffaftion;  for  which  you  will  be  pleafed  to  accept  my  mo  ft  grateful  Acknowledgements . 

Ordered,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  what  Laws  will  expire  ai  the 
Knd  of  this  Seffion,  and  to  report  their  Opinion  to  the  Houfe  which  of  them  are  fit  to  be 
continued. 

And  a  Committee  was  appointed  of  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee,  Mr  Bailey,  Mr  Thomas, 
Mr  Lewis  Burwell,  of  Gloucefter,  Mr  Stith,  Mr  Howard,  Mr  Barbour,  Mr  Henry  Pendleton, 
Mr  Macon,  Mr  Woodfon,  Mr  John  Tayloe  Corbin,  Mr  Gray,  Mr  Taylor,  Mr  Peyton,  Mr 
Thomas  Mann  Randolph,  Mr  Greenhill,  and  Mr  Edvnondfon ;  and  they  are  to  meet  and 
adjourn  from  Day  to  Day. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill,  to  impower  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Parifh  of  Augufta,  in  the  County  of  Augufta,  to  elect  a  Veftry ;  and  that  Mr  Bland,  and 
Mr  John  Wilfon,  of  Augufta,  do  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Several  Petitions  of  the  Inhabitants  in  the  Fork  of  Rapidan  and  Robinfon  Rivers, 
in  the  County  of  Culpeper,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  were  prefented  to 
the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  petitioners  live  much  further  from  the 
Court-Houfe  in  their  own  County,  than  they  do  from  the  Court-Houfe  in  the  County 
of  Orange;  and  therefore  praying  that  fo  much  of  the  County  of  Culpeper  as  lies  between 
the  Rapidan  and  Robinfon  Rivers,  may  be  added  to  the  County  of  Orange. 

Ordered,  That  the  Confideration  of  the  laid  feveral  Petitions  be  deferred  till  the 
next  Seffion  of  the  General  Affembly. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Monday  Morning  next  nine  of  the  Clock.

/-_ ^  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  in  Behalf  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
-*■  •**  faid  Parifh,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  before 
the  late  Divifion  of  the  faid  Parifh,  made  by  Act  of  General  Affembly,  a 
Majority  of  one  hundred  Tithables,  by  Agreement,  was  to  be  left  therein,  but  that  by 
the  Line  eftablifhed  the  faid  Parifh  hath,  inftead  of  a  Majority,  fixty  Tithables  fewer 
than  the  other  Parifh  of  Leeds;  and  therefore  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  for  dividing 
the  faid  Parifhes  by  a  Line  beginning  at  the  Place  mentioned  in  the  faid  Act  of  Affembly, 
and  running  from  thence  in  a  direct  Courfe  to  the  Mouth  of  Carter's  Run,  which  will 
include  fuch  a  Number  of  Tithables  as  the  Petitioners  think  themfelves  entitled  to  by 
the  faid  Agreement. 

Ordered,  That  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  Petition  be  deferred  till  the  next  Seffion 
of  General  Affembly. 

Ordered,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  Funds  for  the  Re- 
demption of  the  Paper  Currency  iffued  during  the  late  War,  and  that  they  ftate  an 
Account  thereof,  and  report  the  fame  to  the  Houfe. 

And  a  Committee  was  appointed  of  M*  Bland,  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee,  Mr  Edmund 
Pendleton,  Mr  Harrifon,  Mr  Archibald  Cary,  Mr  Wafhington,  Mr  Charles  Carter,  of  Lan- 
exfter,  Mr  Henry,  and  Mr  Banifter. 

Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee  reported,  from  the  Committee  who  were  appointed  to  enquire 
v.-hat  Laws  would  expire  at  the  End  of  this  Seffion,  and  to  report  their  Opinion  to  the 
Houfe  which  of  them  are  fit  to  be  continued,  that  the  Committee  had  enquired  accord- 
ingly, and  had  come  to  a  Refolution,  which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe, 
which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table,  where 
the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Act,  made  in  the  thirti- 
eth Year  of  the  Reign  of  his  late  Majefty,  intituled  An  Act1  for  the  better  regulating  and 
_  difcipli  ni  ng 
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difciplining  the  Militia,  which  was  continued  by  an  .Act  made  in  the  thirty-fecond  Year 
of  his  faid  late  Majefty's  Reign,  and  was  continued  and  amended  by  two  Acts,  made  in 
the  third  and  feventh  Years  of  his  prefent  Majefty's  Reign,  will. [expire  at  the  end 
of  this  seffion  of  General  Affembly,  and  ought  to  be  further  continued,  with 
Amendments. 

The  faid  Resolution  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  thereupon, 
agTeed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  a  Bill  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  faid  Refolution;  and  that  Mr 
Richard  Henry  Lee,  and  Mr  Henry  Lee,  do  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

A  Petition  of  Robert  Donald  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that,  the  Day  before  the  late  Frefh,  the  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Warwick,  upon  James 
River,  by  Direction  of  the  Petitioner,  had  turned  out  from  the  Public  Warehoufes,  at 
that  Place,  fixty-one  Hogfheads  of  Tobacco,  in  order  to  be  forthwith  fhipped  for  Expor- 
tation, twenty-nine  of  which  Hogfheads  had  been  infpected  at  Warwick,  and  the  Re- 
mainder, having  been  infpected  at  Milner  's  Warehoufes,  was  re-landed  at  Warwick,  for  9 
which  the  Petitioner  had  paid  the  Rent  of  re-landed  Tobacco ;  that,  before  the  Tobacco 
could  be  taken  off,  the  Waters  rofe  between  the  Warehoufes  and  the  Place  where  the  re- 
landed  Tobacco  was ;  that  the  faid  re-landed  Tobacco  was  put  into  Houfes  belonging  to 
the  Petitioner,  near  the  Public  Wharf,  in  order  to  preferve  it,  but  was  foon  carried  off, 
with  the  faid  Houfes;  that  the  Tobacco  Infpected  at  Warwick  was  returned  into  the 
Warehoufes,  which  were  alfo  carried  away;  that  the  Infpeclors  had  not  delivered  out 
the  fhipping  Manifefts  for  the  faid  Tobacco;  that  the  Petitioner,  as  foon  as  it  was  in  his 
Power,  procured  the  faid  Tobacco  to  be  overhauled,  and  that  it  is  now  drying,  and  prop- 
erly attended  to;  but  the  Petitioner  apprehends  there  will  be  a  Lofs  of  one  hundred 
Pounds,  on  the  Tobacco  infpected  at  Warwick,  and  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  on 
that  re-landed  from  Milner 's;  and  therefore  praying  fuch  Relief  as  this  Honourable 
•Houfe  fhall  think  juft  and  reafonable. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
appointed  to  examine  and  ftate  Accounts  of  the  Loffes  fuftained  by  Means  of  the  late 
Frefh;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their 
Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  Counties  of  Augufta,  Botetourt,  Hanover,  and 
Albemarle,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and 
read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  warm  Springs,  in  the  Counties  of  Augufta  and  Botetourt, 
had  been  found  to  be  very  falutary  to  the  defeafed  and  infirm,  who  had  drank  of  their 
W7aters,  but  that  it  is  very  difficult  for  the  Perfons  who  moft  want  that  Relief,  to  pro- 
cure it,  there  being  no  good  Roads  to  thofe  Places;  and  that  great  Advantages  would  be 
derived  to  the  Country7,  by  opening  and  clearing  fuch  Roads  thither;  and  therefore 
propofing,  that  a  Sum  of  Money,  fufneient  for  the  Purpofe,  may  be  allowed  by  the  Public, 
to  open  a  fafe  and  good  Road  from  the  warm  Springs  to  Jenning  '5  Gap ;  that  a  Turnpike 
be  eftablifhed,  at  the  Pafs  of  the  warm  Springs  Mountains,  with  a  reafonable  Toll,  for 
keeping  the  Road  in.  Repair;  and  that  Truftees  be  appointed  to  receive  Subfcriptions, 
as  well  for  keeping  the  Road  in  Repair,  as  for  building  Houfes  for  the  Reception  and 
Security  of  the  poor  Sick  who  refort  to  the  Springs,  and  to  fee  the  public  and  private 
Money,  appropriated  for  the  Purpofes  aforefaid,  faithfully  applied. 

Ordered,  That  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  Petition  be  deferred  till  the  next  Seffion 
of  General  Affembly. 

A  Petition  of  Littleton  Dennis  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  twenty-eight  Hogfheads  of  Tobacco,  containing  twenty-eight  thoufand  two  hundred 
and  feventy-three  Pounds  Weight,  belonging  to  the  Petitioner,  had  been  lately  con- 
fumed  by  Fire,  in  the  Public  Warehoufe  at  Naffwaddox;  and  therefore  praying  that  the 
Value  thereof  may  be  paid  to  him  by  the  Public,  according  to  the  Directions  of  the  Act 
of  General  Affembly. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 

appointed 
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appointed  to  examine  and  ftate  Accounts  of  the  Loffes  fuftained  by  Means  of  the  late 
Frefh;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with,  their 
Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  Table  of  the  Fees  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  of  this  Houfe,  for  Copies  of  private  Acts,  and  of  other  Papers;  and  report 
the  fame  to  the  Houfe. 

And  a  Committee  was  appointed  of  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton,  Mr  Bland,  M1  Treafurer, 
Mr  Henry,  and  Mr  Bauifter. 

And  tlien  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  nine  of  the  Clock. 
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f\RDERED ,  That  the  feveral  Petitions  of  fundry  Freeholders  of  the  County  of

\^f      and  Byrd's,  in  the  faid  County,  and  for  eftablif hing in  their  Room,  Infpections 
on  the  Land  of  Charles  Lewis,  and  alfo  the  feveral  Petitions  of  fundry  In- 
habitants of  the  Counties  of  Amherft,  Buckingham,  Goochland,  and  Henrico,  in  Opposi- 
tion thereto,  which,  upon  Saturday  laft,  were  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  Table,  be  referred 
to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine  and  ftate  Accounts  of 
the  Loffes  fuftained  by  Means  of  the  late  Frefh ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter 
thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Memorial  of  Luke  Luker  and  John  Walter  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ; 
fetting  forth,  that  the  Warehouses  eftablifhed  at  Naffwaddox,  in  the  County  of  Northamp- 
ton, at  wmich  they  Act  as  Infpectors,  were  lately  burnt  by  Accident,  and  forty-two 
Hogfheads  of  infpected  Tobacco,  weighing  forty-two  thoufand  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  Pounds  nett,  confumed  therein ;  and  therefore  referring  it  to  the  Confideration  of 
the  Houfe,  to  provide  for  repairing  the  Lofs  of  the  Sufferers,  in  fuch  Manner  as  to  them 
fhall  feem  juft. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Memorial  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
appointed  to  examine  and  ftate  Accounts  of  the  Loffes  fuftained  by  Means  of  the  late 
Frefh ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their 
Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Member  returned  upon  a  new  Writ,  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be 
taken  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  repeated  and  fubfcribed  the  Teft,  took  his  Place  in 
the  Houfe. 

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee,  appointed  to  examine  and  ftate  Accounts 
of  the  Loffes  fuftained  by  Means  of  the  late  Frefh,  as  well  in  the  Tobacco  infpected,  as 
in  fuch  as  was  brought  to  be  infpected,  but  not  viewed,  at  the  feveral  Public  Ware- 
houfes,  except  fuch  Tobacco  as  had  remained  in  the  faid  Warehoufes  above  a  Year, 
that  the  Committee  had  examined  and  ftated  Accounts  of  the  Loffes  accordingly,  and 
had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  as  it  appeared  to  them,  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read 
the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the 
fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Your  Committee  beg  Leave  to  inform  the  Houfe,  that  upon  examining  the  Accounts 
of  all  the  Infpectors  of  the  feveral  Warehoufes  at  Shockoe's,  Byrd's,  Rocky  Ridge,  and 
Warwick,  they  find  the  total  Lofs  of  the  Tobacco,  at  the  faid  Warehoufes,  to  amount  to 
2-375o4i  Pounds  of  Tobacco;  and  that  the  Expences  attending  the  examining,  forting, 
and  reprizing  the  faid  Tobacco  amount  to  244/.  8  s.  6  d.  a  particular  Account  of  which 
is  ftated  in  a  Schedule  annexed  to  this  Report. 

Your  Committee  beg  Leave  further  to  inform  the  Houfe,  that  at  the  Time  of  the 
Frefh  107  Hogfheads  of  uninfpected  Tobacco  were  lying  at  Byrd's  Warehoufe,  which 
the  Infpectors  have  fince  viewed,  87  Hogfheads  of  which  were  paffed,  and  carried  to  the 
Credit  of  the  Proprietors,  after  cutting  off  9266  Pounds  damaged,  which  ought  to  be 
allowed  to  the  feveral  Proprietors;  the  other  20  Hogfheads  were  refufed,  and  put  by  to 
be  picked. 

That 
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That  131  Hogfhcads  of  uninfpected  Tobacco,  fuppofed  to  be  carried  away  from 
Shockoc's,  have  been  found,  and  perfons  have  been  employed  by  the  Infpeclors  to  pick 
and  reprize  them,  but  no  Account  is  yet  returned  of  the  Quantity  faved. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  Infpeclors  at  Shockoe  's,  Byrd  's  and 
the  Rocky  Ridge,  not  having  proper  Houfes  to  hold  the  Tobacco,  and  not  being  able  to 
hire  Hands  fufiicient  to  examine  all  the  damaged  Tobacco  under  their  own  immediate 
View,  did,  by  the  Advice  of  feveral  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  contract  with 
fundry  Perfons  to  take  feveral  Hogfheads  of  damaged  Tobacco  to  their  Houfes,  to  be 
forted  and  reprized,  and  to  allow  them  one  third  or  one  half  of  the  Tobacco  fas  it  was 
more  or  lefs  damaged)  that  fhould  be  faved;  under  which  Agreement  feveral  Hogfheads 
were  by  the  Infpeclors  delivered  out,  of  which  none  have  yet  been  accounted  for,  except 
8  Hogfheads  returned  to  Rocky  Ridge;  fo  that  the  Savings  upon  this  Tobacco  cannot, 
at  this  Time,  be  afcertained,  but  it  appears  that  it  will  probably  amount,  in  the  Whole, 
to  about  400  Hogfheads,  after  paying  the  Salvage  agreed  for,  including  the  Tobacco 
the  Infpeclors  have  faved  themfelves,  of  which  they  cannot,  at  this  Time,  render  a  par- 
ticular Account. 

It  further  appears  that  at  Shockoe's  were  79  Hogfheads,  and  at  Byrd's  24  Hogfheads 
of  Tobacco  refufed,  and  put  by  to  be  picked,  and  which  were  damaged. 

Your  Committee  are  informed  that  a  confiderable  Number  of  Hogfheads  of  Tobacco 
have  been  taken  up  by  feveral  Perfons,  living  upon  James  River,  below  the  faid  Ware- 
houfes,  great  Part  of  which  have  been  faved.  And  your  Committee  beg  Leave  to  give 
it  as  their  Opinion,  that  the  Tobacco  fo  faved  fhould  be  inquired  into,  and  if  it  fhould 
appear  it  was  carried  from  any  of  the  Public  Warehoufes,  that  it  ought  to  be  accounted 
for  to  the  Public,  after  allowing  a  reafonable  Salvage. 

It  further  appears  that  about  800  Hogfheads  of  Tobacco  were  loft  in  Dixon 's  and 
Falmouth  Warehoufes,  on  Rappahayinock  River,  but  as  the  Infpeclors  are  not  attending, 
and  their  Accounts  are  not  upon  Oath,  the  Committee  have  fent  for  them,  and  cannot 
adjuft  that  Lofs  until  they  fhall  attend.

Expence  and  Trouble ;  and  therefore  praying  that  this  Houfe  will  grant  him  fuch  Re- 
drefs  as  fhall  appear  juft  and  reafonable. 

Ordered,  That  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  Petition  be  deferred  till  the  next  Seffion 
of  General  Affembly. 

A  Petition  of  William  Wilkin fon  and  John  Pinchback,  Inspectors  of  Tobacco  at 
Waddy's  Warehoufes,  in  the  County  of  New  Kent,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe. 
and  read ;  letting  forth  that  the  faid  Warehoufes  were  broken  open  the  eighth  Day  of 
July  laft,  and  five  hundred  and  thirty-fix  Pounds  of  Tobacco  ftolen  out  of  the  lame,  for 
which  the  Petitioners  had  been  obliged  to  pay ;  and  therefore  praying  that  they  may  be 
repaid  for  the  laid  Tobacco.

and  Books,  Proclamations,  and  Public  Advertifements. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Archibald  Cary  do  carry  the  faid  Refolution  to  the  Council,  and 
defire  their  Concurrence. 

A  Petition  of  the  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Lunenburg,  whole 
Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houle,  and  read;  letting  forth, 
that  large  Quantities  of  Tobacco  are  annually  brought  from  North-Carolina  to  this 
Colony,  and  inf peeled,  and  fold  here  moftly  for  Gold  and  Silver,  which  is  carried  out 
from  hence,  and  paffed  at  higher  Rates  than  it  is  here ;  and  that  the  Owners  of  fuch 
Tobacco  do  not  contribute  any  Thing  towards  building  and  lupporting  Bridges,  and 
clearing  and  repairing  Roads ;  and  therefore  praying  that  a  Duty  be  laid  upon  Tobacco, 
imported  from  North-Carolina,  and  that  the  Value  of  Gold  and  Silver  Coin  in  this  Colony 
be  made  equal  to  Sterling,  or  to  what  it  paffeth  for  in  the  neighbouring  Colonies.

A  Petition  of  William  Tebbs  and  Thovnas  Attwell,  Inlpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Quantico 
Warehoufes,  in  the  County  of  Prince  William,  was  prefented  to  the  Houle,  and  read; 
letting  forth,  that  the  laid  Warehoufes  have  long  been,  and  yet  are,  in  a  ruinous  Condi- 
tion 
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tion,  notwithstanding  the  petitioners  have  done  all  in  their  Power  to  get,  them  repaired; 
and  that  by  Means  of  their  Insufficiency,  and  of  the  driving  Rains  this  Summer,  large 
Quantities  of  the  Tobacco  fiored  in  the  faid  Houfes,  have  been  fo  damaged,  that  the 
Owners  refufe  to  receive  them;  and  therefore  praying  that  the  Houfe  will  take  the 
Matter  into  Confideration,  and  fo  provide  that  the  Petitioners  may  be  indemnified 
for  the  Lofs  they  are  likely  to  fuftain,  without  any  Default  in  them.

It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  the  total  Lofs  of  Tobacco  at  the  faid  Warehoufes 
amounts  to  feven  hundred  and  eighty-five  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  of 
Tobacco;  and  that  the  Expences  attending  the  forting  and  reprizing  the  faid  Tobacco 
amount  to  one  hundred  and  eleven  Pounds  fix  Shillings  and  fix  Pence ;  that  forty -eight 
thoufand  nine  hundred  and  two  Pounds  were  faved  out  of  the  damaged  Tobacco,  and 
fold  by  the  Infpectors,  by  the  Advice  of  King  George  County  Court,  for  four  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  Pounds  eighteen  Shillings  and  four  Pence,  a  particular  Account  whereof  is 
ftated  in  a  Schedule  annexed  to  this  Report. 

It  further  appears  to  the  Committee,  that  about  fifty  Hogfheads  of  uninfpected 
Tobacco,  and  thirty  Hogfheads  that  had  been  refufed  and  not  picked,  were  carried  from 
Falmouth  Warehoufe  by  the  Frefh.

On  which  Day,  being  the  firft  Day  of  the  meeting  of  this  General  Affembly,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  feveral  Proclamations  hereunto  annexed,  and  the  Writs,  which  had  before 
iffued  for  that  Purpofe,  feveral  of  the  Commiffioners,  named  in  the  Commiffion  hereunto 
alfo  annexed,  attended  in  the  Council  Chamber,  with  the  Clerk,  and  adminiftered  the 
Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken  by  the  Members  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  to  fuch  of  the 
faid  Members  as  then  appeared;  which  being  done,  the  Members  all  repaired  to  their 
Seats  in  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes:  After  which  a  Meffage  was  delivered  by  John  Blair, 
Efquire,  Clerk  of  the  General  Affembly. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Governor  commands  this  Houfe  to  attend  his  Excellency  immediately  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Accordingly  the  Houfe  went  up  to  attend  his  Excellency  in  the  Council  Chamber, 
where  his  Excellency  was  pleaf ed  to  fay  to  them : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,

Mr  Randolph  was  elected  without  Oppohtion,  and  was  taken  out  of  his  Place  by 
two  Members,  who  led  him  from  thence  to  the  Chair,  and  having  afcended  the  upper- 
moft  Step,  and  ftanding  there,  Mr  Randolph  returned  his  Thanks  to  the  Houfe  for  this 
recent  Inf  tance  of  their  Approbation,  and  allured  them  that  he  would  endeavor  to  con- 
duct himfelf  with  Attention,  Impartiality,  and  Steadinefs,  in  the  Difcharge  of  the  im- 
portant Duties  of  his  Office.

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They  accordingly  withdrew,  and,  being  returned,  Mr  Bland  reported,  that  the  Gov- 
ernor was  pleafed  to  fay,  he  would  fend  an  Anfwer  by  a  Meffenger  of  his  own. 
A  Meffage  from  the  Governor  by  Mr  Blair : 

Mr  Speaker, 

The  Governor  commands  this  Houfe  to  attend  his  Excellency  immediately  in  the 
Council  Chamber. 


Accordingly  Mr  Speaker  elect,  with  the  Houfe,  went  up  to  attend  his  Excellency  in  the 
Council  Chamber;  and  he  was  pleafed  to  declare  his  Approbation  of  their  Choice. 

Then  Mr  Speaker  did,  in  the  Name  and  on  Behalf  of  the  Houfe,  lay  Claim  to  all  their 
antient  Rights  and  Privileges,  particularly  a  Freedom  of  Speech  and  Debate,  Exemption 
from  Arrefts,  and  Protection  for  their  Eftates;and  laftly,  for  himfelf,  requefted  that  his 
Errors  might  not  be  imputed  to  the  Houfe.

Mr  Speaker  reported,  that  the  Houfe  had  attended  the  Governor  in  the  Council 
Chamber;  where  his  Excellency  was  pleafed  to  approve  the  Choice  they  had  made  of 
him  to  be  their  Speaker,  and  to  grant  and  allow  to  them,  upon  Petition  of  Claim  made 
by  him  to  his  Excellency,  in  the  Name  and  on  the  Behalf  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  all 
their  antient  Rights  and  Privileges ;  particularly  a  Freedom  of  Speech  and  Debate,  Ex- 
emption from  Arrefts,  and  Protection  for  their  Eftates. 

Mr  Speaker  alfo  reported,  that  the  Governor  was  pleafed  to  make  a  Speech  to  the 
Council  and  this  Houfe ;  of  which  Mr  Speaker  faid,  he  had,  to  prevent  Mif takes,  obtained 
a  Copy ;  which  he  read  to  the  Houfe,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and 
Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I  am  happy  that  the  Circumftances  of  the  Colony,  corref ponding  with  my  own  Defiresy 
give  me  an  Opportunity,  fo  foon  after  my  Entrance  upon  this  Government,  of  procuring 
your  Advice  and  Affiftance,  to  enable  me  to  execute  the  high  and  arduous  Truft,  which  is 
repofed  in  me,  in  a  Manner  that  may  prove  fatif factory  to  our  gracious  Sovereign,  by  being 
beneficial  to  his  faithful  Subjeds  of  this  antient  Dominion. 

It  is  my  ardent  Wifh,  and  fhall  be  my  conftant  Endeavor,  that  my  Adminiftration 
may  be  marked  by  ufeful  Services  to  the  Colony;  to  this  End,  if  any  Improvements  can  be 
introduced,  upon  wife  and  pradicable  Principles,  you  may  depend  on  my  zealous  Co-opera- 
tion; if  proper  Means  can  be  fallen  upon  to  dired  the  Skill,  and  invigorate  the  Indufiry  of 
the  People,  in  making  the  beft  Ufe  of  the  natural  Advantages  of  this  Country,  to  which  Prov- 
idence has  been  fo  eminently  bountiful;  to  regulate  and  encourage  Agriculture ,  the  Objed 
of  greateft  Concern  to  every  Country,  which  cannot  fail  to  extend  your  Commerce,  open  new 
Sources  of  Wealth,  and  add  frefh  Motives,  of  mutual  Benefit,  ftill  to  increafe  the  Depend- 
ence of  this  important  Colony  and  the  Parent  Country  on  each  other,  it  will  be  extreynely 
agreeable  to  me  to  labour  towards  accomplifhing  fuch  defirable  Purpofes. 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I  have  nothing  in  particular  to  afk  of  you  at  this  Time:  The  Zeal  for  the  public  Good, 
which,  I  am  perfuaded,  will  aduate  all  the  Proceedings  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  renders 
fuperflucus  any  Exhortations  of  mine,  to  excite  you  to  avoid  unneceffary  Delays,  and  thereby 
an  Increafe  of  Expences  to  your  Conftituents. 

Gentlemen  of  tlie  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and 
Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I  have  only  to  add,  that  you  fhall  find  me  ready  to  concur  with  you  in  whatever  is  for

Were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read.

coverably wounded  in  one  of  his  Legs,  and  foon  after  died ;  and  therefore  praying  that 
the  faid  Petitioner  may  be  allowed  the  Value  of  the  faid  Slave.

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SEVERAL- other  Members  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken  by  Adfc 
of  Parliament,  and  repeated  and  fubfcribed  the  Teft,  took  their  Places  in  the 
Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton,  and    Mr  Mitchell,  be  added  to  the 
Committee  for  Religion. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Mitchell  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Trade. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  James  Henry,  and  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton,  be  added  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  propofitions  and  Grievances. 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Nanfemond,  whofe  Names  are  there- 
unto fubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  a  Bridge  over 
the  North  Fork  of  the  Weftern  Branch  of  Nanfemond  River,  from  the  Land  of  Thomas 
Milner,  to  the  Land  of  Jacob  Darden,  would  be  very  beneficial  to  many  People  who  carry 
their  Commodities  to  Market  at  Milner' s  Warehoufe,  in  the  faid  County,  as  well  as  to  the 
Merchants  trading  there;  and  that  the  Expence  of  building  a  Bridge  is  propofed  to  be 
wholly  defrayed  by  Subfcribers.  and  therefore  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  to  impower 
fome  perfons  to  receive  Subfcriptions,  and,  with  the  Money  thereby  raifed,  erect  a 
Bridge  at  the  Place  aforefaid. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  propofitions  and  Grievances,  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  the  Governor,  to  order  a  new  Writ  to  iffue 
for  the  electing  of  a  Burgefs  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly,  for  the  County  of 
King  William,  in  the  Room  of  Mr  Philip  Whitehead  Claiborne,  deceafed,  and  that  Mr 
Aylett  do  wait  upon  his  Excellency  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  the  Governor,  to  order  a  new  Writ  to  iffue  for 
the  electing  of  a  Burgefs  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly,  for  the  County  of 
Buckingham,  in  the  Room  of  Mr  Benjamin  Howard,  deceafed,  and  that  Mr  Bell  do  wait 
upon  his  Excellency  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

Mr  Treafurer  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  that  the 
Committee  had  examined  the  Returns  of  feveral  Writs  for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in 
this  prefent  General  Affembly,  and  had  agreed  upon  a  Report,  which  they  had  directed 
him  to  make  to  the  Houfe,  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered 
it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Your  Committee  -beg  Leave  to  report  to  the  Houfe,  that  no  Return  hath  been  made 
of  the  Writ  for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County 
of  Halifax;  and  that  the  Return  of  the  Writ  for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this  prefent 
General  Affembly  for  the  County  of  Surry, is  made  in  the  following  Words,  viz.  "  This  is  to 
certify  that  by  Virtue  of  this  Writ,  an  Election  was  made  for  the  County  of  Surry,  and 
'■wo  Burgeffes  chofen,  to  wit,  Hartwell  Cocke,  and  Allen  Cocke,  Gentlemen,  to  ferve  tlie 
1&id  County;  but  Thomas  Bailey,  the  then  Sheriff,  who  was  taken  ill,  and  died  before  a 
Proper  Certificate  of  their  being  elected  was  made,  and  figned.  Given  utuier  my  liand  this 
12*  Day  of  February,  1772.     William  Bailey,  D.  5." 

The  faid  Report  being  read  a  fecond  Time ; 

A  Member  acquainted  the  Houfe,  that,  between  the  Tefte  and  Return  of  the  faid 
Writ  for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  for  the  County  of  Halifax,  there  was  no  Sheriff  quali- 
fied to  execute  the  fame:  And  thereupon, 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  the  Governor,  to  order  a  new  Writ  to  iffue  for 
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the  electing  of  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly,  for  the  County  of 
Halifax,  no  Members  having  been  returned  to  ferve  for  that  County  by  Virtue  of  the 
former  Writ;  and  that  Mr  Carriftgton  do  wait  upon  his  Excellency  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

Ordered,  That  fo  much  of  the  faid  Report  as  relates  to  the  Return  of  the  faid  Writ 
for  ele<fting  Burgeffes  to  ferve  for  the  County  of  Surry  be  re-committed  to  the  faid 
Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections. 

Mr  Bland  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  for  altering  the  Court 
Day  of  Surry  County   and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Mr  Treasurer  reported  to  the  Houfe,  that  the  Governor  having  been  waited  on,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  Order  of  Yefterday,  to  know  his  Pleafure  when  he  would  be  attended  by 
this  Houfe,  had  been  pleafed  to  appoint  to  be  attended  Tomorrow,  at  two  of  the  Clock 
in  the  Afternoon,  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read  for  the  Houfe  to  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of 
the  whole  Houfe,  to  take  into  Confideration  the  Governor's  Speech ; 

Ordered,  That  his  Excellency's  Speech  to  the  Council  and  this  Houfe  be  referred 
to  the  faid  Committee. 

Then  the  Houfe  refolved  itfelf  into  the  faid  Committee. 

Mr  Speaker  left  the  Chair. 

Mr  Bland  took  the  Chair  of  the  Committee. 

Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair.  ' 

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee,  that  they  had  made  a  Progrefs  in  the  Matter 
to  them  referred;  and  that  he  was  directed  by  the  Committee  to  move  that  they  may 
have  Leave  to  fit  again. 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  upon  Tuefday  next,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  take  into  their  further  Confideration  the  Governor's  Speech. 

Mr  Cary  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  that  the  Committee  had 
examined  the  Matter  of  the  petition  of  Wills  Cowper,  to  them  referred,  and  had  come  to 
a  Refolution,  which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report 
in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolution 
of  the  Committee  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

■Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  laid  Petition  be  rejected. 

The  faid  Petition  being  read  a  fecond  Time ; 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Report  be  re-committed  to  the  faid  Committee  of  Public 
Claims. 

A  Petition  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council,  of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk, 
and  of  feveral  other  Perfons,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the 
Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  large  Quantities  of  Gunpowder  being  frequently 
ftored  in  Warehoufes,  in  the  faid  Borough,  not  to  be  retailed  there,  but  to  be  tranf ported 
to  other  Places,  the  Petitioners  are  iuftly  apprehenfive  their  Perfons  and  property,  in 
Cafe  of  Fire,  are  expofed  to  great  Danger,  which  they  cannot  effectually  guard  againft, 
the  Chamber  of  the  Borough  being  deficient,  and  the  Common  Hall  having  no  Power 
by  a  Tax  to  defray  the  Expence  of  providing  a  fafe  Repofitory  for  fo  combuftible  an 
Article ;  and  therefore  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  to  empower  the  Common  Hall  of 
the  faid  Borough  to  affefs,  on  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  fo  much  Money  as  will  be  fufn- 
cient  for  buying  a  Lot  of  Ground,  and  building  a  Magazine,  and  to  compel  Perfons  bring- 
ing Gunpowder  to  the  faid  Borough,  to  ftore  the  fame  in  the  faid  Magazine. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Lunenburg,  whofe  Names  are  there- 
unto fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  the  Petitioners, 
being  of  the  Society  of  Chriftians,  called  Bapiifts,  find  themfelves  reftricted  in  the  Ex- 
ercife  of  their  Religion,  their  Teachers  imprifoned  under  various  Pretences,  and  the 
Benefits  of  the  Toleration  Act  denied  them,  although  they  are  willing  to  conform  to  the 
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true  Sj>irit  of  that  Act,  and  are  loyal  and  quiet  Subjects;  and  therefore  praying  that  they 
may  be  treated  with  the  fame  kind  Indulgence,  in  religious  Matters,  as  Quakers,  Prefby- 
terians,  and  other  Proteftant  Dificnters,' enjoy. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion,  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning  eleven  of  the  Clock. 
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SEVERAL  other  Members,  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken  by  Act 
of  Parliament,  and  repeated  and  fubferibed  the  Teft,  took  their  places  in  the 
Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  Natlianiel  Weft  Dandridge,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ; 
fetting  forth,  that  by  an  Act  of  General  Affembly,  made  in  the  feventh  Year  of  the  Reign 
of  his  Prefent  Majefty,  intituled  An  Ad1  to  veft  certain  intailcd  Lands  in  Nathaniel  Weft 
Dandridge,  Ef autre,  in  Fee  Simple,  and  for  fettling  Slaves  in  Lieu  thereof,  A  Tract  of  Land, 
on  Turkey  Creek,  in  the  County  of  Hanover,  whereof  the  Petitioner  was  feized  as  Tenant 
in  Tail,  and  the  Boundaries  of  which  were  by  the  Act  fuppofed  to  include  fourteen 
Hundred  and  fixty-fix  Acres  and  a  Half,  was  vefted  in  him  in  Fee  Simple,  and  certain 
Slaves,  of  greater  or  equal  Value,  were  fettled  in  Lieu  thereof;  and  further  fetting  forth, 
that  the  Survey  of  the  faid  Land,  made  before  that  paffmg  of  the  Act,  was  erroneous,  it 
appearing  by  a  late  accurate  Refurvey  thereof,  that  within  the  faid  Boundaries  are  con- 
tained no  more  than  eleven  Hundred  and  feventy-feven  Acres,  and  therefore  praying 
that  out  of  the  adjacent  Lands,  whereof  the  Petitioner  is  feized  as  Tenant  in  Fee  Tail, 
the  Deficiency,  being  two  Hundred  and  eighty-nine  Acres,  may  be  vefted  in  him  in  Fee 
Simple. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid 
Petition,  and  that  Mr  Patrick  Henry  do  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections, 
to  whom  it  was  re-committed,  the  Matter,  as  it  appeared  to  them,  touching  the  Election, 
for  the  County  of  Surry,  together  with  the  Refolution  of  the  Committee  thereupon ;  and 
he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table, 
where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  the  Writ  for  the  faid  Election  came  to  the  Hands 
of  Mr  John  Watkins,  then  Sheriff  of  the  faid  County,  who  appointed  the  Election  to  be 
held  at  the  Court-Houfe,  on  the  25th  Day  of  November,  and  made  due  Publication  of  the 
faid  Writ  and  Appointment;  that  before  the  Day  of  Election,  Mr  Thomas  Bailey  was 
appointed,  and  duly  qualified,  as  Sheriff  of  the  faid  County,  and  on  the  faid  25th  Day  of 
November,  at  the  Court-Houfe,  proceeded  to  the  making  of  the  Election  in  a  regular 
Manner; -the  Polls  of  which  being  laid  before  the  Committee,  the  Numbers  of  Voters 
thereupon  appear  as  followeth,  viz.

Upon  wrhich  Mr  Bailey,  the  Sheriff,  proclaimed  Mr  Hartwell  Cocke,  and  Mr  Allen 
Cocke,  duly  elected  to  ferve  as  Burgeffes  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  faid 
County ;  but  before  a  Return  was  made  of  the  faid  Writ,  and  within  a  very  few  Days 
after  the  Election,  the  faid  Thomas  Bailey  died,  without  making  fuch  Return;  and  Mr 
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William  Bailey,  who  was  a  Deputy  of  the  faid  Thomas  Bailey,  and  prefent    and  affifting 
at  the  taking  of  the  Poll,  made  the  Certificate  annexed  to  the  Writ. 

Upon  the  whole  Matter,  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the*  faid  Hartwell  Cocke, 
and  Allen  Cocke,  ought  to  be  admitted  to  their  Seats  in  the  Houfe,  as  Members  for  the. 
faid  County,  notwithftanding  the  Return  of  the  faid  Writ  is  not,  and  from  the  peculiar 
Circumftances  of  the  Cafe  cannot  be,  made  in  the  Form  prefcribed  by  Law. 

Mr  Riddick  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  prevent  Hogs  and 
Goats  going  at  Large  in  the  Town  of  Suffolk;  and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the 
firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Aylett,  and  Mr  Claiborne,  be  added  to  the  Committee  for  Religion. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Boiling,  Mr  Baffett,  and  Mr  Mofeley,  be  added  to  the  Committee 
of  Privileges  and  Elections. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Aylett,  Mr  Holt,  Mr  Corbin,  Mr  Mann  Page,  Mr  Brooke,  and  Mr  Allen 
Cocke,  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  proportions  and  Grievances. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Mofeley  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Trade. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Corbin,  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims. 

Refolved,  That  all  have  Voices  who  come  to  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and 
Elections ;  and  that  this  be  declared  a  ftanding  Order  of  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections, 
that  the  Committee  had,  according  to  Order,  examined  the  Returns  of  feveral  Writs 
for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly,  and  compared  the  fame 
with  the  Form  prefcribed  by  Law,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions,  which  they  had 
directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards 
delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Returns  of  the  feveral 
Writs  for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  Counties 
of  Accomack,  Albemarle,  Caroline,  Charles  City,  Cumberland,  Elizabeth  City,  Fauquier, 
Gloucefter,  Hanover,  King  elf  Queen,  King  William,  Lancafter,  Lunenburg,  Nanfemond, 
New  Kent,  Norfolk,  Northumberland,  Pittfyivania,  and  York,  and  for  the  City  of  Williamf- 
burg,  and  Borough  of  Norfolk,  are  made  in  the  Form  prefcribed  by  Law. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Returns  of  the  feveral 
Writs  for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  Counties  of 
Amelia,  Augufta,  Botetourt,  Brunfwick,  Buckingliam,  Charlotte,  Che fter field,  Dinwiddie, 
Fairfax,  Goochland,  Henrico,  James  City,  I  fie  of  Wight,  Louifa,  Mecklenburg,  Middle  f ex, 
Nortliampton,  Prince  George,  Richmond,  Southampton,  Spotfylvania,  Stafford,  Suffex, 
Warwick,  and  Weftmoreland,  for  the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  and  for  Jameftown, 
are  not  made  in  the  Form  prefcribed  by  Law. 

The  faid  Refoluticms  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

The  Houfe  being  informed  that  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  I  fie  of  Wight  attended ; 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Sheriff  do  amend  his  Return  of  the  Writ  for  electing:  Burgeffes 
to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County  of  I  fie  of  Wight;  and  he  amended 
the  faid  R.eturn  accordingly. 

Ordered,  That  the  Returns  of  the  feveral  Writs  for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this 
prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  other  Counties  in  the  laft  Refolution  mentioned,  be 
amended  by  the  Clerk  at  the  Table ;  and  the  faid  Returns  were  amended  by  the  Clerk 
accordingly. 

A  Meffage  from  the  Governor  by  Mr  Blair; 

Mr  Speaker, 

The  Governor  is  now  ready  to  receive  the  Addrefs  of  your  Houfe  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Accordingly  W  Speaker,  with  the  Houfe,  went  up ;  and  being  returned,  he  reported,

had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions,  which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ; 
and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table; 
where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as  followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Perfons  who  voted  at 
the  laid  Election,  whofe  Freeholds  are  queftioned  either  by  the  Petitioner,  or  fitting 
Member,  be  examined  before  Lyddal  Bacon,  Thomas  Wynne,  Eli f ha  Betts,  Thomas  Tabb, 
William  Taylor,  Anthony  Street,  Abraham  Maury,  and  Jonathan  Patterfon,  Gentlemen, 
or  any  five  of  them,  whether  they  be  Freeholders  or  not,  except  f uch  of  them  as  did  f  wear 
to  their  Freeholds  at  the  faid  Elections. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petitioner  and  fitting 
Member  be  at  Liberty  to  examine  Witneffes  before  the  fame  perfons,  as  to  the  Free- 
holds or  other  Qualifications  of  any  Perfon,  who  voted  at  the  faid  Election,  although 
fuch  Perfon  fwore  to  his  Freehold  at  the  Election, or  fhall  fwear  to  the  fame  at  the  Exami- 
nation ;  and  that  it  be  an  Inftruction  to  the  Perfons,  before  whom  fuch  Examinations  are 
taken,  to  examine  how  long  fuch  Voters  have  been  in  Poffeffion  of,  and  paid  Quit  rents 
for,  the  Lands  or  Tenements,  in  Right  of  which  they  voted  at  the  Election,  and  that  they 
return  the  Depofitions  they  fhall  take  before  the  17th  Day  of  March  next. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  petitioner  give  the 
fitting  Member  ten  Days  Notice  of  the  Time  and  Place  when  and  where  he  intends  to 
examine  his  Witneffes ;  alf o  a  Lift  in  Writing  of  the  Names  of  the  Voters  he  intends  to 
except  to,diftinguifhing  againft  each  Name  the  feveral  Heads  of  Exception ;  and  that  the 
fitting  Member  do  the  like  to  the  Petitioner. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  further  Confideration 
of  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  faid  17th  Day  of  March  next. 

The  faid  Refolutions  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning  eleven  of  the  Clock. 
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MR  Bland  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  that 
the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matter  of  feveral  Petitions  to    them  refer-

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  divers  In- 
habitants of  the  County  of  Southampton,  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  to  impower  them 
to  take  a  Toll  of  all  Waggons  paffmg  the  Bridges  over  Nottoway  River,  within  the  faid 
County,  be  rejected. 

Refolved 
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Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  feveral 
Perfons  of  the  County  of  Nanfemond,  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  to  impower  Perfons 
to  receive  Subfcriptions  for  building  a  Bridge  over  the  North  Fork  of  the  Western  Branch 
of  Nanfemond  River,  is  reafonable. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Common  Council,  and  other  Perfons,  of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk,  praying 
that  an  Act  may  pafs  to  impower  the  Common  Hall  of  the  faid  Borough  to  affefs  on  the 
Inhabitants  thereof  fo  much  Money  as  will  be  fuflicient  for  buying  a  Lot  of  Ground,  and 
building  a  Magazine,  and  to  compel  Perfons  bringing  Gunpowder  to  the  faid  Borough, 
to  ftore  the  fame  in  the  faid  Magazine,  is  reafonable. 

The  faid  Refolutions,  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Bills  be  brought  in  upon  the  fecond  and  third  Refolutions;  and  that 
the  Committee  of  Propolitions  and  Grievances  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

A  Petit-ton  of  feveral  perfons  of  the  Parifh  of  Saint  John,  in  the  County  of  King 
William,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Hotife,  and  read; 
fetting  forth,  that  the  Veftry  of  the  faid  Parifh  are  divided  among  themf elves  by  Party- 
fpirit,  which  prevents  their  meetings,  and  interrupts  their  proceeding  in  the  Affairs  of 
the  Parifh,  and  that  they  are  purfuing  Meafures  detrimental  to  the  Parifhioners;  and 
therefore  praying  that  the  faid  Vef try  may  be  diffolved. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion,  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Cary  reported,  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
Wills  Cowper  had  been  referred,  and  to  whom  the  Report  of  the  Matter  of  the  faid  Peti- 
tion was  re-committed,  that  the  Committee  had  further  confidered  the  Matter  of  the 
faid  petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  as  it  appeared  to  them,  together 
with  the  Ref olution  of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report 
in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  fame  was 
read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  a  Certificate  of  Mr  Jofiah  Riddick,  from  the 
County  of  Nanfemond,  that  he  was  applied  to  by  Wills  Cowper,  on  the  10th  Day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1 77 1,  being  Sunday,  for  an  Outlawry  againft  a  Negro  of  the  faid  Cowper' s,  who 
was  then  run  away;  but  as  there  was  to  be  no  Sermon  that  Day,  he  did  not  grant  one. 
The  Sunday  following  Mr  Cowper  fent  a  Meffage  to  Mr  Riddick,  to  know  if  his  Negro  was 
outlawed,  and,  if  not,  defired  him  to  do  it  that  Day.  But  there  being  a  deep  Snow  on 
the  Ground,  Mr  Riddick  apprehending  that  there  would  be  Nobody  at  Church,  again 
neglected  to  make  the  Outlawry.  That  afternoon  he  was  informed,  that  one  James 
Bates  had  carried  the  Negro  Home  to  his  Mafter ;  but  in  taking  him  the  Negro  was  fo 
wounded,  that  he  died  in  a  fhort  Time  afterwards.  Mr  Riddick  certifies,  that  the  faid 
Negro  was,  in  his  Opinion,  worth  feventy-five  Pounds. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  the  Depofition  of  James  Bates,  that  he 
(Bates)  was  informed  that  Mr  Cowper' s  Runaway  Negro  Frank  had  ftolen  an  Ax  that 
Night ;  and  that  if  he  would  go  after  him,  the  Negro  might  be  taken.  That  Bates  pre- 
vailed on  his  Brother  to  go  with  him ;  but  being  feparated  in  the  Woods,  the  Deponent 
difcovered  a  Camp,  and  in  it  the  Slave  in  the  petition  mentioned,  with  a  large  Knife  in 
one  Hand,  and  a  Club  in  the  other.  That  he  (Bates)  ordered  the  Negro  to  furrender, 
or  threatened  that  he  would  fhoot  him.  The  Negro  told  him  to  fhoot,  and  be  damned, 
and  advanced  upon  him  almoft  to  the  Muzzle  of  the  Gun.  Bates,  thinking  his  Life  in 
Danger,  fired  upon  the  Slave,  and  wounded  him  in  the  right  Leg.  On  which  the  Negro 
knocked  him  down  with  the  Club,  and  run  off.  As  foon  as  Bates  recovered,  he  called 
for  his  Companions,  but  they  not  joining  him,  he  purfued  the  Negro  himfelf,  and  in  a 
fmall  Diftance  came  up  with  him,  and  difcovered  him  whetting  his  Knife  on  his  Hand. 
Bates  then  clubbed  his  Gun,  knocked  the  Fellow  down,  and  wounded  him  in  the  Head 
with  the  Cock  of  his  Gun,  notwithftanding  which  he  would  not  fubmit,  till  a  Negro 

belonging 
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belonging  to  Mills  Riddick  came  up.  Bates  then  carried  the  Negro  to  his  Mafter,  who 
immediately  fent  for  a  Doctor,  and  the  Negro  died,  as  the  Deponent  was  informed,  a 
few  Days  after,  of  a  Mortification. 

It  alfo  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  the  Depofition  of  Doctor  Colqohoun,  that  on 
the  17  th  Day  of  February,  1 771,  he  was  fent  for  by  Mr  Cow  per  to  a  Negro  of  his  who  had 
been  fhot.  That  he  found  the  Negro  wounded  in  the  right  Leg,  and  on  the  Head.  That, 
notwithftanding  all  his  Care,  a  Mortification  came  on  in  his  Leg  and  Thigh,  of  which  he 
died  in  a  few  Days. 

It  does  not  appear  to  your  Committee,  that  the  Negro  had  been  Guilty  of  any  Felony, 
or  that  his  Mafter  had  made  Application  to  any  other  Magif trate  but  Mr  Riddick,  for 
an  Outlawry. 

Whereupon  your  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Slave  ought  not  to 
be  paid  for  by  the  Public. 

The  faid  Refolution  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  Peter  Pelliam,  Keeper  of  the  Public  Gaol,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
and  read;  letting  forth,  that  the  Salary  of  forty  Pounds  per  Annum,  granted  to  the 
Petitioner  by  the  laft  General  Affembly,  will  ceafe  at  the  End  of  this  Seffion  of  Affembly, 
unlefs  it  be  continued;  and  that,  from  the  Scarcity  and  Dearnefs  of  Provifions,  it  is 
difficult  to  afford  a  comfortable  Subfiftence  to  the  unhappy  Prif oners  under  his  Care, 
out  of  the  ten  Pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Day,  allowed  for  the  Maintenance  of  each  of  them ; 
and  therefore  praying  that  his  Salary  may  be  further  continued,  and  that  he  may  have 
fuch  other  Relief  as  to  the  Houfe  may  feem  reafonable. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  propofitions  and  Grievances,  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  John  Page  be  added  to  the  Committee  for  Religion. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Riddick  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe 
till  Monday  Sevennight. 

Mr  Patrick  Henry  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  dock  the 
Intail  of  certain  Lands  whereof  Nathaniel  Weft  Dandridge  is  feized ;  and  the  fame  was 
received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Thornton  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe 
till  Thurfday  next. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Langhorne  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tmnorrow  Morning  eleven  of  the  Clock.

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  at  the  firft  Seffion  of  the  faid  Affembly,  it  was 
ordered,  that  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Accomack,  praying  that  the  faid  County  may  be  divided, 
and  the  Petition  of  feveral  other  Perfons  of  the  faid  County  in  Oppofition  to  the  faid 
Divifion,  were  feverally  referred,  fhould  be  difcharged  from  proceeding  upon  the  faid 

petitions 
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petitions,  and  the  Confideration  of  the  [aid  Petitions  was  deferred  till  the  then  next 
Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  the  Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony,  praying  that  the  Brick- 
He- ufc  Landing,  on  Wafhington's  Land,  in  the  County  of  Weftmoreldhd,  may  be  declared 
a  Public  Landing,  and  a  Road  opened  from  thence  to  the  Weftmor eland  main  Road;  Alfo 

The  Petition  of  divers  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Charlotte  and  Halifax, 
praying  that  the  Ferry  over  Staunton  River,  at  Fuqua  's,  may  be  removed  to  a  Ford  two 
Miles  above  the  faid  Fuqua' s;  Alfo, 

The  Petition  of  divers  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Bedford,  praying  that  an  Act 
may  pafs  directing  Slopes  to  be  made  in  Mill-Dams,  and  impowering  certain  Perfons  to 
prefcribe  the  Method  of  making  fuch  Slope5;  Alfo, 

The  Petition  of  divers  Inhabitants  on  Goofe  Creek,  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  praying 
that  Jeremiah  Early  may  be  compelled  to  open  a  Gate  in  his  Mill- Dam,  at  the  Mouth  of 
the  faid  Creek,  for  the  Admiflion  of  Fifh;  Alfo, 

The  Petitions  of  divers  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Stafford,  King  George,  and 
Weftmoreland,  for  reforming  the  Boundaries  of  the  faid  Counties  refpectively ;  And  alfo, 

The  Petitions  of  divers  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Richmond  and  Weft- 
moreland, in  Oppofition  thereto,  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  to  examine  into  the  Matter 
thereof,  and  to  report  their  Opinion  thereupon  to  the  Houfe ;  that  the  faid  Committee 
reported  that  they  had  had  the  fame  under  their  Confideration,  and  were  of  the  Opinion, 
in  which  the  Houfe  agreed,  that  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  Petitions  fhould  be  referred 
to  the  then  next  Seffion  of  Affembly : 

That  the  Petition  of  Benjamin  Grymes,  in  Behalf  of  himfelf  and  his  Creditors,  to  be 
allowed  a  reafonable  Satiffaction  for  the  Damage  done  their  Slave,  who  was  committed 
to  Gaol  for  Hogftealing,  and  was  froftbitten  during  his  Confinement ;  Alfo, 

The  Petition  of  John  Doncaftle,  fetting  forth  that  he  long  fince  had  paid  two  hundred 
and  fifty  nine  Pounds  eighteen  Shillings  for  the  Hire  of  2  Waggons  226  Days  in  the  Ser- 
vice of  this  Colony,  for  which  he  never  received  Satiffaction,  having  been  prevented 
from  an  earlier  Application  to  the  Houfe,  and  praying  Relief,  were  feverally  prefented 
to  the  Houfe,  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  examine 
into  the  Matter  thereof,  and  to  report  their  Opinion  thereupon  to  the  Houfe ;  that  the 
faid  Committee  reported  that  they  had  had  the  fame  under  their  Confideration,  and  were 
of  Opinion,  in  which  the  Houfe  agreed,  that  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  Petitions  fhould 
be  referred  to  the  then  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

It  alfo  appears  to  this  Committee,  that  at  the  fecond  Seffion  of  the  faid  Affembly, 
it  was  ordered  that  the  Confideration  of  all  fuch  Propofitions  and  Petitions  as  were 
deferred  from  the  firft  till  the  fecond  Seffion  of  Affembly,  and  all  fuch  Public  Claims, 
Propofitions,  and  Petitions,  as  had  come,  or  fhould  come,  certified  to  the  faid  fecond 
Seffion,  fhould  be  deferred  till  the  next  Seffion  of  the  General  Affembly : 

That  feveral  Petitions  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Spotfylvania,  whofe 
Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  were  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  the  Petitioners  have  long  laboured  under  many  Grievances,  from  the  inconvenient 
Situation  of  their  County  Court  Houfe,  and  praying  the  Houfe  to  make  Application  to  the 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  Colony,  to  iffue  his  Writ  of  Adjournment,  and  appoint  the 
Court  to  be  held  at  fome  Place  nearef t  to  the  Center  of  the  County ;  Alfo, 

Several  Petitions  of  the  Inhabitants  in  the  Fork  of  Rapidan  and  Robinfon  Rivers, 
in  the  County  of  Culpeper,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  were  prefented  to  the 
Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  Petitioners  live  much  further  from  the  Court  - 
Houfe  in  their  own  County,  than  they  do  from  the  Court-Houfe  in  the  County  of  Orange, 
and  praying  that  fo  much  of  the  County  of  Culpeper  as  is  between  the  Rapidan  and 
Robinfon  Rivers  may  be  added  to  the  County  of  Orange;  Alfo, 

A  Petition  of  the  Yeftrymen  of  the  Parilh  of  Hamilton,  in  the  County  of  Fauquier, 
whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  in  Behalf  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Parifh, 
was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  before  the  late  Divifion  of  the 

faid 
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(aid  Parifh,  made  by  Act  of  General  Affembly,  a  Majority  of  one  hundred  Tithables,  by 
Agreement,  was  to  be  left  therein,  but  that,  by  the  Line  eftablifhed,  the  faid  Parifh  hath, 
inftead  of  a  Majority,  fixty  Tithables  fewer  than  the  other  Parifh  of  Leeds,  and  pray- 
ing that  an  Act  may  pafs  for  dividing  the  faid  Parifhes,  by  a  Line  beginning  at  the  Place 
mentioned  in  the  faid  Act  of  Affembly,  and  running  from  thence,  in  a  direct  Courfe,  to 
the  Mouth  of  Carter's  Run,  which  will  include  fuch  a  Number  of  Tithables  as  the  Peti- 
tioners think  themfelves  entitled  to  by  the  faid  Agreement ;  Alfo, 

A  Peiition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  Counties  of  Augufta,  Botetourt,  Hanover,  and 
Albemarle,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read; 
fetting  forth,  that  the  Warm  Springs  in  the  Counties  of  Augufta  and  Botetourt  had  been 
found  to  be  very  falutary  to  the  Difeafed  and  Infirm,  who  had  drank  of  their  Waters, 
but  that  it  is  very  difficult  for  the  Perfons  who  moft  want  that  Relief  to  procure  it,  there 
being  no  good  Roads  to  thofe  Places;  and  that  great  Advantages  would  be  derived  to 
the  Country  by  opening  and  clearing  fuch  Roads  thither,  and  propofing  that  a  Sum  of 
Money,  fufricient  for  the  Purpofe,  may  be  allowed  by  the  Public,  to  open  a  fafe  and  good 
Road  from  the  Warm  Springs  to  J ening's  Gap;  that  a  Turnpike  be  eftablifhed  at  the 
Pafs  of  the  Warm  Springs  Mountains,  with  a  reafonable  Toll  for  keeping  the  Road  in 
Repair,  and  that  Truftees  be  appointed  to  receive  Subfcriptions,  as  well  for  keeping  the 
Road  in  Repair,  as  for  building  Houfes  for  the  Reception  and  Security  of  the  poor  Sick 
who  refort  to  the  Springs,  and  to  fee  the  Public  and  private  Money  appropriated,  for  the 
Purpofes  afore  faid,  faithfully  applied:  Alfo, 

A  Petition  of  the  R.everend  Alexander  Gordon,  Clerk,  Rector  of  the  Parifh  of  Antrim, 
was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  Law  which  was  propofed 
laft  Seffion  of  Affembly,  for  railing  the  Price  of  his  Tobacco,  or  paying  it  in  Kind,  but 
did  not  receive  the  Affent  of  the  Governor,  was  founded  in  Juf tice  and  Equity ;  that  the 
Petitioner  fullers  more  Toil  and  Fatigue  in  attending  his  Cure  than  moft  other  Clergy- 
men in  the  Colony,  and  that  his  Salary,  as  it  is  now  paid,  is  not  adequate  to  his  Expence 
and  Trouble,  and  praying  that  the  Houfe  will  grant  him  fuch  Redrefs  as  fhall  appear 
juft  and  reafonable;  alfo, 

A  Petition  of  William  Wilkin  fan,  and  John  Pinchback,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at 
Waddy's  Warehoufes,  in  the  County  of  New  Kent,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read; 
fetting  forth,  that  the  faid  Warehoufes  were  broken  open  the  8Th  Day  of  July  laft,  and 
536  Pounds  of  Tobacco  ftolen  out  of  the  fame,  for  which  the  petitioners  had  been,  obliged 
to  pay,  and  praying  that  they  may  be  repaid  for  the  faid  Tobacco ;  alfo, 

A  Petition  of  the  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Lunenburg,  whofe 
Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  large  Quantities  of  Tobacco  are  annually  brought  from  North-Carolina  to  this  Colony, 
and  infpected,  and  fold  here,  moftly  for  Gold  and  Silver,  which  is  carried  out  from  hence, 
and  paffed  at  higher  Rates  than  it  is  here,  and  that  the  Owners  of  fuch  Tobacco  do  not 
contribute  any  Thing  towards  building  and  fupporting  Bridges,  and  clearing  and  repair- 
ing Roads,  and  praying  that  a  Duty  be  laid  upon  Tobacco  imported  from  North-Carolina, 
and  that  the  value  of  Gold  and  Silver  Coin  be  made  equal  to  Sterling,  or  to  what  it  paff- 
eth  for  in  the  neighbouring  Colonies ;  alfo, 

A  Petition  of  John  Young,  of  the  County  of  Dinwiddie,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
and  read ;  fetting  forth  that  a  Slave  called  Mofes,  belonging  to  the  Petitioner,  having 
been  fome  Time  abfent  from  his  Mafter  's  Service,  and  having  committed  Thefts  and  Out- 
rages in  the  Neighbourhood,  and  being  outlawed  in  due  Form,  was  apprehended  and 
brought  before  a  Magiftrate,  and  charged  with  Felony,  and  there  being  ftrong  Proofs 
of  his  Guilt,  was  ordered  by  the  Magiftrate  to  be  carried  to  Prifon,  but  that  the  faid 
Slave,  before  he  could  be  committed,  died  through  fome  Mifmanagement,  as  is  fufpected, 
m  the  Perfons  who  apprehended,  and  were  carrying  him  to  the  Court-Houfe,  and  pray- 
ing that  the  Houfe  will  grant  fuch  Relief  to  the  Petitioner  as  fhall  feem  juft;  alfo, 

A  Petition  of  the  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Lunenburg,  whofe 
Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  Part  of  the  Act  of  General  Affembly,  intituled  an  Act  for  amending  the  Staple  of 

Tobacco 
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Tobacco,  and  for  preventing  Frauds  in  his  Majefty's  Cuftoms,  allowing  the  Purchafers 
of  Tobacco  to  have  the  fame  reviewed,  is  unreafonable,  and  praying  that  that  Part 
of  the  faid  Act  may  be  repealed,  or  that  the  Owners  of  Tobacco,  unjuftly  refufed,  may 
have  a  Review  as  well  as  the  Purchafer;  alfo, 

A  Petition  of  Rowland  Ward,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  his  Negro  Man  Slave,  named  Cczfar,  having  been  duly  outlawed,  was  killed  in  an 
Attempt  to  apprehend  him,  and  that  the  faid  Slave  was  valued,  by  the  Court  of  Amelia 
County,  to  the  Sum  of  one  hundred  Pounds,  and  praying  that  the  Value  of  the  faid  Slave 
may  be  paid  him  by  the  Public ;  alfo, 

A  Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Mecklenburg,  whofe  Names  are 
thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  Im- 
portation of  Tobacco  from  North  Carolina  to  this  Colony  is  very  detrimental  to  the 
Trade  of  the  latter,  and  praying  that  fuch  Importation  may  be  prohibited,  or  reftrained ; 
and  alfo, 

A  Petition  of  William  Hackney,  and  Rowland  Sutton,  Infpectors  at  Kemp's  Ware-

few  Bundles,  carried  away,  and  that  the  faid  Lofs  did  not  happen  by  any  Neglect  of  the 
Petitioners,  who  are  neverthelefs  liable  to  make  the  faid  Grymes  Satif faction  for  the  fame, 
and  praying  that  the  Houfe  will  afford  them  fuch  Relief  as  they  fhall  think  juft  and  rea- 
fonable.  And  by  the  Houfe  it  was  ordered,  that  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  feveral 
Petitions  fhould  be  deferred  till  the  next  Seffion  of  General  Affembly.

Petition  of  divers  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Charlotte  and  Halifax,  praying 
that  the  Ferry  over  Staunton  River,  at  Fuqua  's,  may  be  removed  to  a  Ford  two  Miles 
above  the  faid  Fuqua' s;  and  alfo,  the  Petition  of  divers  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of 
Bedford,  praying  that  an  Act  may  pais,  directing  Slopes  to  be  made  in  Mill-Dams,  and  w 
impowrering  certain  Perfons  to  prefcribe  the  Method  of  making  fuch  Slopes ;  and  alfo,  the

ity of  the  poor  Sick,  who  refort  to  the  Springs,  and  to  fee  the  Public  and  Private  Money 
appropriated  for  thofe  Purpofes  faithfully  applied;  and  alfo  the  Petition  of  the  Free- 
holders 
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holders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Lunenburg,  praying  that  a  Duty  be  laid  upon 
Tobacco  imported  from  North  Carolina,  and  that  the  Value  of  Gold  and  Silver  Coin  be 
made  equal  to  Sterling,  or  to  what  it  paffeth  for  in  the  Neighbouring  Colonics;  and  alfo, 
the  Petition  of  the  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Lunenburg  praying 
that  fo  much  of  the  Act  of  General  Affembly,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  amending  the  Staple 
of  Tobacco,  and  for  preventing  Frauds  in  his  Majefty's  Cuftoms,  as  allows  the  Purchafer 
of  Tobacco  to  have  the  fame  reviewed,  may  be  repealed,  or  that  the  Owners  of  Tobacco, 
unjuftly  refufed,  may  have  a  Review,  as  well  as  the  Purchafer  ;a)ida'fo,  the  Petition  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Mecklenburg,  praying  that  the  Importation  of  Tobacco

of  Middlefex,  praying  to  be  allowed  for  a  Hogfhead  of  Tobacco  taken  out  of  the  faid 
Warehoufe,  and  carried  away,  in  the  faid  Report  mentioned,  be  feverally  referred  to  the 
Confideration  of  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter 
thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinions  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Petition  of  the  Veftrymen  of  the  Parifh  of  Hamilton,  in  the  County

their  Clerk  and  Records,  at  fuch  Time  as  the  Houfe  fhall  enter  into  the  Inquiry. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion,  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinions  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Eyre  be  added  to  the  Committee  for  Religion,  and  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Trade. 

Ordered 
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Ordered,  That  Mr  Eyre,  Mr  Roane,  and  Mr  Jofcph  Jones  be  added  to  the  Committee  of 
Privileges  and  Elections,  and  to  the  Committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Walker,  and  M*  Legrand  be  added  to  the  Committee  for  Courts  of 
Juftice. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Monday  Morning  next  eleven  of  the  Clock.

feven  Pounds  was  paid  into  the  Treafury,  and  that  the  Petitioners  are  allowed  only 
fixty  Pounds,  each,  for  their  Salary,  which  they  conceive  is  not  a  Recompence  for  their 
Trouble;  and  further  fetting  forth,  that  two  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-feven 
Pounds  of  Tobacco  had  been  ftolen  out  of  the  faid  Warehoufes,  for  which  the  petitioners 
had  been  obliged  to  pay  the  owners,  at  the  Rate  of  twenty  Shillings  per  Hundred  Weight ; 
and  therefore  praying,  that  they  may  be  allowed  ten  Pounds  each,  for  their  great  Trouble 
the  laft  Year,  with  the  like  yearly  Increafe  of  Salary  for  the  future ;  and  that  they  may  be 
reimburfed  by  the  Public  for  the  ftolen  Tobacco  aforefaid. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee  of 
Public  Claims;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

I  have  thought  proper  to  lay  before  you  a  Lift  of  the  Fees,  which  I  found  had  been 
ufually  paid  to  the  Clerks  of  my  Predeceffors  in  this  Government,  but  which  has  been  objected 
to  in  one  Inftance  fince  I  have  taken  the  Adminiftrahon  upon  me.  In  order,  therefore,  to 
give  tlie  People  over  whom  I  have  the  Honour  to  prefide  the  cleareft  Proof  of  tlie  Upright- 
tiefs  of  my  own  Intentions,  and  to  let  them  fee  my  Readinefs  to  remove,  as  foon  as  I  can  dif cover 
it,  every  Poffibility  of  a  Difpute  between  me  and  thofe  whofe  Ajfedion  I  would  gladly  con- 
ciliate, I  defire  you  will  take  the  faid  Lift  of  Fees  under  your  Confideration;  and,  as  I  fuppofe 
if  they  appear  to  be  juft  and  reafonable  to  you,  upon  Comparifon  of  tltem  with  what  is  the 
Practice  in  fimilar  Cafes,  in  all  other  Governments,  that  you  will  have  no  Objections  to  the 
eftabli fhing  of  them  by  Law;  fo,  on  my  Part,  if  you  fudge  otherwife  of  them,  I  fhall  not 
Hefitate  at  confenting  to  abolifh  them  all,  or  in  Part,  exactly  as  you  fliall  think  proper  to 
propofe.

A  Petition  of  Benjamin  Waller  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  Nathaniel  Walthoe,  late  of  the  City  of  Williamfburg,  Efquire,  deceafed,  being  feized 
of  Mefuages,  Lands,  and  Tenements,  in  this  Colony,  by  his  laft  Will  and  Teftament  in 
Writing,  among  other  Things,  devifed  all  his  Eftate  in  Virginia  to  his  Sifter  Henrietta, 
and  his  Nieces  Mary  Hart,  and  Martha  Hart,  all  of  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  to  be 
equally  divided  between  them,but  declared  the  Eftate  to  be  chargeable  with  all  his  Debts 
in  Virginia,  and  with  feveral  Legacies;  and  of  his  Will  appointed  Thomas  Waller,  of 
London,  Stationer,  the  petitioner,  and  George  Davenport,  who  is  fince  deceafed,  Executors 
and  afterwards  died  feized;  that  the  Petitioner  having  proved  the  Will,  and  fold  the, 
Teftator's  perfonal  Eftate,  paid  fuch  of  his  Virginia  Debts  as  appeared,  and  the  faid 
Particular  Legacies,  and  remitted  confiderable  Sums  of  Money  to  the  faid  three  Legatees 
in  Great-Britain ;  that  the  faid  Henrietta,  Mary,  and  Martlta,  by  Letter  of  Attorney,  have 
appointed  the  petitioner  to  fell  all  the  Eftate  devifed  to  them  as  aforefaid,  and  he  hath 
actually  fold  two  of  the  faid  Tenements ;  but  the  Petitioner  hath  lately  difcovered,  that 
the  faid  Henrietta  was  married,  above  twenty  Years  ago,  to  one  Mr  Marmillod,  a  Native 
of  Switzerland,  or  Sweden,  with  whom  fhe  removed  to  France,  where  he  then  refided ;  and 
that  fhe  foon  after  returned  to  England,  and  hath  lived  there  ever  fince,  feparate  from 
her  Hufband,  who  hath  continued  Abroad,  and  is  now  in  Denmark;  that  fhe  is  infirm, 
and  wants  Support,  and  hath,  as  the  Petitioner  is  informed,  Power  from  her  Hufband 
to  tranfadl  all  their  Affairs;  and  that  the  Hufband,  being  an  Alien,  hath  not,  as  the 
Petitioner  is  advifed,  any  Right  in  her  Lands  and  Tenements ;  and  therefore  praying 
that  the  faid  Henrietta,  or  the  Petitioner,  as  her  Attorney,  may  be  enabled  to  fell  and 
convey  the  Lands  and  Tenements  devifed  to  her  as  aforefaid,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  if 
fhe  were  a  Feme  Sole,  fo  as  to  bind  her  and  her  Heirs. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid 
Petition;  and  that  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  appointing  an  Agent ;  and  that 
Mr  Harrifon,  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton,  and  Mr  Patrick  Henry  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the 
fame. 

A 
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A  Petition  of  Thomas  Guy,  of  the  County  of  A  ccomack,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe. 
and  read,  letting  forth,  that  John  Fleharty,  charged  with  Grand  Larceny,  having  been 
ordered  by  the  Court  of  the  faid  County,  held  for  his  Examination,  to  be  tried  for  the 
faid  Offence  before  the  Juftices  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  in  June,  1769,  the  petitioner  was 
bound  in  a  Recognizance  to  appear  as  a  Witnefs  againf t  the  Prifoner,  and  did  attend 
accordingly,  and  was  examined,  but  by  fome  Accident  his  Attendance  was  not  entered ; 
and  praying  to  be  allowed  for  the  fame.

remaining  Lands ;  and  therefore  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  for  that  Purpofe. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid 
Petition ;  and  that  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  I nf traction  to  the  Gentleman,  who  is  appointed  to  prepare, 
and  bring  in  the  faid  Bill,  that  he  have  Power  to  receive  a  Claufe  or  Claufes  for  afcer- 
taining  the  Bounds  of  Part  of  the  intailed  Lands  whereof  the  faid  William  Todd  is  feized. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Bridger  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe 
till  the  laft  Day  of  this  Month. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Dandridge  and  Mr  Fitzhugh  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  PropoQ-   » 
tions  and  Grievances. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Dandridge  be  added  to  the  Committee  for  Courts  of  Juf  tice. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Fitzhugh  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning,  eleven  of  the  Clock.

M*  Richard  Lee  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  Petition 
of  William  Hoye  was  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matter  of  the  faid 
Petition ;  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  as  it  appeared  to  them,  together  with 
the  Refolution  of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in 
his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  fame  was  read, 
and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  Slave  in  the  Petition  mentioned,  was  duly 
outlawed,  and  afterwards  taken  and  committed  to  the  Gaol  of  the  County  of  Bucking- 
ham ;  that  he  broke  out  of  the  faid  Gaol,  and  burned  it,  and  afterwards  in  apprehending 
him  he  was  wounded,  of  which  Wound  he  died,  as  appears  by  a  Coroner 's  Inquest  taken 
on  the  Body  of  the  faid  Slave.  It  alfo  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  a  Certificate  under 
the  Hand  of  the  faid  Coroner,  that  the  faid  Slave  was  of  the  Value  of  eighty-five  Pounds.

Ordered,  That  Mr  Yelverton  Peyton,  and  Mr  Edmondfon  be  added  to  the  Committee 
for  Courts  of  Juftice. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Stubblefield  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Trade. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ; 

The  Houfe  refolved  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  take  into  Confid- 
eration  the  Governor 's  Meffage,  and  the  Lift  of  Fees  therein  mentioned. 

Mr  Speaker  left  the  Chair. 

Mr  Bland  took  the  Chair  of  the  Committee. 

Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair. 

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee,  that  they  had  come  to  a  Refolution,  which 
he  read  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  fame 
was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  an  humble  Addrefs  be  pre- 
fented  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  returning  him  our  fmcere  Thanks  for  his  very 
polite  and  candid  Meffage ;  expreffing  our  great  Satiffaction  in  finding  his  Excellency  fo 
cordially  difpofed  to  cultivate  with  the  Country  that  agreeable  Harmony  which  is  moft 
likely  to  conciliate  to  him  the  Affections  of  all  his  Majefty's  loyal  Subjects  of  Virginia, 
and  thereby  eftablifh  their  mutual  Happinefs  upon  the  moft  folid  and  permanent  Founda- 
tions ;  affuring  his  Lordfhip  of  the  great  Ref peel;  we  bear  to  his  important  and  exalted 
Station  amongft  us,  and  the  Neceffity  we  think  there  is  of  fupporting  the  Honour  and 
Dignity  of  our  Governors ;  but,  at  the  fame  Time,  humbly  reprefenting  to  his  Excellency 
that  we  confider  the  Emoluments  of  Government,  as  by  Law  eftablifhed,  adequate  and 
amply  fufficient  for  thofe  Purpofes;  that  the  Fees  which  appear  to  have  been  received 
by  the  Clerks  of  his  Lordfhip 's  Predeceffors  for  iffuing  Commiffions  for  the  Appoint- 
ment of  Public  Officers,  and  which  we  are  now,  for  the  firft  Time,  regularly  informed  of 
by  his  Meffage  and  the  Lift  accompanying  it,  are  unknown  to  our  Laws,  and  that,  there- 
fore, we  cannot  fufficiently  applaud  his  Lordfhip 's  Wifdom  and  Goodnefs  in  embracing 
fo  early  an  Opportunity  of  expreffing  his  Wiilingnefs,  if  they  fhould  be  found  diiagree- 
able  to  us,  as  they  really  are,  to  have  them  totally  abolifhed. 

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  an  Addrefs,  to  be  prefented  to 
the  Governor,  upon  the  faid  Refolution. 

And  a  Committee  was  appointed  of  Mr  Bland,  Mr  Treafurer,  Mr  Pendleton,  and  Mr   33 
Patrick  Henry. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Wright  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe 
till  Thurfday  next. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning  eleven  of  the  Clock. 
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MR  Richard  Henry  Lee  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  for 
further  continuing  the  Act,  intituled  An  AM1  for  the  better  regulating  and  col- 
lecting certain  Officers  Fees,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned;  and  the 
fame  was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 
Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time,  upon  Thurfday,  the  fifth  Day  of 
March  next. 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Mecklenburg,  whofe  Names  are  there- 
unto 
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unto  f  ubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  the  petitioners, 
being  of  the  Society  of  Chriltians,  called  Baptifts,  find  themfelves  restricted  in  the  Exer- 
cife  of  their  Religion,  their  Teachers  imprifoned  under  various  Pretences,  and  the  Bene- 
fits of  the  Toleration  Act  denied  them,  although  they  are  willing  to  conform  to  the  true 
Spirit  of  that  Act,  and  are  loyal  and  quiet  Subjects ;  and  therefore  praying, that  they  may 
be  treated  with  the  fame  kind  Indulgence  in  religious  Matters  as  Quakers,  Prefbyterians, 
and  other  Proteftant  Diffenters  enjoy. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion,  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  for  further 
continuing  the  Act,  intituled  An  Ad'  for  appointing  a  Treafurer;  and  the  fame  was  re- 
ceived, and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Patrick  Henry  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this 
Houfe  till  Wednefday  Sevennight. 

Mr  Richard  Lee  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  Peti- 
tion of  William  Bicknal  had  been  referred,  and  to  whom  the  Refolution  of  the  faid  Com- 
mittee upon  the  faid  Petition  was  re-committed,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the 
Matter  of  the  faid  petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  as  it  appeared  to 
them,  together  with  the  Refolution  of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he 
read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where 
the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  Gabriel  Penn,  one  of  the  Under  Sheriffs  of  Amherft 
County,  in  the  Month  of  September,  17  71,  impreffed  a  Horfe,  belonging  to  the  petitioner, 
to  convey  Thomas  Welch,  a  Criminal,  from  the  faid  County  to  the  Public  Gaol ;  that  the 
faid  Sheriff,  on  his  Return  home,  being  fo  much  indifpofed  or  lamed  by  a  Boil  that  he 
could  not  lead  the  faid  Horfe  any  further  than  Richmond  Town,  he  left  him  there  with 
a  certain  Archibald  Mackendrix,  of  that  Place,  to  be  taken  Care  of  till  he  fhould  be  fent 
for  by  the  faid  Penn.  It  alfo  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  faid  Penn,  on  the 
third  Day  after  his  Return  home,  difpatched  a  Meffenger  for  the  faid  Horfe ;  but  that 
he  was  either  f trayed  or  f tolen  from  the  Pafture  in  which  he  was  put  by  the  faid  Macken- 
drix, fo  that  the  faid  Meffenger  did  not  get  him,  and  he  has  not  fince  been  heard  of.  It 
alfo  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  a  Certificate  under  the  Hands  of  three  Perfons, 
appointed  and  fworn  to  value  the  faid  Horfe,  that  he  was  worth  nine  Pounds. 

Upon  the  whole  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution : 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Petition  is  reafon- 
able ;  and  that  the  Petitioner  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  nine  Pounds  for  the  faid 
Horfe. 

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Thomas  Mann  Randolph  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service 
of  this  Houfe  for  a  Fortnight. 

A  Petition  of  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Williamfburg,  and  of  feveral  other  Perfons,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  by  a  Survey  made  it  appears  that 
a  Canal  or  Cut  maybe  carried  from  Archer's  Hope  Creek,  running  into  James  River,  to 
Queen  '5  Creek,  running  into  York  River,  for  the  Navigation  of  Boats  and  other  Veffels 
with  heavy  Burthens,  whereby  an  eafy  Communication  will  be  made  between  thofe  two 
Rivers,  which  the  petitioners  conceive  will  be  of  great  Advantage,  not  only  to  the  faid 
City,  but  to  the  Trade  carried  on  in  the  faid  Rivers,  and  will  probably  encourage  the  like 
Works  in  other  Parts  of  the  Colony,  to  the  Improvement  of  its  Commerce ;  and  further 
letting  forth,  that  the  Petitioners  apprehend  it  will  be  neceffary  that  proper  Tolls  or 
Duties  be  impofed  upon  Boats  and  Veffels  pafling  in  and  through  the  faid  Canal,  for 

the 
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the  fupporting  and  rendering  effectual  the  faid  Navigation;  and  therefore  praying,  that 
Leave  may  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  enabling  the  Petitioners,  at  the  Expence  of 
themfelves,  and  of  other  voluntary  Contributors,  to  make  the  faid  Canal,  and  continue 
the  fame  navigable,  in  fuch  Manner,  and  with  fuch  Powers  and  Authorities,  to  be  vefted 
in  them  for  that  Purpofe,  as  to  the  Houfe  fhall  feem  meet. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid 
Petition;  and  that  Mr  Treafurer  and  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the 
fame. 

Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Biil  to  revive 
the  Ad,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  giving  a  Salary  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes; 
and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  tirft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  John  Jones  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Sendee  of  this  Houfe 
till  Monday  Sevennight. 

A  Petition  of  the  Veftry  of  the  Parifh  of  Frederick,  in  the  County  of  Frederick,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  the  late  Parifh  of  Frederick  was, 
by  an  Act  made  in  the  tenth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  divided  into  three 
Parifhes,  called  Frederick,  Norborne,  and  Beckford;  and  that  by  the  faid  Act,  reciting 
that  there  would  be  a  new  Church  in  each  of  the  Parifhes  of  Frederick  and  Norborne,  the 
Charges  of  which  had  lately  been  defrayed  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Frederick,  before  the 
Divifion,  it  was  enacted,  that  the  Veftries  of  the  Parifhes  of  Frederick  and  Norborne, 
when  elected,  fhould  account  for  the  faid  Churches,  according  to  their  feveral  Cofts,  and 
refund  to  the  Veftry  of  the  Parifh  of  Beckford  a  proportion  thereof,  according  to  the 
Number  of  Tithables  in  their  Parifhes,  refpeCtively,  at  the  Time  the  fame  fhould  take 
Place;  and  reprefenting,  that  the  Church  mentioned  in  the  Act  to  be  in  the  Parifh  of 
Frederick,  is  not  worth  the  firft  Coft,  having  been  built  fo  long  ago  as  the  Year  1764,  and 
the  workmanfhip  having  been  executed  infufhciently.do  that  it  is  likely  foon  to  become 
ruinous;  and  further  reprefenting,  that  there  are  two  Chapels,  of  Confiderable  Value, 
in  the  Parifh  of  Beckford,  one  of  which  was  built  in  the  Year  1768 ;  and  therefore  praying, 
that  Commiffioners  may  be  appointed  to  afcertain  the  prefent  Value  of  the  faid  Church 
and  Chapels,  as  they  hope  this  Honourable  Houfe  will  be  of  Opinion  the  Parifh  of  Fre-  u 
derick,  ought  not  to  be  charged  with  more  than  a  proportion  of  the  Sum  the  Church 
exceeds  the  two  Chapels  in  Value,  and  that  the  Petitioners  may  have  fuch  Relief  in  the 
Premifes  as  to  the  Houfe  fhall  feem  reafonable. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  Auftin  Hewlett,  furviving  InfpeCtor  at  Waddy's  Warehoufe,  in  the 
County  of  New  Kent,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  in  July 
laft,  the  faid  Warehoufe  was  broke  open,  whilft  the  Petitioner  and  John  Pinchback, 
deceafed,  the  other  InfpeCtor,  were  neceffarily  abfent,  attending  their  Duty  at  Little- 
page's  Warehoufe  under  the  fame  Infpection,  and  four  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  of 
uninfpe<fted  Tobacco  were  ftolen,  for  which  the  Owner  recovered  of  the  Infpectors,  and 
the  Petitioner  hath  been  obliged  to  pay  to  him  three  Pounds  and  fifteen  Shillings,  with 
two  Pounds  eleven  Shillings  and  ten  Pence  for  the  Cofts  of  Suit ;  and  therefore  praying, 
that  the  faid  Sums  of  Money  may  be  repaid  to  the  Petitioner  by  the  Public. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Public  Claims ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  the  Infpectors  at  Bland  ford  Warehoufe,  in  the  County  of  Prince  George, 
was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  in  November  laft,  the  petitioners 
loft  out  of  the  faid  Warehoufe  two  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty-two  Pounds  of 
Tobacco,  for  which  they  have  been  obliged  to  pay  the  Owners  at  the  Rate  of  twenty 
Shillings  by  the  Hundred  Weight ;  and  therefore  praying,  that  the  faid  Money  may  be 
repaid  to  the  Petitioners  by  the  Public. 

Ordered 
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Ordered.  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Public  Claims;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  enable 
Henrietta  Marmillod  to  fell  and  diipofe  of  the  Eftate  deviled  to  her  by  her  Brother  Nath- 
aniel Walthoe,  Efquire,  deceafed,  notwithstanding  her  Coverture;  and  the  fame  was  re- 
ceived, and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Monday  Morning  next,  eleven  of  the  Clock. 
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EVERAL  other  Members  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken  by  Adt 
of  Parliament,  and  repeated  and  fubferibed  the  Teft,  took  their  Places  in  the 
Houfe.

A  Bill  for  further  continuing  the  Ad,  intituled  An  Ad  for  appointing  a  Treafurer, 
was  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill  be  ingroffed. 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Amelia,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto 
fubferibed,  fetting  forth,  that  the  Petitioners,  being  of  the  Community  of  Chriitians  who

A  Memorial  of  the  Court  of  Directors  of  the  Public  Hofpital  for  Perfons  of  inSane 
and  dilordered  Minds  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  representing  that  the  Memo- 
rialists, in  Compliance  with  an  Act  of  the  late  General  ASSembly,  took  the  earlieSt  Op- 
portunity of  executing  the  Truft  repofed  in  them;  that  they  purchafed  eight  Lots  of 
Land  in  a  retired  Part  of  the  City  of  Williamfburg,  for  one  hundred  and  twelve  Pounds, 
and  agreed  with  an  Undertaker  to  build  fuch  an  Houfe  as  they  judged  would  beft  anfwer  se 
the  PurpoSe ;  a  Plan  of  which,  with  the  Articles,  is  ready  to  be  laid  before  this  Honourable 
HouSe ;  that  it  is  hoped  the  Work,  wherein  a  confiderable  ProgreSs  is  already  made,  will 
be  finished  by  the  Time  limited ;  and  further  representing,  that  the  Memorialists,  finding 
that  what  they  SuppoSed  to  be  the  Defign  of  the  ASSembly  could  not  be  effected  without

An  engroffed  Bill,  for  further  continuing  the  Act,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  appointing 
a  Treasurer,  was  read  the  third  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pafs ;  and  that  the  Title  be  An  Ad1,  for  further  continuing 
the  Ad,  intituled  An  Ad  for  appointing  a  Treafurer. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  defire 
their  Concurrence. 

An  engroffed  Bill,  to  revive  the  Act,  intituled  An  Ad*  for  giving  a  Salary  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  was  read  the  third  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pafs;  and  that  the  Title  be,  An  Ad*,  to  revive  the  Ad, 
intituled  an  Ad  for  giving  a  Salary  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  defire 
their  Concurrence. 

Mr  Treafurer  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  from  the  Court  of  Directors  of  the  Hofpital 
for  the  Reception  of  Ideots,  Lunatics,  and  perfons  of  infane  and  difordered  minds,  a 
Plan  of  the  faid  Hofpital, together  with  the  Articles  of  Agreement,  for  building  the  fame, 
between  Benjamin  Powell,  of  the  one  Part,  and  the  faid  Court  of  Directors,  of  the  other 
Part. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Plan  and  Articles  of  Agreement  be  referred  to  the  Confidera- 
tion of  the  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe,  to  whom  it  is  referred  to  confider  of  the  Mem- 
orial of  the  Court  of  Directors  of  the  Public  Hofpital,  for  Perfons  of  infane  and  dif- 
ordered Minds. 

A  Petition  of  John  Taliaferro  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that  the  Place  called  Hockley's,  belonging  to  the  Petitioner,  in  the  County  of  King 
George,  is  very  convenient  for  a  Ferry;  and  therefore  praying,  that  the  Ferry,  which 
was  formerly  kept  from  thence,  over  Rappahannock  River,  to  the  Land  of  the  Honour- 
able Richard  Corbin,  Efquire,  in  the  County  of  Caroline,  may  be  re-eftablifhed.

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Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confederation  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances ;  and  (that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  William  Brace,  and  David  Bronaugh,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Morton's 
Warehouses,  in  the  County  of  King  George,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting 
forth,  that,  in  the  Year  1770,  the  Petitioners  loft  out  of  the  faid  Warehoufes,  without 
any  Neglecl  or  other  Default  in  them,  one  thoufand  Eight  hundred  and  forty-eight 
Pounds  of  Tobacco,  for  Part  of  which  they  have  been  obliged  to  pay  after  the  Rate  of 
twenty-five  Shillings,  and  for  the  Refidue  after  the  Rate  of  twenty-two  Shillings  and 
fix  Pence,  per  Hundred ;  and  therefore  praying  the  Houfe  to  make  them  fuch  Allowance 
for  the  fame  as  fhall  appear  juft.

A  Petition  of  William  Bruce  and  William  Harrifon,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Gibfon  's 
and  Morton  '5  Warehoufes,  in  the  County  of  King  George,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
and  read;  fetting  forth,  that,  in  the  Year  1771,  the  Petitioners  loft  out  of  the  faid  Ware- 
houfes three  thoufand  one  hundred  and  forty  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  which  they  believe 
to  have  been  f tolen ;  and  further  fetting  forth,  that,  in  the  Month  of  May  laf t,  twenty 
eight  Hogfheads  of  Tobacco,  in  the  Houfes  at  Morton's  were  fo  damaged  by  heavy 
Rains,  whilft  the  Petitioners  attended  at  Gibfon 's,  that  fifteen  hundred  and  fixty -eight 
Pounds  of  Tobacco  were  deftroyed;  and  that  the  Owners  of  Part  of  the  faid  Tobacco 
have  refufed  to  receive  it,  and  one  of  them  hath  brought  an  Action  againft  the  Petition- 
ers, and  therefore  praying  Relief. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Public  Claims ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  Report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  to  remove  the  Seat  of  Gov- 
ernment, to  a  Place  more  central  and  convenient  to  the  People,  will  be  a  great  Eafe  and 
Relief  to  them,  in  Point  of  Expence  and  Trouble,  and  be  a  Means  of  faving  much  Labour 
that  may  be  otherwife  ufefully  employed,  in  increafing  the  Riches  and  Commerce  of  the 
Colony,  and  therefore  will  be  a  Public  Benefit. 

Refolved,  That  this  Committee  doth  willingly  concur  with  the  Lower  Houfe  of 
Affembly  of  Maryland  in  the  Expediency  of  building  a  Light-Houfe  on  Cape  Henry,  in 
this  Colony;  and  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  Commiffioners  be  appointed 
to  proceed  to  erect  fuch  Light-Houfe  as  foon  as  the  Affembly  of  Maryland  fhall  pafs  an 
A&,  of  the  fame  Import  with  the  Acl;  to  be  paffed  by  the  General  Affembly  of  this  Colony, 
for  that  Purpofe. 

Refolved 
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Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  a  Sum,  not  exceeding  fix 
thoufand  Pounds,  be  paid,  by  the  Treafurer  of  this  Colony,  to  the  faid  Commiffioners, 
to  enable  them  to  carry  on  the  faid  Building*  and  that  a  Duty  be  laid  on  the  Tonnage 
of  all  Ships,  and  other  Veffels,  coming  into  this  Colony,  other  than  from  Maryland,  to 
rcpav  fo  much  as  fhall  be  expended  in  erecting  the  faid  Light-Houfe,  and  to  provide  a 
proper  Fund  for  lighting  and  fupporting  the  fame. 

The  fir  ft  Refolution  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  thereupon, 
agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

The  fecond  Refolution  being  read  a  fecond  Time; 

And  the  Queftion  being  put  that  the  Houfe  doth  agree  with  the  Committee  in  the 
faid  Refolution; 

The  Houfe  divided. 

The  Noes  went  forth. 

Teller  for  the  Yeas  Mr  Nelfon  34 

Teller  for  the  Noes  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  25 

So  it  was  refolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

The  fubfequent  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time, 
were,  upon  the  Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  a  Bill  or  Bills  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  firft  and  fecond  Refolu- 
tions; and  that  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances  do  prepare,  and  bring  in 

the  fame. 

Ordered,  That  a  Bill  or  Bills  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  third  and  fourth  Refolu- 
tions ;  and  that  the  Committee  of  Trade  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

The  other  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ; 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  Tomorrow,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  to  confider  of  the  Memorial  of  the  Court  of  Directors  for  the  Public  Hofpital 
for  Perfons  of  infane  and  difordered  Minds. 

A  Bill  to  repeal  Part  of  an  Act,  paffed  in  the  thirty-fecond  Year  of  the  Reign  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  intituled  An  Ad1  of  free  and  general  Pardon,  Indemnity,  and 
Oblivion,  was  read  a  fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill  be  engroffed. 

A  Petition  of  John  Hancock  and  Margaret  his  Wife,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and 
read ;  fetting  forth,  that  the  faid  John  is  feifed,  in  Fee  Tail,  of  three  hundred  and  feventy 
AcTes  of  Land  in  the  Parifh  of  Dethngen  and  County  of  Prince  William,  called  the  Deep 
Hole  Trad,  and  is  feifed  in  Fee  Simple,  in  Right  of  his  faid  Wife,  of  four  hundred  and 
fifty  Acres  of  Land,  in  the  County  of  Amherft;  and  that  it  will  be  greatly  to  the  Advan- 
tage of  their  Iffue,  and  more  to  the  Advantage  of  the  Wife,  who  is  confenting  thereto, 
if  the  faid  four  hundred  and  fifty  Acres  of  Land,  with  certain  Slaves,  be  fettled  in  Lieu 
of  the  faid  three  hundred  and  feventy  Acres ;  and  therefore  praying,  that  an  Act  may  pafs 
for  that  Purpofe,  and  for  vefting  the  laft  mentioned  Tract  of  Land  in  the  faid  John  Han- 
cock in  Fee  Simple.

A  Bill  for  further  continuing  and  amending  the  Act,  intituled  An  Ad'  for  mcreafing 
the  Reward  far  killing  Wolves,  within  certain  Counties,  to  be  paid  by  the  refpedive  Counties 
wherein  the  Services  fhall  be  performed,  v.'as  read  a  fecond  Time.

A  Bill  for  continuing  the  Adt,  intituled  An  Ad2  for  reimbursing  the  Inhabitants  of 
King  William  and  Hanover  Counties  the  Expence  of  clearing  Pamunkey  River,  was  read 
a  fecond  Time.

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe. 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  Tomorrow,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe  upon  the  faid  Bill. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning,  eleven  of  the  Clock. 
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Member  returned  upon  a  new  Writ,  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken 
by  Adt  of  Parliament,  and  repeated  and  fubfcribed  the  Teft,  took  his  Place  in 
the  Houfe. 

Mr  Bland  reported  to  the  Houfe,  that  the  Governor,  having  been  waited 
upon,  purfuant  to  the  Order  of  Monday  laft,  to  know  his  Pleafure,  when  he  would  be 
attended  by  this  Houfe,  had  been  pleafed  to  appoint  to  be  attended  Tomorrow,  in  the 
Council  Chamber. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bnng  in  a  Bill,  to  amend  and  explain  an  Act,  inti- 
tuled An  Adi  concerning  Water  Mills;  and  that  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Griev- 
ances do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Mr  Treafurer  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  for  extending  the 
Benefit  of  the  feveral  Acts  of  Toleration  to  his  Majefty's  Proteftant  Subjects,  in  this 
Colony,  diffenting  from  the  Church  of  England;  and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read 
the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Dale,  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Chefterfield,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  there  is  no  other  Parifh  in  the  faid  County,  and  that  there 
are  four  Churches,  and  more  than  three  thoufand  Tithables  in  it ;  and  praying  that  the 
faid  Parifh  may  be  divided  into  two  Parifhes,  by  Falling  Creek,  from  the  Mouth  thereof 
to  Col.  Cary's  Mill-Dam,  thence  by  the  Road  to  the  Bridge  over  Swift  Creek,  near  the 
Court-Houfe,  and  thence  by  the  faid  Road  to  the  Mouth  of  Winterpock  Creek. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  William  Rind,  Printer,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting 
forth,  that  his  Salary,  as  Printer  to  the  Public,  will  expire  at  the  End  of  this  Sefiion  of 
Affembly ;  and  therefore  praying,  that  the  fame  may  be  further  continued. 

Refolved,  That  the  Sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  per  Annum,  be  allowed 
to  William  Rind,  Printer,  to  continue  to  the  End  of  the  next  Sefiion  of  General 
Affembly,  as  a  full  Confideration  for  printing  the  Journal  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgefles. 
and  the  Laws  of  each  Seffion,  and  fending  as  many  Copies  of  the  Laws  to  the  County 

Court 
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Court  Clerks,  as  there  are  acting  Juftices  in  the  Commiffion,  in  each  refpective  County, 
and  one  other,  which  is  to  be  Half  Bound,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Court,  and  ten  to  the  Clerks 
of  the  Courts  of  Huftings,  in  the  City  of  Williamfburg,  and  Borough  of  Norfolk,  and 
printing  Infpectors  Receipts,  and  Books,  Proclamations,  and  Public  Advertifements. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee  do  carry  the  Refolution  to  the  Council,  and 
defire  their  Concurrence. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Riddick  be  added  to  the  Gentlemen,  who  were  appointed  to  pre- 
pare, and  bring  in  a  Bill  for  the  more  fpeedy  and  eafy  Adminif tration  of  Jultice. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Moore  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Proportions  and  Grievances. 

Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections, 
to  whom  the  Petition  of  feveral  Freeholders  of  the  County  of  Henrico,  complaining  of  an 
undue  Election  and  Return  of  Members  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for 
the  faid  County,  was  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  further  examined  the  Matter  of 
the  faid  Petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  together  with  the  Refolution 
of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and 
afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as 
followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  Mr  George  Cox  was  appointed  Sheriff  of  the  faid 
County  by  Commiffion,  dated  the  28th  of  October,  1769,  and  was  fworn  into  Office  on  the 
6th  of  November  following;  that  the  Writ  for  the  laft  Election  of  Burgeffes  for  the  faid 
County  came  to  the  Hands  of  the  faid  George  Cox,  on  the  4th  Day  of  November,  177 1,  who, 
on  the  fame  Day,  appointed  the  Election  to  be  made  on  the  29th  of  the  fame  Month,  and 
fent  Copies  of  the  Writ  and  Appointment  to  the  Readers  of  the  feveral  Churches  (the 
Minifter  being  out  of  the  Parifh)  who  publifhed  the  fame  on  the  Sunday  following;  that 
there  being  no  Court  held  for  the  faid  County  in  the  faid  Month  of  November,  to  qualify 
the  fucceeding  Sheriff , and  it  being  fuppofed  that  the  faid  Cox  could  not  make  the  Election 
on  the  Day  appointed,  as  his  two  Years  would  expire  before  that  Time,  Mr  Cox,  by  Advice 
of  others,  and  Confent  of  all  of  the  declared  Candidates,  on  the  17th  of  November,  altered 
the  Day  of  Election  to  the  6th  of  December,  with  a  View  that  the  fucceeding  Sheriff  might, 
in  the  mean  Time,  be  qualified,  and  take  the  Election,  Notice  of  which  Alteration  was 
publifhed  in  each  Church  in  the  County ;  that  on  the  2nd  Day  of  December,  Mr  Wilkin  fon, 
the  fucceeding  Sheriff,  was  duly  fworn  into  Office,  and  proceeded  to  the  Election  on  the 
6th,  having  firft  procured  the  Confent,  of  all  the  Candidates  prefent,  that  he  might  fo 
proceed;  that  Mr  Adams,  and  Mr  Randolph,  upon  the  Poll,  taken  in  a  fair  and  ufual 
Manner,  had  the  greateft  Number  of  Votes,  and  were  returned  as  duly  elected.  It 
appears  to  the  Committee,  that  many  Freeholders  were  abfent  on  the  Day  of  Election,  but 
that  it  was  more  probably  occafioned  by  the  Badnefs  of  the  Weather  than  the  Want  of 
Notice  of  the  Day  laft  appointed. 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution: 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Mr  Adams,  and 
Mr  Randolph,  are  not  duly  elected  to  ferve  as  Burgeffes  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly 
for  the  faid  County  of  Henrico. 

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  the  Governor,  to  order  a  new  Writ  to  iffue 
for  the  electing  of  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County  of 
Henrico,  in  the  Room  of  Mr  Richard  Adams  and  Mr  Richard  Randolph,  whofe  Election  was 
illegal ;  and  that  Mr  Cary  do  wait  upon  his  Excellency  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
Mr  Samuel  DuVal,  praying  that  the  Poll  taken  at  the  Election  of  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in 
this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County  of  Henrico,  may  be  examined,  and  that 
the  Petitioner  may  be  declared  duly  elected  a  Burgefs  for  the  faid  County,  was  referred, 
be  difcharged  from  proceeding  upon  the  faid  Petition. 

And  the  faid  Petition  was,  by  Leave  of  the  Houfe,  withdrawn. 
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A  Bill  to  prevent  Hogs  and  Goats  going  at  large  in  the  Town  of  Suffolk  was  read  a 
fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill  be  engroffed. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Watkins  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of  this  Houfe 
till  Tomorrow  Sevennight. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  have  Leave  to  be  abfent  from  the  Service  of 
this  Houfe  till  Thurfday  next. 

Mr  Cary  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  petition  of 
Daniel  Hamlin  was  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matter  of  the  faid 
Petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  together  with  the  Refolution  of  the 
Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe,  and  he  read  the  P.eport  in  his  Place,  and  after- 
wards delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk  rs  Table ;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth, 
viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  the  Depofitions  of  Miller  Woodfon,  and  Daniel 
Hamlin,  jun.  that  they,  the  faid  Deponents,  were,  about  the  6th  of  Odober,  1770,  at  the 
Houfe  of  Daniel  Hamlin,  the  Petitioner,  and  faw  the  Wife  of  the  faid  Petitioner  lying 
on  a  Bed,  who  appeared  to  be  in  great  Diftrefs,  her  Head  and  Arm  being  much  bruifed, 
and  very  bloody,  who  informed  them  that  it  was  occafioned  by  a  Negro,  known  by  the 
Name  of  Parriot,  the  Property  of  her  Hufband ;  that,  from  the  appearance  of  the  Wound, 
together  with  the  Defcription  fhe  gave  of  the  Weapon  with  which  it  was  made,  they,  the 
faid  Deponents,  fufpected  the  faid  Negro  had  attempted  to  murder  her;  that  about  the 
20th  of  February  following,  they,  the  faid  Deponents,  being  again  at  the  Houfe  of  the 
Petitioner,  were  conducted,  by  one  of  the  Family,  to  a  Place  in  the  Woods,  a  fmall  Dif- 
tance  from  the  Houfe,  where,  it  was  fuppofed,  the  faid  Negro  Parriot  had  hanged  him- 
felf ;  that  they  there  faw  a  human  Scull,  with  feveral  other  Members  of  the  Body,  which 
they  fuppofed  were  the  Remains  of  the  faid  Negro  Parriot ;  that  at  the  place  where  the 
Bones  were  found  the  faid  Deponent  Daniel  faw  fome  wearing  Apparel,  which  he  well 
knew  belonged  to  the  faid  Negro  Parriot;  and  further,  that  he  difcovered  the  faid 
Negro  not  till  after  he  was  duly  outlawed,  and  believed  the  faid  Outlawry  was  made 
before  he  was  known  by  his  Matter's  Family  to  be  dead. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  the  Depofitions  of  Henry  Hamlin,  and 
Thomas  Roberts,  that  about  the  6th  of  October,  1770,  they,  the  faid  Deponents,  being 
fent  for,  came  to  the  Houfe  of  the  Petitioner,  and  faw  his  Wife  much  wounded  on  her 
Head,  and  one  of  her  Arms  broke ;  that  they  were  informed  by  the  Petitioner,  that  he 
faw  his  Negro  Parriot  wound  his  faid  Wife,  and  immediately  run  away ;  and  that  he  has 
not  fince  been  heard  of  but  from  the  Suppofition  of  his  having  hanged  himfelf . 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  the  Depofitions  of  John  Rowlett,  and 
Stephen  Neal,  that  they,  the  faid  Deponents,  were,  in  the  Month  of  February  laft,  fent 
for  by  the  Petitioner  to  fee  a  Negro  of  his  who  had  hanged  himfelf ;  that  at  the  Place 
where  it  was  fuppofed  he  was  hanged,  they  faw  the  Bones  and  Cloathing  of  a  Perfon 
whom,  from  the  faid  Cloathing  they  believed  to  be  the  Slave  that  they  heard  out- 
lawed at  Church,  as  a  Runaway,  belonging  to  the  Petitioner. 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution : 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  petition  be  rejected. 

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

The  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  refolved  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe, 
to  confider  of  the  Memorial  of  the  Court  of  Directors,  for  the  Public  Hofpital,  for  Perfons 
of  infane  and  difordered  Minds.

Refoived,  Nemine  Contradicente,  That  the  Sincere  and  grateful  Thanks  of  this  Houfe 
be  returned  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  for  the  kind  and  obliging  Anfwer  he  was 
pleafed  to  make  to  the  Addrefs  of  this  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Bland,  Mr  Harrifon,  Mr  Treafurer,  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton,  Mr  Cary, 
and  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee,  do  wait  upon  his  Excellency  with  the  faid  Refolution.

It  further  appears 
to  your  Committee,  that,  by  Means  of  a  great  Rain  that  fell  in  the  Month  of  May  laft, 
the  Water  flowed  into  one  of  the  faid  Warehoufes,  and  partly  damaged  thirty-nine 
Hogfheads  of  Tobacco,  which  lay  next  to  the  Ground ;  that  the  Petitioners  uncafed  the 
fame,  and  feparated  the  good  Tobacco  from  the  bad,  and  found  the  bad  to  be  fifteen 
hundred  and  fixty-eight  Pounds.  It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  Robert 
Gilchrift,  Proprietor  of  fourteen  Hogfheads,  and  Thomas  Hodge,  of  feven  Hogfheads, 
being  Part  of  the  thirty-nine  Hogfheads  of  Tobacco  damaged  as  aforefaid,  have  refufed 
to  receive  the  fame,  and  that  the  faid  Gilchrift  has  commenced  an  Action  at  Law  againf t 
the  Petitioners  for  the  Recovery  of  the  faid  fourteen  Hogfheads,  for  which  he  paid 
at  the  Rate  of  twenty  Shillings  Per  Cent,  and  that  the  faid  Hodge  paid,  for  the  feven 
Hogfheads  aforefaid,  at  the  Rate  of  fourteen  Shillings,  Sterling,  per  Cent,  and  charges 
the  Petitioners  the  Sums  of  eighteen  Pence  per  Hogfhead,  for  the  Difference  of  Inf  pection, 
and  three  Shillings  and  fix  Pence,  per  Hogfhead,  Freight. 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolutions ;

Ordered,  That  Mr  James  Henry  be  added  to  the  Gentlemen,  who  were  appointed  to 
prepare,  and  bring  in  a  Bill,  for  the  more  fpeedy  and  eafy  Administration  of  Juftice. 

Ordered,  That  nine  of  the  faid  Committee  be  a  fufficient  Number  to  proceed  on

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That,  in  Confequence  of  the  faid  Letter,  the  faid  Mr  Tazewell  applied  to  Mr  Everard, 
the  Clerk  of  York,  who  iffued  a  Writ  agreeable  to  the  Memorandum  at  the  Head  of  the 
faid  Letter,  againft  Mr  Richcfon,  which  was  delivered  to  M*  Ruffell,  the  Under  Sheriff 
of  the  faid  County,  who  executed  the  fame,  and  detains  the  iairl- Richefon  in  Cuftody; 
but  that  neither  Mr  Evcrard  nor  Mr  Tazewell  knew,  that  the  faid  Richefon  was  fummoned 
to  attend  the  Committee  as  a  Witnefs. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  faid  Ruffell,  the  Under  Sheriff,  about 
an  Hour  after  he  had  arretted  Mr  Richefon,  being  informed  by  the  faid  Richcfon,  that 
he  was  fummoned  as  a  Witnefs,  as  aforefaid,  and  could  not  be  legally  arrefted,  applied 
to  a  Member  of  this  Houfe,  for  his  Advice  and  Directions,  who  informed  the  faid  Ruffell 
of  the  ftanding  Order  of  the  Houfe,  that  all  Witneffes  attending  the  Committees  fhould 
be  privileged,  from  Arrefts,  but  gave  him  no  particular  Advice;  whereupon  another 
Member  of  the  Houfe  told  the  faid  Ruffell,  who  feemed  to  be  under  great  Difficulty  and 
Uneafinefs,  that  he  would  be  anfwerable  for  Mr  Richefcm  till  the  Determination  of  the 
Houfe  could  be  had  thereupon ;  and  that  the  faid  Ruffell,  of  his  own  Accord,  attended, 
in  order  to  be  informed  of  fuch  Determination.

Refolved,  That  the  Sum  of  five  Pounds  be  paid  to  John  Robinfon,  late  a  Soldier  in 
the  Virginia  Regiment;  and  that  the  Sum  of  fix  Pounds,  per  Annum,  be  paid  to  the  faid 
John  Robinfon,  during  his  Life,  as  a  Recompence  for  the  Wounds  he  received,  and  the 
Hardfhips  he  underwent,  in  the  Service  of  his  County.

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who,  upon  Examination,  committed  him  to  Gaol,  in  Order  that  he  might  be  tried  for 
the  faid  Offence ;  but  that,  in  a  very  short  Time  after  the  Gaoler  received  him,  hefxpired, 
occafioned,  as  was  fuppofed,  by  the  great  Fatigue  he  underwent  in  endeavoring  to  efcape 
his  Purfuers.  It  further  appears  to  your  Committee  that  the  faid  Slave  was  worth  eighty 
Pounds. 

Whereupon  your  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution ; 
Re folved, That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  petition  is  reafonable ; 
and  that  the  Petitioner  ought  to  be  allowed  the  faid  Sum  of  eighty  Pounds  for  the  faid 
Slave. 

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

M*  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Proportions  and  Grievances,  to  whom 
feveral  petitions  were  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matters  of  the 
faid  Petitions,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon,  which  they  had  directed 
him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered 
it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table,  where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as 
followeth,  viz.

It  further  appears  to 
your  Committee,  by  feveral  Certificates,  and  a  Lift  produced,  that  fourteen  Hogfheads  of 
the  faid  Tobacco,  weighing  Nett  16,123  Pounds,  were  the  property  of  Robert  Gilchrift, 
for  which  he  paid  at  the  Rate  of  twenty  Shillings  per  Cent,  feven  Hogfheads,  Nett  7071 
Pounds,  were  the  Property  of  Thomas  Hodge,  for  which  he  paid  at  the  Rate  of  fourteen 
Shillings  Sterling  Per  Cent,  which  faid  twenty-one  Hogfheads  were  refuted  by  the  Pro- 
prietors thereof,  fix  Hogfheads,  Nett  6157  Pounds,  were  the  Property  of  Perfons  unknown 
to  the  Petitioners,  and  one  Hogfhead  marked  GC,  No.  89,  was  twice  entered  in  the  faid 
Lift;  that  there  were  eleven  Hogfheads  more  omitted  in  the  faid  Petition,  which  the 
Owners  received,  that  loft  389  Pounds;  and  that  by  the  faid  Lift  the  Marks,  Numbers, 
and  Weights,  of  the  whole  Tobacco,  together  with  the  Quantity  damaged  in  each  Hogf- 
head, appear  as  followeth :

Nett  7071  Pounds,  at  fixteen  Shillings  and  ten  Pence  per  Cent,  and  for  four  Hogfheads, 
the  Property  of  Perfons  unknown  to  the  Petitioners,  weighing  Nett  3961  Pounds,  and 
493  pounds,  the  lots  fuftained  in  the  eleven  Hogfheads,  which  were  received,  and  the 
other  fix  Hogsheads  that  loft  lefs  than  twenty-five  Pounds  each,  at  twenty  Shillings 
per  Cetit.  and  the  further  Sum  of  four  Pounds  feventeen  Shillings  and  fix  pence  for  their 
Trouble  in  uncafing  and  trimming  the  whole  Tobacco,  and  fecuring  the  good  that  was

Affembly,  and,  upon  comparing  them  with  the  proper  Vouchers,  find  that  they  are  fairly 
and  jultly  ftated. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  Balance  in  the  Treafurer 's  Hands  for  Cafh 
received  from  the  feveral  Collectors  of  Taxes  appropriated  to  the  Redemption  of  the  old 
Treafury  Notes  amounted  to  9178  /.  6  s.  4  d.  of  which  they  have  burned  and  deftroyed 
3550  /.  6  5.  3  d.  that  of  the  Taxes  impofed  for  the  Redemption  of  the  10,000  /.,  iffued  in 
the  Year  1770,  there  hath  been  received  in  the  Whole  1 1,487  /.  9  s.S  d.  Farthing,  of  which 
there  was  formerly  burned,  by  the  ftanding  Committee,  290  /.  and  your  Committee  have 
now  burned  and  deftroyed  113  I.  fo  that  there  remains  in  the  Treafury  on  the  former 
Account,  a  Balance  of  5628  /.  o  1  d.  and  on  the  latter,  after  deducting  the  Treafurer 's 
Commiffions,  a  Balance  of  10,785  I.  2  s.  1  d.  Farthing;  which  feveral  Balances  the  Treaf- 
urer produced  to  us. 

Your  Committee  likewife  find  that  there  is  in  the  Treafurer 's  Hands  a  Balance  of 
1882  I.  6  s.  3  d.y,  due  to  the  Account  of  the  Public  Treafury,  which  the  Treafurer  alfo 
produced. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  State  of  the  old  Treafury  Notes,  and  find  that 
of  them  there  now  remains  in  Circulation  88,189/.  155.  They  have  alfo  examined  the 
late  Treafurer 's  Account,  and  find  a  Balance  of  72,362  /.  19  s.  4  d.  principal  Money  ftiil 
due  from  his  Eftate  to  the  Public. 

It  appears,  that  of  the  old  Arrears  due  from  the  Collectors  of  the  Land  and  Poll  Tax, 
and  Taxes  on  Carriages,  there  is  ftill  due  the  Sum  of  18,748  /.  1  s.  3  d.  a  particular  Account 
of  which  is  annexed ;  that  there  are  feveral  arrears  due  from  fome  of  the  Clerks  and  other 
Collectors,  the  amount  of  which  cannot  be  exactly  afcertained,  as  their  Accounts  are

not  made  up  at  the  Treafury ;  but  it  is  fuppofed  they  cannot  be  lefs  than  2000  /.     Upon 

the  whole  Matter,  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  that   the  Funds  appropriated  for  the 

Redemption  of  the  old  Treafury  Notes,  when  the  Arrears  are  paid  in,  will  exceed  the  Sum 

in  Circulation  10,549  i.  6  5.  3  d.  which  your  Committee  are  hopeful  will  be  amply  fufh- 

cient  to  make  good  all  Loffes  that  may  happen  in  the  laid  Arrears,  and  all  Expences 

attending  the  Collection  thereof.     Add  to  this  the  feveral  Treafury  Notes  which  have 

probably  been  loft  and  deftroyed,  which  your  Committee  are  of  the  Opinion  will  prove  a 

confiderable  Saving  to  the  Country,  though  they  cannot  pretend  to  fix  the  amount  of  the 

fame.     For  the  better  Illuftration  of  this  Part  of  their  Report,  your  Committee  beg 

Leave  to  refer  to  the  annexed  Account. 

Your  Committee  fubmit  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe  what  Meafures  ought  to 
be  purfued  to  enforce  the  moft  expeditious  Payment  of  the  feveral  Arrears,  and  humbly 
give  it  as  their  Opinion  that  fome  certain  Period  ought  to  be  fixed  for  calling  in  and 
finking  all  the  old  Treafury  Notes  now  in  Circulation.

A  Petition  of  Thomas  Coleman  and  Thomas  Butler,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Aylctt  's 
and  Todd's  Warehoufes.  in  the  Counties  of  King  William  and  King  and  Queen,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  praying  that  their  Salaries  may  be  increafed. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confederation  of  the  Committee 
.  of  Proportions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Proportions  and  Grievances,  to  whom 
feveral  petitions  were  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matters  of  the 
faid  petitions,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon,  which  they  had  directed 
him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered 
it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as 
followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  petition  of  divers  In- 
habitants on  Gcofe  Creek,  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  praying  that  Jeremiah  Early  may  be 
compelled  to  open  a  Gate  in  his  Mill  Dam,  at  the  Mouth  of  the  faid  Creek,  for  admitting 
Fifh,  be  rejected. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  petition  of  divers  In- 
habitants of  Bedford  County,  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs,  directing  Slopes  to  be  made 
in  Mill  Dams,  and  impowering  certain  Perfons  to  prefcribe  the  Manner  of  making  the 
fame,  is  reafonable. 

The  faid  Refolutions,  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  a  Bill  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  fecond  Refolution ;  and  that  the 
faid  Committee  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjcnirned  till  Tomorrow  Morning,  eleven  of  the  Clock. 
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EVERAL  other  Members  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken  by  Adt 
of  Parliament,  and  repeated  and  fubfcribed  the  Teft,  took  their  Places  in  the 
Houfe. 

Mr  Treafurer  reported  from  the  Committee  for  Religion,  to  whom  the  Peti- 
tions of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Saint  John,  in  the  County  of  King  William, 
praying  a  Diffolution  of  the  Veftry  of  the  faid  Parifh,  and  alfo  the  Petition  of  feveral 
Veftrymen  of  the  faid  Parifh,  in  Oppofition  thereto,  were  referred,  that  the  Committee 
had  examined  the  Matter  of  the  faid  Petitions,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame, 
together  with  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read 
the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  wThere  the 
fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

Upon  the  firft  Article  of  Charge,  "fuggefting  that  a  Party  Spirit  fubfifts  amongft 
the  Members  of  the  Veftry,  whereby  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Parifh  is  retarded,  and  other 
great  Inconveniences  fuftained, "  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony 
of  William  Peters  Martin,  that  he  heard  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne,  one  of  the  Veftry,  fay, 
upon  being  told  the  Parifhioners  were  diffatiffied  with  the  Conduct  of  the  Veftry,  and 
particularly  at  their  not  Meeting,  that  he  would  never  attend  as  a  Veftryman  again; 
that  he  knows  fome  of  the  Parifhioners  refufed  to  receive  the  Orders  of  Veftry  for  Pro- 
ceffioning,  alledging  that  they  had  not  been  made  in  proper  Time;  that  he  heard  Col. 
Francis  Weft,  when  in  Liquor  and  in  a  Paffion,  but  out  of  Veftry,  declare  that  he  had 
rather  be  found  at  Sheepftealing,  than  in  Veftry  again,  and  that  he  would  never  more 
go  to  Veftry ;  that  Mr  John  Quarks,  another  of  the  Veftry,  refenting  this  Behaviour,  fome 
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Abufe  followed  on  both  Sides,  and  a  Struggle  enfued;  that  this  happened  upwards  of 
a  Year  ago;  that  the  faid  Martin,  upon  hearing  who  were  Candidates  for  Seats  in  the 
Veftry,  in  Cafe  a  Diffolution  fhould^take  Place,  publicly  declared,  if  th'jfe  Candidates 
fhould  be  elected,  fame  of  whom  he  thought  ignorant  Men,  that  the  Parifh,  in  his  Opin- 
ion, would  not  be  fo  well  ferved  as  by  the  prefent  Veftry;  and  that  he  therefore  hoped 
the  Veftry  would  not  be  diffolved. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  John  Watkins,  that 
he  has  frequently  attended  the  Veftry;  but  never  difcovered  any  Party  Spirit  in  the 
Members. 

It  alio  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Ifaac  Quarles,  that  he  was 
at  King  William  Court-Houfe,  the  27th  of  December  laft,  when  a  Veftry  was  appointed 
to  be  held  for  laying  the  Parifh  Levy ;  that  Col.  Braxton  defired  him  to  go  to  Col.  Francis 
Weft,  and  inform  him,  that  there  were  fix  Veftrymen  affembled ;  and  that  he  defired  he 
would  come,  in  Order  to  make  a  Veftry ;  but  if  the  faid  Weft  was  not  able,  he  was  defired 
to  wait  on  Mr  Roger  Gregory,  another  Veftryman,  and  tell  him  the  fame ;  that  he  accord- 
ingly went  to  Col.  Weft's  Houfe,  and  delivered  his  Meffage,  but  the  faid  Weft  was  unable 
to  attend ;  that,  Mr  Gregory  being  prefent,  he  delivered  him  the  like  Meffage,  but  the  faid 
Gregory  faid,  he  had  been  waiting  fome  Time  there  to  fee  whether  Col.  Bernard  and 
Thomas  Moore  went  up  the  Road,  that  it  was  then  too  late  to  do  Bufmefs,  and  he  would 
not  go ;  that  the  faid  Quarles  ftayed  at  Col.  Weft's  about  an  Hour,  when  he  returned 
to  the  Court-Houfe,  the  Sun  being  about  an  Hour  high ;  that  the  Diftance  from  Col. 
Weft 's  to  the  Court-Houfe  is  about  feven  Miles. 

It  likewife  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Thomas  Rofe,  that  he 
hath  been  Clerk  of  the  faid  Veftry  about  four  Years ;  that  he  never  obferved  any  Dif- 
putes  in  the  faid  Veftry,  or  anything  of  a  Party  Spirit,  amongft  the  Members,  except 
what  is  hereafter  mentioned ;  that  about  eighteen  months  ago,  upon  a  Quef tion  being 
agitated  in  Veftry,  whether  they  fhould  purchafe  Land  for  a  new  Glebe,  or  add  to  the  old 
one,  fome  Warmths  and  Difputes  arofe,  but  the  Veftry  came  to  no  Concluiion  that 
Day,  upon  that  particular  Bufmefs ;  that  he  thinks  thefe  Difputes  and  Warmths  might 
have  prevented  the  Veftry 's  coming  to  a  Determination;  that,  when  it  was  propofed  in 
Veftry,  that  a  Piece  of  Land  called  Tuckcoman  's  belonging  to  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne, 
fhould  be  purchafed  for  a  Glebe,  the  faid  Claiborne  declared  he  thought  the  Parifh  not 
able  to  buy  it,  and  that  he  would  not  vote  in  the  Quef  tion ;  that,though  this  was  propofed, 
and  talked  of  in  the  Veftry,  no  Queftion  was  put  relative  to  the  faid  Land,  the  Veftry 
agreeing  to  wait  and  fee  how  much  could  be  raifed  by  Subfcription,  from  an  Unwilling- 
nefs  to  tax  the  People  more  than  300  /.  at  that  Time ;  that,  to  his  Knowledge,  no  Queftion 
was  ever  put  at  any  other  Time  in  Veftry,  concerning  the  Purchafe  of  this  Tract  of  Land , 
that,  during  his  Clerkship,  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne  has  given  due  Attendance,  conducted 
hirnfelf ,  in  his  Opinion,  as  well  as  any  Member  of  the  faid  Veftry,  and,  as  far  as  he  knows 
or  believes,  with  Candor  and  Impartiality. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  the  Reverend  Henry 
Skyring,  that  at  a  Veftry  held  in  October,  1770,  fome  Words  paffed  between  him  and  Mr 
Braxton,  a  Member  of  the  Veftry,  occafioned,  as  he  believes,  by  a  Mifunderftanding 
between  them ;  that  the  Queftion  then  put  was,  whether  they  fhould  add  to  the  prefent 
Glebe,  or  purchafe  a  new  one?  To  which  the  faid  Skyring,  with  fome  Warmth,  anfwered 
that,  as  to  adding  to  the  old  Glebe,  "  their  Honours  were  at  Stake  to  do  it,  fhould  he  at 
any  Time  call  upon  them ;  but  that  the  Situation  of  the  Glebe  was  then  Difagreeable  to 
him;"  that  there  were  other  warm  Difputes  amongft  the  Members  of  the  Veftry  that 
Day  upon  the  fame  Quef  tion ;  that  Mr  Braxton  afked  him,  out  of  .Veftry,  whether  it 
would  be  agreeable  to  him  if  the  Veftry  fhould  come  to  a  Refolution  of  purchafing  a 
Tract  of  Land  belonging  to  the  faid  Braxton,  called  Broad  Neck,  which  Queftion  he  re- 
members he  did  not  anfwer;  that  Lands  belonging  to  Mr  Quarles,  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne, 
and  others,  had  been  propofed  for  the  fame  Purpofe,  though  Mr  Claiborne's  Land,  he 
believes,  was  not  mentioned  when  thofe  Difputes  happened ;  that  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne, 
ever  lince  his  being  of  the  Veftry,  has  given  due  Attendance ;  that  he  thinks  him  an  ufeful 
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and  an  impartial  Member;  that  when  the  (aid  Claiborne's  Land  was  propofed  to  be  pur- 
chafed  for  a  Glebe,  he  declared  he  would  ncjt  give  his  Vote,  as  he  thought  the  Parifh 
unable  to  make  fuch  a  Purchafe;  that,  however,  the  Queftion  was  never  put;  that  the 
faid  Claiborne  attended  the  Day  Mr  Gregory  was  fent  for,  and  did  not  come;  that  he  has 
not  vet  received  his  Salary  for  the  Year  1769,  when  the  faid  Claiborne  was  Collector, 
though  he  does  not  blame  him,  or  any  of  the  Veftry,  but  his  Deputy  Thomas  Littlepage, 
whom  he  had  fo  good  an  Opinion  of,  at  that  Time,  that  he  would  have  preferred  him  as  a 
Collector;  that  he  has  feen,  from  under  the  Hand  of  faid  Littlepage,  a  State  of  his 
Accounts  as  Deputy  Collector  for  the  faid  Claiborne,  wherein  he  fully  acquits  the  [aid 
Claiborne  from  the  Payment  of  the  Minifter,  and  the  other  Parifh  Creditors;  that  the 
firft  Time  the  Veftry  was  called  -was,  as  he  thinks,  the  18th  of  November  laft;  there  were 
prefent  Col.  Francis  Weft,  Meff.  John  Quarks,  Garlick,  Braxton,  and  John  Weft;  that 
Mr  Philip  Whitehead  Claiborne  was  at  that  Time  on  his  Death  Bed ;  that  Col.  Bernard 
Moore  was  very  ill  with  the  Gout ;  that  MT  Roger  Gregory  had  loft  his  Lady  not  more  than 
three  or  four  Days  before,  and  that  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne,  as  he  understood,  was  attend- 
ing Effex  Court;  that  he  cannot  particularly  fay  what  was  the  Reafon  of  Col.  Thomas 
Moore's  not  attending,  but  believes,  at  that  Time,  he  was  afraid  of  the  Sheriff;  that  the 
next  Time,  they  propofed  to  hold  a  Veftry,  the  fame  Reafons,  in  fome  Meafure,  pre- 
vailed to  prevent  it;  the  faid  Philip  Whitehead  Claiborne,  and  Bernard  Moore,  could  not 
poffibly  attend,  and  MrB  Gregory  was  not  then  buried. 

It  also  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Fendall  Southerland,  that 
he  has  often  been  at  Veftries  held  for  Saint  John 's  Parifh,  and  has  heard  many  Difputes 
among  the  Veftrymen,  which  he  thinks  feemed  to  look  like  a  Party  Spirit  in  the  faid 
Veftry;  that  he  hath  heard  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne,  Mr Gregory,  Col.  Francis  Weft,  and 
others,  of  the  faid  Veftry,  fay  that  the  Veftry  wanted  to  make  Parties  to  cany  Points ;  that 
Mr  William  Dandridge,  one  of  the  Veftry,  has  refigned,  and  he  heard  the  faid  Da ndridge 
fay  he  did  it  on  Account  of  fome  Difputes  which  happened  in  Veftry ;  that  feveral  of  the 
Perfons  appointed  to  proceffion  Lands  have  declared  that  they  would  not  proceed  in 
their  Bufmefs,  as  the  Time  for  beginning  was  paf t  before  they  received  the  Orders,  and 
they  could  not  compleat  them  before  the  Return  Day ;  that  he  was  at  the  Court-Houfe  the 
27th  of  December  laft,  the  Day  appointed  to  lay  the  Parifh  Levy,  and  there  being  only 
fix  Members,  a  Meffenger  was  difpatched  for  Col.  Weft,  as  the  faid  Southerland  under- 
stood, or  Mr  Gregory,  if  Col.  Weft  could  not  come ;  that  when  the  Meffenger  returned,  he 
informed  the  Members  of  the  Veftry  prefent,  that  the  faid  Weft  was  too  much  indif pofed 
to  attend,  and  that  the  faid  Gregory  faid  he  had  waited  fome  Time  for  Col.  Moore  to  have 
gone  up  with  him,  but  that  it  was  then  too  late,  and  he  would  not  come,  or  Words  to  that 
Purpofe ;  that  upon  this  being  told  the  faid  Braxton,  he  declared  he  never  would  meet  in 
that  Veftry  again,  and  that  it  was  high  Time  for  a  Diffolution ;  that  he  would  draw  a 
Petition  for  the  People  to  fign  for  that  Purpofe,  which  he  did,  as  the  faid  Braxton  in- 
formed hirn ;  that  he  believes  the  faid  Braxton,  with  many  others,  figned  the  faid  Petition ; 
that  he  hath  heard  the  faid  Braxton,  Thomas  Claiborne,  John  Quarles,  Roger  Gregory, 
and  Francis  Weft,  declare  that  they  were  willing  a  Diffolution  fhould  take  Place,  and 
would  fign  a  petition ;  that  he  heard  the  faid  Thomas  Claiborne  in  Veftry,  fome  Years  ago, 
fay  the  Veftry  had  levied  2000  lbs.  of  Tobacco  for  the  Minifter  contrary  to  Law ;  and  that, 
if  for  no  other  Reafon,  the  faid  Veftry  ought  to  be  diffolved;  that  he  has  heard  fome 
others  of  the  Veftry  declare  that,  as  there  was  not  one  of  the  Veftry  living  who  had  been 
chofen  by  the  People,  the  faid  Veftry  ought  to  be  diffolved  for  that  Reafon. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Holt  Richefon,  that  he 
*as  at  a  Veftry  held  at  the  Court  Houfe,  when  a  Difpute  happened  about  purchafmg 
Land  for  a  new-  Glebe ;  that  Mr  Roger  Gregory,  fome  Time  before  that,  defired  him  to 
fpt-ak  to  M*  William  Dandridge,  to  join  their  Party;  on  which  he,  thinking  the  faid  Dan- 
dridge was  not  to  be  influenced,  told  him  he  did  not  chufe  to  do  it,  as  he  thought  it  would 
be  ufing  the  faid  Dandridge  very  ill,  and  that  he  would  have  a  Right  to  break  his  Head; 
to  which  the  faid  Gregory  replied,  if  the  faid  Dandridge  did  not  join  them,  they  could  not 
cany-  their  Point  in  purchafmg  a  Piece  of  Land,  called  Tuckcoman's;  that  in  Courfe  of 
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the  Debate,  that  Day,  about  purchafing  Tuckcoman's,  Col.  Weft  infifted  it  would  be 
cheaper  to  purchafe  that  Land  than  to  add  to  the  Glebe;  on  which  feveral  Difputea 
arofe,  and  the  Veftry  broke  up,  without  doing  any  Bufinefs;  that  the  fame  Evening  he 
heard  Mr  William  Dandridge  declare  he  would  not  fit  in  Veftry  again,  unlets  it  was  to 
lay  the  Parifh  Levy,  and  foon  afterwards  he  refigned;  that  fome  Time  iaft  Fall,  being  at. 
Mr  Thomas  Claiborne's,  in  Converfation  with  him,  the  faid  Claiborne  mentioned  Come 
Gentlemen,  who  he  thought  would  be  proper  to  fill  up  the  Vacancies  in  the  Veftry ;  that 
Mr  Claiborne  further  faid,  that  he  himfelf,  and  Mr  Gregory,  had  pitched  upon  three  a* 
Veftrymen,  who,  if  they  were  chofen,  would  join  them,  and  then  the  lower  Gentlemen, 
would  have  a  ftronger  Party  than  the  upper,  and  they  fhould  be  able  to  do  as  they 
pleafed,  or  Words  to  that  Effect ;  that  the  faid  Richefon  replied,  if  Col.  Thomas  Moore  ap- 
peared at  Veftry,  the  upper  Members  would  be  on  a  footing  with  them,  and  they  could 
not  carry  their  Point;  to  which  faid  Claiborne  anfwered,  if  he,  Moore,  would  not  join 
them,  he  would  put  a  Paper  into  Mr  Rofe,  the  Sheriff 's  Hands,  which  fhould  keep  him 
from  attending,  by  which  Means  it  would  be  in  his  Power  to  have  those  Gentlemen  chofen 
he  had  pitched  upon;  that  the  Perfons  the  faid  Claiborne  mentioned  to  have  joined  him 
in  carrying  the  Point,  of  chusing  Veftrymen,  were  Col.  Francis  Weft,  Mr  John  Weft,  and 
Mr  Roger  Gregory,  and  the  Perfons  propofed  to  be  chofen  were  Meff.  Ferdinando  Leigh, 
William  Claiborne,  and  Ricliard  Gregory;  that  on  his  telling  Mr  Braxton,  and  Mr  William 
Dandridge,  the  Converfation  that  paffed  between  Mr  Thcnnas  Claiborne  and  him,  Mr 
Dandridge  anfwered,  that  before  the  Parifh  fhould  be  impofed  upon,  he  would  qualify, 
and  act  himfelf,  as  he  was  then  re-chofen  by  the  Veftry;  that  accordingly  the  faid  Dan- 
dridge went  to  Court  to  qualify,  but  no  Court  was  held  that  Day ;  fince  which  the  faid 
Dandridge 's  Indif pofition  has  prevented  his  qualifying ;  that  there  are  but  nine  Members 
qualified  to  adl  as  Veftrymen  in  the  Parifh,  fince  the  Death  of  Mr  Philip  Whitehead 
Claiborne,  which  happened  fome  Time  about  the  firft  of  December  laft. 

It  likewife  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Mr  William  Dandridge, 
Veftryman  of  the  faid  Parifh,  that  the  Reafon  of  his  refigning  his  Seat  in  Veftry  was, 
that  after  a  Queftion  had  been  argued,  and  five  of  the  Members,  which  were  a  Majority, 
had  agreed  to  come  to  a  Refolution,  and  enter  an  Order  thereupon,  the  other  three  Mem- 
bers, then  prefent,  retufed  to  fign  the  Orders,  and  the  Veftry  were  obliged  to  break  up 
without  doing  any  Bufinefs;  that  the  three  Gentlemen  who  refufed  to  fign,  were  Col. 
Francis  Weft,  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne,  and  Mr  Roger  Gregory;  and  that  it  is  customary, 
in  that  Veftry,  for  all  the  Members  prefent  to  fign  the  Orders. 

It  alfo  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  M*  Carter  Braxton,  that 
on  the  27th  of  December  laft,  fix  of  the  Veftry  of  Saint  John 's  Parifh,  having  met  at  King 
William  Court-Houfe,  to  do  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Parifh,  they,  or  fome  of  them,  defired  Mr 
Claiborne  to  write  a  Letter  to  Col.  Weft,  and  Mr  Roger  Gregory,  defiring  them,  or  one  of 
them,  to  attend,  but  a  Meffenger  was  difpatched  for  that  Purpofe  before  Mr  Claiborne, 
who  had  retired  to  write  the  Letter,  returned  with  it ;  that  the  faid  Claiborne,  apprehen- 
five  that  the  Veftry  might  fufpecfc  him  of  not  having  wrote  what  they  had  defired,  re- 
quefted  the  faid  Braxton  to  read  the  Letter,  upon  Perufal  of  which  he  was  fully  convinced 
that  it  only  contained  the  Senf e  of  the  Veftry ;  that  the  faid  Claiborne  told  the  faid  Brax- 
ton, then  Sheriff  of  the  faid  County,  that  he  had  an  Execution  againft  Mr  Thomas  Moore, 
who  was  then  prefent,  and  was  directed  to  put  the  faid  Execution  into  the  faid  Braxton 's 
Hands,  but  that  he  would  not  do  it,  as  the  faid  Moore  came  up  to  do  the  Parifh  Bufinefs ; 
that  he,  the  faid  Braxton,  never  did  difcover  any  Party  Spirit,  or  Partiality,  in  the  faid 
Claiborne,  as  a  Veftryman;  that  he  had  often  differed  with  him  in  Opinion,  but  that  he 
did  not  impute  it  to  any  private  Views  of  the  faid  Claiborne;  that  he  thinks  the  faid 
Claiborne  one  of  the  mof t  able  and  ferviceable  Veftrymen  in  the  Parifh ;  tfeat  he,  the  faid 
Braxto/t,  with  the  other  Members  of  the  Veftry,  did  folicit  Mr  William  Dandridge.  who 
had  refigned,  to  refume  his  Seat  in  the  Veftry ;  that  the  faid  Dandridge  made  fome  flight 
Objections,  as  to  the  Propriety  of  refigning  one  Day,  and  returning  the  fame  Place  the 
next,  but  defired  fome  Time  to  think  of  it;  that  the  Veftry,  however,  re-elected  the  faid 
Dandridge,  as  they  knew  him  to  be  a  worthy  Member;  that  the  faid  Dandridge  has  never 
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vet  qualified,  but  did  fome  Time  in  December  laft,on  being  told  what  WRichefon  afferted, 
declare  he  would  act  rather  than  the  Parifh  fhould  be  impofed  upon.  The  faid  Braxton, 
being  afked  whether  he  did  not  defire  Mr  William  Aylett  to  meet  at  the  next  Court,  in 
Order  to  qualify  the  faid  Dandridge,  before  the  meeting  of  the  Veftry,  which  was  ap- 
pointed to  be  held  on  the  27th  of  December,  replied,  that  he  did  not  remember  fuch  Con- 
verfation,  but  would  admit  he  had  done  fo;  the  faid  Braxton  being  afked  bv  Mr  Samuel 
Garlick  his  Opinion  of  him,  as  a  Veftryman,  replied,  that  he  believed  him  to  be  a  worthy, 
honeft  Man,  and  a  good  Veftryman. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Bernard  Powers,  that 
he  was  at  the  Court-Houfe  the  27th  of  December  laft,  when  a  Veftry  was  appointed  to  be 
held  to  lay  the  Parifh  Levy,  and  underftanding  that  there  was  not  a  fufficient  Number 
to  hold  a  Veftry,  Col.  Braxton  fent  Mr  Ifaac  Quarles  for  Col.  Weft,  and  Mr  Gregory;  that 
the  faid  Quarles  returned,  and  informed  the  faid  Braxton  that  Col.  Weft  was  unable  to 
come,  and  that  Mr  Gregory  would  not  come ;  that  this  feemed  to  difpleafe  the  faid  Braxton, 
and  he  then  declared  he  thought  it  was  high  Time  to  move  for  a  Diffolution,  when  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Veftry  would  not  attend  to  do  Bufmefs,  and  that  he  would  draw  a 
Petition  for  that  Purpofe;  that  Mr  Thomas  Claiborne,  another  Veftryman,  who  was  then 
prefent,  likewife  faid,  "  do  it  as  foon  as  you  will,  and  if  I  don 't  fign  it,  it  will  be  becaufe 
I  cannot  write";  that  foon  after  a  Petition,  faid  to  be  drawn  by  the  faid  Braxton,  was 
handed  about,  and  the  faid  Powers  was  afked  to  fign  it,  which  he  did,  with  many  others. 

With  Refped  to  the  fecond  and  third  Articles  of  Charge,  complaining  that  the  faid 
Veftry  had  made  an  Order  to  petition  this  Houfe  for  a  Law  to  enable  them  to  fell  their 
Glebe,  and  allow  the  Rector  of  the  Parifh  fifty  Pounds  a  Year,  in  Lieu  thereof,  and 
fuggefting  that  by  the  faid  Veftry 's  taking  fuch  a  Step,  the  Parifh  had  loft  about  the 
Sum  of  four  hundred  Pounds,  fubfcribed  in  that,  and  the  neighbouring  Parifhes,  to  make 
Additions  to  the  Glebe,  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  Veftry  judging  their 
prefent  Glebe  inlufhcient  for  the  Minifter,  on  the  29th  Day  of  November,  1768,  made 
an  Order,  appointing  Mr  Philip  Whitehead  Claiborne,  Samuel  Garlick,  William  Dandridge, 
Thomas  Moore,  and  John  Weft,  Gentlemen,  or  any  three  of  them,  to  view  the  Lands  of 
James  Quarles,  and  make  Report  of  the  Value  thereof  to  the  next  Veftry ;  that  at  another 
Veftry,  held  the  30th  of  Not-ember,  1770,  the  faid  Veftry  not  having  then  fixed  on  a  Piece 
of  Land  for  a  Glebe,  it  was  ordered,  that  James  Quarles,  Francis  Weft,  Bernard  Moore, 
Philip  Whitehead  Claiborne,  John  Weft,  Samuel  Garlick  and  Carter  Braxton,  Gentlemen, 
or  any  three  of  them,  fhould  meet  at  the  Court  Houfe,  on  Tuefday  the  11th  of  December 
following,  by  nine  o  'Clock,  to  view  the  Lands  adjacent  to  the  Glebe,  and  make  Report 
to  the  Veftry  of  the  Value  and  Conveniences  of  the  fame,  that  the  faid  Veftry  might  be 
informed  of  the  moft  proper  Piece  of  Land    that  could  be  annexed  to  the  Glebe. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  on  the  25th  Day  of  Auguft,  1770,  the  faid 
Veftry,  being  apprehenfive  that  the  Reverend  Mr  Skyring  would  leave  their  Parifh,  as 
they  underftood  an  advantageous  Offer  had  been  made  him  from  another,  in  Hopes  of 
inducing  him  to  continue  with  them,  fet  on  Foot,  and  actually  entered  into  Articles  of 
Subfcription,  in  the  Words  following,  to  wit:  "We  the  Subfcribers,  being  willing  and 
very  dehrous  of  keeping  our  prefent  Incumbent,  the  Reverend  Mr  Henry  Skyring,  in 
the  Parifh  of  St.  John,  and  County  of  King  William;  and  whereas  we  have  this  Day 
thought  in  Veftry,  that  the  Glebe,  now  appropriated  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Minifter  in  the 
faid  Parifh,  is  infufficient  for  the  Support  of  him,  and,  at  the  fame  Time,  were  of  Opinion 
that  the  Veftrymen  of  the  faid  Parifh  could  not, with  Propriety,  tax  the  People  fufheiently 
to  purchafe  fuch  a  Glebe  as  might  or  would  be  agreeable  to  the  prefent  Incumbent,  we 
have  fell  on  the  following  Method,  viz.  we,  and  each  of  us,  do  hereby  agree,  and  do  bind 
ourselves,  our  Heirs,  Executors,  and  Adminiftrators,  to  pay  the  Sums  refpectively 
fubfcribed  to  each  of  our  Names,  for  and  towards  purchafing  fuch  a  Piece  of  Land  as 
fhali  be  agreeable  to  the  faid  ^sir  Skyring, ior  the  Ufe  of  the  faid  Skyring,  and  hisSucceffors, 
^s  Minifters  of  the  Parifh  aforefaid,  for  and  towards  enabling  the  Veftry  to  purchafe  a 
Sufficient  Glebe  for  the  faid  Parifh;  and  in  Order  to  render  the  Collection  of  the  fame 
more  certain,  we,  and  each  of  us,  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  the  Veftry  of  our 
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faid  Parish  to  levy  the  Sums  refpectively  fubfcribed  to  our  Names,  on  our  Goods  and 
Chattels,  Lands  and  Tenements  to  be  collected  by  fuch  Perfon  as  [hall  by  the  faid  Veftry 
be  appointed  to  collect  the  Parifh  Levy  next  to  be  laid;"  that  there  was  fubfcribed  two 
hundred  and  forty-two  Pounds  in  all,  of  which  one  hundred  and  feventy  Pounds  were 
fubfcribed  by  different  Members  of  the  Veftry. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  that,  on  the  8th  Day  of  December  following, 
other  Articles  of  Subfcription  were  fet  on  Foot,  which  are  contained  in  thefe  Words, 
to  wit,  "  Whereas  on  the  25th  Day  of  Auguft  laft,  the  Veftry  of  Saint  John 's  Parifh  met 
at  the  Houfe  of  Mr  Richard  Banks,  and  being  very  defirous  of  keeping  the  prefent 
Incumbent,  Mr  Henry  Skyring,  they  then  fell  upon  a  Method  of  railing  a  Sum  of  Money 
by  Subfcription  to  purchafe  Lands  for  the  faid  Incumbent,  and  Ufe  of  the  Parifh,  but 
fince  which  it  is  thought  more  expedient  to  lay  out  Part  of  the  Money  fo  fubfcribed  in 
purchafing  Negroes  for  the  Ufe  of  Mr  Henry  Skyring,  during  his  Continuance,  as  Rector 
in  this  Parifh,  and  in  Cafe  of  the  Death  or  Refignation  of  the  faid  Mr  Henry  Skyring,  the 
faid  Negroes  fhall  be  vefted  in  the  Veftry  of  the  faid  parifh  of  Saint  John,  and  the 
Profits  and  Increafe  arifing  from  fuch  Negroes  to  be  laid  out  either  for  the  Support  of 
the  next  Incumbent,  or  leffening  the  Parifh  Levy,  as  the  faid  Veftry  fhall  think  proper; 
we  and  each  of  us  do  hereby  agree,  and  do  bind  ourfelves,  our  Heirs,  Executors,  and 
Adminiftrators,  to  pay  the  Sums  refpectively  fubfcribed  to  each  of  our  Names,  firft, 
for  and  towards  purchafing  four  Slaves,  two  of  which  to  be  Females,  the  Overplus  to  be 
applied  in  purchafing  or  adding  any  Lands  to  the  prefent  Glebe  that  the  Veftry  fhall 
think  proper.  It  is  hereby  declared  by  the  faid  Veftry,  that  the  Subfcribers  to  this 
fhall  be  difcharged  from  the  Payment  of  the  former  Subfcription  of  the  above  Date, 
and  in  Order  to  render  the  Collection  of  the  fame  more  certain,  we,  and  each  of  us,  do 
hereby  authorize  and  empower  the  Veftry  of  our  faid  parifh  to  levy  the  Sums,  refpect- 
ively  fubfcribed  to  our  Names,  on  our  Goods,  and  Chattels,  Lands,  and  Tenements,  to 
be  collected  by  fuch  Perfon  as  fhall  by  the  faid  Veftry  be  appointed  to  collect  the  Parifh 
Levy;"  which  laft  mentioned  Articles  were  fubfcribed  by  Mr  John  Roane,  and  feveral 
others,  who  had  fubfcribed  the  former  Articles. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  Veftry  taking  into  Confi deration 
the  Value  of  the  Land  which  had  been  viewed,  and  which  was  eftimated  at  400  /.  and 
finding  the  Repairs  of  their  prefent  Glebe  would  amount  to  200  I.  at  leaft,  they  judged 
it  moft  for  the  Intereft  of  the  Parifh  to  accept  a  Propofal,  made  by  their  Minifter.  to 
allow  him  50  /.  per  Annum  in  Lieu  of  the  Glebe,  and  accordingly,  at  a  Veftry  held  the 
22d  of  April,  177 1,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  Churchwardens,  for  the  Time  being,  fhould 
prepare  a  Petition,  to  be  figned  by  the  Veftry,  to  apply  to  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly, 
for  Leave  to  fell  their  prefent  Glebe,  it  being  adjudged  in  Veftry  that  the  fame  was 
infufncient,  and  to  allow  the  Veftry  to  comply  with  a  Bargain  that  Day  made  with  then- 
present  Incumbent,  the  Reverend  Mr  Henry  Skyring,  which  was  to  allow  him  50  /.  a 
Year,  in  Lieu  of  another  Glebe  to  be  bought,  during  his  Refidence  in  the  faid  Parifh, 
and  the  Parifh  to  receive  five  Per  Cent,  on  the  Amount  of  the  Sale  of  the  faid  Glebe. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Declarations  of  feveral  of  the  Veftry, 
that  the  Money  propofed  to  be  raifed  by  the  Subfcription  is  ftill  left  in  the  Hands  of 
the  Subfcribers,  unappropriated,  and  is  now  intended  to  be  laid  out  in  Slaves,  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  prefent  Incumbent,  provided  he  remains  in  the  Parifh,  and  the  Contract  before 
mentioned  takes  Place. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  John  Roane,  that  he, 
being  at  the  Upper  Church  in  the  faid  Parifh,  fawa  Paper  handed  about,  to  raise  a  Sum 
of  Money,  by  Subfcription,  to  purchafe  a  Glebe,  in  Order  to  induce  the  Minifter  to 
continue  in  the  Parifh;  that  Mr  William  Aylett  and  he  fubfcribed  40  s.  each,  and  on 
their  way  Home,  the  faid  Aylett  expreffed  fome  Diffatiffaction  at  the  Smallnefs  of  the 
Sum,  and  that  they  agreed  to  make  each  of  their  Subfcriptions  ten  Pounds,  but  that 
he  thinks  his  Defign  in  fubfcribing  has  not  been  carried  into  Execution,  and  that 
therefore  he  does  not  think  himfelf  obliged  to  pay  any  Part  of  the  Money,  as  he  has 
underftood  the  Veftry  intends  to  lay  out  the  Money  in  Slaves,  inftead  of  Land;  that 
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he  figned  the  fecond  Subfcription,  fuppofmg  it  a  Copy  of  the  firft,  and  therefore  did  not 
read  it;  that  the  faid  Aylctt  and  Roane  live<<in  Saint  David's  Parifh. 

It  alfo  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Holt  Richefon,  that  he 
thought  the  Defign  of  the  Subfcription  was  to  purehafe  a  Glebe,  to  induce  Mr  Skyring 
to  continue  in  the  Parifh,  and  that  otherwife  the  Subfcription  was  to  be  of  no  Effect, 
if  a  Sufficiency  could  not  be  procured  for  that  Purpofe. 

Upon  inquiring  into  the  fourth  and  laft  Article  of  Charge,  complaining  that  the 
faid  Veftry  in  the  Years  1766,  and  1767,  made  an  Order  to  Rent  out  the  Glebe,  and 
allow  the  Minifter  2000  lbs.  of  Tobacco,  and  Cafk,  a  Year,  in  Lieu  thereof,  that  the 
Tobacco  had  been  annually  levied  on  the  Petitioners,  and  the  Glebe  rented  out  in  a 
verv  imprudent  Manner,  for  the  inconfiderable  Sum  of  5  /.  per  Annum,  and  this  not 
regularly  accounted  for,  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  at  a  Veftry,  held  the  15th 
of  April,  1766,  it  was  "refolved,  that  the  Veftry  do  levy  for  the  Reverend  Mr  Skyring 
2000  lbs.  of  Tobacco,  and  Cafk,  yearly,  in  Lieu  of  the  Glebe,  during  his  Pleafure;"  and 
that  at  another  Veftry,  held  the  24th  of  November,  in  the  fame  Year,  it  was  "  ordered, 
that  the  Churchwardens  let  the  repairing  of  the  Glebe,  and  rented  it  out  for  the  Ufe  of 
the  Parifh,"  and  that,  at  another  Veftry,  held  the  ift  Day  of  December,  1769,  "Col. 
Francis  Weft  acknowledged  himfelf  indebted  to  the  Parifh,  for  the  Rent  of  the  Glebe, 
two  Years,  ten  Pounds." 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Mr  Samuel  Garlick, 
a  Member  of  the  faid  Veftry,  that  he,  amongft  the  reft  of  the  Veftry,  confented  to  let 
Col.  Francis  Weft  live  as  a  Tenant  on  the  Glebe,  the  firft  Year,  for  putting  the  Fences 
and  keeping  the  Houfes  in  Order,  and  that  he  was  to  pay,  for  the  fecond  Year,  10  /. 
Rent ;  that  in  his  Opinion,  it  was  a  very  advantageous  Bargain  for  the  Parifh,  as  Col. 
Weft  informed  him,  he  had  got  fourteen  thoufand  Rails,  and  made  fome  little  Repairs 
to  the  Glebe ;  that,  in  the  Month  of  February  laft,  after  Notice  had  been  given  by  public 
Advertifements,  the  renting  of  the  Glebe  was  fet  up  at  public  Auction,  that  no  Perfon 
offered  more  than  6  /.  a  Year,  till  he,  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Parifh,  bid  for  the  faid  Glebe, 
and  railed  the  Rent  to  10  /.  10  5.  6  d.  at  which  Price  it  was  let  to  one  Jafon  Ifbell, 
who  gave  Bond  and  Security  for  the  Payment  of  the  fame. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Mr  Carter  Braxton, 
upon  his  being  afked  why  the  Veftry  rented  the  Glebe  to  Col.  Weft,  without  letting  it  up, 
to  the  higheft  Bidder  that  he  did  not  recollect  whether  he  was  in  Veftry  at  that  Time, 
or  not,  but  that  the  Veftrymen  told  him  it  was  let  to  Col.  Weft,  becaufe  he  was  to  live 
on  the  Glebe,  make  some  slight  Repairs,  and  renew  the  Fences,  and  that  they  expected 
he  would  take  more  Care  of  it  than  any  other  Perfon,  for  which  Reafon  he  was  to  have 
it  the  firft  Year  Rent  free. 

It  further  appears,  from  an  Account  stated  in  the  Veftry  Book,  that  the  Parifh 
has  had  Credit  for  ten  Pounds,  the  Rent  due  from  Col.  Weft,  though  on  that  Account 
Mr  Claiborne,  the  Collector,  appears  indebted  to  the  Parifh  upwards  of  four  Pounds, 
which  the  prefent  Collector  has  taken  upon  himfelf.  Several  of  the  Veftrymen  declared 
before  your  Committee,  that  they  thought  it  for  the  interef t  of  the  Parifh  to  allow  their 
Minifter  2000  lbs.  of  Tobacco,  rather  than  put  the  Parifh  to  the  Expence  of  repairing 
the  Glebe,  which  they  fuppofed  would  have  coft  upwards  of  two  hundred  Pounds. 

It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  Teftimony  of  Mr  Thomas  Rofe, 
that  the  Parifh  Levy  this  Year  is  24  lbs.  of  Tobacco  per  Poll;  that  laft  Year  it  was 
fettled  at  40,  as  the  Veftry  had  in  View  the  repairing  of  the  Churches,  but  this  not  having 
been  done,  there  remained  a  Quantity  of  Tobacco  in  Hand,  which  occafioned  a  Reduction 
of  the  prefent  Year's  Levy,  and  that  for  several  Years  preceding  the  laft,  the  Levy  has 
not  exceeded  30  and  30  odd  Pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Poll. 

Upon  the  whole  Matter,  your  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolutions,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  fo  much  of  the  firft  Article 
of  Charge,  as  alledges  fuch  a  Party  Spirit  to  have  fubfifted  amongft  the  Members  of 
the  prefent  Veftry',  as  is  in  the  highest  Degree  prejudicial  to  the  true  Interef t  of  the 
Parifh,  that  it  created  Warmths,  retarded  Bufmefs,  and  hath,  of  late  years,  prevented 
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Meetings ;  that  feveral  of  the  Veftry  have  declared  they  never  would  meet  again  in  Veftry, 
and  expressed  a  WUlingnefs  for  a  Diffolution  to  take  Place,  hath  been  proved,  and  is 
true. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  fo  much  of  the  faid  firft 
Article,  as  fuggefts,  that  the  Prevalence  of  a  Party  Spirit  amongft  the  Members  of  the 
faid  Veftry  hath  prevented  the  laying  of  the  Parifh  Levy  for  the  laft  Year,  hath  not  been 
proved,  and  is  not  true. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Veftry,  with  refpecl 
to  any  Thing  laid  to  their  Charge,  either  in  the  fecond,  or  third  Article,  have  not  been 
Guilty  of  any  Breach  of  their  Duty. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Veftry.  with  Refpecl 
to  any  Charge  laid  againft  them  in  the  fourth,  and  laft  Article,  have  not  been  Guilty 
of  any  Breach  of  their  Duty. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Petitions,  praying 
that  a  Law  may  be  enacted  to  diffolve  the  faid  Veftry,  be  rejected. 

The  firft  Refolution  of  the  Committee  being  read  a  fecond  Time ; 

The  Amendment  following  was  propofed  to  be  made  thereunto,  viz. 

To  add  at  the  End  thereof  thefe  Words,  viz. 

"  As  to  thofe  Members  who  refufed  to  confirm  the  Refolution  of  the  Veftry,  by  figning 
their  Orders,  and  neglected  to  attend  the  faid  Veftry,  to  do  the  Parifh  Bufinefs,  when 
duly  fummaned  thereto,  but  not  as  to  the  other  Members  of  the  faid  Veftry. " 

And  the  faid  Amendment  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the 
Houfe. 

Refolved,  That  the  Houfe  doth  agree  with  the  Committee  in  the  faid  Refolution 
fo  amended,  that  fo  much  of  the  firft  Article  of  Charge  as  alledges  fuch  a  Party  Spirit 
to  have  fubfifted  amongft  the  Members  of  the  prefent  Veftry,  as  is,  in  the  higheft 
Degree,  prejudicial  to  the  true  Intereft  of  the  Parifh ;  that  it  created  Warmths,  retarded 
Bufinefs,  and  hath  of  late  Years  prevented  Meetings;  that  feveral  of  the  Veftry  have 
declared  they  never  would  meet  again  in  the  Veftry,  and  expreffed  a  Willingnefs  for 
a  Diffolution  to  take  Place,  hath  been  proved,  and  is  true,  as  to  thofe  Members  who 
refufed  to  confirm  the  Refolution  of  the  Veftry,  by  figning  their  Orders,  and  neglected 
to  attend  the  faid  Veftry,  to  do  the  Parifh  Bufinefs,  when  duly  fummoned  thereto,  but 
not  as  to  the  other  Members  of  the  faid  Veftry. 

The  fecond,  third,  and  fourth  Refolutions  of  the  Committee,  being  feverally  read 
a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

The  fubfequent  Refolution  of  the  Committee,  being  read  a  fecond  Time; 

And  the  Queftion  being  put,  that  the  Houfe  doth  agree  with  the  Committee  in  the 
faid  Refolution ; 

It  paffed  in  the  Negative. 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Petitions,  praying  that  a  Law  may  be  enacted  to  diffolve 
the  faid  Veftry,  are  reafonable. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Aylett  and  Mr  Dandridge  be  added  to  the  Gentleman,  who  is  ap- 
pointed to  prepare,  and  bring  in  a  Bill,  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  Petition  of  the 
Veftrymen  of  the  Parifh  of  Saint  Martin,  in  the  Counties  of  Hanover  and  Louifa,  for 
an  A<ft  to  diffolve  the  Veftry  of  the  faid  Parifh. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftruction  to  the  Gentlemen  who  are  appointed  to  prepare 
and  bring  in  the  faid  Bill,  that  they  do  make  Provifion  in  the  faid  Bill  for  diffolving  the 
Veftry  of  the  Parifh  of  Saint  John,  in  the  County  of  King  William. 

Mr  Treafurer  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  for  dividing  the 
Parifhes  of  Southam,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland,  and  Dale,  in  the  County  of  Chefter- 
field;  and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  Time. 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Amelia,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto 
fubfcribed,  praying  that  a  Public  Warehoui'e,  for  the  Reception  of  Wheat,  may  be 
eftablifhed,  under  proper  Regulations,  at  Gatef field,  on  James  River;  and  alfo, 

A 
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A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Chefu-rpdi,  whofe  Name-;  are  thereunto 
fubfcribed,  praying  that  Public  Warehoufes,  for  the  Reception  of  Wheat,  may  be  eftab- 
lifhed,  under  proper  Regulations,  at  fome  convenient  Place  or  Plages,  Upon  James 
River;  and  alfo, 

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Cumberland,  whofe  Names  are  thereun- 
to fubfcribed,  praying  that  a  Public  Warehoufe,  for  the  Reception  of  Wheat,  may  be 
eftablifhed,  under  proper  Regulations,  at  Rocky  Ridge,  or  Chefter,  on  James  River, 

Were  feverally  preferred  to  the  Houfe,  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petitions  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ; 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  upon  Friday  next,  rcfolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  the  whole  Houfe  upon  the  Bill  to  remove  the  Seat  of  Government  to  a  Place  more 
convenient  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony. 

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  to  whom 
the  Petition  of  the  Magiftrates,  and  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Surry,  and  of 
feveral  Perfons  of  the  Town  of  Cobham,  and  others,  was  referred,  that  the  Committee 
had  examined  the  Matter  of  the  faid  petition,and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  there- 
upon, which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in 
his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the  Refolutions  of 
the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as  followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  fo  much  of  the  faid  petition, 
as  prays  that  the  Titles  to  the  Lots,  purchafed  of  former  Truftees  for  the  faid  Town  of 
Cobham,  may  be  confirmed,  and  new  Truftees  for  the  faid  Town  appointed,  is  reafonable.

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Botetourt,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto 
fubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  Diftance  which 
the  Petitioners  go  to  Market,  with  their  Commodities,  the  chief  of  which  is  Hemp,  would 
be  leffened  fixty  Miles,  by  a  Road  over  the  South  Mountain,  the  Coft  of  making  which, 
it  is  apprehended,  would  not  exceed  three  hundred  Pounds;  and  therefore  praying  that 
fuch  Road  may  be  opened  at  the  Expence  of  the  Public.

A  Petition  of  feveral  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Elizabeth  City,  whofe  Names  are 
thereunto  fubfcribed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the 
Pond  of  a  Water  Grift  Mill  in  the  faid  County,  belonging  to  the  infant  Heir  of  Booth 
Armiftead,  deceafed,  is  not  only  injurious  to  the  Health  of  thofe  who  live  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood

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bourhood  thereof,  but  renders  large  Quantities  of  fruitful  Land,  which  might  eafily 
be  drained,  unprofitable,  and  hinders  the  carrying  of  a  great  deal  of  valuable  Timber  to 
Market,  that  the  faid  Mill  does  not  grind  more  than  half  the  Year,  and  is  of  little  Ad- 
vantage to  the  Cuftomers;  and  therefore  praying  ^hat  an  Act  may  pafs  to  difcontinue 
the  faid  Mill,  or  that  the  Petitioners  may  have  fuch  other  Redrefs  as  fhall  feem  juft. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Proportions  and  Grievances;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and 
report,  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning  eleven  of  the  Clock. 
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R  Mar  fhall  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a  Bill  to  explain  and 
amend  an  Act,  intituled  An  Ad1  to  oblige  the  Owners  of  Mills,  Hedges,  or 
Stops,  on  tlie  Rivers  ilicrein  mentioned,  to  make  Openings  or  Slopes  therein 
for  the  Paffage  of  Fijh;and  the  fame  was  received,  and  read  the  firft  Time.

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  Bill,  intitided  An  Act5  for  vefting  in  Truftees  certain 
Lands,  whereof  William  Booth  and  Elizabeth  his  Wife  are  feifed  in  Fee  Tail,  to  be  fold, 
and  for  laying  out  the  Money,  arifing  from  the  Sale,  in  purchafing  other  Lands,  to  be 
fettled  to  the  fame  Ufes,  without  any  Amendment;  and  alfo, 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  Refolve  for  paying  a  Sum  of  Money,  and  an  Annuity 
to  John  Robinfon. 

And  then  the  Meffenger  withdrew. 

Mr  Cary  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Blandford  Warehoufes,  in  the  County  of  Prince  George,  had

the  Matter  of  the  faid  Petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  together  with 
the  Refolution  of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read  the  Report  in 
his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the  fame  was  read, 
and  is  as  fclioweth,  viz.

A  Petition  of  Laurence  Afhton,  of  the  County  of  King  George,  was  prefented  to  the 
Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  in  the  Year  1771,  Aaron,  a  Negro  Man  Slave  of  the 
Petitioner,  who  had  run  away  and  concealed  himfelf  in  the  County  of  Weftmor eland, 
and  againit  whom,  in  Order  to  reclaim  him,  the  Petitioner  had  caufed  a  Proclamation 
of  Outlawry  to  be  duly  publifhed,  being  purfued,  and  refufmg  to  furrender  himfelf,  was 
"lot  at,  and  flam;  and  therefore  praying  that  the  Petitioner  may  be  paid  for  his  faid 
Slave  by  the  Public. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
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of  Public  Claims;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Hpufe. 

A  Petition  of  William  Aylctt,  Proprietor  of  the  Public  Warehoufes  for  the  Infpection 
of  Tobacco,  at  Aylett's,  in  the  County  of  King  William,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  hitherto  the  Petitioner  hath  kept  the  faid  Warehoufes  in 
Repair,  at  very  great  Expence,  but  that  the  Court  of  the  faid  County  hath  lately  ordered 
the  faid  Warehoufes  to  be  repaired,  in  fuch  a  Manner  that  the  Petitioner  cannot  afford 
to  do  it  for  the  Rent  by  Law  allowed,  and  that  the  Petitioner  is  willing  to  deliver  up 
the  faid  Warehoufes  to  the  Public,  upon  being  paid  the  Value  of  them;  and  therefore 
praying,  that  proper  Perfons  may  be  appointed  to  afcertain  the  faid  Value,  to  be  paid 
to  the  Petitioner,  or  that  he  may  be  otherwife  relieved,  as  this  Honourable  Houfe  fhail 
think  juft. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read ; 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  Tomorrow,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  upon  the  Bill  for  further  continuing  the  Act,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  the 
better  regulating  and  colleding  certain  Officers  Fees,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned. 

A  Petition  of  John  Meredith  and  John  Timber  lake,  Inspectors  of  Tobacco,  at  the 
Brick  Houfe  Warehoufe,  in  the  County  of  Netv-Kent,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and 
read ;  fetting  forth,  that  by  the  Difcontinuance  of  the  Infpection  at  Hog  Neck  the  Trouble 
of  the  Infpectors  at  the  Brick  Houfe  being  much  increafed,  their  Wages  were  raifed 
from  twenty -five  to  thirty  Pounds  per  Annum,  but  in  the  Year  1769,  were  again  reduced 
to  twenty-five  Pounds,  which  the  Petitioners  humbly  conceive  is  not  an  adequate 
Satif faction  for  their  conftant  Attendance  and  great  Trouble;  and  therefore  praying 
that   their  Salaries  may  be  fettled  at  thirty  Pounds  per  Annum. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

An  engroffed  Bill  for  building  a  Bridge  over  the  Weftern  Branch  of  Nanfemond 
River,  by'  Subfcription,  was  read  the  third  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pafs;  and  that  the  Title  be,  An  Ad1  for  building  a  Bridge 
ever  the  Weftern  Branch  of  Nanfemond  River,  by  Subfcription. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Bland  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  defire  their  Concurrence. 

Mr  Cary  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
John  Reynolds  and  William  Edmondfon,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco,  at  Hobb's  Hole  Ware- 
houfes, in  the  County  of  Effex,  was  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the 
Matter  of  the  faid  Petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  together  with  the 
Refolution  of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe,  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his 
Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and 
is  as  followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  a  Certificate  of  the  Teftimony  of  the  faid  John 
Reynolds,  and  William  Edmcmdfon,  that  on  the  Night  of  the  25th  or  2  6cil  of  January  laft, 
fome  Perfon  or  Perfons  (  by  drawing  the  Staples  which  confined  the  Bolt)  broke  open 
one  of  the  Doors  of  the  faid  Warehoufe ;  that  the  Snow,  which  fell  at  that  Time,  prevented 
the  faid  Infpectors,  for  feveral  Days,  from  attending  their  Bufinefs,  but  as  foon  as  the 
Weather  permitted,  they  went  to  the  faid  Warehoufe,  and  difcovered  that  a  Hogfhead 
of  Tcbacco,  weighing  Nett  1101  Pounds,  was  ftolen,  which  faid  Tobacco  they  fufpected 
was  taken,  and  carried  on  Board  a  Ship,  that  failed  from  Tappaliannock  on  the  3rd  of 
February  laft,  for  that  fome  Time  after,  on  a  Marfh  below  the  Town,  an  empty  Hogfhead 
was  found,  on  which  were  the  Mark,  Number,  and  Weight  of  the  faid  Tobacco,  together 
with  the  Stamp  of  the  laid  Warehoufe.     It  further  appears  to  your  Committee,  by 

other 
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other  Teftimony,  that  the  [aid  Infpectors  are  very  careful  Perfons;  and  that  at  the  Time 
the  (aid  Tobacco  was  loft,  the  faid  Warehoufe  was  in  good  repair. 

Whereupon  your  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution: 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee.that  the  faid  Petition  is  reafonabie, 
and  that  the  Petitioners  ought  to  be  allowed  at  the  Rate  of  twenty  Shillings  per  Hundred, 
for  the  Hogfhead  of  Tobacco  in  the  faid  Petition  mentioned. 

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  thereupon, 
agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

The  Houfe  being  informed  that  Mr  John  Madifon,  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  the  County 
of  Augufta,  Mr  Thomas  Ruffin,  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  the  County  of  Dinwiddie,  Mr  Robert 
Munford,  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  the  County  of  Halifax,  and  Mr  Fortunatus  Sydnor,  Deputv 
Clerk  of  the  Court  of  the  County  of  Henrico,  had  not,  purfuant  to  the  Order  of  this  Houfe, 
fent  Copies  of  the  Lifts  of  Tithables  in  their  refpective  Counties,  to  the  Clerk  of  this 
Houfe,  before  or  fince  the  Meeting  of  this  General  Affembly; 

Ordered,  That  the  Serjeant  at  Arms,  attending  this  Houfe,  do  fend  to  the  faid 
Clerks  for  fuch  Lifts;  and  that  the  Expences  thereof  be  levied  upon  the  faid  Clerks 
refpectively. 

Mr  Cary  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
John  Thornley  and  William  Harrifon,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Gibfon  's  Warehoufes, 
in  the  County  of  King  George,  was  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the 
Matter  of  the  faid  Petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  together  with  the 
Refolution  of  the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his 
Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and 
is  as  followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  the  Depofitions  of  fundry  Perfons,  that  at 
the  Time  the  Tobacco  in  the  faid  Petition  mentioned  was  loft,  the  faid  Warehoufes 
were  in  good  Repair;  that  the  faid  Infpectors,  as  was  their  conftant  Cuftom,  faw  that 
the  Doors  of  the  faid  Warehoufes  were  all  well  fecured,  when  they  left  them,  but  on 
their  Return,  the  next  Morning,  found  the  Lock  broke,  and  one  of  the  Doors  forced  off 
the  Hinges ;  that  upon  Examination,  they  dif covered  that  two  Hogfheads  of  Crop, 
weighing  Nett  2000  Pounds,  and  319  Pounds  of  Tranffer  Tobacco,  were  ftolen;  and 
that  they  immediately  fearched  for  the  fame,  but  their  Endeavors  proved  ineffectual. 

Whereupon  your  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution: 

Refolved, That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,that  the  faid  petition  is  reafonabie ; 
and,  that  the  Petitioners  ought  to  be  allowed  for  the  2000  Pounds  of  Crop  Tobacco,  at 
the  Rate  of  twenty  Shillings  per  Hundred,  and  for  the  319  Pounds  of  Tranffer,  at  Two 
pence  per  Pound. 

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

An  engroffed  Bill,  to  empower  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk  to  affefs 
a  Tax  on  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  for  the  Purpofe  therein  mentioned,  was  read  the 
third  Time. 

Refolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pafs;  and  that  the  Title  be,  An  Ad1  to  empower  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk  to  affefs  a  Tax  on  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  for  the  Purpofe 
therein  mentioned. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Bland  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  defire  their  Concurrence. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Leivis  Burwell,  of  Gloucefter,  be  added  to  the  Committee  for 
Religion,  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  and  the  Committee  for  Courts 
of  Juftice. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning  eleven  of  the  Clock.

at  leaft  eighty  Pounds.

are  fettled  upon  the  adjacent  Lands,  but  to  the  whole  Colony,  by  introducing  a  moft 
extenfive  Trade;  and  therefore  praying,  that  an  Act  may  pafs  for  opening  the  Naviga- 
tion 
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tion  of  the  faid  River,  at  the  Expence  of  the  Public,  to  be  reimburfed  by  reafonable 
Tolls  upon  the  Commodities  which  fhall  be  carried  in  the  faid  River;  or  f<r  granting 
the  like  Tolls  to  fuch  Adventurers  as  fhall  be  willing  to  undertake  the  Work,  at  their 
own  Expence;  or  for  impowering  Truftees  to  receive  and  lay  out  the  Money,  which  Sub- 
fcribers  may  voluntarily  contribute,  for  that  Purpofe. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

A  Petition  of  Richard  Hewitt  and  Elias  Here,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Aquia  Ware- 
houfes,  in  the  County  of  Stafford,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth, 
that,  by  Means  of  heavy  Rains  in  the  laft  Summer,  a  large  Quantity  of  Tobacco  in  the 
faid  Warehoufes  was  damaged,  which  it  was  not  in  the  Power  of  the  Petitioners  to  pre- 
vent ;  and  further  fetting  forth,  that  the  petitioners  receive  only  forty  Pounds  per  Annum, 
for  their  Salary,  which  is  not  equal  to  what  is  paid  to  other  Infpectors.  whofe  Trouble 
is  lefs ;  and  therefore  praying,  that  they  may  be  allowed  for  the  faid  damaged  Tobacco, 
and  have  fuch  Salary  as  the  Houfe  fhall  think  juft. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Public  Claims;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Boiling,  Mr  William  Cabell,  Mr  Jofeph  Cabell,  and  Mr  Gray,  be 
added  to  the  Committee  for  Religion. 

Mr  Harrifon  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Trade,  to  whom  the  petition  of  the 
Truftees  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria,  praying  that  the  Wharf  at  Point  Weft,  in  the  faid 
Town,  may  be  vefted  in  the  Petitioners,  and  that  fuch  a  Tax  may  be  impofed  upon  Veffels 
heaving  down  by,  and  mooring  at  it,  except  thofe  which  bring  Tobacco  to  or  take  it 
from  the  public  Warehoufes  in  the  faid  Town,  as  will  enable  the  Petitioners  to  repair 
and  extend  the  faid  Wharf,  was  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matter 
of  the  faid  Petition,  and  had  come  to  a  Refolution  thereupon,  which  they  had  directed 
him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered 
it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  Refolution  of  the  Committee  was  read,  and  is  as 
followeth,  viz.

illegal  Manner,  and  for  a  much  larger  Sum  than  the  Work  is  really  worth ;  and  therefore 
praying,  that  the  faid  Infpcction  may  be  difcontinued;  and  that  the  Houfe  will  take  the 
whole  Matter  into  their  Confederation,  and  do  therein  what  fhall  feem  beft. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and 
report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

Amendment,  the  Council  defire  the  Ccntcurrence  of  this  Houfe;  and  alfo, 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  Bill,  intituled  An  Act8  to  amend  an  Act,  intituled  An 
Act  to  prevent  malicious  maiming  and  wounding,  with  fome  Amendments,  to  which 
Amendments  the  Council  defire  the  Concurrence  of  this  Houfe. 

And  then  the  Meffenger  withdrew.

ing  a  Calamity  of  a  moft  alarming  Nature;  that  the  Importation  of  Negroes  from  Africa 
has  long  been  confidered  as  a  Trade  of  great  Inhumanity,  and,  under  its  prefent  Encour- 
agement, may  endanger  the  Exiftence  of  his  American  Dominions;  that  Self-Prefervation 
therefore  urges  us  to  implore  him  to  remove  all  Restraints  on  his  Governors  from 
paffing  Acts  of  Affembly,  which  are  intended  to  check  this  pernicious  Commerce ;  and 
that  we  prefume  to  hope  the  Intercfts  of  a  few  of  his  Subjects  in  Great-Britain  will  be 
dif regarded,  when  fuch  a  Number  of  his  People  look  up  to  him  for  Protection  in  a  Point 
fo  effential;  that,  when  our  Duty  calls  upon  us  to  make  Application  for  his  Attention 
to  the  Welfare  of  this  his  antient  Colony,  we  cannot  refrain  from  renewing  thofe  Prof- 
feffions  of  Loyalty  and  Affection  we  have  fo  often,  with  great  Sincerity,  made,  or  from 
affuring  him,  that  we  regard  his  Wifdom  and  Virtue  as  the  fureft  Pledges  of  the  Happi- 
nefs  of  his  People,

Ordered,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  an  Addrefs,  to  be  prefented 
to  the  Governor,  upon  the  firft  of  the  faid  R.efolutions. 

And  a  Committee  was  appointed  of  Mr  Bland,  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton,  Mr  Richard 
Henry  Lee,  Mr  Treafurer,  Mr  Harrifon,  Mr  Cary,  M*  Stubblefield,  and  Mr  Mann  Page. 

Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  reported  from  the  Committee,  to  whom  the  Bill  to  amend 
an  Act,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  clearing  Mattapony  River,  was  committed,  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  directed  him  to  report  the  Bill  to  the  Houfe  without  any  Amendment ;  and 
he  delivered  the  Bill  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill  be  engroffed. 

Ordered  .That  M* David  Mafon  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections. 

A  Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Saint  James,  in  the  County  of 
Mecklenburg,  whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and 
read,  fetting  forth  that  the  Veftry  of  the  faid  Parifh,  having  cauf ed  three  large  Churches 
and  a  Chapel  to  be  built,  confuited  as  to  the  Situations  thereof,  the  Couveniency  of  the 
Vef trymen  themf elves,  rather  than  that  of  the  Petitioners ;  and  that  the  faid  Veftry 
having  agreed  to  receive  into  the  Parifh  a  Minifter,  who  was  approved  of  by  the  Parifh- 
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loners,  afterwards  fuddenly  received  another  Minister,  who  was  a  Stranger  to  them;  and 
that  the  faid  Vcftry,  in  Order  to  enable  one  Ropers,  a  notorious  Gamefter,  of  Lnfamou  i 
Character,  to  obtain  Holy  Orders,  gave  him  a  Recommendation  to  a  Benefice,  but  took 
a  Bond  from  him,  with  Security,  in  the  Penalty  of  one  thoufand "Pounds,  that  he  fhould 
not  claim  under  that  Title;  and  therefore  praying  that  the  faid  Veftry  maybediftolved 
Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
for  Religion;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Bland  reported  from  the  Committee  of  proportions  and  Grievances,  to  whom 
teveral  Petitions  were  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matters  of  the 
faid  Petitions,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon,  which  they  had  directed 
him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered 
it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read,  and  are  as 
followeth,  viz. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  the  Inhab- 
itants of  Henrico  and  Hanover  Counties,  praying  that  a  Ferry  may  be  eftablifhed  acrofs 
James  River,  from  a  Place  called  Rocket's  Landing,  in  the  faid  County  of  Henrico,  to 
the  Land  of  the  Honourable  William  Byrd,  Efq ;  in  the  County  of  C he fter field,  be  rejected. 
Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Petition  of  divers 
Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  King  George,  praying  that  the  Infpections  of  Tobacco  at 
Gibfon  '5  and  Morton 's  Warehoufes  may  be  dif united,  is  reafonable. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  petition  of  divers 
Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Stafford,  praying  that  the  Infpection  of  Tobacco  at  Cave's 
Warehoufes  may  be  dif  continued,  be  rejected. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  fo  much  of  the  Petition  of 
divers  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Frederick,  as  prays  that  the  Navigation  of  the 
River  Potowmack,  from  Tide  Water  to  Fort  Cumberland,  may  be  improved  at  the  Expence 
of  the  Public,  be  rejected. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Refidue  of  the  faid 
Petition,  praying  that  the  faid  Navigation  may  be  improved  by  Subfcription,  or  Lottery, 
is  reafonable. 

The  faid  Refolutions,  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,'  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftruction  to  the  faid  Committee,  to  whom  the  Bill  to 
continue  and  amend  the  Act,  intituled  An  Ad1  to  continue  and  amend  the  Ad,  intituled 
an  Ad  for  amending  the  Staple  of  Tobacco,  and  for  preventing  Frauds  in  his  Majefty's 
Cuftoms,  is  committed,  that  they  have  Power  to  receive  a  Claufe  or  Claufes  purfuant 
to  the  fecond  of  the  faid  Refolutions. 

Ordered,  That  a  Bill  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  laft  of  the  faid  Refolutions; 
and  that  the  faid  Committee  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Mr  Cary  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  Petitions  of 
Robert  Garrett  and  William  Plunket,  late  Infpectors,  and  of  the  faid  Robert  Garrett  and 
Henry  Ware,  prefent  Infpectors,  at  Conway's  Warehoufe,  in  the  County  of  Caroline. 
were  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matter  of  the  faid  Petitions,  and 
had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  together  with  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee 
thereupon,  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered 
it  in  at  the  Clerk 's  Table ;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that,  at  the  Times  the  Tobacco  mentioned  in  the 
laid  Petitions  was  ftolen,  the  faid  Warehoufes  were  infufficient ;  that  previous  thereto 
the  faid  Infpectors  had  often  applied  to  the  Court  of  the  County  of  Caroline,  to  put  the 
faid  Warehoufes  in  proper  Repair;  and  that  the  faid  Court,  in  the  Month  of  Odober. 
1770,  appointed  Persons  to  let  the  fame,  but  before  the  Repairs  were  made,  the  faid 
Tobacco  was  ftolen. 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolutions:

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Re fclved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  laid  Petition  of  Robert 
Garrett  and  William  Plunkct  is  rcafonable,  and  that  they  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum 
of  thirteen  Pounds  and  ten  Shillings,  for  the  Tobacco  in  the  faid  Petition  mentioned. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  faid  Petition  of  Robert 
Garrett  and  Henry  Ware  is  reafonable;  and  that  they  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of 
thirty-one  Pounds,  for  the  Tobacco  in  the  faid  Petition  mentioned. 

The  faid  Refolutions,  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

A  Petition  of  John  Ridor,  of  the  County  of  Fauquier,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  Land  of  the  petitioner,  whereon  he  lives,  in  the  faid 
County,  is  conveniently  fituated  for  a  Town ;  and  that  feveral  Tradefmen  have  already 
fettled  at  that  Place,  and  others  are  willing  to  fettle  there,  in  Cafe  a  Town  be  eftablifhed, 
and  therefore  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  for  laying  off  fifty  Acres  of  the  faid  Land 
into  Lots  for  that  Purpofe. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid 
petition,  and  that  Mr  Marfhall,  and  Mr  Scott,  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  May  be  added  to  the  Committee  for  Religion,  and  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances. 

Mr  Cary  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims,  to  whom  the  Petition  of 
Elizabeth  Derrick  was  referred,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Matter  of  the 
faid  Petition,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  fame,  together  with  the  Refolution  of 
the  Committee  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place,  and 
afterwards  delivered  it  in  at  the  Clerk's  Table;  where  the  fame  was  read,  and  is  as 
followeth,  viz. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  Negro  Man  Slave  Jack,  mentioned  in  the 
faid  Petition,  was  committed  to  Gaol  for  hogftealing,  and  that  during  his  Confinement 
he  was  froftbitten,  by  which  Means  he  died  in  a  few  Days  after  his  Trial. 

Whereupon  your  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution : 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,that  the  faid  Petition  is  reafonable, 
and  that  the  faid  Elizabeth  Derrick  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  feventy-five  Pounds 
for  the  faid  Slave. 

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time, was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  thereupon, 
agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  feveral  Allowances  of  thirteen  Pounds  and  ten  Shillings  to  Robert 
Garrett,  and  William  Plunket,  and  of  thirty-one  Pounds  to  the  faid  Robert  Garrett,  and 
Henry  Ware,  for  Tobacco  f tolen  out  of  Conway 's  Warehoufe ;  and  alfo  the  Allowance  of 
feventy-five  Pounds  to  Elizabeth  Derrick,  for  a  Slave,  who  having  been  froftbitten  during 
his  Imprifonment  as  a  Felon,  died  a  few  Days  after  his  Trial,  be  entered  in  the  Book  of 
Public  Claims  by  the  Clerk. 

And  the  faid  Allowances  were  feverally  entered  accordingly. 

A  Petition  of  Benjamin  Lankford,  and  Richard  Booker,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
and  read;  fetting  forth,  that  the  Petitioners  are  Proprietors  of  a  public  Ferry  over 
Staunton  River,  from  the  Land  of  Edward  Booker,  deceafed,  in  the  County  of  Halifax, 
to  the  Land  of  John  Fuqua,  deceafed,  and  that  the  Rate  of  the  faid  Ferry,  which  was 
formerly  fettled  at  two  Pence  per  Man,  was  af terwards  raifed  to  three  Pence ;  but  that 
the  Act,  by  which  the  Ferriage  was  railed,  contained  a  fufpending  Claufe,  and  it  is 
uncertain  whether  the  faid  Act  hath  been  approved  of  by  his  Majefty,  and  therefore  pray- 
ing that  the  Rate  of  the  faid  Ferry  may  be  made  equal  to  that  of  other  Ferries  over  the 
fame  River. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inf  traction  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances, 
who  are  appointed  to  prepare  and  bring  in  a  Bill  for  repealing  fo  much  of  the  Act,  made 
in  the  fifth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  intituled  An  Ad1  for  appointing 
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feveral  new  Ferries,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  as  eftablifhed  a  Ferry  from 
the  Land  of  Cornelius  Thomas,  over  the  Fluvanna,  to  the  Land  of  Nicholas  Dairies, 
that  they  do  make  Provifion  in  the  faid  Bill  for  fettling  the  Ferriage  from  the  Land  of 
Edward  Booker,  deceafed,  over  Staunton  River,  to  the  Land  of  John  Fitqua,  deceafed. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Duval  be  added  to  the  Committee  for  Religion. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Tomorrow  Morning,  eleven  of  the  Clock.

ANOTHER  Member  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken  by  Act  of 
Parliament,  and  repeated  and  f ubferibed  the  Tef t,  took  his  Place  in  the  Houfe. 
A  Petition  of  Benjamin  Winflow  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fet- 
ting  forth,  that  in  the  Year  1760,  the  Petitioner,  having  received  a  recruiting 
Comrniffion,  from  Lieutenant  Governor  Fauquier,  to  enlift  Men  for  the  Cherokee  Ex- 
pedition, and  being  particularly  directed  by  his  Inftructions  not  to  regard  the  Size  of 
the  Soldiers,  if  they  were  young  and  healthy,  and  had  good  Legs,  recruited  one  John 
Bromley,  about  eighteen  Years  of  Age,  and  in  every  other  refpect,  except  his  Stature, 
unexceptionable,  to  whom  the  Petitioner  advanced  the  ten  Pounds  Bounty  Money,  and 
who  was  fupported  by  the  Petitioner  in  a  March  from  the  Neighbourhood  of  Frederick  f- 
burg  to  Bryant's  Camp,  on  Roanoke,  where  the  faid  John  Bromley  was  objected  to  and 
refufed,  becaufe  he  was  under  Size,  by  the  Commanding  Officer;  and  further  fetting 
forth,  that  the  Petitioner,  underf  tanding  that  the  General  Affembly  had  repaid  to  Officers 
in  the  like  Circumftances  their  enlifting  Money  and  Expences,  defired  Mr  Benjamin 
Grymes,  then  a  Member  for  the  County  of  Spotfylvania,  to  lay  the  Cafe  before  the  Houfe 
of  Burgeffes,  and  put  into  his  Hands  the  Vouchers  to  juftify  his  Claim,  but,  it  leems, 
the  Matter  was  never  confidered  by  that  Honourable  Houfe;  and  therefore  praying 
that  fuch  Satiffacticn  may  now  be  made  to  him  as  fhall  feem  juft. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Public  Claims;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  take  into  Confideration  the  Amendment  made  by.  the 
Council  to  the  Bill,  intituled  An  Ad1  to  Appoint  Commiffioners  to  ftrike  a  dividing  Line  ! 
between  the  Counties  of  Stafford  and  King  George.

The  faid  Amendment,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe.

A  Petition  of  Jofeph  Byrn,  of  the  County  of  Frederick,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
and  read ;  fetting  forth,  that  a  Tract  of  Land  on  Slianando  River,  in  the  faid  County, 
whereof  the  Petitioner  is  feifed,  in  Right  of  his  Wife,  is  a  very  convenient  Place  for  a 
public  Ferry;  and  therefore  praying  that  fuch  Ferry  may  be  eftablifhed  from  thence, 
over  the  faid  River,  to  the  oppofite  Bank. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee  of 
Propofitions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

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The  faid  Amendments,  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Gray  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  acquaint  them  that  this 
Houfe  hath  agreed  to  the  Amendments  made  by  them. 

A  Petition  of  Fielding  Lewis,  and  others,  Veftrymen  of  the  Parifh  of  Saint  George, 
in  the  County  of  Spotfylvania,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth,  that 
the  Church  Yard  of  the  faid  Parifh,  in  the  Town  of  Frederick  [burg,  lying,  for  the  moft 
Part,  on  the  Side  of  a  Hill,  is  not  a  proper  Situation  for  a  new  Church,  which  it  will 
foon  be  neceffary  to  build,  and  befides,  is  not  large  enough,  nor  fit,  for  a  burying  Ground; 
and  therefore  praying  that  the  Petitioners  may  be  impowered  to  fell  fo  much  of  the 
faid  Church  Yard  as  hath  not  been  ufed  for  Interment,  and  to  lay  out  the  Money  arifing 
from  the  Sale,  or  fo  much  of  it  as  fhall  be  fufficient,  in  purchafing  other  Land  in  the 
faid  Town  more  convenient  for  the  Purpofes  aforefaid.

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  take  into  Confideration  the  Amendments  made  by  the 
Council  to  the  Bill  intituled  An  Ad  for  altering  the  Court  Days  of  the  Counties  of  Surry, 
and  Princefs  Anne. 

And  the  faid  Amendments  were  read,  and  are  as  followeth,  viz. 

Line  2,  after  "Surry"  infert  "Bedford." 

Line  8,  after  "Month, "  infert  "and  the  Court  of  the  faid  County  of  Bedford  fhall  be 
held  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  every  Month." 

In  the  Title  of  the  Bill  after  "Surry"  infert  "Bedford." 

The  faid  Amendments,  being  feverally  read  a  fecond  Time,  were,  upon  the  Queftion 
feverally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Bland  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  acquaint  them  that 
this  Houfe  hath  agreed  to  the  Amendments  made  by  them. 

A  Petition  of  William  Roane,  Gentleman,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read; 
fetting  forth  that  the  petitioner  had  agreed  to  purchafe  a  Tract  of  fifteen  hundred  Acres 
of  Land,  in  the  County  of  King  and  Queen,  from  John  Randolph  Grymes,  to  whom  the 
faid  Land  was  devifed  by  the  Will  of  his  Father,  the  Honourable  Philip  Grymes,  Efqxure, 
deceafed,  for  feven  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  but  that  it  hath  been  fince  difcovered  that 
the  faid  Land,  by  fome  Anceftor  of  the  Family,  had  been  entailed,  and  was  not  fubjecfc 
to  the  faid  Will;  and  further  fetting  forth,  that  Philip  Ludwell  Grymes,  Ef quire,  the 
eldeft  Son  and  Heir  of  the  Body  of  the  faid  Philip  Grymes,  the  Teftator,  having  been 
amply  provided  for  by  his  Father,  is  willing  and  defirous  that  his  faid  Brother  fhould 
have  all  the  Benefit  intended  for  him  by  the  faid  Devife;  and  therefore  praying  that 
Leave  may  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  vefting  the  Fee  Simple  Eftate  of  the  faid  fifteen 
hundred  Acres  of  Land  in  the  Petitioner,  upon  Payment  of  the  Confideration  Money 
aforefaid  to  the  faid  John  Randolph  Grymes. 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  Bill  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid 
Petition ;  and  that  Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  and  Mr  N  elf  on  do  prepare,  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Weft,  Mr  Mann  Page,  and  Mr  Taliaferro  be  added  to  the  Committee 
for  Religion. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Weft  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Taliaferro,  Mr  Bowyer,  and  Mr  Weft  be  added  to  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances. 

A  Petition  of  John  Pollard  and  Thomas  Sharpe,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  Dixon1 5 
Warehoufes,  in  the  Town  of  Falmouth,  and  County  of  King  George,  was  prefented  to  the 
Houfe,  and  read;  fetting  forth  that  the  Salaries  of  the  Petitioners,  for  feveral  years 
before  the  late  Adfc  of  General  Affembly,  which  reduced  them  to  forth-five  Pounds  per 
Annum  each,  had  been  equal  to  thofe  of  the  Infpectors  at  Falmouth  Warehoufes,  who 
are  ftill  allowed  fifty  Pounds  each,  and  who  do  not  Infpect  more  Tobacco  than  the 
Petitioners,  the  Quantity  brought  annually  to  each  Infpeiftion  being  from  twelve  to 
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fifteen  hundred  Hogfheads;  and  therefore  praying  that  this  Houfe  will  encreafe  their 
Salaries  for  the  future,  and  make  them  Amends  for  the  faid  Reduction. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be/referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Several  Petitions  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Suffex  and  DinvAddie, 
whofe  Names  are  thereunto  fubferibed,  were  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read;  taking 
Notice  of  an  Application  intended  to  be  made  to  this  Houfe,  for  obliging  the  Owners  of 
Mills,  on  Nottoway  River,  to  make  in  their  Dams  Slopes,  of  a  new  and  extraordinary 
Kind ;  and  reprefenting,  that  the  Slopes  propofed  would  render  the  Mills  unprofitable, 
and  probably  carry  them  away,  by  which  the  People  in  that  Part  of  the  Country,  watered 
by  very  few  conftant  Streams,  would  fuiter  greater  Inconvenience  than  the  free  Paffage 
of  Fifh  would  compenfate;  and  therefore  praying  that  no  Alteration  may  be  made  in 
the  Law  relating  to  Slopes  in  Mill  Dams. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Proportions  and  Grievances ;  and  that  they  do  examine  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report 
the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

Several  Petitions  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Caroline,  whofe  Names  are 
thereunto  fubferibed,  were  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read ;  fetting  forth  that  the  Rivers 
Mattapony  and  Pamunkey  are  capable  of  an  extenfive  Navigation,  which  might  confider- 
ably  leffen  the  Expence  of  carrying  Commodities  to  Market;  that  all  Rivers,  as  the 
Petitioners  Conceive,  ought  to  remain  open,  not  only  for  the  Purpofes  of  Commerce, 
but  that  the  Paffage  for  Fifh  being  free,  all  Men  may  equally  partake  of  that  natural 
Supply  of  Provifions;  and  that  the  General  Affembly,  with  a  View  to  fuch  defirable 
Ends,  have  empowered  Truftees  to  receive  Subfcriptions  for  clearing  Mattapony  and 
Pamunkey,  in  Confequence  of  which  feveral  Sums  of  Money  were  raifed  and  laid  out, 
but  the  good  Intention  of  the  Legiflature  hath  been  wholly  defeated  by  the  erecting 
Mill  Dams,  and  fetting  Fifh  Hedges  and  Stops  acrofs  the  faid  Rivers;  and  therefore 
humbly  fubmitting  it  to  the  Wifdom  of  the  Houfe  to  provide  an  effectual  Remedy  to 
remove  all  prefent  Obftructions,  and  prevent  them  for  the  future.

Ordered,  That  Mr  Harrifon  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Council,  and  defire  their  Con- 
currence. 

Mr  Marfhall  reported  from  the  Committee,  to  whom  the  Bill  to  explain  and  amend 
an  Act,  intituled  An  Ad*  to  oblige  the  Owners  of  Mills,  Hedges,  or  Stops,  on  tlie  Rivers 
therein  mentioned,  to  make  Openings  or  Slopes  therein  for  the  Paffage  of  Fifh,vr&s  committed 
that  the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  made  feveral  Amendments  thereunto, 
which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ;  and  he  read  the  Report  in  his  Place ; 
and  afterwards  delivered  the  Bill,  with  the  Amendments  in  at  the  Clerk  's  Table ;  where 
the  Amendments  were  once  read  throughout,  and  then  a  fecond  Time,  one  by  one,  and, 
upon  the  Queftion  feverally  put  thereupon,  were  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe.

fetting  forth  that  the  Petitioners  and  their  Friends  are  comfortably  fettled  on  the

The  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,  now  met  in  General  Affembly,  beg  Leave  humbly  to  repre- 
fent,  thai  they  have  received  a  Petition  from  a  confuierable  Number  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  County  of  Spotfylvania,  fetting  forth  that  the  Petitioners  have  for  many  Years  fitffered 
great  Hardships  and  unneceffary  Expences  from  the  inconvenient  Situation  of  the  Court- 
Hcntfe  in  the  Town  of  Frederickfburg,  near  one  Corner  of  the  County;  and  that  they  have 
been  difappointed  in  feveral  Applications  to  former  Governors,  for  Relief,  by  adjourning 
the  Court  to  a  Place  more  convenient  to  the  Inhabitants. 

Witltout  meaning  to  draw  into  Queftion  any  juft  Prerogative  of  the  Crown,  which  it  is 
their  Inclination,  as  well  as  Intereft,  ever  to  fupport,  but  thinking  it  their  indifpenfable  Duty 
to  ccnnmunicate  to  your  Excellency  any  Grievance  the  People  they  represent  may  fuftain, 
from  the  Exercife  of  the  Powers  of  Government,  in  Instances  where  their  Cafes  may  not 
have  been  fully  explained,  the  Burgeffes  have  taken  into  their  mature  Confideration,  as  well 
the  faid  Petition,  as  one,  in  Oppofition  thereto,  from  fundry  Inhabitants  in  and  near  the 
faid  Town  of  Frederickfburg,  and  are  of  Opinion,  that  fuch  Removal  would  be  juft  and 
proper,  for  the  following,  a?nong  other,  Reafons. 

Firft,  That  Court-IIoufes,  being  defigned  for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice,  built  at 
the  Expence  of  the  whole  People  of  the  County,  and  the  ufual  Place  for  the  Exercife  of  the 
Militia  of  General  Mufters,  they  conceive,  fhould  be  fo  placed,  as  that  a  Majority  may 
refort  to  them,  with  equal  Eafe  and  Convenience,  as  far  as  may  be,  which  can  only  liappen 
by  holding  the  Court  in  the  Centre. 

Secondly,  That  though  the  Encouragement  of  Towns  may  be  ufeful  to  Trade  and  Com- 
merce, Objects  worthy  of  the  Public  Attention,  yet  they  are  of  Opinion,  that  fuch  Encourage- 
ment ought  to  be  given  by  other  Means  than  that  of  facrificing  the  Eafe  and  Convenience 
of  the  People  in  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice. 

Thirdly,  By  holding  the  Court  in  one  Corner  of  the  County,  many  poor  People  mu-ft 
be  obliged,  as  has  happened  in  this  Cafe,  to  travel  double  the  Diftance  they  need  go,  and 
under  the  Neceffity  of  neglecting  their  Families  and  Bufinefs,  by  ftaying  all  Night  from 
Home,  at  Expences  very  injurious  to  them,  when,  from  the  Centre,  every  Per f on  might  be 
able  to  return  Home  the  fame  Day.

A  Meffage  from  the  Council  by  Mr  Blair:

It  further  appears  to  the  Co:nmittee,  by  a  Certificate  from  one  George  Turnbull,  that, 
notwithstanding  he  had  the  Affiftance  of  a  Phyfician,  he  lay  fourteen  Days  ill  of  that 
Difeafe,  and  his  Life,  the  whole  Time,  was  rrmch  defpaired  of;  that  in  an  Hour  after  the 
Petitioner  had  adminiftered  to  him,  he  found  great  Eafe,  and,  in  a  fhort  Time,  was 
perfectly  cured,  and  by  following  his  Directions  the  D  if  order  f  topped. 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  the  following  Refolution : 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Publication  of  his 
Remedy,  and  Manner  of  treating  that  Difeafe,  may  be  of  public  Utility.

It  pafied  in  the  Negative.

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will,  upon  Thurfday  next,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee 
of  the  whole  Houfe  upon  the  faid  Bill. 

M1  Harrifon  reported  from  the  Committee  of  Trade,  to  whom  the  Bill  to  permit 
certain  Perfons,  therein  mentioned,  to  erect  Gates,  acrofs  the  public  Roads,  leading 
through  their  Lands,  was  committed,  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  Allegations 
of  the  Bill,  and  found  the  fame  to  be  true ;  and  that  the  Committee  had  gone  through

Moft  Gracious  Sovereign, 

We,  your  Majefty 's  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,  now  met  in 
General  Affembly,  beg  Leave,  with  all  Humility,  to  approach  your  Royal  Prefence. 

The  many  Inftances  of  your  Majefty' s  benevolent  Intentions  and  moft  gracious  Dif- 

po fit ion 
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pofition  to  promote  the  Profperity  and  Happinefs  of  your  Subjeds  in  the  Colonies,  encourage 
us  to  look  up  to  the  Throne,  and  implore  your  Majefty' s  paternal  Affiftance  in  averting  a 
Calamity  of  a  moft  alarming  Nature. 

The  Importation  of  Slaves  into  the  Colonies  from  the  Coaft  of  Africa  hath  long  been 
confidered  as  a  Trade  of  great  Inhumanity,  and,  under  its  p-efent  Encouragement,  we  have 
too  much  Reafon  to  fear  will  endanger  the  very  Exifiance  of  your  Majefty  's  American 
Dominions. 

We  are  fenfible  that  feme  of  your  Majefty' s  Subjeds  in  Great-Britain  may  reap 
Emoluments  from  this  Sort  of  Traffic,  but  when  we  cenfider  that  it  greatly  retards  the  Settle- 
ment of  the  Colonies,  with  more  ufcfu.l  Inliabitants,  and  may,  in  Time,  have  the  moft  de- 
ftrudive  Influence,  we  pre  fume  to  hope  that  the  Inter  eft  of  a  few  will  be  difregarded  when 
placed  in  Competition  with  the  Security  and  Happinefs  of  fuch  Numbers  of  your  Majefty 's 
dutiful  and  loyal  Subjeds. 

Deeply  impreffed  with  thefe  Sentiments,  we  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  to 
remove  all  thofe  Reftraints  on  your  Majefty' s  Governors  of  this  Colony,  which  inhibit 
their  affenting  to  fuch  Laws  as  might  check  fo  very  pernicious  a  Commerce. 

Your  Majefty' s  antient  Colony  and  Dominion  of  Virginia  hath,  at  all  Times,  and 
upon  every  Occafion,  been  entirely  devoted  to  your  Majefty' s  f acred  Per f on  and  Govern- 
ment, and  we  cannot  forego  this  Opportunity  of  renewing  thofe  A  ffurances  of  the  true  ft  Loyalty, 
and  warmeft  Affedion,  which  we  have  fo  often,  with  the  greateft  Sincerity,  given  to  the  beft  of 
Kings,  whofe  Wifdom  and  Goodnefs  we  efteem  the  fureft  Pledges  of  the  Happinefs  of  all 
his  People. 

The  faid  Addrefs  being  read  a  fecond  Time ; 

Refolved,  Nemine  contradicente,  That  the  Houfe  doth  agree  with  the  Committee  in 
the  faid  Addrefs,  to  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty.  is*

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Your  Committee  take  Leave  to  obferve,  in  the  firft  Place,  that  the  fitting  Member 
did  not  appear  before  them,  either  in  Perfon,  or  by  his  Counfel;  whereupon  your  Com- 
mittee proceeded  to  confider  the  material  Depositions  taken  and    returned,  purfuant 
to  the  Order  of  the  Houfe,  from  whence  it  appears,  by  the  Evidence  of  one    James 
Johnfon,  an  Ordinary  Keeper,  in  the  County  of  Lunenburg,  that  on  the  Day  of  the  laft 
Election  of  Burgeffes  for  the  faid  County,  before  the  Poll  was  opened,  Mr  Blagrave  applied 
to  him,  and  told  him  if  any  Perfons  wanted  Drams  to  let  them  have  them,  which  he 
accordingly  did,  to  the  Value  of  twenty  Shillings,  or  thereabouts,  and  for  which  he  expects 
to  receive  Sat  if  faction;  but  that  Mr  Blagrave  did  not  folicit  his  Vote  or  Intereft;  that  he 
heard  one  Jofeph  Smith,  alfo  an  Ordinary  Keeper,  in  the  faid  County,  fay  that  he  treated 
for  Mr  Blagrave  on  the  Day  of  the  faid  Election,  but  he  did  not  declare  whether  by  M* 
Blagrave' s  Directions  or  not.     It  alfo  appears,  from  the  Evidence  of  Thomas  Garrett, 
that  about  a  Fortnight  before  the  laft  Election  for  the  faid  County  of  Lunenburg,  he  loft 
his  Pocket  Book,  and  one  Chriftopher  Maconico  engaged  to  give  him  another,  of  the 
Value  of  five  Shillings,  provided  he  would  vote  for  Mr  Blagrave  at  the  enfuing  Election; 
in  Confideration  whereof  he  did  vote  for  Mr  Blagrave,  and  has  fince  received  the  Book ; 
that  he  thinks  he  fhould  not  have  voted  for  him  without  fuch  Promife,  and  that  on  the 
Morning  of  the  Day  of  Election,  and  before  the  Poll  was  opened,  Mr  Blagrave  came  to 
him,  and  carried  him  to  the  Ordinary  Door,  into  which  he  entered,  and  there  drank 
plentifully  of  Wine,  and  was  told  by  one  Jofeph  Smith,  the  Ordinary  Keeper,  that  he 
was  partaking  of  Mr  Blagrave' s  Treat.  It  alfo  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  the  Evi- 
dence of  the  faid  Chriftopher  Maconico,  that  fome  Time  before  the  laft  Election  of 
Burgeffes  for  Lunenburg  County,  he  being  at  the  Houfe  of  Mr  Thomas  Garrett,  com- 
plaining of  the  Lofs  of  his  Pocket  Book,  he  told  him  if  he  would  vote  for  Mr  Blagrave  he 
would  give  him  another,  to  which  Garrett  agreed,  and  at  the  Election  performed  his 
Promife ;  that  fome  Time  after  the  faid  Garrett  applied   for  the  Pocket  Book,  and  Ma- 
conico gave  him  an  old  Scotch  Almanack,  of  lefs  than  four  pence  Value,  as  it  was  not 
agreed  that  the  Book  fhould  be  of  any  particular  Value ;  that  he  never  expects  any 
Satif faction  for  it;  that  in  Conference  with  the  faid  Garrett,  at  the  Courthoufe,  the  faid 
Garrett  informed  him  there  were  two  Things  he  had  fworn  before  Mr  Abraham  Maury, 
which  were  wrong,  viz.  the  faying  the  Pocket  Book  was  to  be  of  five  Shillings  Value, 
and  that  he  did  not  vote  for  Mr  Blagrave  in  Confideration  thereof.     It  further  appears 
to  your  Committee,  by  the  Evidence  of  one   John  White,  that  on  the  Day  of  the  laft 
Election  of  Burgeffes  for  the  County  of  Lunenburg,  the  faid  White  meeting  Mr  Blagrave 
1,7   between  James  Johnfon' s  Ordinary  and  Smith's  Ordinary,  after  the  ufual  Compliments 
of  Salutation  had  paffed,  Mr  Blagrave  faid  to  him,  "  You  don't  drink  Toddy ;  come  along 
with  me,  and  wTe  will  try  to  get  a  Dram ' ' ;  whereupon  they  went  together  into  the  faid 
Smith's  Ordinary,  and  Mr  Blagrave  called  to  the  faid  Smith,  who  produced  some  Rum 
in  a  Tumbler,  but  that  he  was  in  no  Wife  induced  thereby  to  vote  for  Mr  Blagrave.

The  faid  Refolution,  being  read  a  fecond  Time,  was,  upon  the  Queftion  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  Houfe. 

Refolved,  That  the  Sum  of  fix  Pounds  be  paid  to  Philip  Hand,  for  his  prefent  Relief , 
and  the  Sum  of  five  Pounds,  per  Annum,  during  his  Life.
